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PROCEEDINGS AT THE ANNUAL MEETING 



The seventy'^Ui annual meeting of the Society was held on 
Wedneeday, 5 February 1919, at 2.30 P.M., in Wilder Hall» 9 Ash- 
burton Place, Boston, President Baxter presiding and a quorum 
being present. 

The minutee of the meeting of 2 January 1919 were read and 
Improved, and the monthly reports of the Corresponding Secre- 
tary, librarian, Historian, and Council were accepted, the Council 
reporting the election of Hon. William Howabd Tait of New 
Haven, Conn., as an honorary member of the Society and the elec- 
tion of twelve other persons, whose names were read> as resident 
members. 

The Recording Secretary read the following report of the Special 
Committee on Revision of the By-Laws: 

To VHB Nsw Enolamd HnnoBic Gbnbalooical Socistt. 

The Special Oomniittee on Revuion of the By-Laws reports that it has con- 
sidered certain proposed amendments to Articles 1, 2, and 3 of Chapter II of 
the By-Law-, referred to it by the Society at the stated meeting of 2 January 
1919, luid uiukea the following recommendations: 

niat Artide 1 of Gh^ter II be ameiided by striking oat fha Moood and tliird 
•pangnplM of nid article, and by ioaertnig in plaoe thereof tlie two foUowing 
paragraphs : 

"Resident Members are those who pay nrmml dues, and consist of three 
classes: (1) those elected before January 1, I'JUii, who pay $3.00 annually and 
do not receive the Hew England Historical and Genealogical Register; (2) those 
elected between December 31, 1902, and March 1, 1919, who pay f5.cio annually 
and receive the Register; (3) those elected after February 28, 1919, who pay 
flO.OO annually and receive the Register. Annual dues are payable on the first 
of each January and are for the calendar year. Any Resident Member or any 
pereon elected a Resident Member may become a Life Member upon the pay- 
naent of ?100.00 at one time into the treasury. 

"Life Members are exeiopt from the pa^^poent of annual dues, and consist 
of four dasees: (1) those who paid 130.00 mto the treasury for Dfe Member. , 
ship l)ef(ire .Tariuary 1, 1903, jiml do not rrrpjvr 1': Xcw En/jhiml HisloHrnl atid 
Getieaiogical Hegtsler; (2J those who paid S5U.U0 mto the treasury between 
December 81, 1902, and March 1, 1919, for life Membership and receive the 
Register; C3) thoFp elected .f1, r February 28, 1919, who |>:iy SIOO.OO int- ttn 
treasury for life Membership and receive the Regi^er; (4) tnosc who pay S300.00 
into the treasury for life MembenAup before January 1, 1921, and receive the 
Register, whose membership with nil it« rights and pri\ilei:es is transmissible 
at decease by will or by written order filed with the Society. This last class of 
life Members are known as Pilgrim Tereentaaiuy Members. All reeeq»to from 
life Membership fees shall be permanently funded, the intaest only to be need 
tot current expenses."

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That Article 2 of Chapter II be amended by inserting in the second imo of 

said article, after the word "liesideat/' the word "Life/' — said article when 

amended reading as foOoiro: 

"The Recording Secretary shall keep a book, in which any nMHnber may pro- 
pose a Resident, Life, Correspondinpi; or Honorrin.- Momber." 

That Article 3 of Chapter II be amended by striking out the word "and" 

in the third line of the fint paragraph of scud article, and by inserting in place 

tfaenwf Ihe woidi: ''or if any peraon eleeted a life Meo^^ 

months after notification of election to aooept niembenihq> in imting and to 

pay the Life Membenhip fee^ or" eaid pangmph when amended leading aa 

follows: 

*'If anpr person elected a Resident Member shall neglect for three months 
after notification of election to aeeept membership in writing and to make the 
first annual payment, or if aoy person elected a Life Member shall nej^ect for 
three months after notification of election to accept membership in writinig and 
to pay the Life Membership fee. or if any person elected a Oorrespondmg or 
Honorary >Tember shall neglect tor six months after suoh notifieation to aoeq^ 
mmbeiship m writing, such election shall be void."

President Baxter then gave up the chair to Vice-President 
Chase, wiio appointed as tellers Mc8frrs. George Walter Chamber- 
lain and Edward \\ illard Howe and Rev. Anson Titus, and 
the election by ballot of officers and coinu iUors took place. 

Vice-President Cuahe then presented :i^ the speaker of the after- 
noon Hon. Arthur Holbrook Wellman, IM.A., LL.B., of Tops- 
field, Mass., a member of the Council of the Society, who in an 
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Me, eunert, and scholarly addrev <m LSmiy and Law warned his 
bearers of the dancers threatening the liberty of the individual, 
from the encroachments of modem legidation and from the spread 
of sttch subvetstye doctrines as those professed by the Bolsheviid. 

On motion of Mr. Geobob Lambbbt Gould a vote of thanks to 
Mr. Welejian was adopted.

I shall, however, 
content myself by referring you as usual to the committee reports, 
with the remark that the ouUook of the Society for the earning year 
is far brighter than it was a year ago, and that when we meet a 
\ car hence, you will, I believe, be highly gratified with the results 
of the year's work." 

Mr. Georqb Lambert Gouu>, Treasurer of the Sodety, then 
expressed, in a few well-chosen words, the high appreciation of 
the Sodety for Mr. Baxter's inany years of service as its President 
and its admiration for his continued active and vigorous partici- 
pation in its work, in spite of his advancing years.

giveu of their time, their thought, and their counsel that the broad purposes 
of the Society, the eoUeotion and preservation of genealogical reoorda fear the 
piddie benefit^ miglit be ntteined.

Voted, That the proceeding of this meeting, ivith the annual reports accepted 
the address of the Fkesidenti and the biographical notices of deoeased memiberB, 
be printed as a sappleniait to the April, 1919, numbor of the NiwENGLAnn

mailed to every member of the Society ffot rccoivinf; the KRr,isTER, to the fami- 
lies of members deceased during the past year, and to exchanging societies, and 
that the CoimcU be charged with the execution of thn order. 

No further Iju^iiuss being; presented, the President, at 3.30 P.M., 
declared the meeting dis^olved, and light refrcbhinents were served 
to the members of the Society and their guests in the adjoining 
reception ball.

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REPORT OF THE COUNCIL 



Prepared by WnuAic Sibsbtbr Richardson 

In presenting its annual report the Coundl calls attention to the 

somewhat surprising and very pertinent fact that absorption in war 
artivities' does not seem to have decreased appreciably the interest of 
the public in the objects which the Society was incorporated to 
promote. . 

The average number of visitore has been remarkably well main- 
tained, the eonditions being considered ; and the outlook, based upon 

former experience after the Spanish War, would indicate that a de- 
cided increase in the use of tlie Society's Library wiii soon take place. 

The demands made upon the iaslitulion are Hkely to be greater, 
while the means for meeting them have not been materially increased; 
and these conditions again bring uppermost the consideration ox 

fi3.:iMf'eS. 

Durinc the year 101^ the Council has caused to be sent to the mem- 
bers of the Society a carefully prepared booklet very fully describing 
its various needs. Good work iias been done in the matter of securing 
new members as well as in other directionsy but the net results of these 
appeals and of those intimated in the booklet and in the reports of 
the CouncU for the last three or four years have been unsuccessful in 
providing the funds vj^essary for the elimination of the deficit and 
the support and exit n-ion of the ser\'ice to tlie public. 

This state of aliaus will require new efforts in new directions; but 
the Council hopes that, the intense stress of the war being now abated, 
the membership will become active in helping the Society to obtain 
the endowment and other funds which the conditions drTTinnd. If 
the work which the Society iias so long and successfully pursued were 
less desired than formerly, the situation would be (UfTerent; but, with 
the interest and demands increased rather than lessened, it would 
seem that there ought to be many persons who would be glad to 
assist in having the current work most efficiently done and in bring- 
ing to the light for practical use those stores of valuable material 
which are in hand but are now unavailable. The Council is taking 
measures to secure subscriptjions to pay off the indebtedness incurred 
through the erection of the Society's building, to raise additional 
endowment funds, and to obtain a larger revenue from membership 
fees. It wishes to impress upon the members the need of their 
cooperation in this task of findinp: funds to enable the Society to 
maintain the high position which it has achieved. 

The Council suffered a serious loss in the death, on IG Ma^^ 1918, 
of Hon. Louis Atwood O)ok of Weymouth. Interested for several 
years past in the work of the Society, he was elected, at the annual 
meeting on 6 February 1918, as a Councillor for three 3'ears, and his 
death removes from the Council a member well-equipped for intelli- 
gent and faithful service.

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The Report of the CoMmnxE ok FbrANCE, by G«oige Lambert 

Gould, Treasurer: 

The Committee on Finance reporta that during the year 1918 a 
specific legacy of $500 from the estate of the late Mrs. Jennie B. 
Fuller has been received, and that tiie share in tiiis estate to which 
the Society, as one of the residttary legatees of the testatrix, is en- 
titled will probably be paid very soon. The sum of $200, the 
income for thn first year from the legacy of S5000 which was left 
in trust for the Society by the late Moses Greeley Parker, M. D., 
has been received from the Boston Safe Deposit <& Trust Company, 
trustees. 

The only floating indebtedness of the Society is a note for $3000» 
payable to the Boston Safe Deposit A Trust Company, being the 

same in amount arid security as a year ago and bearinjr interest at 
the rate of 6%. There is good reason to expect that thi:^ note will 
be i>aid in full in the course of the year 1919, and that thus a debt, 
originally $12,000, whidi was Incuited, In additimi to the mortgage 
that is still unpaid, in the construction of the Society's building, 
will be cancelled. 

Receipts from membership dues show a decided increase over 
those in previous years, owing largely to unusuallj' prompt and . 
even anticipated payments of dues for 1919 and an unusually lar|^ 
increase in life membenbipe. 

Donations to the Society have averaged about the same as in 
previous years; but income and rcf^oipts oucht to be much larger, 
in order to meet the increased necessary expenses and to provide 
for the proper upkeep of the building and its contents. 



The Report of the Coiimittee on Wats and Means, by WiOiam 

Streeter Richardson, Chairman: 

Especial attention hn? been given by the Committee to the matter 
and form of the handbook which makes clearly apparent the situation 
and needs of the Society. 

Various means have been taken to bring the facts shown by this 
handbook to the attention of such persons as might be interested in 
as?i'?ting the objects of the Society. Thr Committee now recommends 
the adoption of such new methods as may succeed in making the needs 
and the worthiness of the work of the institution more definitely 
appreciated. 

It will be readUy tmderstood that the pressure of the war has been 
a serious obstacle, but the Committee hopes that from now on a better 
condition will prevail. Tn nny rfi«e, an increased interest and OOdp- 
eration by the membership are very much needed. 

Economy in the administration has been exercised to a degree which 
it is denned unwise to exceed, and the serious attempt referred to in 
the report of this Committee presented to the annual meeting of 
1915 is now to be made. 
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Tlic Report of the Cn\rMTTTEE on Tncrease of MemBIMBV, by 

Richard Henry Wioslow Dwight, Chairman: 

The Committee on Increase of Membership reports that through 
its efforts and those of other members of the Society 5S peisooa have 
accepted membership during the year 1918. 

Believing that interert in anoestry haa been ^eatly stimulated by 
the war and that this ia, therefoie, a propitious time to present to the 
public the advaatam offered by membership in this Society, the 
Committee oigea aU membera to oodpeiate with it in securing new 
members. 



Hie Report of the Cc^mmittee on Sale of Pubucations, by Charles 

Eliot Goodspccd, Chairman: 

Attention was called in the report of the Comiiuitee a year ago to 
the excellent facilities which the Society has for the storage, advertis- 
ing, and sste of gensalo^eal books, and the OommHtee de&S» 
this method of promotmg the objects of the Socieij before its mem* 
bers. During the year 1918 gifts of vital records and irenealogies, 
amountinj^ in value at retail prices to more than $2,00U, have been 
received from Messrs. Thomas Williams Baldvvm and George Francis 
Dow, and nlss from these two donations have aheady exceeded $100. 



The Report of the Committee on Publications, by James Parker 

Parmenter, A.M., LL.B., Chairman: 

The Committee on Publications reports that during the year 1918, 
in addition to the Register and the Proceeding at the Annual Meet- 
ing, which together make a volume of 439 pages, the Sodety has pub- 
lished the Vital Records of Shirley, containing 211 pages, and the 
Vital Records of West port, containmg 296 pages, the total number of 
pages for the year being 946. 

The Society has also printed for distribution among its members and 
among othos who may be or may become interested in its work a 
revised and enkrged edition — the tenth— of its Handbook, a pam- 
phlet of 23 pages containing a detailed statement of the financial 
nf^edfi of the Society, toi^ether with an ficcount of its history and 
objects and a list of its Officers, CoimciUors, and Committees for 
1918. 

Owing to the repeal of the Vital Records Act of 1902 by the Massa- 
chusetts General Court of 1918, the purchase of printed vital records 
by the State was discontinued on I Dcrornbcr 1918, and tlu refnre the 
publication of such records by the Society has been temporarily sus- 
pended. The Council, however, has authorized the resumption of the 
publication of vital records as soon as enough subscriptions have been 
secured to warrant this course; and the Committee is about to send 
out letters and chreuhwB asking for subscriptions to enable it to con- 
tinue this valuable series of books. 
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The Report of ihe Committee to Assist the Histobian, by Andrew 
Fiske, Ph.D., LL.B., Chairman: 

During the past year the Committee has at all times been ready to 
render any assistance required; but no request for assistance has 
come from the Historian, and therefore the Committee has held no 
meetings and has transacted no business. 



The Report of the Committee on English Research, by George 
Andrews Moriarty, Jr., A.M., LL.B., Captain, U.S.A., Chairman: 

During the year 1918, owing to conditions brought about by the 
war, the Conunittee on English Research has deemed it inadvisable 

to attempt to secure funds for carr^iDg on genealogical research in 

England. Two of the members of the Committee, however, have fiir- 
nishwi for publication in the Registkh v;ihia})le English records se- 
cured at their own expense, and sunilar material has been offered and 
accepted for the coming year. It is, nevertheless, extremely desirable 
that the Society diould have at its disposal a fund which may be used 
in the near future, under the direction of the Committee, for investiga- 
tions in England, and contribntion-^ for such a fund will be p:rateful1y 
aeeepted by any member of tiie Comimttee or by the Treasurer of the 
Society. 

The balance of $11.52 which was on hand on 31 December 1917 has 

been expended for the copying of certain English papers in the posses- 
sion of the Essex Institute, and in due time selections from these 
papers will appear in the Kegibteb. 



The Report of the CoMurrcEE on Heiluudbt, by Robert Dickson 
^^'eston, A.B., Chairman: 

The Committee on Heraldry has Uttle to report for the year 1918. 
It has rcreived an unusually small number of ajjphVatinns for as?ii=^- 
tance, and lias met only onceor twice. The cares and anxieties incident 
to the war have very naturally occupied every one's mind to the exclu- 
sion of a subject which even the members of this Committee must 
admit to be comparatively tmimportant. 



The Report of the Committee on the Library, by John Carroll 
Chase, Chairman: 

The Committee on the Library has met regularly throughout the 
year and attended to its routine duties. No matter of special impor- 
tance has come before it for consideration. The needs of the Library 
were set forth quite ftilly in the 191S edition of the Handbook of the 
Society, wluch was mailed to all members. 
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The Report of the Com^tittee on CnLT.ECTTOx of Recobds, by 
George Walter Chamberlain, M.S., Clmimiau: 

During the year 1018 two important genealogical maniisrripts have 
been deposited in tlio .'^afe of the Society b}- two members of this 
Committee, and important pri\a{e records heretofore inaccessible 
have been secured for the IUxsibtbb by two members of the Com- 
mittee. 

More than a dozen important genealopeal collections, including 
several manuscript genealogieB, have been deposited by oilier persons.

The Committee has received 58 pag^ of tjrpewritten epitaphs of 
Sunapee, N. H., from Mi^^s Ethel Norris, a member of the Society, 
and the epitaphs of Chariemont and West|X)rt, Mass., from the 
Eddy Town-Record Fund. The genealogical information from the 
Chariemont and Westport epitaphs has been incorporated in the 
printed vital records of those towns, which were published by the 
Society in 1917 and 1918.

Although the general economic conditions have been felt by the 
Committee, through the ronrtesy of the ppoakers and the generous 
donations of a few members the standard of former years has Ijeen 
maintained. Interest in the subjects presented continues unchanged, 
as 18 shown by the attendance, which has averaged the same as last 
year. 
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REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN 

Presented by Wuxjam Prescott Greenlaw 

The total accessions for the year 1918 number 969 volumes, 893 
pamphlets, and 50 miscellaneous articles. Of these, 184 volumes 
and 168 pamphlets were purchased; 735 volumes, 724 pamphlets, 
and 60 misedlaaeouB artidn were given; and 60 volumes and 1 
pamphlet were leoeived In exchange. One hmidred and ninety-ax 
genealogies were acquired dun'nsr the year. The total arrc??inns 
from 1844 to 1918, mciusive, as |shown by the records, aggregate 
43,942 volumes and 106,390 pamphlets, an average of 586 volumes 
and 1418 pamphlets annually. These aggregates do not indicate 
the actual number of volumes and pampaiets now In the Library, 
neither do the figures based on estimates which it has been the 
custom to submit annually for the last sixty years. About 10.000 • 
pamphlets were withdrawn from the Library in 1879, and an un- 
known number of volumes and pamphlets were withdrawn m the 
yean 188^1862; and these were finally disposed of In the years 
1895, 1896, 1906, and 1012. In December 1895 the Committee 
on the Librarv' made an estimate of the volumes and pamphlets 
then in the Libran,-, which has been the basis of the reports madq 
since then. Adding the accessions since 1895 and deducting the 
volumes and pamphlets withdrawn give 42,227 volumes and 41,515 
pamphlets as the approximate number in the library on 31 December 
1918. This method ci indicating the size of the Library mal^ no 
aUowanco for the changes brought about by bindinpr. A large num- 
ber of genealogi( local histories, parish registers, and kindred works 
are received unbound and entered in the accession records as 
pamphlets, which afterwards are bound and placed with the volumes. 
Counting these bound pamphlets as volumes, there are now shelved 
in the Librar>% offices, and safe nearly 61,000 bound volumes. - In 
addition to this there are in the storage room in the basement several 
thousand bound volumes for which shelving has not yet been 
provided. 

There was a marked falling off in the registration of visitors in 
the summer of 1918, enough to bring the total for the year about 

thirteen per cent below the average of the preceding twenty-five 
years, while the use of the Library by members was above the aver- 
age. The decrease of use by both visitors and members was only 
eight per cent below the high record of recent years. 

The needs of the library were set forth quite fully in the tenth 
edition of the Handbook of the Society, which was mailed to aQ 
membera early in the year.

Rev. Geobob Lovell Cabt, A.M., L.H.D., of Meadville, Pa., 

a corresponding member since 1860, was l>orn at Medway, Mass., 
10 May 1830. the son of Willinm H. and Lvdia D. (Lovell) Osucy, 
and died at Calgary, Alberta, Can., 25 June 1910. 

He was graduated at Harvard College in 1852, received the degree 
td A.M. from the same institution in 1S57, and was also a student 
at the Harvard Divinity School. In 1893 AUegheny College, Pa., 
conferred on him the decree of LJ9.D. 

From 1856 until 1802 he w.is professor of Greek and Latin in 
Antioch College, Ohio. From 1862 until U)02 he was professor of 
New Testament Literature in the Meadville Theological School, 
Meadville, Pa., serving also as president of the School from 1890 
until 1902. Afterwards, tmtil his death, he was jirofessor emeritus 
in the same institution. He published "Introduction to the Creek 
of the New Testament." 1878, "The SynopUc Gospels," 1900, and 
"The Metric of Hynmody." 

He married, 12 March 1854, Mary Isabella Harding of Medway, 
Mass., who died 8 May 1917. Their only dattghter, the wife of 
Rev. Frank W. Pratt of Richmond, Va., died 27 Augu.st 1918, leav- 
ing two children, Theodore Gary Pratt and Martha Cary Pratt.

Pa., a corresponding 
member since 1800, was born in SuUivan Co., N. H., 13 Febniar^^

died in Philadelphia 3 April 1911.^ His father, who died in 1860, 
was graduated at Harvard College in 1808, and received the degree 
of A.M. from Dartmouth College in 1847. 

Henry Flanders was educated at Kimball Academy in New Hamp- 
shire and at the Newbur>' (^'t.) Seminarj', and received the honorary 
degree of A.M. from Dartmouth College in 1856.

"Rev. Francis SorTHACK Hoyt, A.M., D.D., LL.D., of Cin- 
cinnati, Ohio, a eorro-' ponding member since 1869, was bom at 
Lyndon, Vt., 5 Noveniber 1822, the fourth child and third son of 
Rev. Benjamin liay and Lucinda (Freeiiian) Hoyt, and died at 
Cincinnati 21 January 1912. The late Col. Albert Hatnson Hoyt, 
A.M., Editor of the Registeb during the years 1868^1875, was 
his younger brother, and an account of his ancestr*' may !x> found 
in the memoir of Colonel Hoyt which was prepare<l by the late 
Charles Sidney Ensign, LL.B., and wa^ published in the Hegistek 
for January 1916 (vol 70, pages 3-8). 

When less than eighteen years of age Francis Southaek Hoyt 
entered Wesleyan University, Middletown, Conn., where he was 
graduated in 1844 and whore he received the degree of A.M. in 1848. 
After graduation he taught for two years a select school in Nor- 
wich, Conn., and then joined the New Hampshire General Con- 
ference of the Methodist Episcopal Church and was stationed in 
184&-7 at Hanover, N. H. In 1817-8 he served as principal of the 
Newbury (Vt.) vSeniinar\'. Then he became a teacher in the Newark 
(N. J ) Institute, remaining; there until IS.jO. when, under appoint- 
ment from the Methodist Episcopal Church, he went to the t hen dis- 
tant Territory of Oregon, to take charge of the Oregon Institute at 
Salem, which in 1857 was chartered as Willamette University, 
Sir. Hoyt being its first president.* In 1S60 he was called to the 
professorship of Natural Science^ in the Ohio Wesleyan University 
at Delaware, Ohio, a position held until 1866, when, at his own 
request, he was transferred to the cliair of BibUcai Theology and 
literature in the same institution, which he retained until 1872. 
While holding this professorship he spent much of his time in prepar- 
ing a revised edition of Angus's ' 'Hand-Book of the Bible." About 
the time of his tnnsfpr to the new professorship he became a mem- 
ber of the North Ohio Conierence, with which he remained connected 
imtil his death. He was elected a delegate to the General Confer- 
ences of 1872, 1878, 1880, and 1884, and by the General Confer- 
ence of 1872 was elected to the editorship of the TTesfem Christian 
Adoocaie, serving in this position for the next twelve years. In 1884 
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he was made presiding elder of the Cleveland Distriet, and at the 
close of his fiUI term in 1890 was appointed to the supervision of 
the Sandusky District, serving the complete term of six years. 
The next year (1896) he became professor of the Greek Testament 
and of Biblical Theology at Baldwin University, continuing in that 
capacity until 1909, but for Bome years thereafter acting as presi- 
deiit of the Board of Trustees of that institution and serving for 
some time fis its librarian. From this university he received in 
1868" the degree of D.D., which was also conferred on him in 1872 
by the Ohio Wesleyan University, in 1911, on the occasion of his 
visit to WiUamette Univeiaily, he recdved from that institution 
the degree of LL.D. 

Hp married, at Phillips, Me., 25 December 1848, Phoebe Mnrtha 
Dyar, daughter of Joseph Dyar of Farmington, Me., who died 16 
December 1908. A son, Frank Hoyt, and a daughter, Mrs. Frances 
Hoyt Dyer, both of Cincinnati, survive him, and in ^eir homes 
his last days were* spent.

Kmr. Stephen Denuon Pbbt, F&.D., of Salem, Mass., 

a corresponding member since 1881, was bom at Euclid, Ohio, 
2 Deceml)er 1831, and died at Northampton, Mass., 24 May 1914. 
He was graduated at fieloit CoUe^, Beloit, Wis., in 1851, and re- 
ceived Irom the same institdtion in 1800 the degree of Ph.D. He 
studied at the Yale Divinity School, 1851-1853, and in 1864 was 
graduated at the Andover Theological Seminary. For over forty 
years he belcl pastorates in the West. While accompan^'-ing his 
father on inis-ionarv tours he became interested in Indian Ufe and 
in the mound biuidera, and this led to his hfe study of archaeology. 
In 1878 he founded the American ATHUquarim andOrieniaiJewnal, 
the first journal of its kind, and was for thirty-two years its editor 
and publisher. He was a corresponding member of the AmrnVan 
(Jricnfnl Society, the American Numismatic Society, the Daven- 
port At ademy of Sciences, the Philosophical Society of Great Britain, 
and the Society of Biblical Archajology, and a member of the Ameri- 
can Antiqijarifta Society.

Rev. Edwabd Newman Packard, A.M., D.D., of Stratford, 
Conn., a life member since 1885, was born at Lancaster, Mass., 
16 December 1841, the son of Rev. Charles and Rebecca Prentiss 
(Kent) Packaid, and died at Stratford 26 April 1917. He traced 
his lineage from Samuel^ Packard, who came to New England in 
the Diligent in 1638, settled in Hingham, Mass., and was later of 
Weymouth and Biidgewater, Mass., through Zaccheus,* Solomon,* 
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Jacob,* Rev. Hezekiah,* D. D., of Chelmsford, Maas., and Wiscasset, 
Me., and Renr. CharleB,* his father, who served ae a miiiister of the 
gospel in various parishes an 1 lit 1 at Biddeford, Me., in 1^4. An 
elder brother of Rrv. Pharles Packard wns Rev. Alpheus Spring 
Packard, D.D., for many years a beloved professor at Bowdoin 
College. 

He was prepared for college at the Biddeford (Me.) High School, 
and was grsduated at Bowdoin College in 1862, receiving from his 
dma mafer the degree of A.M. in 1865. The de^i^ee (FDD. was con- 
ferre<) on him by Syracuse Univenity in 1891 and by Bowdoin 

College in 1015. 

He studied for a year at the Bangor Theological Seminary, and 
was abo for a while principal of the Limerick (Me.) Academy. He 
tau^t at Bowdoin College, 1863-1868,. first as a tutor, and sub- 
sequently as instructor and assistant professor of mathematics. He 

spf'nt the year lS()8-()0 at the Andovor Theological Seminar>', as a 
residrnt licentiate, and was ordained to the Congregational ministry 
at Eviuiaton, 111., 13 January 1870. He was pastor of tlae Fii-st Con- 
gregational Chineh, Evanston, 1870-1879, of the Second Church, 
Dorchester, Mass., 1879-1887, of the Plymouth Congregational 
Church, S\Tacu<^e. X. Y., 1887-1904, and of the Stratford Con- 
gregational Church from 19(H until 1916, when he was made pastor 
emeritus. 

Dr. Packard was an overseer of Bowdoin College from 1881, 
assistant recording secretary of the American BoaM of Gomnii»* 
sioners for Foreign Missions, and a member of the Boston Monday 
Club and of the Fairfield Association of Ministers. In politics he 

was a !(• j iublican. 

He married at Wmona, Mimi., 10 November 1870, Mary Eliza- 
beth Ford, daughter of Dr. Harvey Ford, who, with the foUowing

Sarah Borden Durfeb Lewis, A.M., of Boston, a resident 
member since 1911, was bom at Roxburj% Mass., 28 November 
1851, the daughter of Franklin Uenshaw and Sarah Borden (Dur- 
fee) Lewis, and died at Brookline, Mass., 25 May 1917. She was 
descended .ton Udmund Lewis, who came to New England in the 
ElizabeUi in 1634, first settling at Watertown, but soon buying a large 
tract of land on the shore of L>Tin, The descendants of Edmnnd 
owned property at the North Eiad of Boston, and carried on a large 
and successful shipping trade at the wharf now called Lewis VYharf . 
Samud Shaw Levns, the grandfather of Miss Lewis, was instrumental 
in arranging tiiat the steamers of the Cunard Line shoidd sail to 
and from Boston, and was the first agent of the Line in Boston. 
Her ^ther, Franklin Henshaw Lewis, was said to have been the 
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fint exporter of apples from this country. Miss Lewis traced her 
ancestry also to James Chilton and his daughter Mary, John and 
Priscilla (Mullens) Aldcn, Richard Warren, and Governor Bradford) 
all of whom were pa^engers in the Mayflower in 1620. 

Miss Lewis receiyed her elementary education in private schools, 
was graduated at Vassar College in 1871, and received the degree 
of A.M. from RadcUffe College in 1901. 

She was a "tiulent of history, a botanist of mvno merit, and an 
ardent ornithologist. Gifted vnth. a remarkable memory, she made 
an unusually fine teacher, — her profession during most of her life. 

George Montgomery Chamberun, M.D., of Chicago, 111., a 
resident member since 1904, was bom at Saratoga Springs, N. Y., 
25 July 1844, the son of Joseph Fitch and iiebecca (Montgomery) 
Chamberlin, and died in Chicafjo 30 June 1917. He wab llie ( itrhth 
in descent from Ricliard Chamberlin or Chamberlain, the inani- 
grant, of Braintree, Roxbuiy, and Sudbuiy, Mass., tiurou^ his 
son Benjamin, one of the first proprietors of Oxford, Mass. Ben- 
jamin's gnrdson, John, was the fii^t settler of Thetford, Vt., and 
moderator ol its first town meeting. Dr. Chaiiibcrhn was of Scot- 
tish descent on his mother's side and of Mayflower ancestry through 
• his greatrgreat-grandmother, Mehitable Fuller, wife of John Chamb^- 
lin, Jr., of Hebron, Conn. 

He wafl graduated in 1864 at the Rush Medical College, Chicago, 
where he re«u?( d nnd practised his profession, taking pride in the 
marvelous development of the city. For twenty-five years he was 
on the stiiff of St. Luke's Hospital, one of the b^t hospitals in Chi- 
cago, serving as attending obstetrician and also as a member of the 
examining board of the Hospital's Training School for Nurses. He 
was a member of the American Medical Association, the Illinois 
Medicfil Society, a charter member of the Union League and Wash- 
ington I'liik Clubs, and a member of the Chicag;o Athltitic Asso- 
ciation, the South Shore County Club, and the Forty Club. 

He took special interest in the Chambetlain Association, of which 
he was elected \ president in 1906, chairman of the PubUcation 
Committee in 1,)13, and president in 1916. His bequest of SIOOO, 
to be uBed "towards the cost of publication by a committee of the 
Chamberlain Association of the genealogy of the Chamberlain 
family," was the ultimate proof of the love which he bore the 
AsBociatioii. 

He married, 17 October 1869, Isxua, Chamberlin, who survives 
him, daughter of James Madison and Louisa Beebe (Perry) Chambeiv 
lin, formerly of Rutland, Vt.

Rmr. Horace Edwin Hatden, M.A., of Wilkes-Barre, Pa., a 

corresponding member since 1874, was bom at Catonsville, Balti- 
more Co., Md., 18 February' 1837, the son of Edwin Parsons and 
Elizabeth (Hausc) Hayden, and died 22 August 1917. He traced 
his dt:icent from Sergt. William* Hayden of Dorchester, Mass., and 
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Htitford ahd Windsor, Conn., through Lieut. DaatfeP of WlnclMMr, 

Daniel,* Daniel/ Lieut. Thomaa^ of Wmdsor, an officer in the 

Revolution, Dr. TInrnrp H./ who moved from Connecticut to Bfilti- 
more, Md., and Edwin Parsons' of Ellicotr ( ity, Md., his father. 

He received his education at St. Timothy s Hall, Catonsville, a 
military school, and at Kenyon College, Gambier, Ohio. From 
1858 to 1861 he taught a aehool for young ladies at EDioott City, 
and then entered the Confederate service, enlisting as a private, 
1 June 1861, for one year, in the Howard County (Md.) Cnvaln,', 
a company composed of his own associates, This was attached to 
the regiment of CoL Angus McDonald until 20 July ISGl, when it 
became Company E of the First Virginia Cavalry, under Col. 
J. E. B. Stuart. In March 1862 this regiment was reorganised, 
and one-half of Company K, including Private Hayden, became a 
part of the First Mnn-land Battalion of Caval^}^ Private Ha^^den 
reenlisted for two years from 1 June 1SG2, and serv^ed in the field 
with ills battalion \mtil alter the Second Battle of Manassas 
(Bidl Run), in August 1862, when he was placed in ehaige of wounded 
men at BueUand, Va. In November 1862 he returned to his com- 
pany and ser\'ed in the Shenandoah Valley. In the summer of 
1863 he was appointed a hospital steward and was ordered to Rich- 
mond. He was honorably discharged 6 July 1864, at the end of 
his term of enlistment, but remained in the service as a volunteer 
in the Third '\^rginia Inf antty untQ his final discharge on 30 Decem- 
ber 1864. 

On 1 January 1865 he entered the Virginia Theological Seminary, 
to prepare for the ministry, and, after graduating there, was ordained 
to the diaconate in the Protestant Episcopal Church, 2S June 1807, 
by the Rii^t Rev. John Johns, D.D., LL.D., his cousin. His 
first charge was Christ Church, at Point Pleasant, W. Va. On 7 
August 1868 he was ordained to the priesthood at Alexandria. Va., 
by the Right Rev. Francis McN. Whittle, D.D. In 1873 he resigned 
his charge at Point Pleasant and became rector of St. John's Church, 
at West Brownsville, Pa., m the diocese of Pittsburgh. There he 
remained until 1879, when h» went to St. Stephen's Church, Wilkes* 
Barre, Pa., his permanent charge. 

Mr. Hayden was much interested in American hi-^ton,- r.nd gene- 
alogy, and among his pubhshed works is a book of 800 pau:f^^, en- 
titled "Virginia Genealogies." He was a hfe member of the W^ oming 
Historical and Geological Society of Wilkes-Barre, held m that 
organisation the c^ces of correqxmding secretary, librarian, histori- 
ographer, and curator, and from 189i OH was the editor of all its 
publication«. He was also a member of many other societies. 

He married at Point Pleasant, W. Va.. 30 November 1868, Knte 
EUzabeth Byers, daughter of John Aipiionse and Ciiarlotte Alary 
(Davis) Byers of Hancock, Md. Their children were Mary Elisa-

She was a descendant of Nathaniel^ Chickering of Dedham, Mass., 
tlinnigh Natbaniel,* John,' Abner/ Jonaa^ (founder el the famous 
piano house of dickering and Sons), and Col. Iliomas Edward,* 
her father, who was distinguiahed for his ppn'ioes in the Civil War. 

Mrs. Prince was educated at some of the leading private schools, 
of the day, and was always prominent m the sooal life and con- 
stnietive activities (rf her home ctly. Eram the outbreak of the 
Qieat War she was closely connected with many of the various 
agencies that were helping the soldiers at tlie front, notably the 
Red Cross. 

She iiiarried, 21 February 1882, Gordon Prince of Boston, son 
of Hon. Frederick Octavius and Helen Susan (Henry) Prince, who 
died in 1902 and was known in his generation as the ddest of 
"the four Prince boys." Her sole surv ivor is a son, Lieut. Gordon

Mbs. Evelyn (MacCubdt) Salisbitbi' of New Haven, Conn., 

a resident member since 1898, was born at L^me, Conn., 3 Novem- 
ber 1823, the daughter of Hon. Charles Joiinson and Sarah Ann 
(Lord) MacCurdy, and died at New Haven 31 December 1917. 
She was a descendant of Fatriek MacKirdy, of an ancient Scotch 
clan in the Isle of Arran, who, fleeing from rehgious persecution in 
the land of his forefathers, settled in co. Antrim, in the north of Ire- 
land, about 1666, was in the eie^e of Londonderry, and fought in the 
Battle of the Boyne. The first of Mrs. Salisbur5''s MacCurdy ances- 
tors in this countr\' was John^ MacCurdy, who came to New York in 
1745, married at Lyme, in 1752, Ann llord, and settled there. Fd- 
kywmg him was Richard* (B.A., Yale College, 1787) and Gbades 
Johnson^' (B.A., Yale, 1817, LL.D., 1868), her father. She was also 
descended from Gov. Matthew Griswold and Gov. Roger Wolcott of 
Connecticut, and was related to the Ogdens and other well-known 
famihes of her native State. 

She was educated at tt>e schools of Mrs. Fhebe Griffin Ncm in 
Lyme, Mrs. OMU m New York, Miss North in New London, Conn., 
and Mrs. Apthorp in New Haven. Owinc: to physical frailty in 
early life she became a close companion of her lather, a judge of 
the Superior and Supreme Courts of Connecticut, sharing in his * 
pursuits and interests both at' home and abroad. Sbe^ was with 
him in Vienna, where he was the United States charge d^affmret 
in 1851 and 1862, and accompanied him in his travels on the 
Continent. She wrote for the New York Indepen/fcnt in its earlier 
years, over (he sigrnalure of "KT«nest." She wrote also short articles 
for the i\ew York Tnbum and lunger uiie^s for Connecticut papers. 
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She was married, 23 November 1871, as faiB second wife, to Edward 

Elbridc-e Salisbury, LL.D., of New Haven, who died 5 February 
1901, only son of Josiah and Abigail (Breese) Salisbury of Boston. 
Dr. Salisbur>', who was graduated at Yale College in the Class of 
1832, was an eminent scholar, especially in the field of Oriental 
bngofliseB. In 1841 the first professorship of Arabic and Sanskrit 
in America was establisbed at Yale, and he was appointed to fill it. 
He held this professorship until 1854, when he retired in favor of 
hi? distinguiphed pupil, William Dwight Whitney. Another of his 
pupils was Profeissor Janics Hadle>', tlie well-known Greek scholar, 
father of Pneident Arthur Twining Hadley of Yale. Dr. Safisbury 
was corresponding secretary and later president of the American 
Oriental Society and a frequent contributor to its Journal. In 
1870 ho pave to Yale College the v^alisbury Library of Oriental 
Literature, together with funds for its increase, and in many other 
ways showed at various times liis interest in hLs abna rnaier. In 
his later years he turned his attention to genealogical research, 
and qmed neither time nor money ^ the preparation and publica- 
tion of the magnificent volumes entitled "Family Memorials," 
which trace the history of many of the famihes from which he was 
descended or with wliich he was connected by marriage, Mrs. Salis- 
bury being of the greatest assistance to her husband in collecting 
the material for this work and in preparing it for the press. From 
1892 until his death he was Vice-President for Connecticut of the 
New England Historic Genealogical Society, and a memoir of him, 
with portrait, was inibhshed in the KfiOiSTEa for October 1901 
(vol. 55, pa^es 301 «ib7). 

Mis. SaM>ury was a charter mentber of the Sodety of Colonial 
Dames of Connecticut (lieing an honorary life memb r of its Board 
of Managers) and of the ( ' Tinccticut Society of the Daughters of 
the American Revolution. She was also a member of the Ampri':'an 
Author's Guild. Both Mrs. Salisbury and her husband did much 
to promote the welfare of Old Lyme, where they had their suuiuier 
residence, and in her will she bequeathed a large sum for educa- 
tional puipoees to her native town.

Arthur Eastman Whitney of Winchester, Ma>.*., a life mem- 
ber since 1891, was born at Woburn. Mass., 5 July 1847, the son 
01 Joel and Esther Maria (Treadweiij Whitney, and died at Win- 
chester 15 January 1918. He traced his descent fiom John' Whitney 
of Watertown, through Jonathan,' Jonathan,^ Daniel,^ Levi,* Asa,* 
and JoeV his father. On his mother's side he was descended from 
Hev. Nathaniel Rogers^ one of the early settlers of Ipswich, 
Mass. 

He was educated in the Winchester pubUc schools, and became 
a manufacturing machinist. The larger part of his business life 

was spent in the manufacture and sale of his own patented machines 
used in the preparation of rubber, in the working of wood, and partic- 
ularly in the making of leather. His work is found in ail parts of the 
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world, and his inventions, which were protected by United States 

patents, numbered more than a score. 

He was lielpfiil in making the town of Winchester wh r\t it is 
to-day, a beautiful residential town, and was active in promoting 
the celebration of the two hundred and fiftieth anniversary of the 
first white settlement there. He wrote numy articles on the early 
history of this section, and read papers before historical societies 
and local organizations on subjects of furrent interest and on local 
history. He also held various town office^j and important positions 
of public trust. 

He was a life member of the Massadnisetts Horticultural Society, 
one of the ifounders of the Winchester Young Men's Club, of which 
he was at one time president, and a member of the Unitarian Church. 

He married first. 12 November 1878, Alice Fletcher, who died 
in 1901; and secondly, 2 December 1903, AHce Emma Marston, who 
sui*vives him, together with two sotis by liififnst wife, Uobert Fletcher 
and Harold Tr^wdl, and one by his second wife, Joel Marston. 

May Ctxthta Walker, B.A., of WdU^^lfy Hills, Mass., and 
Baldwin, Lii., a resident member si'tk • 1009, was bom at Union 
Square, Oswego Co., N. Y., 22 December 1861, the daughter of 
Avery Skinner, and Rosanna (Baldwin) Walker, and died at Cam- 
den, S. 29 January 1918. On her paternal side she traced her 
descent fr<nn Philip' Walker, son of Widow Walker, who was of 
Rehobofh, M.i*^., about 1643, throup:h Philip.* Daniel,' Gideon,'* 
Jesse,* Hiram, and Avery Skinner," her father. On the maternal 
side she was descended from John^ Baldwin of Branford, Conn., 
thit)ugh George,' Israel,' Aaron,* Joseph,* John,* and Rosanna/ 
her mother. 

She was educated in the high school at Spencer, Mass., graduat- 
inc: in 1879, and received the degree of B.A., cum laude, at Wellesley 
Col1(>c;e in 1883. In 1883-84 she taught in the high school at Speneer, 
and in 1880-1887 taught history and Kngiitiii in Upper Norwood, 
England, in the Royal Normal Cktllef^ for the Blind; she also 
•pursued graduate studies at the University of London. In 1887-88 
she taught history at TMicaton Heminarj', Norton, Ma.ss. In 
1891-1894 she was connected with the Woman's Temperance Union 
of Louisiana in various capacities, being for two years at the home 
of the organization, and also a vice-president of the national 
organization. 

Miss Walker aided in the preparation of "The Descendants of 
Deacon Aaron Baldwin," compiled by George E. Baldwin, 1907. 
Afterwards she endeavored to traee to the time of their settlement 
in the Province of Louisiana the family of Fuseher de Laclaire, 
whose home, with lands, had been in her mother's family since the 
close of the CiviJ War. 

She was a member of the Association of Collegiate Alumnae, the 
Masf^achusetts Suffrafre Association, the Massachusetts Federa- 
tion of Women's Clul).'^, the Daujrhters of the American Revolution, 
and the Louisiana Historical Asaociation. 
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Hon. William Martin Chase, A.M.. LL.D., of Concord, N. H., 
a rodent member since 1892, was burn at Canaan, N. H., 28 
December 1837, the son ci Horace and Abigail Staniels (Martin) 
Chase, and died at Concord 3 Februaiy 1918. He traced his descent 
from Aqiiila^ Cha'^r. who wn^- at Hampton, N. H., in IGIO, tbrough 
Most^'^j.' Joseph,^ Moody.'' Jo.'^eph^, and Horfice,^ his father. 

He was prepared for college at the Kimball Union and Canaan 
Union Academies, and was graduated in the Chandler Department 
of Dartmouth GoUege in 1858, receiving the degree of B.S. In 
1879 his alma mattr confemd on him the degree of A.M., in 1883 
he was elected an honorf^r^'' member of flip Dartmouth chaptf^r of 
the Phi Beta Kappa fraternity, and in 1898 he received from Dart- 
mouth the degree of LL.D. 

After graduation and prior to his admission to the bar he taught 
mathematics and the sciences for sevefal terms at the Henniker 
(N. H.) Academy. His law studies were pursued with Hon. Anson 
S. Marshall at Concord and with Hon. William P. Week.'? at Canaan, 
N. H. He was admitted to the New Hampshire bar in Au^Ufit 1862 
and was afierward.s atlniitted to practice in the United States Dis- 
trict and Circuit Courts. 

For ten yearj^ lie practised law as a partner of Hon. Anson 8. 
!Mar;^hall, under the firm name of Marshall & Cha^e, for five years 
he was a partner of the late Chief Justice J. Kverett Sar{:!;ent, under 
the firm name of Sargent & Chase, and for the last ten years of his 
active practice he was associated with Frank S. Streeter, under the 
firm name of Chase A Streeter. During this last period he was 
general counsel of the Boston, Concord & Montreal Railroad and 
of the Concord Railroad Corporation. One- of the important ser- 
vices which he rendered to his native State was his work as chairman 
of the commission to revise, codify, and amend the public laws of 
New Hampshire, under the act of the New Hampdiire Legislature 
of 30 July 1889. The commission made a report which, with amend- 
ments, was adopted as the PubUc Statutes of New Hampshire at 
the January session of the Legislature in 1891. 

On 24 March 1891 he was appointed an associate justice of the 
Supreme Court of New Hampsliire, and retired iruin the bench in 
1907, having served the State for sixteen years with credit to him- 
self and to the advantage of the public. He then resumed active 
law practice, and from 1909 to 1911 was a member of the New 
Hamp.siiire Senate. 

He also ser\^ed his community and State as a director and presi- 
dent of the First National Bank of Concord, a member and president 
of the Board of Education, a member of the Board of Water 
Cemmissioners, clerk of the New Hampshire Senate at the June 
session of 1^71 , and a trustee of the New Hampshire State Library, 
of the State Normal School, and of Dartmouth College since 1890. 

He was a member of tiie Sons of the American Revolution, of 
the New Hampshire Historical Society, and of the Wonolancet 
Club. In pohtics he was a Democrat. 

He married, 18 March 1863, EUen Sherwood Abbott of Concord, 
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daughter of Aaron and Nancy (Badj^^t r) Abbott, who died 3 April 
1918. One son, ^^thur Horace Chase, A.M., of Concordi survives 
hkn. 

Rev. Charles Henrt Pope, A.B., of Cambridpo, !Mass., a resi- 
dent Tnember since 1887, was l>om at Machias, Me., 18 October 
1841, the son of James and Eunice (Thaxter) Pope, and died at 
Cambridge 19 February 1918. He traced his descent from Jolm^ 
Pope of Dorchester, through John,' Ralph/ Ralph/ FMerick/ 
Frederick,* and James,' his father. 

He was graduated at Bow^doin College in 1862, served in Tennessee 
in 1863 as a delegate of the Unitpd States Chi'istian Commission, 
and was graduated at Bangor Theological Seminary in 1865. After 
his ordination to the Congregational ministry at Bangor in 1865| 
he went to California, where he held various charges, at Graas 
Valley, San Mateo, Hydesville, and Benicia, imder the auspices 
of the American Home Missionarj^ Society, until 1874. From 
1871 to 1874 he wa.s also principal of the Young Ladies Seminary 
at Benicia. He was pastor of the Second Congregational Church 
in Oakland, Cal., 1874-187G, and was for a few months in Reno, 
Nev. Then he returned to the East, and be( ame successively pastor 
of the church in Thomaston, Me , 1S77-18S2, Farmington, Me., 
1883-1887, Kenriebunkport, Me., 188S-1895, and of ' the First 
Parish Church, Charlestown, Ma.ss., 1896-1901. From that time 
' on he was without a pastorate, and was engaged in genealogical and 
scientific research, writing, editing, and publishing. 

From 1870 to 1877 he was a member of the Board of Trustees of 
the Pacific 'I brnlogical Seminary (Congrp^rational) at Oakland, Cal. 
While in Tl omaston he was a member of tiie Sc-liool Committee, and 
at Kenncbunkport he was superintendent of schools, lie served 
three times as a delegate to the National Council of Congregational 
Churches, and was a member of the American Peace Society. 

His pubhcations included, besides occa.«;ional sermons, "The 
Gospels Combined," 1895, "Pioneers of Massachusetts," 1900, 
"Solar Heat, Its Practical Application," 1903, "Pioneers of Maine 
and New Hampshire," 1908, and also several family histories, one 
of which was "A History of the Dorchester Pope Family." He 
went abroad several times to carrj^ on genealogical research. He 
wrote much on the practicability of and invented and patented de- 
vices for the use of solar heat for domestic and mechanical purposes. 

He married first, 31 July 1865, Ehzabeth Leach Bates, who died 
in 1902, daughter of Dr. Niran and Charlotte I^mson (Dennett) 
Bates; and secmidly, 7 May 1903, Alice Eliza Pope, daughter of 
John and Harriet (Gilbert) Pope of Cambridge, Mass., who but* 
vives him, together with one son by his first wife, Niran Bates Pope. 

Alfred Alder Doan£ of Everett, Mass., a resident member 
since 1905, was horn at Argyle, Yarmouth Co., N. S., 20 April 
1855, the son of Israel and Louisa (Kenney) Doane, and died at 
Everett 20 Februaiy 1918. He traced his descent from Dea. John^ 
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Doane oi Plymouth and Eastham in the Flyinoiitii (kkm, tiircnig^ 
Danid,* Israel,* Edmund/ Israel,' Israel,' and Israel,' ms father. 
He was also desoended from Elder William Brewster and Gov. 

Thomas Prence. 

He was erli:' ;tt( rl at Hortrn Collegiate Academy, Wolfville, N. S., 
and spent one year ai Bethany College, Bethany, W. Va. He came 
to fifaaaachuaette, became an American dtiien in 1882, and for 
many years was connected with the BoeUm Mutual life Insurance 

Company. 

He compiled and published "The Doanc Family," 1902, and the 
organisjation of the Doane Family AssociiUion was directly due to 
the interest aroused by this book. He prepared also several genea- 
lo^cal pamphlets on other families. He was s member of the So- 
ciety of Mayflower Descendants. 

He married at Essex Centre, Vt., 4 September 1888, Francene E. 
Morse, who survives him, dfrMght^j^r of Wilson and Charlotte Eliza 
(Tyler) Morse. 

Bbio. Gew. SamueXi Brbck, U. S. A., Retired, of Brookline, 
Mass., a resident memVrr ^inoe 1899, was bom at Middleborough, 
Mass.. 25 February 1834, the son of Samuel and Sarah Amelia 
(Eddy) Brcck, and died at Brookline 23 Febniary 1918. He was a 
descendant of Edward* Breck, who was in Dorchester, Mass., in 
1636) through John,' John,' Hobert,^ Robert,* Samuel,* and Samuel,^ 
his father. 

He entered the United States Military Aeadcray at West Point 
1 July 1851. and was frraduated in 1855, rankinj^ seventh in hi.s class. 
He was made a second lieutenant of the First Artillerjr 1 July 1855, 
served against the Seiuiuole Indians in Florida, and was made a 
first lieutenant 11 April 1861. In 1859-60 he was in the gmrison 
at Fort Moultrie, S. C., and in 1860-61 he was assistant professor of 
Ceop:raphy, Histor>% and Ffliics at West Poiiit. In the Civil War 
he gerved in the Army of the Potomac, first in the defence of Wash- 
ington, from December 1861 to March 1862, and then in Virginia, 
4 April to 20 Jtme 1862, in the operations around Fredericksburg 
and in the expedition to the Shenandoah Valley.' Afterwards he 
was an assistant in the Adjutant General's office at Washington, 
having charge of rolls, returns, blanks, and busine^ pertauiing to 
the enlisted men of the Re^ilar and Volunteer forces, of the records 
of discontinued commands, and of the preparation and publication 
of the •'Volunteer Army Register." ne was brevetted lieutenant 
edione! 24 September 1864, "for meritorious services during the 
war," and colonel and brigadier general 13 March 1865, "for dili- 
gent, fnithfui and meritorious services in the adjutant general's 
department during the war." After 1870 he served in California, 
at Washington, D. C, and in Minnesota and Nebraska, lie was 
commissioned lieiitena&t colonel 28 February 1887, oolonel (assis- 
tant to the Adjutant General) 31 August 1893, brigadier general 
and firljutant general 11 ^^rptomber 1897, and was retired by opera-^ 
lion of the law 25 February 1898. 
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Qeneral Breck was the author of ^'Genealogy of the Bieck Family/' 
1889, and of the ^Magoun Memorial/' 1891. 

He married, 23 September 1857, Caroline Juliet Barrett, who died 
6 December 1000. A son, Samuel Breck, S. B., M. D., a Boston 
physician, sui vives him. 

Edwin Birchard Cox of Brookline, Mass., a raeident member 
since 1897, was bom in Boston 31 Januarj' 1859, the son of Charles 
Motlc}' and Emeline Brewer (Vo.sc) Cox, and died at Brookline 
23 Feljruary 1918. He traced his ancestry from Robert* Cox, through 
Matthew,^ Benjamin,^ AI|itthew,* and Charles Motley,* his father. 

He was educated in the public schools of Boston and in the 
Chaiincy Hall School. 

He chose a business career, but was not actively engaged therein 
for some years prior to his death. 

He was deeply interested in genealogy, and was, at various times, 
a member of many patriotic societies, in most of which he was, at 
one time or another, an officer. He had been a member of the So- 
ciety of Colonial Wars in the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, 
the Society of the Sons of the Revolution, the Order of St. George 
of the Holy Roman Empire in the Colonies of North America, and 
the Society of American Wars. He also belonged to the Boston 
Athletic Association and the Boston City Club. 

He married, 5 July 1888, Mary Lane Stevenson, daughter of 
Nathaniel Henry and !Mar>' EUzabeth (Br;i\ i Stevenson, who sur- 
vives him, together with three children, Edwin Birchard Cox, A B. 
(Harvard,- 1911), LL.B. (Harvard, 1914), a lawj^er practising in 
Boston, Emeline Bancroft Cox, A.B. (Radcliffe College, 1915), and 
Ruth Emerson Cos, A.B. (Wellesley College, 1915). 

Roger Faxton Sturgis^, A B., of Boston, a resident member 
since 1913, was bonf in Philadelphia, Pa., 21 March 1862, the son 
of Robert Shaw and Susan Brimmer (inches) Sturgis, and died in 
Boston 26 February 1918. He was descended from Edward' Sturgis 
of Yannouth and Sandwich, Mass., through Thomas,* Thomas,* 
Thomas,* Russell,' Nathaniel Russell,® and Robert Shaw,^ his father. 

He attended private schools in Phil;ide];)hi;^, and was gr^iduated 
at Harvard University in 1SS4. He then .stutiied for two years in 
the Harvard Law School, and. after tliis entered the law office of 
Brooks A Nichols in Boston. He was admitted to the Suffolk bar 
in 1887. He remained with the firm until 1890, when he began 
practice on his own account. In July 1893 he became a member of 
the firm of Story & Thorndike, from which he withdrew in July 1898, 
to resume practice by himself, and he continued his independent 
practice up to the time of his death. 

He was a writer on questio n s of constitutional law and taxation, 
and compiled and publidied ''Edward Sturgis and His Descendants,"

He married at Cleveland, Ohio, 7 October 1893, Mildred Frazer, 
daughter of Lawson and Mary (Sprague) Frazer of Covington, Ky., 
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who, togetiier with three cliildren, Susan Brimmer, lioger, and 
Anita, survives him. 

Frederic Endicott of Canton, Mass., a resident member since 
1891, was bom at Canton 2 April 1839, the son of John and Matilda 
(Ellis) Endicott, and died at Canton 12 March 1918. He was a 
descendant of Gilbert^ Indicott, y^>man, who resided in that part 
of Dorobester, MaBS., which later became Stoughton and is now 
Canton, through James,' James,* James,* and John,^ his father. 
Among his ancestors, also, were members of the Crane, Dean, 
Puffer, Fairbanks. Clapp, Vo»e, and other New Enp:land familif'-. 
It is worthy of note tluit the gravestone of Ciilbcrt Indicott is lUe 
oldest stone in the Canton cemetery, and that williin a few roiis 
of this stone are the graves of all those in the line of descent to 
Frederic Endicott, as well as that of Frederic Endicott himself. 

He was edncntod in the pubhc schools of his native town, and 
in 1855 was a pupil in the Dedham IIil'Ii School. After the death of 
his father he began, at the early age ot seventeen, his career as a 
civil engineer by undertaking surveying for the late Henry F. Wall- 
ing, going to Maine, New Brunswick, central Pennsylvania, and 
other locahties, and doing drafting in the New York office. Later 
he measured, with his odometer, the carriage road from the Glen 
House to the summit of Mt. Washington, for the Stato of New 
Hampshire. For many yeard his work for the county coiuuiiasion- 
ers took him to all parts of Norfolk County. 

Mr. Endicott was a public-spnitod citizen and was devoted to 
the interests of his town. He held at various times many town 
oflBces, including those of superintendent of schools, water com- 
missioner, hydraulic engineer for the water works, tax collector, 
and others. He was one of the little group of men who started the 
fiist town library, which grew into the Canton Public library of 
to-day. 

He was particularly interested in historical and genealogical 
research, was at one time secretary of tlie Canton Historical So- 
ciety, and edited "The Record of Births, Marriages and Deaths . . . 
in the Town of Stoughton from 1727 to 1800, and in the Town of 
Canton from 1797 to 1845," which was published in 1896. He was 
also deeply interested in scientific and nature studies, he was an 
enthusiastic photographer and president of the local Camera Club, 
and his photographs of winter scenery among the White Mountains 
were often exhibited at the rooms of the Appalacliian Club, of which 
he was a member. 

He married, 26 April 1866, Charlotte Elizabeth Bense of Canton, 
who, with thoir two daughters, Charlotte, wife of Albion Dyer 
Wilde, and Helen Elizabeth Endicott, survives him. 

Henbt Parks Wright, M.A., Ph.D., LL.D., of New Haven, 
Conn., a resident member since 1914, was bom at Winchester, N. H., 
30 November 1S39, the son of Parks and Relief Willard (Woolley) 
Wright, and died at New Haven 17 March 1918. He traced his 
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lineage from T)ea. SaniueP Wright, who was in Springfield, Mass., 
in 1639, through Samuel^ (killed by the Indians in 1675), Ben- 
jamin,^ RoDQ^brBttce,* Aaioxk,* Remembrance,* Ellsworth,' and 
Parks,* his father. 

After the death of his parents he lived with his grandmother at 
Oakham, Mass., and at one time taught in the district schools there. 
He was prepared for Yale College at Phillips Academy, Andover, 
Mass., and under the tutelage of Rev. Dr. Francis N. Peloubet of 
Oakham. His edueation was interrupted by the Civil War. In 
August 1862 he enlisted in Oxnpany F, Fifty-First Massachusetts 
Infantr\*, was appointed sergeant on 4 November nnd was 

company clerk, being detailed to serve as assistant quartermaster 
when the company was on picket duty. He remained with his regi- 
ment until it was mustered out on 27 July 1863. In the fall of 1864 
he entered Yale College, where he established a record for high 
scholarship, and was the valedictorian of his class at the Commence- 
ment of 3868. Yale granted to him the degree of M.A. in 1871 
and of Ph.D. in 1876, and Union Collejie conferred on hiiri the degree 
of LL.D. in 1895. From April 1877 to August 1878 he studied at 
the University of Gottingen and in Berlin. 

. He be^n his official connection with Yale soon after his gradua- 
tion. Having taught for a while at the Chickering Institute, Cin- 
cinnati, Ohio, he was appointed tutor in Latin and Greek in the 
College in July 1869. He was made assistant professor of Latin 
at the expiration of the academic year 1870-71, and from 1876 
until his retirement in 1909 he held the Dunham Professorship of 
Latin. But it was as dean of the University that he rendered his 
most importimt service. Inducted into that newly created ofhee 
in 1884, lie .soon became an important factor in student hfe. His 
methods of helping undergraduates in the solution of their various 
problems were unique and of inestimable value in the development 
of character. When, in 1909, at the end of twenty-five years of 
notable service, he sought a well-earned and needed retirement, 
he was presented T^•ith a silver medal by the College Faculty. Wright 
Hall, one of the most imposing of the Yale buildings, was erected 
later, the result of subscriptions from former pupils. 

Dean Wright published an edition of the Satires of Juvenal in 
1901, and was the author of various reports and addresses on edu- 
cational and historical topics. Since 1871 he had been the secre- 
tary of the Yale Clas.'^ of 1868, of which he published a history in 1914. 

He was a member of the Connecticut Academy of Arts and 
Sciences, the American Philological Association, the Archa&ological 
Institute of America, the American Historical Associaftion, the New 
Haven Colony Historical Society, the New Haven Graduates Club, 
and the Yale Alumni Association of New Haven, and an honorary 
member of the Yale Clul) of New York City. He was a trustee of 
the Connecticut College for Women, and, since 1886, of the Hoi)kms 
Grammar School, and was also for a few years a trustee of Mount 
Hernion School for boys. He was one of the founders of the Yale 
Foreign Missionary Society. 
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Professor Wright married at Oakhain, Mass., 7 July 1874, Martha 
Elimbeth Burt, daughter of Alfred Ely and Elisabeth Wilder (lin- 

( in) Burt, who Burvives him. Their children are Alice Linooln, 
B.A. (Wellesley, 1897), Ph.D. (Yale, 1901), Henry Burt, B.A. 
(Yale, 1898), Ph. D (Yale, 1903), Alfred Parka, and Ellsworth.

He was prepared for college at the Roxbury Latin School under 
Augustus H. Buck, was graduated at Harvard College in 1864, 
tating later the degree of A.M., and received the degree of M.D. 
from the Harvard Medical Sdiool in 1867. He then beoame a 
partner with his father in tho rnjinnfacture of mfrjicino^ 

He was a student of botany and a writer on botanical subjects. 
He showed much interest in the work of Dr. Asa Gray and in the 
Gray Herfoarimn at Harvard Uniyersity, and the new Herbarium 
1 luilding has on its libraiy wall a bronse tablet, on which is inscribed 
Dr. Kennedy's nnme, with appropriate dates. In May 1900 Dr. 
Kennedy watclied the total eclipse of the sun from Virfrinia Reach, 
near Xorfoik, Va., and on 30 Aue;ust 1905 he witnes.sed another 
solar eclipse from the high table-land near Burgos, Spain, having 
crossed the Atlantic for ttus purpose. He was a frequent visitor 
to Europe, and on one joum^ travelled also in ^ypt and 
Palestine. 

He was a member of the Boston Society of Natural History, the 
St. Botolph Club, the Union Club, and the Art Club of Boston, 
a nonresident member of the Harvard Club of New York, and a 
member of the National Geographic Society and of the American 
Geographical Society of New York. He was also a member of the 
X^T^' Eni'innd Bofnnifal Club, and for several years ser^'ed on the 
coMinuttees appomted by the Board of Overseers to visit the Gray 
Herbarium and the Department of Instruction m Botany in Har- 
vard XJnivenrity. 

He married, 28 February 1865, Harriet White Harris, daughter 
of Benjamin Clark and Harriet (lYhite) Harris of Boston. She 
died at Milton 23 November 1910. Four of their five children are 
living:, namely, Edith Goldinp; (widow of Henry L. Briggs), Harris 
(now residing with his wife and three children at the old home ia 
MiHon), Sinclair, and Mildred. Their second child, a son named

Mrs. Sarah Lilly (Potter) Dunning of Springfield, Mass., 
a resident member since 1908, was bom at Bath, Me., 5 September 
1856, the daughter of William and Pamelia (Gihnore) Potter, and 
died at Springfield 13 April 1918. She traced her descent frona 
Robert^ Potter of Lyim, Mass., and of Rhode Island, who was in 
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New Ekigjand in 1630, through Anthony * Samuel,* David,^ William,* 
John,* William,' and William,' her father. 

She was educated in pubhV sdiools and under private tutors, 
and wafi graduated from the larmington (Me.) Normal School in 
1875. 

After her marriage she spent practically all of her life in Spring- 
field, Mass., devoting much of her time to church, social welfare, 
and patriotic work. She was prominently identified with the 
Daii^hters of the American Revolution, of which she was State 
regent from 1909 until 1913, when she declined reelection. For 
several years she was chamuun of tlie Patriotic Education Com- 
mittee Of the national organisation of the Daughters of the Ameri- * 
can Revolution, and under her leadership the Committee did much 
to ppread patriotic sentiment, particularly among aliens newly 
landed in the United Slates. During the Great War she tonk a 
leading part in Red Cross work and other forms of relief work. 
She was also interested in her home city, and particularly in the 
American International Ck»llege at Springfield. For many yean 
gene:dogical research claimed a large share of her tune. 

She was a member of the First Confrrocrntional Church in Spring- 
field, of the Connecticut Valley Historical Society, and of the iiama- 
pogue Historical Society. 

She was married, 6 June 1884, to James Gardner Dunning, LL.B., 
a lawyer of Springfield, son of Ebenezer Stanwood and Harriet 
Purington (Frost) Dunning of Bath, Me., who survives her, together 
with two sons, Harold Gardner Dunning of Liongmeadow, Mass., 
and Lieut. Ray Potter Dunning, U. S. A. 

Mas. Nangt Jewett (Wilder) Bigelow of Dorchester, Mass., 

a resident member since 1899, was bom at Rindge, N, H., 19 Feb- 
ruary* 1825, the daughter of Marshall PinckTioy nnd Tiyphosa 
(Jewett) Wilder, and died at Dorchosff^ 15 April 191 s. 

She was descended from Thomas' Wilder of Chariest own (104Q) 
and of Lancaster (1659), Mass., through Nathaniel,' Ephraim,* 
Ephraim,^ Capt. Ephraim,* Samuel Loeke,* amd Marshall Pinck« 
ney,' her father. The last-named, Hon. Marshall Pinckn^y Wilder, 
LL.D., was distinguished in many fields of activity, especially in 
horticulture — he served as President of the Massachusetts Horticul- 
tural Society from 1S40 for eight years — and in the New England 
Historic Goiealogical Society, of which he was Fkesident from 
January 1868 until his death on 16 December 1886. His memory 
is perpetuated in the auditorium of the Society's building at 9 Ash- 
Itnrton Place, Boston, which contains hi'-^ portrait and bears the 
name of Wilder Hallj and accounts of his iilc may be found in the 
RfcGiSTER, vol. 21, jpages 97-120, and vol. 12, pages 231-242. 

Her mother died in 1831, and in 1832 her father, who had been en- 
gaged in business in Boston since 1825, purchased the estate in 
Dorchester at one time owned by Gov. Increase Sumner. This 
dehghtful couutryseat was her home for more than a quart or of a 
centuiy, and she shared her father's interest in many of his activities. 
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On 28 December 1858 ilie wee married to Rev. Andrew Bigelow, 
D.D., a well-known Ckmgregational minister, and helped Imn in 

his mimsterial labors at MetlficlH. Roylston, and later at South- 
borough, Mass., where he died in 1882, and where she continued to 
live until her retina to the old familv home in Dorchester. On 
14 March 1913 she wrote from Southborough a letter, which was 
read at the dedication of the CSoiealogical Sooiety'e building, 18 
March 1913 (Eeoisteb, vol. 68^ page tbrux). 

Her nearest surviving; relatives are her half sister, Grace Sherwin 
Wilder, and her half brother, Edward Baker Wilder. 

JmJUB Gat, M.A., of Fannington, Conn., a resident member 

since 1889, was bom at Fannington 15 Februaiy 1834, the son of 
Fisher and Lucy (Thomson) Gay, and died at Fannington 2 May 
1918. On his fHther'? side he traced his descent from John^ Gay 
of Dedham, Mass., tiirough Samuel,* John,' John,* Fisher,^ Erastus,« 
and Fisher,^ his father, while on his mother's side he was descended 
from Thomas^ Thomson oS Fannington, through John,* Samuel,* 
Daniel,^ Jonathan,^ and Lucy,* his mother. He was also related 
tn the Trp:ifhvell, Fitch, Strong, Hart, and other prominent Con- 
necticut laiiulies. 

He was prepared for college at the boarding school m his native 
town, kept at that time by Simeon Hart, was graduated at Yale 
College in the Class of 1856, and then entered the Yale Scioitific 
School, where he remved the degrees of Ph.B. and M.A. in 1858* 
His work at Yale was chiefly in enpneerinp, and for nearly fifteen 
years he practised in Fannington as a civil eri»rinper, being recog- 
nized as an expert in that profession. In 1872 lie was chosen treas- 
urer ni the Farmington Savings Bank, and from that time on served 
the Bank as director, secr^aty, treasurer, or president until his 
retirement in 1911. He was also a director and secrctarj' of the old 
National Exchange Bank of Hartford. He was a man of wide 
interests, a student of geolog>' and botany in his early days, and a 
musician who played the organ with skill and frequentl;y^ arranged 
the music for the historic Congregational Church, of wuch he was 
a member. But his most enduring work was as a genealogist and as 
town historian. 

In 1860 he bccanie librarian of the village hbrary, and served in 
that capacity for eight years. Then he began a minute liistoricai 
Study of Fannington. For years he delved among public and private 

records in his own town and county and throughout the New 
England States and New York, copied graveyard inscriptions, and 

intervnewed old residents of his n?iti^/e place, with the result thnt 
his fourteen pubHshed historical addfc^scs. begim in 1890, visualize 
the figures and scenes of ancient Farnuugton m a remai'kable way. 
During these years he gathered material K>r the genealogies of early 
Farmington families, but he could never bring himself to the task 
of putting the results of his labors into a volume whicli would have 
Ijcen an adequate monument to himself and to his native town. He 
did, however, fill a large volume with materials for a history of 
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Fannington, and his coDecticms have been placed in the libmy of 

the Connecticut Historical Society, at Hartford. "Mr. Gay also 
prepami and brought out in 1882 "A Record of the Dpsrendants 
of John Ciark of FarmiDgton, Conn., the Male Branches brought 
down to 1882, the Female Branches one Generation after the Clark 
Name is loet in Maniage/' 

He married, 16 October 1862, Maria Clark, daughter of Merwin 
Clark, by whom he had four children, Maria, Florence Thomson, 
J.ucy Caroline, and Mal>el Warner. Of his jfamily only hia wife 
and daughter Florence are still living. 

John Hobabt Spraoue of Short HlUs^ N. J., a resident member 

gince 1913, was bom in New Yoric City 30 November 1850, the son 
of John Hobart avj] Henrietta (Prall) Sprncnie, and died ai Short 
Hills 9 May 191S. He traced his descent from William^ ?>prapie 
of Hingham, Mass., through Anthony,' Jeremiah,' Knight,* James,* 
RoBwell,* and John Hobart,' his father. Through Elizabeth Bart- 
lett, wife of Antiiony Sprague, he traced his anoesby also to Riehard 
Warren of the Mof^wer. 

Mr. Spra^e was educated in the public sc'honls of New York 
City and under private tutors, and began his long and successful 
career as a business man with the tirm of K Ketcham & Company, 
which was engaged in the manufacture of tinwate. Some yean 
later this firm and several others were merged in the Central Stamp- 
ing Company, of which Mr. Sprague became second Tice-president 
and later president, holding that position until he fevered hi? con- 
nection with the bu?ine?s, about 1898. He then became interested 
in the rope and twine industry, with which he was connected for 
the lemaming years of his life. He was also secretary and, for sev- 
eral yeaXBt president of the Union Selling Company, and was later 
Fecretary, treasurer, and vice-president of the D. P. Winne Company, 
in the twine, yam, and thread business. By reason of Mr. Spra^uc's 
great executive ability and extraordinary grasp of financial conditions 
this business soon increased more than twelvefold, and the establish- 
ment became one of the largest of its kind in the country. Mr, 
Sprague was president also of the Wheatena Company, with a lai^ 
plant at Kahway, N. J., and under liis directa<m the business pros- 
pered man'clously. 

For many 3'ears Mr. Sprague was prominent in the social life of 
the community and in club circles. He was a member el the Society 
of Mayflower Descendants, the Society of Colonial Wars, Union 
Ijsaguc Club of New Yorl^ the Merebaats' Club of New Toik> and 
mnnv Dther organizations. In religion he was an Episcopalian, and 
for many years was a member of Christ Church at Short Hills. 

He married first, 15 May 1871, Susan Van Auken Ketcham, born 
in New York aty 24 February 1857, died there 7 August 1898, 
daughter of Enoch and Eliza Randolph (Van Auken) Ketcham; and 
secondly, in New York City, 22 May 1901, Anne Frances Randall, 
1 nm at Dubuque, Iowa. 28 June 18.^7, daughter of Dnrlfy (bom 
in London, England, 25 June 1827, died at >iew Brunswick, N. J., 
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28 October 1890) and Eliza Howe (Brown) Raudiill (bora in New 
Yoik 4 July 1833, died there 27 Mafoh 1868). There were five 
sons by the first marriage, William Ketcham, John Hobart, Enoeh 
Ketcbam, Gilbert, and K dward Brown. Of tliese, two, John Hobejrt 
aiui Enoch Ketcham, with his widow, survive him. 

Anthony Tabbox Brigqs of Cambridge, Mass., a resident mem- 
ber onoe 1909, wtm bom at Coventiy, R. I., 1 A]irii 1851, the sod of 

Eussell and Sarah PoUy (Tarfoox) Briggs, and died at Cambridge 

16 May 1918. He was a dp«cendant of George BriggiB, through 
Stephen, Russell, and a second l^.usscll, his father. 

He was educated in the common schools of Millbury, Mass., and 
at Leicester AcEMiemy, Leieester, Mass. 

Prior to 1883 he was engaged in the cotton waste, i>aper stock, 
and coal business in Millbur>% and then became connected with 
the sales department of the Piiiladclphia & K<'ading Coal & Iron 
Company, having his office in Boston and his home at Cambridge. 
Previous to liis removal from Millbury he was, for a iew months, 
chamnan ol the Board of Selectmen of that town.* 

Notwithstanding the claims of his business interests, Mr. Briggs 
found time to collect n large amount of valuable genealogical ma- 
terial, which has been given to the Rhode Island -Historical Society, 
* and is described in the magassine of that society as follows: 

"The most important genealogiciil collection that the Society has ever 
received is that left by Mr. A. T. Briggs of Boston. It is to be known as 
the 'Anthony Tarbox Briggs Giawalogical Collection,' and consists of many 
volume*? of t>'pewrittcn and mjinn-frijit note?. The names in these volumes 
are all indexed on cards, which ure iiied alphabetically in a 54-drawer card 
filing case. The collection also includes a large amount of correspondence 
on genealogical subjects, and an extensive file uf genealogical chppings 
from the Boston Transcript. The most important part of the collection is 
perhaps the series of volumes containing the typewritten copies of grave- 
stone leooids. Mr. Briggs had the navestone records of 294 cemeteries ' 
in Bhode Island and 22 cemeterieft of Rhode Island families in nearl)y states 
copied and prpspn ed 'lliese cemeteries are scattered through Coventry, 
West Warwick, Warwick, East Greenwich, West Greenwich, Exeter, Rich- 
mond, Hopldnton, Westerly. North Kingstown, Cranston, Scituate, Foster 
and Gloucester. Many of tiie stones which he had copied have since been 
destroyed. The names are in the card index, so that the entile mass of 
material is easily acc^sible to the student." 

Mr. Briggs married, 17 October 1R72, Ella Marie Eddy, daughter 
of Justus and Lucy Marie (Smith) Eddy, who, with a son, Russell 
Eddy, and a daughter, Sarah Marie, survives him. Th^ ddest 
child, florenoe Eluabetii, died in mfancy. 

Abraham Shuman, A.M., of Boston, elected to resident mem- 
bership in 1894 and made a life member in 1895, was bom in Prussia 
31 May 1839, and died in Boston 2G June 1918. 

He came to this comitiy, with his pa rents, at an early age, the 
family s^tUng near Newburgh, N. Y. When not at school, he worked 
on a faim, until he was thirteen years old. Then he entered a 
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clothing house in Newburgh, where he acquired his first experience 
in the business in which he afterwards gained national prominence. 

At the age of Bixteen he started in business for himself in Provi- 
dence, R. I. In 1859 he came to Roxbury, Mass., and opened a 
clothing store at the rorner of Vernon and Washinpcton Streets. 
Ten years later, with tbo late John Phillips, he entered the whole- 
sale clothing business ud Summer Street, Boston, the firm being 
known as Phillips, Shuman & Company. The business was bunied 
out in the great Boston fire of 1872. Inmiediately afterwards he 
laid the foundations for the immense business at "Shuman Corner," 
Washinp:ton Street, Boston, of which he was for the remainrlor of 
his life the head. From a small space in the corner of the buil«ling 
the business gradually developed until it filled the whole building. 
At the time of Mr. Shmnan's death the store occupied several acres 
of fioor space and was <me of the largest of the kind in New England. 

Mr. Shuman "was one of Boston's most forceful and enteiprising 
merchants, and a citizen of commendable pride in the city and her 
institutions." He was the first vice-president of the Boston Mer- 
chants Association, for many years a director of the Manufacturers 
National Bank and the United States Trust Company, a director 
also of the Commonwealth Trust Company and the Puritan Trust 
Company, and a member of the Boston Chamber of Commerce. 
He was a trustee of the Boston Museum of Fine Arts and a member 
of the Boston Athletic Association, the Ancient and Honorable 
Artillery Company, and the committee appointed the Board 
of Overseers of Harvard Univi r liy to visit the Graduate School 
of Business Administration. In 1895 he became a member of the 
Board of Trustees of the Boston Citv Hospital, and was president 
of the Board from 1892 until his death. During his administra- 
tion a.s head of the Board the capacity of the Hospital was greatly 
increased, among the additional facilities provided being a hospital 
for contagious diseases, the home for convalescents, and the ITay- 
market Sciithto and Ea.st Boston relief hospitals. When Mayor 
Quincy took ottice in 18'J6. one of his first official acts was to appoint 
Mr. Shuman to his board of consultation and advice on municipal 
matters. 

Mr. Shuman's reputaticm for generosity to his employees was 
established at the start. Many of them who met with reverses 
obtained money from him to sfive their homp«, returning it in in- 
stalments without being required to pay interest. He was gen- 
erous in many other directions. He gave marble busts of Wendell 
Phillips to the Boston Public Library and Faneuil HaU, and a bronze 
bust of President Capen to Tufts College* which conferred on bim 
the honorar}' decree of A.M. 

His la.st will and testament cnnt?.ined pul)lic bequests amounting 
to $247,aCK). The sum of $100,000 was given to erect on land in 
Dorchester Avenue a building for patients convalescing from acute 
diseases following treatment at the CSty Hospital, the building to 
be known as 'The A. Shuman Manorial Building for Convalescent 
Men." To the Trustees of the Museum of Fine Arts he bequeathed 
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$50,000, besides twelve pictures from his own collection, to the Presi- 
dent and Fellows of Harvard College $10,000, the income of which 
is to be used eaeh year for some worthy student in the Graduate 
School of Busmess Administration, and a like sum, to be similarly 
used, was piven in Tufts College. Other gifts in smaller sums, 
including generous ones to those whom he had employed in his 
business or at his home, helped to make up the large amount of 
bequests named above. 

Mr. Shuman married, 3 November 1861, Hettie Lang, who died 
in 1904. His surviving children are: Enuna (Mrs. August Weil), 
Edwin A., Bessie (^Irs. Alexander Steinert of Bo-^tfmV Sidney E., 
Theresa (Mrs. I. A. Katsheiiky of Boston), and George H. Shumaiu 

Caft. Huntington Savillb, A.B., UUB., Massachusetts State 

Guard, of Cambridge, Mass., a resident meml " r since 1896, was 
bom in Boston 9 Xoveiii])er 1870, the son of Dr. Henry'' Martyn 
and Antoinette Hale (Camith) Saville. and died at Cambridge 
27 July 1918. He traced his deseent from William^ Saville of Brain- 
tiee, ^Iass., in 1640, through Samuel,' Samuel,' EUsha,^ Samuel,* 
Jodah,* Jonah,^ and Heniy Martyn,' his father. 

His early education was obtained at Dr. Arthur Callisen's Schools 
New York City, St. Paul's School, Concord, N. H., and the Hopkin, 
son School, Boston; and he was graduated at Harvard Collep^e in 
1893 and at the Harvard Law School in 1896. He was admitted to 
the Msssadiusetts bar in 1896 and to practice in the United State- 
Courts in 1905. He was with the law firm ol Shattuck <& Munroe, 
in Boston, until the death of the surviving member, Mr. Munroe, 
m 1905, when he succeeded to the ran' of all the trusts and estates 
of wiiich Mr. Munroe had l)eon the trustee, and thon formed a part- 
nership with Albert Minot Chandler, A.B. i^iiai vaid, 1900), LL.B. 
(Harvard, 1903), for the general practice of law, under the firm 
name of Saville & Chandler. He continued in this relationship 
until his deatli, acting with his partner as counsel for well-known 
corporations and firms as well as for many individual chents. 

He was a prominent and active member of the Protestant Epis- 
copal Church, junior warden of Christ Church, Cambridge, a former 
presidmt of the Episcopalian Club of Massachusetts, a member of 
the Cathedral Chapter, an alternate delegate to the General Con- 
vention, a director of The Churchman, a delegate to the Synod for 
the Province of New England, and a delegate to the National Fed- 
eration of Church Clubs. He was also treasurer of the Boston City 
Mission. 

He was a membw of the Cambridge Club, of which he had l>een 
president, the Harvard Club of Boston, the Harvard Club of New 
York, the Eastern Yacht Club, the Oakley Country Club, tho Boston 
City Club, the American Bar Association and similar local a.'^aociil- 
tions, the Boston Chamber of Commerce, and the Military Order 
of the Loyal Legion. 

In the Great War he entered into various forms of service with 
the seal which charactetized his religious activities. He was one 
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of the most enoigetic of the campaigners in the war-fimd drives in 
Greater Boston, a director of the Cambridge Yoimg Men's Christian 

Associati(>n and chairman of its war-work conunitti^e, and secretary 
of the Catubncige committee of the Red Triangle war-work fund. 
At the time of his death he was captain of Company M, Twelfth 
Regim^t, Maasachuaetts State Guard, then encamped at F^am- 
ingham, and his company furnished a military escort at his funeral. 

He rnarrieil, 22 May i900| Anne Fierce Whittier of Beaton, who 
survives him. 

Kev. Chables Carroll Carpenter, A.M., of Andover, Mass., 
a leaident znember aince 1885, waa bom at Bemardston, Maaa.» 
9 July 1836, the son of Dr. Elijah Woodward and Vallonia (Slate) 
Carpenter, and di^^d !it Andover 19 August 191S. He traced his 
descent from William^ Carpenter of Weymouth, Mass., who came 
to New Enghuid from Southampton in the Bevis in 1638, aged 62, 
through Winiam' of Behoboth, Maaa., who alao came In the Bevis 
in 1638, aged 33, with his wife Abigail, aged 32, and four young 
children, Samuel,' one of the four children who came in the Bevis, 
David,* David,* John,* John/ ?ind Dr. Elijah Woodward,* his father. 
Rehoboth was the home of this tiiicestral line down to John^ (1756- 
1848), the grandfather of Charles Carroll Carpenter, wiio went 
with Waahin^n to Valley Forge, and in 1783 aettled at Brattle- 
boro, Vt. His son, Elijah Woodward,^ was a physician, and piae* 
tised his profession in Bemardston for forty-one j-ears. The 
followinp biography of Mr. Carpenter is an abridjqiicnt, with a 
few interpolations in brackets, of a uiemoir of him by Rev. F. R. 
Shipman, which waa published in the Andover Tcwnsman of 23 
Auguat 1918. 

Charlaa Carroll Carpenter . . . mm in the district school at the age 

of three, and before he was ten he was studying Latin. Later in life he 
thought it would have been better if he had studied less and played more; 
but one may doubt whether a second chance would liave produced any 
change. Cortainly no one else forced him to keep a daily journal at tiie 
age of ten. To the end of hi> life he was still keeping it. 

His pfirents united in teaciiing him to be honest and faithful in whatever 
he did; but he cannot have been a troublesome pupil. As a man, he could 
look back on a boy's chores done carefully and punctually. The succeed- 
ing ye.irs, l>efore manhood, were divided between ^-^rious businesses and 
the struggle for an education and an equally hard struggle for health. At 
fourteen, he was a clerk lu a Greenfield j)eriodical store and express office. 
He was a country schoolmaster at seventeen. When he was twenty-one 
he was voyaging to Labrador in search of physical strength. In bntweon 
these years he was a clerk in a bookstore, snatching bits of schooling at 
Goodale Academy (Bemardston), Williston Seminary [Easthampton, Mass.l 
and Kimball Union Academy [Mrritlm, N. H.l, and again for health's 
sake helping the fishermen of Marblehead. But he lived to write books 
as well as to sell them. Though he never reached colie^, he received the 
honorary degree of A.M. from both Hamilton (1869) and Dartmouth (1887). 
Aa for the frail^ of his boyhood's body, he lived two years beyond four- 
score. Foundations for siuli nttainments lir l iid in those adolescent 3reai8 
which must often have been as discourai^ as they were broken. 
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Hie health voyiagb to Ijibndor had a decisive influence upon lus life 

ainn^ mid all his future course. He determined to return there as a mi^- 
siooarj'. In 1858 he (entered the service of the Canada Foreign Mis5i{)iiar\' 
Society of Montreal,] explored the region bordering on the Straits of Belle 
lale, estabEshed a mission station on Caribou Island, and built a house 
fhorr' A \^t€r station was aftens'ards fixed at Kscjuiraaux River. He 
spent the following winter 1185^-60) at the Harvard Medical School, and 
was ordained to the (Congregational] ministry in Montreal on May 9, 1860. 
Another winter [1861-62] at the Harvard Medical School followed, and on 
^^nv 1, 1S62 [he was married] .... The way was now clenr fnr settled mis- 
siouary labors in Labrador; but ... the climate was too cold for Mr. 
GarpeAter to Vmi in it continuously. With injured health he left the coast 
after tiie ■""t™*^ of 1864, and spent the next winter in City Point, Va., 
employed as ca?»hier under the U. 8. Christian Conuuisslon for tlie "Armies 
operating against Hichmond." For the next six years he was superintendent 
of the Lookout Mountain (Tennessee) Educational Institutions. Although 
the enmities of the war were still hot, it h astonishing how many boys 
paf?5ed through that Yankee school. Many of them entered the Methodi^-t 
ministry, both Northern and Southern. Ketuming to New England, Mr. 
Garpenter enroUed in Andover Theological Seminary, graduating in 1875. 
Ten years in the pastorate followed, divided equally between the RockviUe 
Coneregational ehiireh of Pealxxiy [Mass.] 11875-1880] and the Congrega- 
tional church in Molulnt Vernon, N. H. [18S0-1885.1 The remainder of 
his life was given to titeraiy work and to a playtime of pastoral labor al- 
most as wide as the globe; but the work was play, and the play was work, 
and into both Mr. Carpenter put the brightness of his sunny r.atnro 

The literarj* toil began with the "C^ngr^tionalist, " tor whicii Mr. 
Carpenter, under the nom-de-phune of "Mr. Martin," wrote the children's 
column for t\v(^nty years. During the time, his "Conversation Comer" 
was the best single feature of that weekly pat)er l or two years (1887-1889) 
he edited the To\ra8man. He compiled the aimuai necrologies of Andover 
Tlieolo^ic al Seminary from 1890 till 1900. . . . His "Clock Verses" were 
ublished in several editions. His more elaborate works, however, wore a 
iographical catalogue of Phillips Academy and the ceuteimial catalogue 
of Andover Theological Seminary. Tliese two volumes gave him liigh rank 
for work of the kind. He qiared no j)uins upon them, and they are most 
accurate and complete. . . . Most lately he was making an Andover his- 
torical scrap-book from the files of the Andover Advertiser and the Towns- 
man, and had brought the indexed work down to 1900. Many other projects 
had been started in his busy brain and were waiting for his busy hands. . . . 

He had a prodij^ous memon.'. but his memory, like that of the rest of us. 
was ruled and guided by the things he was interested in, and the things 
he was interested in were people. . . . His mind became an immense but 
orderiy maie, crossed and crisscrossed, of human names and birthdays 
and joys and sormw;^ and needs, and his little "study" was the fountain 
from which flowed a steadv stream of cheerv messages and small gifts all 
over the world. Those wium he thus bri|jhtened on their way had not 
always fathomed the depth and abili^ of the man when they met him. 
his strong trust in God, his courage, his quick mind, his power of mjM'n 
activit;^ matching his mind; but they remembered his alert frame, his brisk 
sten, lus white hair and rosy face, his impetuous voice, his kind and mirth- 
ful eyes, and the rendered service which had been as natural to hixnas 
breathing and merely one happy part of his happy day. 

Mr. Carpenter mnrried. 1 May 1862, Feronia N. Rice, daughter 
of Kzxa and Luthera (Knowlton) Kice of Auburn, Mass., and a 
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descendant of Dea. Edmund^ Hioe of Sudbury, Mass. She survtves 

her husband, together with their second fon, Charles Linroln Cnr- 
penter, B.S. (Dartmouth, 1887), C.E. (Dartmouth, 1889), now a 
civil engineer in Porto Rico, and their two daugliters, Jane Brodie 
Carpenter of Andover and Miriam Feronia Carpenter, who is in 
chax^ of the office of the Division of Education at Harvard Uni- 
versity. The oldest son, George Rice Carpenter, bom in Labrador 
25 October 1863, A.B. (Harvard, 18S6), D.C.L. (Univorsity of the 
South, 1907), a professor of Enplish at the Massachuyetts Institute 
of Technology and later at Columbia University, died in 1909. 
Their third son, WilUam Bancroft Carpenter, AJB. (Harvard, 1890), 
A.oM. (Harvard, 1891), a teacher in the Boston !^Iochanic8 Arts 
Hipih Scliool, also died before bis father. Three of Mr. Carpenter's 
grandsons were in the service of the United States in the Great 
War — one in the Army and two in the Navy. 

CoL. Cramhokb Nebmith Walla.ce of Boston, a resident member 
since 1877, was bom si Braintree, Mass., 6 November 1844, the 
son of William Vinson and Maria (Keen) Wallace, and died at 
Beverly, Ma8s. 26 August 1918. On the paternal side he wa.s 
descended from Scotch-Irish ancestors, w^ho came to America in 
1718, and on the maternal side he was of English stock. His an- 
cestors fought in the Revolutionary War, a gre-at-grandfather being 
a soldier at Bunker Hill and two greafrff^dfathen fighting in the 
Battle of Bennington. 

He was educated in the pubhc schools of Braintree, and left 
school at the age of seventeen to enhst as a private in the Union 
Army (May 1862). He served in the infantry in North Carolina, 
Maryland, and Virginia, reenlisting at the end of his term of service. 
He became orderly Fcrp;cant, commatidefl a company for some 
months, and was commissioned by Ciovernor Andrew of Massa- 
chusetts as a lieutenant. He was honorably discharged from the 
United States service in November 1864, and from the State service 
2 October 1865. 

He then entered upon his business career, becoming in 1865 a 
clerk for the Boston Flax Mill.'^, the predecessor of the Ludlow^ 
Manufacturing Company and the Ludlow Manufacturing Asso- 
ciates. He retained his connection with this industry down to the 
time of his deaths rising from one position to another mitil he became 
president of the Ludlow Manufacturing Associates. In 1865 the 
business was a small, struggling enterprise. To-day it is a large, 
prosperous organization. Then the company had one mill. To- 
day it hns about a dozen mills, and it has estabhshed a model town 
at Ludlow, Mass., where its mills are located. 

Colonel Wallace in 1875 was a representative in the Massachusetts 
Legislature from Braintree, and he ser\ ed also in Braintree bs water 
commissioner and as a member of the School Committee. He was 
at one time a trusftee of the Massachusetts Homoeopathic Ho.^pitaJ 
and of I lie Massachusetts Soldiers' Home. He was a life member of 
the Bostonian Society, and belonged to the Society of the Army 
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of the Potomac, the Society of Sons of the American Revolation, 

and the Grand Army of the Republic. He was quartermaster gen- 
eral of MasF3u-lni>if'tts in 1SS9. At the innupiirfitinn of" President 
Roosevelt in iVK).» lie sen-ed as a member of the i? rs mal staff of 
Gen. A. R. Chiiflce- He was a member of the Aigoiiqiiin Club| 
ibB Exchange Club, the New Bostoo Biding Qub, the Boston 
Athletic- AaBodation, and the Eastern Yaeht Club, and a vesiby* 
man of Emmanuel Church, Boston. 

Colonel Wallace married first, 22 April 1873, Mary Ann Avery, 
daughter of John Candler Aver>'; and secondly, 12 December 
1882, Eunice Sprague, who survives him.

Charles Morrit t, B\ker, S.B., of Brookline, Mass., a life mem- 
ber of the New Eugkmd Hib'toric Genealogical Society for a short 
period only — he was elected to membersliip 1 May 1918, was bom 
in Boston 27 Mjirch 1857, the son of Esra Howes, Jr., and Maiy 
Aim (Mart3m) Baker, and died at Chapoquoit, Fahnouth, Mass., 
27 August 1918. His father was the son of Ezra Howes and Esther 
Mny fHinckloy^ Baker, and was bom at Bamstable, Mass., 6 Sep- 
tp'ni)fcr 18o3; his mother waf? the daughter of Henry and Mary 
.um (Trcscott) Martyn, and wa6 born at Dorchester, Mati6., 14 
Aprill835. 

After graduating at the Dwight Granmiar School and the English 
Hif^h School, both of Boston. Charles Morrill Baker entered tlie 
Massachusetts Institute of Teclmology, and received the degree of 
S.B. from that institution in 1878. 

After a few years in the office of Baker & Morrill he entered, on 
1 July 1884, the firm of Chase A Barstow, brokers, of Boston, of 
which he remained a member until his death. 

He wa« a resident of Brookline since 1887, and his life, except 
for oc(a>ioii:d travelling in tliis country and Europe, was passed in 
and about Boston. He married, 26 October 1880, Edith Clarke 
Demmon, who, with one son, Eoti Beubcai Baker, bom 26 March 
1888^ survives him.

Albert Craxe. A.B., LL.B., of Stamford, Conn., elected a 
resident member in 1893 and made a life member in 1906, was bom 
in New York City 30 December 1842, the son of Thomas and Cla- 
rissa La\\Tenoe (Starkey) Crane, and died at Stamford 21 Septenibe'r 
1918. He was descended from Henry^ and Tabitha Crane of Mil- 
ton, Mass., through Ebenezer^ and Maiy (Tohnan), Thomas' and 
Deborah (Owen}i Joseph* and Mary (bavil), Thomas^ and Sarah 
(Baxter), and Thomas,* his father. His ancestors of the Omne 
name lived in Braintree and Quincy, Mass., from Ebenes^ to 
Thomas,^ his- father, who was of New York. His mother was bom 
at Troy, N. H. 

He was educated at Mount Wa^^hington CoDegiate Institute in 
New York City, at Tufts College, where he was graduated in 1803,

and at Columbia University, receiving there, in 1866, the degree 
of LL.B. He was admitted to the bar in New York in 18G6, and 
devoted his time to legal matters connected with the ceal estate 
held by his family. 

The TiKmias Cnuie library at Quincy, Mass., waa ereeted in 
1882 by Albcffi Crane, Benjamin Franklin Crane, his brother, and 
their mother, as a memorial to the father of the two men; and 
Albert Cranp gavo to the Crane Theological School of Tufts College, 
as a further iriemorial of his father, the sum of S100,000. He also 
gave to the Thomas Crane PubUc Library- at Quincy more land, 
and built ft large addition, ooeting nearly |200,OGO. In 1910-1913 
lie gave the money to purchase the ate of the new hoepital at 
Stamford. 

For seven years, from 1863 to 1870, Mr. Crane served m the New 
Yurk National Guard, in a company of which the late Hemy E. 
Howland was captain. He was a member of the Bar Association 
of the C^ty of New York, the New York State Bar Aaociation, 
the New York Historical Society, the New York Genealogical and 
Biographical Society, the American Geographical Society, the New 
En^nd Society in the City of New York, the Union Club of New 
York City, the Society of Colonial Wars in the State of Connecticut, 
and the corporation- of the Stamford Hospital. 

He married first, 24 January 1884, Ellen Mansfield Davies of 
Fishldll on Hudson, N. Y., who died s.p. 5 Janu^iry 1893, daughter 
of J. Mansfield and Martlifi "NT (Brookes) Davies; and secondlyi 
in 1902, Famiy Starkey ol iioston, who survives him. 

BsKTEA. AuGUBTA Ratmond of Somerville, Mass., a residen^t 
member ance 1916, was bom at Somerv'ille 4 August 1876» the 
daughter of Hor]>ert Wintlirop and Clara Mehila (Whitney) Ray- 
mond, and died at SomerviUe 21 September 1918, She traced her 
descent from William* RajTnond of Salem and Beverly, Mass., 
through William,* Paul,^ Paul,^ a colonel in the Revolution, James,^ 
Clark," Silas,^ and Herbert Winthrop,^ her father. On her mother's 
aide she was a descendwit of John* Whitney of Watertown, Mass., 
through Richard,* Mose?,' Jonas/ Sahnon/ Nathan,' Nathan/ and 
Clara Mehila,^ her mother. 

She was educated in the public schools of SomerviUe and at the 
Emerson School of Oratory in Boston, and entered the SomerviUe 
High School as a teacher in 1900. For ten years she was in charge 
of the Department of Elocution in that school, and was remark- 
ably Ruecessful in her chosen profession. 

A brother, Lorintj Hay Raymond, M.D. (Harvard, 1903), of 
SomerviUe, survives her. 

Charles Nutt, A.B., of Worcester, Mass., a resident member 
since 1902, was bom at Natick, Mass., 20 September -1868, the son 
of (Jol. William and Abigail Prentice (Puffer) Nutt, and died at 
Worcester 26 September 1918. He was sixth in descent from William 
Nutt of Nutfield (Londonderry), N. H., in 1719. 
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He was educated in the public schools of Natick, being valedic- 
torian of his dass in the Hidi Sehool (1886), and was graduated, 

magna cum laude, at HarvanT University in 1890, 

While in school and college Mr. Nutt did newppr^ppr work for 
the A^atick BulUtin, Natick Citizen, and Boston Eviniufj Hecord. 
In 1890 he became a reporter on the staff of the Woruater Daily 
Spy, in 1891 he founded The Paragraph, a reform newspaper, at 
New Rochelle, N. Y., and later be became the owner The Mamar' 
onedc Paragraph. In conneetion with these two new(lpa|ier8 he 
carried on also a printing business. He sold the two papers m 1900. 
In 1899 he purchased the Worcester Spy :iod conducted it until 
1904, when it passed out of his hands and was suspended, its plant 
having been destroyed by fire cm 21 May 1902, a calamity that 
was disastrous to the business. 

After relinquishing newspaper work Mr. Nutt devoted his time 
to historical and genealogir'nl rp'=parch and writing. He wrote many 
sketches for the Lewis Pubiishmg Company of Kew York. Among 
his recent writings may be mentioned a history of the First Massa- 
chusetts Heavy Artilleiy, whidli had been begun by the late Hon. 
Alfred S. Roe, a history of the Crompton & Knowles Loom Works, 
and a history of Worcester, the copy for which was almost ready 
for the printer. 

Mr. Nutt was for many years active in politics, and was a dele- 
gate to various Republican conventions in New York State, including 
the State convendon which nominated Theodore Rooeevdt for the 
governorship in 1898. During the presidential campaign of 1904 

he was in charpe of the Speakers' Bureau of the Mfipsarhusetts 
Republican Statr C'ornrriittee. In 1912 he joined the i^roi^ressive 
Party, and m that yeai' and the succeeding year waa an unaucceesful 
canclidate for representative to the Legislature from Ward 10, 
Worcester. 

He a member of the Ma.ssachusetts Society of Sons of the 
Ameri(;ii) Revolution, the Worcester Society of Antiquity, and 
various Masonic organizations, and in college was a member of 
the Pierian Sodahty. 

He nuuried first, at Natick, 26 August 1891, Ada Sophia Robin- 
ton, who died 17 November 1909, dai^ter of Walter Bilhngs and 
Ella Marin ^Buiiard) Robinson; and secondly, 28 November 1911, 
Lucia Janet Morrill, who survives him, together with his five chil- 
dren by his first wife, Isabel Ella, Harold, Arthur, Dorothy May, 
and Charles Stanley, and one child, Ruth, by his second wtfe. All 
of liis sons have been connected with some form of war service, and 
his daughter, Isabel Ella, has been enmEed in Red Cross work. 

Frank Bul&eley S.mith, A.M.. of Worcester, Mass., a resident 
member since 1910, was bom at Worcester 25 August 1864, the son 
of Charles Worcester and Josephine Caroline (Lord) Smith, and 
died at Worcester 13 October 1918. 

He was graduated at Har%'nrd University in 1886, and in 1888 
• received from his abm nuater the degree of A.M. In 1887-88 he 
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studied in the Harvard Law School, and 1889^ he was in the law 
office of Hopkins & Bacon of Worcester, aiul later, from 1890 to 

1900, ho was a inember of this firm. In 1900-1902 he was in a new 
partnership under tlie name of Hopkins, Smith <fc Hopkins. After 
the death of Colonel Hopkins the firm name was chariged to Smith, 
Gage & Dresser. In the course of his law practice Mr. Smith was 
made execator and trustee of the estate of Horatio N. Slater of 
Webster, Mass., and consequently became active in tiie affairs of 
the Slater Mills in Webster. After retirinp: j^-^ oxrcutor and trustee 
of the Slater estate, Mr. Smith devoted practically all of his time 
to manufacturing interests, principally with the New England Cot- 
ton Yam Company. 

He was a member of the Union dub, the St. Botolph dub, 
and the University dub of Boston, and of several Worcest^< 
clubs. 

He married at Worccslcr, 5 June 1890. Nancy Hacker Earle, 
who died in Apni 1918. Four cliildren survive him: Lieut. Bulkeley 
Smith, A.B. (Harvard, 1913), of the U. S. Infantry, Earie Smith, 
of the U. S. Tank Service— both have been with the American 

Expeditionary' Forces in France, Naney Earle Smith, and Frank 
Grosvenor Smith. His second son, Willard Sniitli, A.B. (Harvard, 
1914), a captain in the Ninth U. S. Infantry, was killed in action 
in France, in the attack on the St. Mihiel saUent, 12 September 1918. 

James Msllen Gleason of Boston, a life member since 1900, 
was born at Wardsboro, Vt., 6 October 18^3. the son of Josiah and 
Susan Read (Morse) Gleason, and died, umnarriffi, in Boston 15 
October 1918. He traced his descent from Thomas^ Gleason of 
Watertown, Mass., through Joseph,* Joseph,^ Phineas,^ Benjamin/ 
Josiah,* and Josiah,' his father. 

He was educated in public and private schools, at the Spring- 
field (Vt.) Wesleyan Seminar>', and at French's Commercial College 
in Boston. He taught in the pubhe schools, 1852-1854, and from 
1850 to 1863 was a bookkeeper in Boston. Afterwards he was a 
hotel proprietor, and then, in 1870, became cadiier of the John 
Hancock Mutual Life Insurance Company of Boston. This posi- 
tion he filled until 1894, wh^ he was made treasurer of the Com- 
pany, and retired in 1912. 

He was prominently identified with the Masonic fraternity, and 
was a member of the Boston Art Club, the Appalachian Mountain 
Club, the Bostonian Sociely, the Young Men s Christian Union, 
the Middlesex Club, the Heme Market Club, and the Ancient and 
Honorable Artillery Company, an honorary member of the Vermont 
Vetcranp' Association of Boston, and an associate rrunnljer of the 
Grand Army of the RepubUc. In politics he was a iiepublican. 

John Osbormb Austin of Providence, R. I., a corresponding 

member since 1916, was bom at Providence 28 December 1849, 

the son of Samuel and Elizabeth Hanson (Osborne) Austin, and 
died at Providence 27 October 1918. He traced his descent from 
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Robert* Aostiii of KmgBtowiL, R. I., through Jeremiah,* Robert,' 
Jereouah,^ Jeremiah,' Joseph,* and Samuel/ hia father. 

He was educated in the public schools of Providenrc an-'l rt* Mie 
Union Hall School in that city, of which his father was principuL 
From 1866 until 1883 he was in the wool butiiness, first as a clerk 
and afterwards on his own account, but laid aside business cares 
for the pleasiifee of traird in Europe and South Africa in 1872 and 
1873. In 1883 he turaed to genealogical and literary work, his 
Oc'-imntion for tlic remainder of his life. 

He compiled and published "The Oeaealogical Dictionary of 
Riiode Island," 1887, "Ancestry of I hniy-Three Rhode Islanders, " 
1889, "The Anoestral Dictionary," 1891, "One Hundred and Sixty 
Allied Familiea," 1883, and "American Authors' Ancestry," 1915. 
He issued also a volume of selections from the writings of Roger 
Williams, under the title "The Rojjer Williams Calendar," 1897, 
and "The Joui-nal of William Jef^eray, Gentleman," 1899, "iMore 
Seven Club Tales," 19D0, "Philip and PhiUppa, a Genealogical 
Romance^" 1901, "A Week's Wooing," 1902, a memorial volume 
of stories, dedicat r 1 1 o hisivife, 1916, and ''Impressions and Reflections 

of Sixty Years." 1917. 

He was a life member of the Rhode Island Historical So -iety, 
and, in addition to the journeys already mentioned, made many 
Other trips to Europe and to various parts of the United States and 
Canada, visiting also the Society Islands and New Zealand. 

He married, 24 June 1878, Helen Augusta Whitaker, who died 
4 April 1916. driuirhter of William an<i Emma Louise (Barker) 
\\ljitaker of Providence. His two children sur^'ive him: Rosamond 
i\ La laker Austin and Richard bisson Austin, M.D., First Lieutenant, 
Medical Corps, U. S. A. 

Rev. Frederic Wii.ltaa! Bailey, B.D., of Worcester, Mass., a 
resident member since ib99, was bom at Brooklyn, N. Y., 31 Janu- 
ary 1858, the son of William Egbert and Jane (6harpe) Bailes , 
and died at Worcester 30 October 1918. He traced his descent 
from Benoni Baiky, bora in 1697, through Samuel of Danbury, 
Conn., Ebenezer of Bethel, Conn., Noah Stair of Bethel, and William 
Egbert of Norwalk, Conn., his father. 

He was educated in the public schools of Brooklyn and at St. 
Lawrence University, Canton, N. Y., where he received in 1878 
the degree of B.D. He also studied at the Boston School of Oratory. 

He was osrdained to the I'niversalist ministry' at Olcott, N. Y., 
in 1879, and served in that denomination at East Jaflfrey, N. H., 
at Hip;htstown. X. J., and at All Souls' Church at Worcester until 
1889, when he left the Universalist Church and, aftf^r a special 
course in the General Theological Seminary in New York, 1889-90, 
was ordained a deaeon in the Protestant Episcopal Church in 1889 
and a priest in 1890. He was for a time a missionary at St. Paul's 
Church in Natick and at St. Andrew's Church in Wrllnsley, Mass. 
In 1891-92 he served as assistant rector at All Samts' Church in 
Worcester, and was rector of the Church of the Ascension, New 
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Haven, Coim., in 1893. Failmg health oompelkd hun to naign 
thk ebarge} althougli several yeais later he resumed to some extent 
work as a clergyman, being a missionary at Christ CViurrh, Roch- 
dale, and Grace Church, Oxford, .Mass., 1901-1905, arnl (vstablish- 
ing Holy Trinity Church at Southbridge, Mass., in 1905. His 
attention, however, was directed chiefly to genealogy and to ihB 
preservation of Connecticut church records, and he was the official 
copyist of parochial archives in Connecticut, sccrctan," of the Per- 
manent Commission of Parochial Archives in the Diocese of Con- 
necticut, and manager ^f the Bureau of American Ancestry. 

He was editor and publisher of "Early Connecticut Marriages" 
and ''Early Maasachusetts Maniages," in several parts, and pub- 
hshed and patented a book for recording ancestiy known as "Baiky's 
Photo-Ancestral Record." 

He was a memlx^r of the Connecticut Historical Society, the 
New Haven Colony Historical Society, and the Society of Sons 
of the American Revolution. 

He married, 14 January 1891, Lena Olive Marble, who died 8 
April 1918, daughter of Jerome and Susan (Blanchard) Marble of 
Worcester. The following children survive him: Nellie May, Francis 
Howarth, John Marble, and Frederic Starr. 

Babson SAmiAN Ladp, A.B., of Boston, a resident member 
since 1888, was bom at Cambridge, Mass., 6 September 1848, the 
son of John Savilian and Mary Ann (Butler) Ladd, and died in 
Boston 3 November 1918. He was a descendant of DanieU Ladd 
of Ipswich, Mass., through Nathaniel," Nathaniel,' Daniel,^ Na- 
thaniel,^ Dr. John,^ and John Savilian,' his father. 

He was educated in the public schools of Cambridge, entered 
Harv ard College in 1866, and was graduated there with the CSass 
of 1870. 

From 17 Januarj^ 1870 until the summer of 1872 he taught m 
the Worcester (Mass.) High School. He then returned to Cam- 
bridge and studied law in Boston in the office of Lathrop, Abbot & 
Jones (subsequently Abbot & Jones) and, for a few months (1873-4), 
at the Harvard Law School. He was admitted to the bar in BostOil 
27 March 1875, and practised his profession in Boston from Janu- 
ary 1876 on, bemg from October 1883 until March 1887 in part- 
nership with James Kussell Carret, A.B. ^Harvard, 1867), A.M. 
(Harvaid, 1871). 

From May 1881 until September 1883 he travelled with his family 

in Europe. 

Ho mnrricd, 16 November 1878, Ella Cora Brooks, daughter of 
John Wddd Brooks of Milton, Mass., %vho .survives him, totretlier . 
with three children, Alice, Amelia, and Jolm Wood Biooks Ladd, 
A3. (Harvaid, 1911). 

Hon. Andrew Dickson White, M A . Ph.D., L.H D , LL.D., 
D.C.L., of Ithaca, N, Y., an honorary member since 1891, }x)m 
at Homer, N. Y., 7 November lb^2, the sou of Horace and Clara 
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(Dickfion) White, and died at lUiaca 4 November 1918. A tradi- 
tion that he was d e o c cn ded from Peregrine White of the Maj/flower 

he never took pains to verify; but his grandparents, early aettlen 
in New York, were from Massachusetts-— Asa White from Monwni 
and Andrew Dickson from Middlefield. 

He was prepared for college at the Cortland (N. Y.) Academy, 
and fint entered Hobart College, bat in 1851 joined ttub CSaas of 
1853 at Yale, receiving the degree of B*A. there in 1853 and the 
degree of M. A. in 1856. At Yale he was awarded some of the highest 
scholastic honors. He studied at the Sorbonne, the Collefre de 
France, and the University of Berhn in 1853-54, and then went 
to St. Petersburg as an atpiche of the United States Legation, hold- 
mg this poet at the time ol the Crimean War, 1854-55. In 1857, 
after a year of graduate study at Yale, he became professor of His- 
tory- and English Literature in the University of Michigan. He 
resigned this position in 1863, retaining, however, a lectureship 
in History there for the next four years, and took up his residence 
in Syracuse, N. Y. He was .a member of the New York Senate, 
1863-67, and while serving as chairman of the Committee on Edu> 
cation became interested In the establishment of Cornell Univer- 
sity. He contributed personally $300,000 to its original cost, gave 
later additional smns, and in 1887 ifounded there the School of 
History and Political Science, which bears his name, giving to it 
his histoiical fibrsnr of over 40,000 Tohnnes. He was tro fint 
president (tf Cornell University, holding this office from 1866 to 
1885 and proving himself one of the leaders in the movement for 
liberalising and broadening college education in the United 
States. 

In politics and in posts of public trust he served faithfully his 
party and his eoontry. He was president of the Republican state 
convention in New York in 1871, a delegate to the Republican 
national conventions of 1872 and 1884, United States commissioner 
to Santo Domingo in 1871, and a presidential elector in 1872, From 
1879 to 1881, while on leave of absence from his duties at the Uni- 
'vetstty, he was minister plenipotentiary to Germany, and from 
1802 to 1804 he was minister plenipotenliaiy to Russia. He served 
on the Venezuela Boundary Commission in 1806-07, and Eresident 
McKinley sent him as ambassador to Germany, where he remained 
from 1897 to 1902. In 1899 he was president of the American dele- 
gation to the first Hague Peace Conference. 

He was a trustee of Hobart College, 1866-1877, Comdl Uni- 
versity, from 1865 to 1885 and from 1887 on, the Carnegie Institii- 
tion for Research, and the Carnegie Peace Endowment, and a 
regent of the Smithsonian Institution. He was an officer of the 
Legion of Honor, received the Royal Gold Medal of Prussia for 
Arts and Sciences (1902), was an honorary member of the Royal 
Academy of Sdenees in Berlin, the first prerident of the American 
Historical Association (1884-85), a member of the Massachusetts 
Historical Society and of the American Academy of Arts and Let- 
ters, president of the American Social Science Association and of 
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the American Philosophical Society, and a member of many other 
societies in the United States and in foreign countries. 

He was the recipient of numerous honorary degrees — that of 
LL.D. from the University of Michigan (1867), Cornell University 
(1886), Yale (1888), the University of St. Andrews (1902), Johns 
Hopkins Uniireraty (1902), Dartmouth 0>llege (1906), and Hobart 
College (1911), that of L.H.D. from Colunil^ia University (1887), 
that of Ph.D. from tho University of Jena (1889), and that of D.C.L. 
from the University of Oxford (1902). 

His published writings are numerous, and relate especially to 
educational and historical subjeets. Among them may be men- 
tioned "Battlefields of Science," 1876, "A History of the Warfare 
of Science with Theologj- in ChrLstendom," 1895-1897, "The War- 
fr-re of Humanity with Unreason, inrluding Essays on Sarpi, Grotius, 
•Thonut.sujs, Turgot and Cavour," published in the Atlnntic Mofithly 
in 1903-1907 and revised and published in 1911, with additional 
chaptm on "Stein" and "Bismarck," under the title of "Seven 
Great Statesmen in the Warfare of Humanity with Unreason." 
Some of these books have been translated into various European 
languages. His autobio^aphy, published in 1905, is a most valu- 
able and interesting work. 

He was a member of the Union League and Century Clubs of 
New York City and of the Cosmos Club of Washington, D. C. 

He married first, in September 1857, Mary A. Cutwater of Syra- 
cuse, N. Y.,who died in 1887: ! ^erondly, in 1890. Helen MagiU, 
who survives him, daughter of Dr. Edward Hicks Ma^. 

SAinnsL SwETT Green, A.M., of Worcester, Mass., elected a 
resident member in 1890 and made a life member in 1891, was bom 

at Worcester 20 February 1837, the son of James and Elizabeth 
(Sxvrtt ) Green, and died at Worcester 8 December 1918. 1^*^ w:is 
a descendant of Thomas^ (ireen, who was at Maiden, Mass., about 
the middle of the seventeenth ceniury, through Thomas^ of Maiden, 
Capt. Samuel* of Maiden and Leicester, Mass., Rev. Thomas* of 
Leicester, Dr. John<^ of Worcester, Dr. John' of Worcester, and 
James' of Worcester, his father. 

He was prepared for college in private schools in Worcester and 
in the public schools of that city, graduating at the Worcester High 
School in 1854. He then entered Harvard College, where he received 
the degree of A.B. in 1858. HI health compelled him to abstain 
from further study at that time, and in 1859 he made a sea voyage 
in thr }mrk Race Horse to Smyrna and Constantinople and Vtack. 
In Sei)ieniber 1861 he returned to the Harvard Divinity Sciiooi, 
where he had already spent a month or two in the autmnn of 1800, 
and was graduated in 1864, the University at that time not con- 
ferring degrees on the completion of th% course in ihe Divinity 
School. In 1870, however, he received the degree of A.M. from Har- 
vard, and in 1877 he was elected an honorary member of the Har- 
vard chapter of the Phi Beta Kappa iraternity. 

He was &oon compelled by the state of his health to give up 
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pmdiiiiK, and in December 1864 became a bookkeeper in the Me- 
chanics Bank in Worcester. On 15 August 1865 he was appointed 
teller in tlie Worcester National Bank, and held thie poeition until 

22 May 1868, when he resiijneil 

On 1 January 1807 he had been elected a director of the Worcester 
Free Public libranr, of which his uncle, Dr. John Green of Worces- 
ter, had laid the foundation in 1869 by Ubml ipfte of books and 
money, and on 15 January 1871 bB was choeen librarian of this in- 
stitution, and held this position until 12 January' 1909, when ho 
was made Ubrarian emeritus. lu the duties of hhmrian he found 
his life work. Under liis management the Worcester Free PubUc 
Library gained recognition as one of the foremost and most progres- 
aire libraries in the land. He strove to make it not merely a 
rr( eptacle for books and a workshop for students, but a place where 
any j^rr-on might obtain information and help on any question. 
In Octol)er 187G. at a confercnee of hbrarians in Pliiladelphia, where 
the Aiiieriean Library Association was formed, he read a paper 
urging doeer personal rdations between librarians and readers, and 
d^tcribing the coune that had been followed in Worcester for sev- 
eral ycarF. This paper made a profound impression, and Mr. Green's 
recommendations were adopted in ii\any libraries in the couniry. 
The methods of the Worcester Library were studied in foreign lancis, 
attention was called to them in an official report of the authorities 
of the Department of the Seine, in France, the department in whicii 
Paris is iituated, and in 1896 the Ubrarian of the University of Kiel, 
in Germany, advocated the introduction into Germany of public 
libraries of the Worcester type. 

Mr. Green was one of the founders of the American Library 
Assooation, serving it as vice-president and premdent, he was a 
member of the American Library Institute, formed in 1905 and com* 
posed of the most distinguished hbrarians in the United States, 
he was a founder and first vic'e-i)resident of the Massachusetts 
Library Club, a delegate from the American Libmrv Association 
to the International Congress of Librarians held at London in 1877, 
he prasided over the World's Congress of Librarians at Chicago 
in 1893, and was vice-president of the International Congress of 
Librarians at London in 1897. In July 1878 he was elected :in }u)n- 
orary fellow of the Library Association of the Umted Kingdom. 
In 1890 he was appointed by Governor lirackett of Massachusetts 
as one of the original members of the Board of Free Public Library 
CommiflBionera, for the term of four years, and in 1894, 1899, and 
1904 was reappointed for three auceessive terms of five years each. 
He wa« a member of the committee appointed by the Board of 
Overseers of Harvard University to visit the University Library, 
and served on a simiiaj- cunmiittee to visit the Boston FubUc Li> 
brary . His addresses and published writings on library topics are 
numerous. 

In addition to the various library organizations with which Mr. 
Green was connected, he wa^^ a member of many societies and clubs, 
among them the Royal Historical Society of Great Britain, the 
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Amerieaii Antiquarian Society, the American Historical Aasociation, 
the American Social Science Association, the Colonial Society of 

Massachusett-^, the Wisconsin Hisforical Society (of which he was 
a corresponding member), the Society of Mayflower Descendants, 
the Old Planters' Society, the Society of Colonial Wars, the Society 
of Desc^dants of Colonial Governors, the Society of Sons of the 
Revolution, the Bunker Hill Monument Association, the Univeiaty 
Club of Boston, the Harvard Club of Worcester, the Worcester 
Art Serif ty, and several other local organizations in his home city. 

Mr. Green never rnarried. His nearest surviving relatives are 
his two brothers, John, who received from Harvard the degrees of 
A.B. (1855), S.B. (1856), A.M. (1859), M.D. (1866), from Wash- 
ington University, St. Louis, Mo., the degree of LL.D. (1905), and 
from the University of Missouri the degree of LL.D. (1906), and 
who resides in St. Louis, and James, who received from Han-ard 
the degrees of A.B. (18b2), LL.B. (1864), and A.M. (1865), and who 
is a well-known lawyer of Worcester. 

CoL. Rutherford TROWBiiinoE of New Haven, Conn., a resi- 
dent member since 1916, was bom at New Haven 1 December 1851, 
the son of Thomas Rutherford and Caroline (Hoadley) Trow- 
bridge, and died at New Haven 18 December 1918. He came of 
old New England stock, his ancestors being among the earliest 
Bettlere of the New Haven Colony. Thomas^ Trowbridge was of 
Taunton, co. Somerset, England, and was later m buaineBB in Exeter, 
eo. Devon, England. He and his wife and two of his sons are found 
at Dorch^ter, Mass., perhaps as early as lt>36, and he was after- 
wards of New Haven, whither he probably moved his household in 
1638. He Boon raturaed to Enf^d, and died at Taunton 7 Feb- 
ruary 1672/3. He had left three aona in New Haven, in the care of 
Henry Gibbons, and they were later placed by the authorities in 
the care of Sergeant Thomas Jeffrey. From the eldest of these 
pons, Thomas,' whose first wife was Sarah Rutherford, daughter 
of Henry and Sarah Ruliicriord, Col. Rutherford Trowbridge was 
deeo^ded, thnni^ Tfaomae,* Capt. Danid,^ Ruthetfotd,* Henry,* 
and Thomas Rutherford,^ father. This whole line of anoestorsy 
from Thomas* on, resided in New Haven. 

Rutherford Trowbridge received his early education at llie school 
of Stiles French in New Haven, with the intention of entcrmg Yale 
College; but in 1868 he left school and took a position with the 
firm oi H. Trowbridee'B Sons, of which his father was senior member. 
He spent several years with the West India braneh of the house, 
in the island of Barbados, and then entorprl the main office of the 
firm in New Haven. In 1885 he was admitted to full partnership, 
and remained a member of the firm until it was dissolved by mutual 
consent in 1891. 

After hie retirement from the West India business Colonel Trow- 
bridge was occupied with the care of niunerous family trusts ami 

with the manacpment of a number of corporations in which he was 
interested. He took also a promment part in local politics, serving 
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in 1881 as edtooA on the staff of GovwnorBigplow, in 1884 and 1885 

as a member of the City Council, and from time to time on several 
important committet^s, hf)th municipal anrl Ptate. At the Republi- 
can State convention oi 1904 lie was noniiaated as a candidate for 
presidential elector-at-large, and in the election that followed received 
the largest number of votes cast for any candidarte for elector. 

He was always much interested in the welfare of his native city, 
and wn'^ n lihornl contributor to its publif and private charities. 
His kjiidnru-ss exceeded even his genero-sit^-. tor the one was bound- 
less, while the other was necessarily limited. In 1889, in memory 
of his father, he estabMied the Thomas R. Trowbridge Course of 
Lectures on Architecture in the Yale School of the Fine Arts. The 
memorial window in the Center Church, illustrating the arrival of 
the first English settlers at New Haven, was plac^ there by him 
as another tribute to his father's memory. He founded, as a me- 
morial to Ins only sou, Kutherford, who died in 1905 in his eleventh 
year, the Rutherford Institute in the Young Men's Christian Asso- 
ciation in New Haven, for the purpose of giving a teehnicai education 
to poor boys. He established also in New Haven, in memory of 
his son, the Rutherford Trowbridge, Jr., Scholarship in the Hopkins 
Grammar School. 

In New Haven Colonel Trowbridge was a member of the Quinni- 
piack C3ub, the Yale Archffiok)gical Society, the Connecticut Acad- 
emy of Arts and Science, and the New Haven Colony Historical 
Society. He was also a member of the Union League Clu)? :md the 
Metropohtan Art Museum in New York City, the Connecticut 
Society of Sons of the American He volution, and an associate 
member of the New Hampdiire Society <tf the Cincinnati. He spent 
many summers at Stockbridge» Mass. He united with the First 
Church in New Haven in 1879, and in 1896 took a letter to Trinity 
Church in that city, of which he was a vestryman at the time of 
his death. 

Colonel Trowbridge married first, at New Haven, 5 October 1882, 
Alice Maude Anderson, dau^ter of John Charles and Mary 

(Beecher) Anderson; and secondly, at Ansonia, Conn., 8 January 
1891, ^lay Wells Farrel, daughter of Franklin and Julia Lockwood 
(Smith) Farrel of Ansonia, who survives him, with two daughters, 
Elsie Rutherford by his first wife, and Caroline Rachel by his second 
wife.

Mb8. Laura Lucretia '(Williams) Case of Boston, a life mem- 
ber since 1907, widow of James Brown Case, died at her winter 
home, 468 Beacon Street, Boston, on 24 December 1918, in her 
oghty-fiixth year. She was the dau^ter of Moses Williams, an 
eminent Boston merchant and a meml)er of the Williams fiunily 
that descended from Robert WiUiams, the immigrant of 1637 — a 
family that filled a lar^e phro for many generations in the life of 
old-time Roxbur\^ and West Koxbur}^ 

Mrs. Ca^ wa^ born 7 September 1833 in her father's house on 
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G^tze S^eet in Jamaica Plain, and was married 26 October 1854, 
her wedding being the first one to be solemnized in the stone 
Unitarian church in the centre of the place. IMr. Cn^r^ had come 
originally from Providence, li. I., to Boston, where he became a mc- 
tessful wholesale drj-goods merchant aiid late in life president of the 
old National Bank of Redemption as well as of its suocessor, the 
present First National Bank. 

Their winter home was always in Boston — for many 3*cars at 120 
Commonwealth Avenue and latterly in the handsome house which 
they had built on Beacon Street, overlooking Charles River, where 
Mrs. Case died. But it is with the town of Weston that the family 
is most associated, going there first in 1863 and passing long seasons 
there ever since, when not traveUing in foreign countries. Tbm 
Mrs. Ca.se took a deep interest in the Unitarian Church, the Libra r>% 
and the welfare of the people — in fact, all good impulses in the town 
met a kindly r^ponse from her. Here her friends, both old and young 
and of all degrees, enjoyed the hospitality of her beautif^ country 
home, and many are the people she has made happy with flowers 
and wonderful bunches of grapes from her greenhouses. 

This quiet, gentle, old-fMshionod lady irave such a natural, cordial 
welcome that ever\'one ref^f)unded, and her interest in the younger 
members of her family was so keen that even the children appre- 
ciated it, and this in turn kept her spirits fresh and youthful. The 
large gathering of friends that nearly filled Arlington Street Church 
for her funeral Fcr\'ices bore Filent but impressive testimony to the 
love and esteem in which she was held. Her charities were exten- 
sive, though never ostentatious, and always made with a shrewd 
reahzation of the worth and fitness of the rccip)ient. Her great in- 
terests were the various charities of the Unitarian Church, the 
cottage hospitals at Baldwinsville, the academy at Proctor, N. H., 
and the various Southern schools. She was active in the d inaction 
of several of these, and only a few weeks before her death iu\d the 
meeting of one of these boards at her house. Her interest in her 
sterling New England ancestry' induced her to join this Society 
and to make a generous gift towards the cost of the new building. 

She leaves three daughters, Caroline, widow of James G. Free- 
man, Louise W. Case, and Marian K. Case.

This inBtitution was 8eventy<4ve yean old as an oiganusation 

in 1919 and will celebrate its peventy-fifth anniverpan' as a cor- 
poratioB in 1920. It was three-<iimrt€r8 of a century ago , in October 
1844, tbat several gentlemen met at the home of Mr. WUHam H. 
Montague, m Orange Street, Boeton, to dieeuflB the adviiabiUly 
of organizing a society for the purpose of awakening and stimulating 
interest in genealogical and heraldic studies. On Friday evening, 
1 November, following:, Mr Mont^ue and h\9 associates, Messrs. 
Charles Ewer, Samuel Clardner Drake, Jolm Wingate Thornton, 
and Lemuel Shattuck, met at Mr. Shattuck's residence, 79 Harrison 
Avenne, and organised the New Engfamd Historic Genealogical 
Society, which was inc<Nrpotated hy a special act of the QeniBral 
Court, 18 March 1845. 

The seventy-fifth year of this institution has been, in many ways, 
one of the best in its whole liistor>\ 

During the two and a quarter centuries that elapsed between 
the Landing of the Pilgrims and the birth ol the Society, very little 
interest was manifested in the objects which the Society was 
organized to promote. Measured by the genealogical puhli rat ions 
Issued in America, the total output up to 1844 would not fill n tliree- 
foot shelf. Conditions changed with the advent of the new Society. 
Interest in its objects was soon aroused by its officers, its library, 
and its publications, and this soon mamfestod itself in the publica- 
tion of genealogies and local histories with genealogical registeiB. 
The interest thus awakened steadily increased from year to year 
and brought with it, for the Society, serious problems of housing 
its library and financing its work. 

During the first twenty-five years of its existence the Society 
occupied rented quarters and depended on vohmtary assistance to 
carry on its work. Then it purchased and remodelled a building 
which furnished acconunodations for its growth for about forty 
year^ The erection of the present commodious and safe building 
in 1912 solved the housing problem for many years to come. 

The practical cessation of the Worid War in Kovember 1918 
again made it feasible to appeal to the public for support, and a 
campaign to solve the financial problem was immediately begun. 
On 14 November Mr. George Lambert Gould, Treasurer of the 
Society, i)l( <lt/( tl SlixX); and on 5 December Mr. James Melville 
Hunneweil, a Councillor of the Society, pledged $5000. These 
pledges have resulted m the creation of two new ftlnds, the George 
Lambert Gould Fund and the Robert Cushman Hunnewell Me- 
morial Fund. In December 1918 a prelhninary committee was 
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appointed to coiunder ways and means, and at the January meeting 

of the Council, upon recommendation of that committee, a Special 
Committee on Endowment and Members was appointed, to serve 
through the two years 1919 and 1920. This committee wo-s selected 
largely froui the Committees on Ways and Means and on Increase 
of Membership, including the heads of both committees, and has 
been very active throughout the year. Its work for the year 1920 
is already under way, and it is believed that the finanfu'al problem 
of the Society will be permanently settled, through its efforts, by 
the end of the year 1920. 

The three-hundred tU anniveioaiy of the Landing of the Piigrmis 
occun in 1920. Hie New England Hi|tonc GeneUogical 8<Msiety 
proposes that its chief observance of this important occasion shall 
take the form of a substantial increase of its membership and its 
endowment funds. It is believed that there can be no more fitting 
or useful memorial to the Pilgrims than the continued iiiamtenanee 
of the work of this Society, and this will be assured by the Pilgrim 
Teroentenaiy Memorial Fund, now being raised by the Spadal 
Committee on Endowment and Members. 



The Report of the CoiaiiTTEB on Finance, by George Lambert 
Qould, Treasurer: 

Early m 1919 the Society received from George W. MacWha, Esq., 
executor of the estate of Mra. Jennie B. Fuller, its proportion of the 
residue of her estate, amounting to $1425.09, which, with receipts 
of dues from members, enabled the Society to pay to the Boston 

Safe Deposit & Trust Company tlic I vilance of the floating indebted- 
ness whicii was due and wliicli was mcurred at the compleUuu of 
the Society's building seven years ago. 

During the year the Committee decided to pay off the mortgage 
on thefront building on Ashburton Place, amounting to $23,000 
and interest, which also was held by the Boston Safe Deposit & 
Trust Company. It was enabled to do this ijecaiise of the success- 
ful efforts of the Special Committee on Endowment and Members 
in securing Pilgrim Tercentenary Members and also by the large 
increase in the number of life Members. 

On 12 October the Society received the sum of $16? 38. being 
the interest for the second year on the legacy of $5,000 from the 
estate of Dr. Moses Greeley Parker, in the hands of the Boston 
Safe Deposit & Trust Company, Trustee. Members of the Com- 
nuttee on Finance and of the CouncU were surprised and disappointed 
at the meagre return, especially as the same institution had charged 
the Society, on floating and mortgage indebtedness, 6% per annum 
until the amounts were paid, as statecl above. 

Tlie Society will probably receive during the coming year the 
sum uf $4,000 from the estate of Albert Crane of Stamford, Conn., 
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to be added to the Tbomas Cranft Fund, which was created several 

years ago by Mr. Crane m memory of his father, Thomas Crane. 

The income of this Icf^icy is to be applied "first to the bindinp: and 
preservation of the painphletii of the Society, and secondly to the 
general purposes of the Society." The Society is also named in 
Mr. Crane's will, as one of the residuary legatees, for a larger sum, > 
payable on the death of the principal bencficiaiy. 

The Committee reporte, with much graitification, the receipt of 
United States bonds and other donntions from Society members 
and also the increased returns from membership dues, inehiding 
mainly those from the new Pilgrim Tercentenary class, details of 
which wiD be given by other committees. 

While the amounts thus received are compAratively Urge, still 
the needs of the Society are very large, and much more wiU be 
required before the institution will 1h' on a self'inipporting hmh. 

The net sums received have been closely and carefully invested 
in accordance with votes of the Council, so that the net returns 
on money invested will be very much larger proportionately than 
what is received on securities bought years ago. 



The Report of the CoMMnTES on Wats and Means, by William 
Streeter Richardson, Chairman: 

The Committee takes pleasure in reporting that the recommenda- 
tion refuted to in its annual report for 1918 as to the adoption of 
new methods has beoi vigorously followed, and that it has resulted 

in a materia! measure of success. 

Not only has the course puryu(;d produced immediate substantial 
gains, but the work already done affords strong encouragement 
-that its continuance during the next year or two on the same lines 
will yield equally 'good results. It is true that the efforts of the 
Committee must not be in any way relaxed, but it seems that a 
further improvement in the financial condition of the Society may 
be confidently expected. 



The Report of the Committee on Incbease of Membebship, by 
Mrs. Florence Beynolds Conant Howes, Chairman: 

As the field of work of the Committee on Increase of Member^ 
ship was effectively and comprehensively covered during the past 
year by the Special Committoe on Endowment and Mmnbeis, no 
meeting of the Committee has been held. 



The Report of the Committee on Salb of Pubugationb, by 
Charles Eliot Goodspeed, Chairman: 

The miscellaneous publications on hand for sale at the beginning 

of the year (exclusive of Registers, Vital Records, and special fund 
books) were valued nt $3259.48, and the sales amounted to ^^379.05. 
Gross returns and net revenue from tlus source are very satisfactory. 
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The Report of the Committee on PuBLicAxioKBy by James Parker 
Pannenter, AJil., LL.B., Chaimian: 

The Committee on Publications reports that on 14 January 1919, 
acting under authorit}'' conferred on it by the Conncil on 6 November 
1918, it voted that the title-pages and indexes of the Register, 
hitherto prmted in the October number of each year, should here- 
after appear with the January number of the following year. Ac- 
cordingly the title-pages and indexes for Volume 73 (1919) mH 
be sent out as a supplement to the Register for January 1920, 
in such form that they can be bound as usual with the quarteily 
numbers of the volume to which they belong. 

Letters and circulars asking for subscriptions to enable the Society 
to continue the pubUcation of the Vital Records of JMassachusetta 
towns prior to 1850, which was suspended after the repeal of the 
Vital Records Act of 1902 by the Massachusetts Grencr il Court 
of 1918, were sent out by the Coniniittee in the spring of l'.U<) to 
the public libraries of Massachui^etts and to the leadhipr lilnaries 
and historical societies throughout the United States, i avorable 
responses have been received from many of these institutions, and 
the Council has authorised the Committee on Publications to 
proceed as soon as possible with the pubUcation of the Vital Records 
of PljTnpton and of Nantucket. It is hoped that additional sub- 
scriptions will enable the Society to publish other volumes and 
eventually to complete this important series of printed Vital Records. 



The Report of the Committee to Assist the Histobian, by Andrew 

Fiske, Ph.D., LL.B., Chairman: 

The Committee has held one meeting during the year 1919, on 
17 December, at which it transacted such busine^ as was presented 
by the Historian. 



The Report of the Commiitee on E.\glish Rebearch, by George 
Andrews Moriarty, Jr., A.M., LL.B., Chairman: 

The Comiuittee -on Kngiish Research reports that through the 
Gourteey of Hon. Frederick Samuel Fish, A.B., of South Bend, Ind., 

it was enabled to communicate to the Register, for publication in 
the issue of January 1919, important records relating to the English 
connections of John Coggeshall, first president of the Colony of 
iiluxlc Island and Providence Plantations, and that Mr. Alfred 
Rudolph Justice of Ardmore, Pa., has placed at the disposal of 
the Committee, for publication in the Rbgisteb in the early part 
of 1920, his proofs of the English ancestry and family connections 
of Jeremiah Clarke of Newport, R.I. Other material in the posses- 
sion of the C'oniniittee is l)eing examined and prepared for i)ublica- 
tion, and researches made in England at the expense of one of the 
members of the Committee have brought to light additional records 
that will be incorporated in a forthcoming article. 
The Coundl has appropriated the sum of $300, which is to be 
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expended in 1920, under the direction qf the Committee, in secur- 
ing En^rlish genealogical records and preparing theu for {Nibhcatioii 
m the Kegisteb. 



The Report of the CoMMrrrfiji: on Hkraldby, by Robert Dickson 
Weeton, A.B., Chairman: 

The Committee on Heraldry has little to report. During the 
War tiitt tlioyg^ ol mm were oonoentiated <m the conflict, to the 
exclusion of mtt importaiit subjects. The return to normal con- 
ditions, 80 far as an interest in heraldry is concerned, is slow. But 

mgT\9 of revi\Tng interest are perceived, ftTid the Committee antici- 
pates that for it the coming year will be one of much great or activity. 

A room, iiiimslied with bookshelves, desks, and chairb, has been 
provided for the Comnuttee, on the street floor of the Society's 
building, and there selected works on heraldry, representations of 
ooate mf aims, and the archives of the Committee have been placed. 



The Report of the CoioimsB on thx Libbabt, by Mrs. Maiy 
Stickney Randall, Secretaiy: 

The Committee on the Library has met regularly each month 
throughout the year, with the exception of the summer months, 

for the tran'^nrtion of such routine business a? roraes within its 
jurisdiction, and has also attended to special matters which have 
been referred to the Committee. 

During the seven years in which the Society has occupied the pres- 
ent building, only absolutely necessary repairs to the building nave 
been made. The building now is greatly in need of having its walls, 
ceilings, anfl woodwork thoroughly cleaned and renovated. This 
should be done before the seventy-fifth anniversary of the incor- 
poration of the Society, which is to be celebrated in March 1920. 

The most pressing need of the Society at the present time is a 
• complete and comprehensive guide to genealogionl data in print 
in relation to American famihes. It is now several yeara mnce the 
last issue of the Ourrie-Munsell series of Indexes wft« piil^lished, 
and the later lssucs of these Indexes are very incomplete. Such a 
vast amount of genealogical information has been published since 
these Indexes were issued that it is esctrem^y desirable and nec- 
essary that new and improved indexes be compiled which will make 
this infonnation available, and which will eliminate the waste of 
time on the part of the searcher and imnecessary expense on the 
part oi the Society in handling and consulting many books not useful 
in each pai ticular search. 

SoooHB years ago the librarian and his staff devised an index card, 
on whiidi the amount of data, the period of time covered, and the 
geographical location of the families indexed are shown briefly, thus 
enabling the reader to choose only such books as would be useful 
to hira. A sufficient beginning of the index was made at that time 
to prove that the idea was practical, but important problems of 
hofiinng the Soeiety'B eoUection and finandng its work made it 
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necessan' to suspend this indexing. The Committee recommends that 
work on this index be resumed as soon as funds ran be obtained for 
it, and that plans be made for bringing and keeping it up to date. 

When the new building was erected in 1912, the fireproof vault 
was equipped with tempoiaiy wooden shelves, constructed from 
lumber brought from the old building, as it was thought inexpedient 
at that time to go to the expen^^e of putting in metal stacks. These 
temiwrarj' wooden shelves have now been used for seven years and 
are far from siitisfactory. The Committee recommends that modem 
Steel bookstacks be erected in the vault at an early date. 

Through funds given and bequeathed by the late Albert Crane 
of Stamford, Conn., a substantial binding fund will eventually be 
created T^nti! the whole amount is available, however, more money 
will be needed for bmding. 



The Report of the Committee on KpiiAPUii, by Myles Standish, 
A.M., M.D., S.D., Chairman: 

The Coiuiiiiilee on Epitaphs held no meeting in the year iUiii. 
It notes, however, with satisfaction, that from time to time new 
collections of inscriptions from New Engiland burial grounds aie 

sent to the Register for publication, and that occasionally ?p:ice 
is found in the Register for the printinc: of some of the typewritten- 
or manuscript collections in the possession of the Library.

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The Report of the BnctAL Ckaaamm on Endovmemt and Mem- 
BEBS, by WiUiam FraBOott Greenkw, Ghauman: 

This Committee was appointed 2 January 1919 to serve through 
the two years 1919 and lfiS20, for the purpose of coDducting an active 
campaign for money to pay off the Society's indebtednes.^. to obtain 
members, and to secure special endowment funds. Four of its 
seven members had served on a committee appointed 4 December 
1918 to consider ways and means of raising money for these purposes. 

The earlier committee reconmiended that the dues of Resident 
Members be increased from five to ten dollars ; that the Life Member- 
ship fee be increased from fifty to one hundred dollars; and that pro- 
vision be made as soon as poFsiHle, by an addition to the By-Laws 
of the Society, for a new class of members, to consist of those persons 
who pay three hundred doDars at one time into a special endow- 
ment fund to commemorate the seventy-fifth anniversary of the 
incorporation of the Society and the three-hundredth anniversary of 
the T.nnding of the Pilgrims, h(^th of which occur in 1020, these 
members to have all the privilrMri s of Life Members, togetlier with 
the right of transmitting tiiu membership in perpetuity by will or 
written Aotice to the Sociely. 

At the annual meeting of the Society, 5 February 1919, the By- 
Laws were amended in accordance with the Committ^'s recommen- 
dations. The members of this new class were designated Pilprim 
Tercenrcnary Members and limited to those who qualified before 
1 January- 1921. 

The committee appointed in December began a canvass of the 

Resident Membership, inviting the members to change to Life 
Meml->ership, and this resulted in serurinp; al)Out one tlioiisand dollars 
durinp the month. It also secured the promise of two donations, 
which materialized, later, and amounted to six thousand dollars. 
The Special Committee completed this canvass for Life Members 
during the mcmths of January and February, securing a little over 
five thousand dollars more from this source. One hundred and 
thirty-five Resident Members were transferred to Life Membership 
in the three months. The Treasurer's records show that the pay- 
ments of these members in aimual dues and Life Membership fees 
averaged almost ninety-five dollars each, an amount only five dollars 
leas than the present life Membership fee. 

The Si ' t iai Conmiittee, duxinpf the early part of the year, issued 
a Hmit( <l iiuml>er of engraved invitations seeking the creation of 
special memorial endowment funds; and in two instances the chair- 
man has been advised of wills having been executed by which the 
Society will eventually benefit. 

The main work of the year, however, has been the canvass for 
Pilgrim Tercentenary Members. The Committee, with the co- 
OT>^TatioB of several gentlemen of international reputation in ^-arious 
callings, has sent out engraved invitations to a number of persons 
who, it was believed, would be interested in the work of the Society 
and would be willing to contribute a Pilgrim Tercentenary Member- 
ship fee for the support ol its work in the future. The results of 
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this part of the Committee's undertaking have been very aatifllaetoiiy. 

Over three hundred persons have accepted the invitation. 

Through the endeavor*' of this Committee a greater amount of 
money has been received by the Treasurer than in any previous year 
of the Society's history, amounting to more than one iiuiidred tiiuu- 
sand dollars; and the number of memberB secured is more than 
doul)l(; ih( l et ord of the best previous year. 

The Committee expects to continue this work and also to canvass 
for Life and Resident Members throughout the yenr 1920. It ig 
also planning to mnke appeals for money for speciai purposes, to 
take care of pressmg needii. such as additional equipment, upkeep, 
cataloguing, and binding. 

Tlie success so far achieved and the outlook for 1920 warrant the 
belief that the Society will be able to continue its liberal poliry of 
maintaining a free libraiy, where all interested can seek information 
about the Pilgrims, their neighbors of the American Colonies, their 
successors of later inmiigrations, and their descendants. As ahnost 
the eatire po^otio-Boeiety movement in this country is based upon 
the intei«6t in family history awakened and stimulated by this 
Society during its seventy-five years of existence, the value of 
maint^uning its work can acarcely be overestimated. 



REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN 

Presented by Wiluam Phbscott Greknuiv 

The total accessions for the year 1919 number 794 volumes, 
473 pamphlets, and 49 miscellaneous articles. Of these, 265 volumes 
and 100 pamphlets were purchased; 179 volmnes, 871 pamphlets, 
and 49 miscellaneous articles were given; 55 volumes and 2 pam- 
phlets were received in exchange; and 295 volumes were received 
on deposit. Two hundred and three genealogies were acquired 
during the year. 

As predicted in the report of the Council last year, a decided 
increase in the use of the library has taken pkiee; the Viettors' 

Kegister for the year shows twenty-eig^t per eent more visitors 

than in 1918, and the record of use by members and visitors com- 
bined shows a twenty per cent uirrease. In 1920 it is expected 
that the Pilgrmi Tercentenary will arouse considerable interest 
in family history and cause a greater demand for information at 
the library. 

The Librarian has devoted the larger part of his time since the 

signing of the armistice in November 1918 to the task of securing 
endowment funds to carry on the work of the Society in the future, 
and this work will require a part of his services through the year 
1920. Because of this, it has been necessary to add another assiBt* 
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aot to the Ubnry Staff. Wm Edith Grienon Mae Brine was 

ehoeen for this pooition and began work in July. 

A thorough renovation of the building is in progress; and this 
will allow the Society's portraits, engravings, and prints to be hung 
permanently, and add largely to the attractiveness of the entire 
building.

Habbt Wadlkt Quicker of BrookUne, Mass., a resid^t member 
since 1916, was bom at Manchester, N. H., 18 July 1860, the Bon 
of Nathaniel Cumner, nnd died at Brookline 18 May 1917. 

The family came to 1 Boston when he was young, and he became 
a student at the Massaciiubetts Institute of Technology, but did 
not graduate there, prefening to enter upon a busmeeB career. 
He started with the CumneisTonee Oompanyy dealing in tailor 
trimmiiigs, at 90 Chauncy Street, Boston, a firm of which his father 
wfi'j the foimder; and, when his father died, he succeeded to the 
prtsiiiency. The houpe maintained a Chicago branch, known as 
Cumner, Jones & Company, Inc., of which he became president and 
director. 

Mr. Cumner wae president of the Boylston National Bank, a 
trustee and member of the executive committee of the Home Sav- 
iners Bank, a direct oi of the John Hancock Mutual Life Insurance 
• Company, vice-president and director of the Thayer, McNeil Com- 
pany, and president and director of the Frank W. Greaves Com- 
pany of Mumeapolis, Minn. He was a membw of the Boston 
Chamber of Commerce, and had been a vice-president and director 
of the old Aferehnnts' Association before it was merged with the 
Chainl>er of Commerce. 

He was a member of the Boston Art Club, the Beacon Society, 
the Algonquin Qub, the Exchange Club, the Brae-Bum Country 
dub, and the Boston Athletic Association. He was also connected 
with the Masonic fraternity and held membeiship in many of its 
organisataons. 

The promotion of the mtcrests of liis home town occupied much 
of ills attention, and for some years he was chairman of the Brookline 
Gymnasium and Bath Conunission and bad served on the Fla3[^ 
ground Commission. He was deeply interested in Red Cross activi- 
ti^ and in rehef work for war sufferers.

CiLiRLES Wellington Burt, LL.B., of Brookline, Mass., a Ufe 
member since 1916, was born at Saginaw, Mich., 21 March 1871, 
the son of W^lington R. and Mary Amina (Richardson) Burt, 
and died at Saginaw 31 July 1917. He was a descendant of Henry^ 
Burt of Roxbury, 1639, and Springj5eld, Mass., 1640, through 
Jonathan,^ Henry,' Joseph/ Joaeph,^ Luther,* Luther,^ and Welling- 
ton R.,^ his father. • 

He was graduated at the Michigan Military Academ}^ Orchard 
Lake, Mich*, In 1889, was a etudent at Cornell University, 1891-1893, 
and received the degree of LL.B. from that institution in 1893. Li 
the same year he was admitted to tlie Michigan bar. 

Entering business with a hinibrr roncern controlled b}' liis father 
at Ford, Ky., he developed tiiis mto a lucrative business, with an 
office at London, England, for export trade. 

He married, 14 uetober 1898, Mary Bell Halley, daughter of 
Henry Simpson and Alice Hunter (Bell) HaUey and granddaughter 
of Samuel Halley, one of the pioneers and foremost citizcTr? of Ken- 
tucky.

AsHTON Rollins Willabd, A.B., of Boston, a resident member 
since 1899, was b<nn at Montoelier, Vt., 14 April 1858, the son of 
Charles Wesley and Emily Doane (Reed) Willard, and died in 
Boston 3 October 1918. He traced his descent from Maj. Simon^ 
Willard of Cambridfro, Concord, Lancaster, and Oroton, Mass., 
through Henry ,2 Josiah,* Josiah,* Solomon,*^ Josiah (Jahoon,* and • 
Charles Wesley,^ his father. 

He was graduated at Dartmouth College, receivuig there the 
degree of A.B. with the Class of 1879. 

In 1S87 he took up his abode in Boston, but lived abroad from 
1904 to 1908, passing niiirh of his time in Italy. He was an author 
of note, writing on an subjecls for magazines and producing several 
book^, among wliich were the following: "Sketch of the Life and 
Work of the Painter Domenioo Mordfi," Houston, Mifflin & 
Company, 1895; "Historv of Modem Itahan Art," Longmans, 
Green & Company, 1^98; and "The Land of the Latins," 1902. In 
this last-mentioned year tie was mndn a rhevaher of the Order of 
the Crown of Italy. He was a member of the Boston Authors' Club 
and of the Circolo Italiano. 

He married, 19 September 1888, Agnes Fairbanks, daughter of 
Gov. Horace and Mary Ehzabeth (Taylor) Fairbanks of Vermont. 
She died 15 March 1910. The}' had two daughter.?, of whom the 
elder died in infancy and the younger, Theodora, survives her parents. 
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Mrs. Josephine CDrfw) Hilus of Boston, a life member since 
1912, was boru in Boston 18 August 1840, the daughter of Joseph 
Lawrence and Amelia (Smith) IheWf and died there 29 November 
1918. On her father's side she was descended from Elder William 
Brewster and John Alden of the Mayflower. Her mother was 
born in England, the daughter of Henry and Jane (Morgan) Smith. 

Mrs. HilLs's life was uneventful. Her charities, which were many, 
were bestowed quietly and unostentatiously. She had a special 
intflnet in the New England Histoiie Genealogical Society, largely 
on account of her husband's deep interest in all that pertained to 
geneaIog^^ and she was a contributor to its building fund in 1912. 
She was a member also of the Society of Daughters of the iievoiu- 
tion, by reason of her descent from Sergeant Job Drew. 

She married, 6 September 1877, as his second wife, Thomas Hills 
of Boston, wlioee fint wife had been her sister, Amelia EUen Drew. 
Mr« Hifle, who died 19 September 1910, aged eighty-two years, had 
been a life member of the New England HLstorio Genealogical 
Society since 1897, and was the editor of "The Hills Family in 
America," published in 1906, a book that was largely the result of 
the UUxxrs of the late William Sanfofd Hills of Boston. A memoir 
of Thflonas ffills may be found in the RBomnm, v6L 65, page fad. 

1919 

Franklin Piebce Rice of Worcester, Mass., a life member 

since 1903, was bom at Marlborough, Mass., 29 July 1852, the son 
of Minot and Mary Berr\' (Felton) Rice, and died at Worcester 
3 Januarj' 1919. He was a descendant of Edmund' Rice of Sud- 
bury, Mass., through Joseph,- Caleb,^ Jabez,* Jabez,' Abel,* and 
liGnot,^ his father. Among his ancestors in other lines were Rev. 
Samud Skelton, the first minister at Salem, Mass., and Nathaniel 
Felton of Salem. 

He received his elementary education from his mother, and did 
not enter a pubhc school until he was eleven years old. Even after 
that tinie his attendance at public schools was not uninterrupted. 
When a young man he intended to enter the medical profession, and 
began the study of chemistry, anatomy, and physiology; but ad- 
Terse circumstances prev('nt(»d the realization of this plan, and he 
turned his attention to writing historical and l)iographical sketches 
and to editing, printing, and publishing the records of Massachusetts 
towns, especially those in Worcester County. 

In 1871 he had purchased a small printing press, which he ex- 
changed within a few months for a better one. A few yean later, 
in 1880, he bought a Cohmihia press, and used if for more than 
thirty years. As a printer he was self-educated, and did not learn 
the trade by working for any regular printer. By himself and on 
his own press he began the task of preserving in print the vital rec- 
ords of Worcester County towns. 

Many records were printed by Mr. Rice on his own press. Many 
others, includinsr the Worcester town records, wliich he edited, were 
published by the Worcester Society of Antiquity, of which he was 
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one of the four founders. But his greatest service as a publisher 
Q$ vital veoordB was KDdered under the proviaons of the Vital 
Heoords Act approved by the Governor of Massachusetts in 1902, 
in accordance with which the Commonwealth midertook to pur- 

chafie. nt a fixefi rate per page, five hundred copies of tho printed 
vital records of each MassachTisens town prior to 18oU, provided 
that the books were compiled and published in the manner required 
by certain State officials and that not more tban $15,000 was spent 
for this purpose in any one year. Tbe New ^g'^"*^ Historic Genea- 
logical Society, to whose representations the passage of the Vital 
Records Act of 1902 was chiefly due, entered. t be fipld immediately as a 
piibli?her of vital records, and Mr. Rice, as iru.stee of the Systematic 
History- Fund, together with the Essex Institute, the Topsheid Histori- 
cal Sooety, and, later, Mr. Thomas W. Baldwin, joined in the work. 
From 1902 until the repeal of the Act in 1918» a period of more than 
sixteen 3*ears, 1G9 different volumes, containing the vital records 
piior to 1850 of 149 Massachusetts towns and a part of the vital 
records of two other towns, were delivered to the Secretary of the 
Conmionwealth and distributed by him without charge to the public 
offices, libraries, and historical societies entitled under the porovisions 
of the Act to reeeive them. Mr. Rice's part in this important work 
COOfiigted in compiling find publishing the vital records of more than 
thirty towns in Worcester County, the last volumes contributed by 
him to this series of vital records appearing in 1911. Besides his 
painstaking work in compiling and publisMng town records Mr. 
Bice was a contributor on his favorite antiquarian themes to news- 
papers and encyclopaedias, and was the author also of "Reminiscences 
of Rev. George Allen," "Life of Eli Thayer," and other works. 

In addition to his connection with the Systematic Historj' Fund 
and with the Worcester Society of Antiquity, Mr. Rice was a mem- 
ber €i the American Antiquarian Society, the Colonial Society of 
Massachusetts, the Worcester Natural History Society, of whicb 
he was a director from 1894 to 1909, and the Bunker Hill Monu- 
ment Association, and was a corresponding member of several other 
historiL-ai societies. 

Mr. Rice never married. His home hfe was centred around his 
mother. At the annual meeting of the Colonial Society of Massa- 
chusetts, in 1919, the following tribute was paid to his memoty: 

''iVanklin Fierce Rice, an enthusiast by nature in the local history uid 

antiquities of his Rurroiin dings, whose timely solicitude and i>ersonal in- 
dustry have rescued many a valuable town record from oblivion, nnci 
whose chief claim >to his reputation for eccentricity consisted in an unusual 
dOigenoe in the wofk he loved and a ]ife4ong devotion to his mother." 

Edw.ird Adams Richardson of Ayer, ^Ta«?s., a resident member 
since 1914, was bom in that part of Groton which is now Ayer 
24 November 1859, the son of Joseph H. and ^Mary A. (Hartwell) 
Richardson, and died at Ayer 4 January 1919. He traced his paternal 
line from Ezekiel Ricliardson, who was at Charlestown, Mass., 
in 1630, and helped in the founding of Woburn. while on his mother's 
side he was descended from Williun Hartwell of Ck>ncord, William 
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^hattuck of Watcrtown, John Whitney, and ancestoiB beioDgiiig 
to other well-known early New England families. 

He attended the Groton public schools, was graduated at Law- 
re&ee Academy in 1875^ and then entered Yale CoUeee» but after 
three years he was obliged to leave college on account of illness in 
his family. Later he entered the law office of the late Judge Clark 
A. Batchelder at Ayer. Soon afterwards he became ticket agent at 
the local railroad station, and held this position for about five 
years. In September 1887 he moved to Shirley, Mass., to operate 
a oottcm null of whieh he was the owner. During his residenoe In 
Shirley he became interested in pubbc a£hin and was elected a 
pelectrnan of the to^. He returned to Aver in 1S91, although he 
retamed ins business in Shirley for some tune longer. After his 
return to Ayer Mr. Richardson devoted his time to various busi- 
ness and manufacturing interests, to the development ci his large 
leal-estate holdings, to public affairs, and to Uterary and historiiuJ 
work. He was clerk of the Union Furniture Company and the 
MerriH-James Shoe Company, a trustee of the North Middlesex 
Savings Hank, and president of the Ayer Board of Trade. He was 
largely instrumental in establishing Camp Devens at Ayer, and iieiped 
m seeuiing leases of the land for the Umted States Government. 

Bir. Richardson always manifested a deep interest in public 
matters and took a prominent part in town afifairs. For the four 
years following 2 April 11m)() he was a selectman of Ayer. He was 
chosen a member of the School Committee in 191o and a trustee of 
the Ayer Library the same year, holding both offices up to the time 
of his death. He was a ddegate to t& State Constitutional Con- 
vention from the Twelfth Middlesex District in 1917-18. In polities 
he wa? .1 Republican, and had given long and faithful service on 
the Ayer Repubhcan town committeel He was a member of the 
Masonic fraternity and that of the Odd Fellows, and was prom- 
inent in the work of both organizations. 

He was a man of culture, with a love for travel, art, and literature. 
Mudi of his leisure time was devoted to historical research, and 
he ^ynp the author of many articles on local hi-tory and also of 
two books, "Moors School" and "The Commumty," both dealing 
with Groton local history, which were published in 1911. His last 
work, completed only a few days before his death, was the com- 
piling of a list of Ayer men in the military and naval service in the 
WorM War. He was a member of the Groton Historical Society. 

He married, 24 November 1885, Clara E. Page, daughter of Mr. 
and Mrs. Alfred Pace nf Ayer, who survives hun, together with 
two sons, Allrcd P. and iiaiph H. Hichardson. 

Lieut. John Henrt WBSTrALL, U.S.N., of Allston, Mass., a 
resident member since 1912, was bom at West Brighton, N. Y., 
12 August 1861, the son of Tuvlor Ilutchins and Samantha Betsey 
(Wright) Westfall, and died at Clielsea, Ma,'^^., 19 January 1919. 
His father was a^n of Abram Wes>tfaU and a grandsion of Gilbert 
Westfall. Among his ahcestore on his moUier'a side were Elder 
Samuel Wright, Dr. Comfort Starr, and John Gay. 
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He was educated in the public schools of Rochester, N. Y., and 
in navnl schools. He entered the United States Navy as an appren- 
tice in 1877, and was promoted to be a gunner by President Cleveland 
in 1886. He was in the great hunicaiie at the Samoan IdandSi in 
which tho U.S. Ship TrmUm was among the wrecked vessels. As a 
residt of fais experiences at that time he was invaUded from servioe, 
beinsi: placed on the rotired list by President Harrison in 1892 because 
of disabihtics contracted m line of duty. He settled in AlLston, 
Ma8s.j and for some years was attendance officer of the Boston 
pabUo schools. When the United States entoed the World War 
he was recalled to the naval sen ice and became commandant of 
the Naval Coal Station at East Lanioine, Me., receiving there his 
commission as lieutenant. He had long suffered from heart trouble, 
and his last days were spent at the Naval Hospital in Ciielsea. 

He was a member and governor of the Founderji and Patriots 
of America, of which he was one of the organiaerB, of the Society 
of American Wars in the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, and 
of the Massachusetts Society of the Sons of the Revolution, of 
which he had been recently reelected registrar He wa-s also a 
member of the Knights Templars and of other Ma.sonic organizations. 

A widow and a young son, John H. Westfall, Jr., survive him. 

Ensign Gbobgb Allen Hunt, U.S.N., of Wollaston, Mass., a re^ 
ident mrrnlirr since 1918, was born at Rockland, Mass., 10 Septem- 
ber 1889, the son of George Harford and Joanna (Heed) Hunt, and 
died in Philadelphia, Pa., 1 February 1919. He traced his descent 
from Enoch^ Hunt of Weymouth, Mass., through Ephraim,' 
Ej[>hraim,* Thomas,^ Thomas,* Thomas,* David/ Qridl^y/ and 
Qeoige Harford,^ his father. 

He was educated in the Rockland granmiar and high schools 
and at Worcester Academy. He engaged in busine^, and, while a 
clerk in the Old Ck)lony Trust Company in Boston, he joined the 
United States Naval Reserve in 1917, iros made an ensign, served 
as assistant paymaster, and while on duty met with an accident 
which caused his death. 

He married, 1 October 1913, Frances Rachel Eldridge, daughter 
of Lewis William and Minnie (Gray) Eldridge, who survnves him, 
together with two children, Dorothy and David Eldridge Hunt. 

EIthan Wnxjox of Westerly, R. I., a resident member since 1913, 
was bom at Norwich, Conn., 5 July 1841, the son of Silas and £untce 
(Swan) Wileox, and died at Westerly 6 February 1919. 

His father died when Ethan was two years old, leaving his wife with 
six children to care for, and Ethan, who was next to the youngest 
child, had few opportunities to secure more than the rudiments ctf an 
education. But he attended the common schools of Qonnecticut, 
and, being of a studious nature, was enabled for a time to pursue 
his studies nf flio higli school at Westerly. 

When sixteen years old lie entered the employ of the White Rock 
Mill in Westerly, and was soon made tho manager of the company's 
store, a position which he held for many years. In 1877 he started 
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in buBiness for himself at Wepterly, conducting a general merchandise 
store untH he was burned out in 1891. He then became nianager of 
the Smith Gnuiite Company's store, where he renuoned until he was 
called in 1894 to take up the duties ci libntfian of the Westerly PubUo 

Library. He had ah^dy become interested in hbrary ^ork many 
years before, having; been in 18S2 a member of the roorc:ani7?^tion 
coramiitee of the J\iwcaturk Library Association, in issti secretary 
of this association, and iibraiian of the Pawcatuck Library from 1662 
to 1894» when its books were absorbed in the Westerly Public Library. 
In this new library he served as hbrarian until 1908, when he was 
made librarian emeritus, and during this period the number of vol- 
ume? in the hbrar}' prew from 5()(XJ to nearly 21, OIK). He served 
as hrst vire-president (1903-1905) and president (1907-8) of the 
Rhode I&iand Library A^s^ociation, and was for many years one of 
the editon of the Rhode Jdand BvUeMn. He was also a member of 
the American library Association. 

Mr. Wilcox wfip much interested in historical matters. He was a 
charter member of the Westerly Historical Society and its president 
since 1914. 

From 1891 till 1901 he served the town of Westerly as overseer of 
the poor, he was superintendent of health from 1894 until 1897, and 
for years was one of the record commissioners. For twenty years he 
was clerk nf the First Baptist Church in Westerly, was for n time one 
of its deacons, and was for over twenty-hve years superintendent of 
the Sunday School connected with this chiuxih. 

He married, 24 November 1864, Ruth Johnson Greene of Wes- 
terly, who died 16 Biay 1909, daughter of St^faen AUen and Abl^ 
(Hopkins) Greene. A dau^ter, Fanny Emma, and a son, Frederick 
Bandall Wilcox, survive him. 

Rev. Henby Ainswoktu Fabkeb, A. M., of Cambridge, Mass., 
a resident member since 1885, wis bom in Philadelphia, Pa., 19 Octo- 
ber 1841, the son of William Ainsworth and Mary (Iddings) Parker, 
and died at Cambridge 17 February 1919. He traced his descent 
from Abraham^ Parker of Wobum and Chelmsford, Mass., through 
Moses,' Aaron,^ Samuel,* Abel,^ Isaac,*^ and WiUiam Ainsworth,^ his 
father. On his father's side his ancestors were chiefly of New Eng- 
land Fmitan families, while his mother's ancestors were residents of 
Pennsylvania and Maryland, and were adherents of the ChmtA of 
England, Quakers, and (in one line) Roman Catholics. 

His father was a resident of Philadelphia at the time of the son's 
birth, but soon afterwards removed to Boston, where he was a mem- 
ber of the hrm of Parker, Wilder <fe Parker, afterwards Parker, Wilder 
k Company. He died in 1850, and his widow (Henry Ainsworth 
Parker's mother) removed to Concord, N. H., and a year and a half 
later to Cambridge, Mass. 

Henrj' Ainsworth Parker was eduoatnd at various schools in Bos- 
ton, in Concord, N. H., and in Caintuidge, among which waa the 
well-known school of Epes S. DlwvcU m Boston. He also studied 
mider private tutors, among whom were John Noble, James Chase, 
and Albert Stickney. He was graduated at Harvaid University, 
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with the degree of A- B., in 1SG4, and m^ved the d^ree of A. M. 
from the same institution in 1867. He spent three years at the G^- 
enl Tbeologicftl Semmaiy cf tlie ProtoBtaat Epiaoopal Church in 
New York, gnduatiQ^ there in 1867. 

During the year 1S67-S he had charpe of a Sunday School and in- 
structed pnvaic pupils in New York. p.'^A in September 1868 went to 
Hartford, Comi., where for two y^rs ne was a tutor in the family of 
Mrs. Samuel Colt. He was ordained a deacon by Bishop WiUiams, 
in the Church of the Good Shephefd, Hartford, 1 Nov. 1870. In 
the fall of 1871 he took charge of the parish of St. Luke, at Bustleton 
in Philadelphia, and continued there until 5 April 1S74 He whs 
ordained priest by Bi?hop Stevens in Sr. Peter's Church, Philadel- 
phia, 21 December 1872. After leaving the parish at Bustleton he 
spent four monthB in Altuay, N. T., as temporary aaaistaDt at the 
Cathedral. The oert winter he passed in New York City, and in 
the ^ring of 1875 accepted the rectorship of Christ Church in North 
Conway, N. H. He retained this charge until February 1886, when 
he re«iCT>ed it. He had already spent the tirsi five months of 1879 in 
Califurum and ihe West and the winter of l6j>4 in Cambridge, where 
he bad charge of the ""W" of the Ascension in Eut Cunbridge. 
This chiirge he ifiigneri 23 Biaj 1889, but he continued to live^ in 
Cambridge, holding religious 8er\ices in various phoQS as cwcasion 
offered, arsd studjing theoloi^* and histor>'. 

He wruie much and printed hide, mo^t of that little \mu^^ in the 
pubhcaiions of the Coiuniai Society of Maj36achusett;», of which he 
WBsamember. He abo contributed erttdes and letters to 2^ CAtnvfc 
Journal and The Churchman. 

He njarried in Xctv York City. 6 Deeemlx^r 1S70. Mar\- Seabun,-, 
daughter of Kev. Samuel. D. D.. professor in the General Theological 
Seminary, and Hannah .Vnieha (Jones) SealHir>-. and greal-gi-and- 
daughter of Right Hev. Samuel Seabury. She died 29 May 1918. 
Two children, a son and a daughter, died in infancy, bat five sons sur- 
vive him: William Ainsworth, A. B. Harvard, 1^). LL. B. (Har- 
vard, 1905). Ourdon Saltonstall, S. B. vH-.r^.-H, 1900). Stanley 
BraniptoTi. Hf nr^- Seabun', A. B. i Harvard, i9t>4;, and Keginaid 
Seaburv Parker, A. B. (Harvard, 1912).

Mrs. LorigE Byow (Prosser^ B-\tes. .\. M,, of Cran«ton. R. I., 
a resident member since 1908, was born ai Mystic, Conn., 13 May 
1857, the daughter of John Gardner and Maria Louise (Faimer) 
PhMser, and died at Cranston 22 Febittary 1919. She was a de- 
seendant of John"^ Prusser. who was in Stonincton. Conn., or Westerly, 

R. I,, about 1708, through .* Arnold.^ John,* John Kenyon,' 

and John Gardner,* her father, ( hi her niotiier's side she wajs de- 
scended from the immigrant Waller Palmer oi Charle!>iown and Reho- 
both, Mass., and Stonington, Conn., and his wife Rebecca (Short). 

She was educated at a fitivate school in Providence, R. I., until she 
reache<l the age of thirteen years. Then she attended the Bridgham 
Street Grammar School, and was graduated al the Providence High 
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School (Classical Department) in 1877. She was pcraduated at Bos- 
ton University with the Class of 1881, receiving the degree of A. B., 
and she received the degree of A. M. in 1893 from Brown University, 
bang the fint woman to reoeiye a degree from that institittkm. in 
1917 she was honored by an election to the Phi Beta Kappa chapter 
of her alvm mater, an honor delayed because at the time of hor grad- 
uation the society admitted only men to its menil)ership. 

Mrs. Bates was a genealogist by profession. Her interest in genea- 
logical subjects began about 1900 in searciiing original records for 

own family and Uiat of her husband. She be- 
came famiuar with the vital records of many States and was skilled in 
deciphering them and in solving intricate problems. Many valu- 
able records wliich she gleaned from many sources are now on hie in 
the Rhode Island Historical Society's building in Providence. 

In 1910 Mrs. Bates was made the "Keeper of Graduate Records" 
of Brown Umversity , a position whidi she retahied until failing health 
in 1918 compelled her resignation. Her chief monument is the ''His- 
torical Catalogue of B^o\^m University, 1764-1914," which was 
printed for the celebration of the one hundred and fiftieth anniver- 
saiy of that institution. 

For twenty-eeven years Mrs. Bates was an officer of the Children's 
Rnend Society of Plovidenee, serving for fifteen years of that time as 
its president. She was a member also of the Rhode Island Historical 
Society and of the Newport Historical Society. 

She was married, 3 May 1882, to Francis Eliot Bates, son of Albert 
Greene and Edith Ann (Haydon) Bates, who, together with a daugh- 
ter, Hope Angell, A. B. (Wcdkeley College, 1909), wife <d Asa Sheldon 
Briggs, Ph.B. (Brown University, 1907), M. D. (HarYard, 1911), sur- 
vives her. Two other children died young. 

Mrs. Sarah Delina (Lylej Cropley of Dorchester, Mass., a 
life member 3ince 1905, was bom at Port La Tour, Shelbume Co., 
Nova Sootia, 6 Februaiy 1852, the daughter of Capt. Seth Snow and 
Sophia (Snow) Lyie, and died at Dorchester 24 February 1919. Her 
mother, Sophia Snow, was seventh in descent from Stephen Hopkins 
of the Mayflower, through his daughter Constance, who married 
Nicholas Snow. 

She received her education in a private school at Port La Tour, 
and ham private tutors at Yarmouth, Nova Sootia, and at Quiney 
Fbint and Marblehead, Mass. 

She travelled extensively, both in this country and in Europe, 
journeyed at various times to and alonp the western coast of the 
United States, and visited the British Isles and the Continent, in- 
cluding Denmark, Sweden, and Norway. She was a delegate to the 
World's Sunday School Convention in London in 1898. She was the 
author of **Minatic Thoughts," a work that was published in 1891. 

She was married, 21 May 1872, to Jacob ^liller Cropley, son of 
John and Louise (Miller) Cropley. Four sons, Eugene Irving, 
Jacob Howard, Walter Lyle, and Kalph Edward Cropley, survive 
her.

Edward Doubleday Harris of Yonkers, N. Y., a life m( nil>er 
since 1882, was bom at Cambridge, Mass., 20 September IS^U, the 
son of Thaddeus WiUiam and CaUierme (Hdbrook) Hairis, and died 
at Yonkers 2 March 1919. He traced his descent from Thomas' 
Harris of Boston, through Benjamin,^ Caiy,' William,* Thaddeus 
Matron/' and Thaddeus William,' his father. 

l lie iiiiniigrant ancestor of this Harris family, Thomas Harris of 
Boston, baptized in the parish of Ottery St. Maiy, Devonshire, 
England, in July 1637, came to Boston between 1670 and 1676. His 
great-grandson, Capt. WiUiam Harris, was a schoobi aster at Charles- 
town, Mass., and an officer in the Revohition. The latter's son, 
Thaddeus Ma.son Harris, was graduated at Harvard in 1787, reoeived 
tlie degree of A.M. in course, and was for forty-three years jia^ior of 
the First Church at Dorchester, Mass. He received from liu> alnia 
maim' the degree of S.T.D. in 1813. He died in 1842. He was 
widely known by his published sermons, his works on natural his- 
tory, and his historical and antiquarian researches. Thaddeus Wil- 
liam Harris, son of Thaddeus Mason Harris and father of the subject 
of this memoir, was graduated at Harvard in 1815, took the degree 
of A.M. in course, and received from Harvard the degree of M.D. in 
1820. For seven years he practised his profession as a physician at 
Milton, Mass., and then succeeded Benjamin Peirce as hbraiian of 
Harvard College, holrling this position until his death on 16 January 
1856. He was rhv acknowledged American authority on entomol- 
ogy and an antiquaiy of high repute. William Thaddeus Harris, 
son of Thaddeus William and elder brother of Edward Doubleday 
Harris, was bora at Milton 25 January 1826, was graduated at Har- 
vard with the Class of 1846, and received the degrees of A.M. and LL.B. 
from Harvard in 1848. In 1849 the dptrree of M.A. was bestowed on 
him by Yale, Amherst, and Williams Colleges. In spite of physical 
infirmities, from which he had sulfered since infancy, he won high 
mnk as a seholar and proved hhnself to be a learned antiquarian and 
genealogist. On 6 August 1845, before he had taken his bachelor's 
degree, ne was elected a resident member of the New England His- 
toric Genealogical Society, and in 1849 served as Editor of the Reg- 
ister, then in its third volume, the April, July, and October issues of 
that year being edited by him. In his death, on 19 October 1854, 
tiie Society loet one of its most promising membevs. 

Edward Doubleday Harris was a worthy successor of his grand* 
father, father, and brother in the field of antiquarian and genealog- 
ical research, although the coUege training which they had enjoyed 
was denied to hiin. He was educated at the Hopkins Classical 
School and the Cambridge High School, graduating at the latter 
school in 1866. He adopted architecture as his profession, was a 
member of the successful Boston firm of Ryder & Harris for some 
ten years from 1863 on, and went in 1872 to Xew York City to be 
the private architect and adviser of Alexander Tvuney Stewart. 
After the death of the latter in 1876 he was employed by the exec- 
utors of Mr. Stewart's estate, and resided in New York City, 
Saratoga Springs, and Biook^. 

While he was still young his record of the Yassall family revealed 
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his afaOity as a genealogist, and in the course of his busy life geneelp 

ogv became his means of relaxation. As a boy, too. he had been often 
the rompanion of his pfted father, and had become interested in 
eniomoiogy, to which in his later years he turned with whole-hearted 
zeal, attaining a considerable reputation in science.

HoBERT Apthohp Boit, A. B., of Brookline, ^lass., a resident 
member since 1907, wrp bom in Boslon 29 April 1846, the son of 
Edward Dariey and Jane Parkinson (Hubbard) Roit. and died at 
Brookline 6 March 1919. His great-grandfather, Joim Boit, who was 
bom in 1733, died in Boston in 1798. EEis grandfath^ , John Boit, 
when a young man, was mate on the American ship that discovered 
the Columbia River in 1792. His mother was the daughter of John 
Hubbard of Boston, who owned large plantations in Demarara. His 
maternal great-grandfather was Thomas Hubbard, who for many 
years (1752-1773) was treasurer of Harvard Collie. 

He was educated at a private eehool and bter at the hi|^ achool 
at Jamaica Plain, Mass., going from there at the age of fourteen to 
the famous school of Epes S. Dixwell in Boston, where he remained 
four year« fl8f)0-!864) , and then entered Harvaixl College, where he 
recf'i\-ei i rlic decree of A. B. in 1868. 

Aiier giaduaUuii he engaged with his fatiier in general commission 
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business at Savannah, Ga. , and became a partner in the finn of Boit A 

McKenzie of that city. In 1875 he left Savannah, and after a brief 
residence in Newport and New York he movr-d, in 1878, to Boston, 
residinj^ in the Longw^ood section of Brookline. From January 
1878 to September 1878 he was cashier of the United States branch of 
the Commercial Union Aflsuranoe Company of London, at 37 and 
39 Wall Street, New York City. In September 1878 he became one 
of the Boston firm of Crosby & Boit, agents for the above-named 
London companj^ and was afterwards head of the firm of Kobert A. 
Boit & Company. He continued in the insurance business and in 
various trusts until his decease. 

He was a director of the Chioopee Blanufacturing Company, the 
Old BoBton National Bank, the Commercial Union Fire Insurance 
Company, and the Now England CaPTmlty Compan}'-, and a trustee 
of the Gushing Real Estate Trust and other trusts. He had been 
president of the MetropoUtan Improvement League, of the Boston 
bispensaiy, of the Boston Board of Fire Underwriters, and of the 
Boston Associated Board of Trader 

He was a member of the Somerset Club, the Boston Athletic Asso- 
ciation, the Tennis and Racquet Club, the University Club, the 
Boston City Clnh, the St. Botolph Club (of which he hnd ijcon presi- 
dent), the Harvard Musical Association, the Longwood Cricket 
Club, the Boetonian Society, the Harvard Union, ihe Papyrus Club 
(of which he was formerly president), and the Harvard Clubs of Bos- 
ton and New York. He was also a member of the Citizens* Law 
and Order League, the Yonn'j Men's Democratic Club, the Mer- 
chants' Association, and the \ erulam Society. 

He was the author of "Eustis, a Southern Love Story," published 
by James R. O^sood & Company of Boston. 

He married fizat, at Savannah, Ga., 15 Januarj^ 1874, Georgia 
Anderson Mercer, who died 0 December 1878, daughter of Gen. Hugh 
Weedon Mercer of Savannah, formerh' of Williamsbui^, Va., by his 
wife Mary (Anderson) of Savannah; and secondly, at New Bedford, 
Mass., 20 May 1880, Lilian Willis, daughter of Nathaniel Parker 
Willis, the well-known poet and editor, of "Idlewild" on the Hudscm, 
by his wife Cornelia (Grinnell) of New Bedford. His second wife 
survives him, as do his two children by his first wife, Man- Anderson, 
wiie of Dr. Hugh Cabot of Boston, and Georgia Mercer, wife of Walter 
S. Gicrasch of Long Island, N. Y., and two children by his second 
wife, Alice, wife of William A. Burnham, Jr., and John Edward Boit, 
A. B. (Haryard;i912). 

Wtt LiAM Obin Tasker of Haverhill, 'Mas?' , a resident member since 
1906, was born at Strafford, N. II., 18 March 1843, the son of Jere- 
miah and Lucy (Chesley) Tasker, and died at Haverhill 12 March 
1919. He was a descendant of William Tasker, who settled at Dover, 
N. H., in 1675. 

He was educated in the public schools <rf his native town and of 
the city of Ix)well, Mass. His love of music led him to the study of 
the pianoforte and orpan, and for several years he was a teacher of 
these instruments. For a long time he conducted a large music store 
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in BxT&thSl, a bwrinoaB from which he retired in 1890 to devote his 
time to the management of his immediate personal intenste. In 

1892-3 he served on the Board of iUdermcn and later was a member 
of the School Board of Haverhill. He was prominent in Masonic 
circles, was a member of the Haverhill Historical Society , and ex- 
hibited a keen intefert and a sound judgment in all public qneattoDs. 

He maakd, 30 Januaiy 1873, Augusta Eds^ly of Northwood, 
N. H., who survives him. 

Charl£8 SisiWAiiL NoRBis of Melrosc, Mass., a resident mem- 
ber since 1918, was bom at Wenham, Maaa., 10 April 1871, 
the ma George Everett and Abbie C. (Qarvin) Norris, and 
died at Meb-Oise 26 March 1919. He was a descendant of Rev. 
Edward Norris, the third minister ui Sakm, Mass., who suooeeded 
Roger Williams. 

He moved with his parents to Makiea, Maas., when lie was about 
ten years old, and atanded the public schools there. He was grad- 
uated at the Maiden High School in 1890, and in the following year 
became connected with the Maiden Savings Bank as one of its incor- 
porators. He was teller there until 1 Augu.st 1907, when he l)ecame 
treasnrpr nm\ tnisfpe of the Home Savings Bank in Boston, and held 
this position until his death. 

Mr. Norris was a musician of note. He had played as an organ- 
ist in the Univemlist Church and also in the Baptist Church at 
Maiden, and after rsmoving from Maiden to Melrose Highlands in 
1907 he was a member and organist of tho T'oni^regational Church in 
the latter place. Hc^ was at one time secretar>' of the Ceuiha Society 
of Boston. He also attaint distinction in Masonic circles. 

He married, 29 May 1895, Enmia Frances Brown, daughter of 
Lewis F. and Fhmoes Boss Brown of Maiden, who was educated at 
Boston Umversity and died on the morning of the day on which Mr. 
Norris parsed away. They left three children, Caroliae F., Edward, 
and Carl B. Norris. 

AmaNDiai Cochbanb of Boston, a life member since 1912, was 
bom at Bar Head, near Paisley^ Scotland, 12 May 1840, the son of 
Alexander and Margaret (Bee) Coohrsne, and died iu Boston 10 April 
1919. He traced iiis descent, on the maternal side, from Archibald 
Douglas, Earl of Angus, who was famous in Scottish histoiy and fig- 
ures as one of the characterii in "Marmion." 

Mr. Coehrane's father was a manufacturing chemist, and came to 
this country from Scotland in 1849. He settled in New Jersey, going 
later to Billerica, Mass., where Gov. Thomas Talbot was his junior 
partner in f)i3*-ine>s. 

The younger Alexander Cochrane began as a young man to umke 
himself useful m his father's chemical uianufaclory at Billerica. He 
attended public schools there, as well as a private school in Lowell, 
receiving scholastic training which was of benefit later in his business. 
Under hi- father's direction he l>ecame a student of practical chem- 
istry at Billerica, and wns soon admitted to the finn of A. Cochrane 
&> Company, which, in 1683, became incorporated as the Cochrane 
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Chemical Company. Bfr. Cochiane was made preakleiit of tiiis 
company, and held this position until his death. 

Hi? v.ork a5? a director of various telephone companie? and their 
development fomis an interesting chapter of his business hfe. He 
became a director of the New £ingland Telephone Company on its 
foimation in 187S and of the National Bell Telephone Company the 
following year. A year later he was made a director of the American 
Bell Telephone Company. In 1899 he became a director the Amer- 
ican Telephone and Telegraph Company. Mr. Cochrane continued 
as a director of these organizations and as a member of various execu- 
tive committees, and in iiiOO he served as acting president of the 
American Telephone and Telegraph Company until a permanent 
president could be chosen. 

Mr. Cochrane had also many other business interests. He ha<I 
been a director of the Eliot National Bank, the Chicago, Burlington 
& Quincy llailroad, and the Boston & Lowell Railroad, a director 
and vice-president of the New England Trust Company, and a direc- 
tor cff the New Yqrk, New Haven A Hartford Railroad^ the New 
England Navigation Company, the Boston & Maine Railroad^ the 
Maine Central Railroad, and the Massachusetts Electric Compan- 
ies. He had been president of the Manufacturing rjipinists' .'Asso- 
ciation of the United States, and had serve<l as president of the 
Board of Trustees of the Peter Bent Brigham Hospital, 1902-1915. 

He long served as a veatiyman of Trinity Chtirch, Boeton, and was 
chainnan of the conunittee which had charge of the building of the 
imprc?«5ive porch and western tower in 1894. He was also one of 
the cnnmiittee on the Phillips Brooks memorial tnonument on the 
church grounds. He was chainuan of the comnuiiee of Boston mer- 
chants by which the money was raised for the former building of the 
Young Men's Christian Association on Boylstom Street, sod was 
also on the building conmiittee. In all his various positions, both 
public and private, he rendered valuable service. 

He was a member of the Somerset Club, the Union Club (of which 
he had been vice-president), the Thursday Evening Club, the Brook- 
line Country Club, the Long Point Shooting Club on the Canadian 
shore of Lake Erie, the Canaveral dub in Florida, the Restigouche 
Salmon Club in Canada, and other clubs and organizations. He had 
' travelled much abroad, and foimd relnxntion from his business inter- 
ests in golf, fishing, and shoot iner. He wa^ deeply interested in lit- 
erature and art, and liis hne hbrary m his residence on Commonwealth 
Avenue was his favorite place in his leisure hours. At Pride's Cross- 
ing, Mass., he had a sunomer home. In p<^tics he was a Repubhcan. 

The Boston Evening Transeript, in an editorial article, speaks of 
' him as follows: 

"He was a man of unusual charm. Born a Scot nnd of a famous lineage, 
Mr. Cochrane was deeply interested in all matters {jertaininj^ to his native 
kmd. ^ He spent his Ici.-ure hours in his excellent library, and there 
hk friends found him at his best as a courteous host and an a grocab le con- 
versationnli-t. He knew Europe intimately, and as a traveling companion 
he ranked with many whose merits have been celebrated in hterature." 

Mr. Cochrane married^ 24 March 1869, Mary lomde Sullivan, 
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who died in Augu^^t 1916, daughter of the late John Langdon and 
Mary (Lynde) SuDivmn of MaJden, Mass. Eight children survive 

him: Alexander Lynde, Mrs. Lindsle\' lyoring (Charlotte Cochrane) 
of Westwood, Mass., Mrs. Georn-o R. I^/;irinp;, Jr. (Hester Cochrane), 
Francis Douglas, Mr^.

William Edward Oott^d of Boston, a resident member since 
1911, was born at Portland, Me., 19 June 1837, the son of Edward 
and Althea (Chase) Gould, and died in Boston 15 April 1919. He 
was a descendant of Mager Gould of Ipswich, Mass., through Mager, 
Nathaniel, and Edward, his father, and he numbered also among his 
anoeetora Aquila Chase of Newbury, Mass., and Experience Mitchell. 

He was educated in the Portland High School and at Gould's 
Academy, Bethel, Me. 

When twenty-one ye&ts old, ioilowing the traditions of his faimiy, 
he accepted the position of oashier in the First National Bank of 
Porthmd, which he built up to be the leading bank of Maine. He 
was organist, i^ien a young man, of the Third Parish Church, and 
was for «omc years president of the Hayden Society of Portland. He 
also It 'l an amateur orchestra and choral society in his spacious 
residence at Deering, Me. He founded, and was hrst executive offi- 
cer of, the Portland Society of Art. He founded also the Wbodforda 
Congregational Church, and often orn upied pulpits in Maine. 

After his retirement from Imsiness ^Ir. (iould dt votcd much of 
his time to genealogical investigation and writing. He w^1^ the 
etiitor of The Chase Chronicle, the organ of the C^hase-Chace Family 
Acibociation, tiie issue of this publication for April 1919 being his 
last editorial effort. He wrote the history of the Gould, Chase, 
and Maynard families, and presented illustrated copies to the Maine 
Historical Society, the New England Historic Genealogical Society, 
and the (iorh.irn (Me.) Historical Society. He was also the author 
of many papers and addresses on various subjects, such as banking, 
music, ecclesiastical customs, migrations of families, historical 
anniversariee, and the like. 

He married, 27 April 1859, Emma Maynard Dow, who died 22 
Februarv'- 1918, daughter of Hon. Neal and Maria Cornelia Durant 
(Maynard j Dow. Two of his five children survive him: Alice May- 
nard, wife of Everett W. Pattison, a leading attorney of St. Louis, 
Mo., and Neal Dow Gould of Portland. 

James Adams of Brookline, Mass., elected a resident member in 
1869 and made a life member in 1870. was born at Charlestown, 
Mass., 17 September 1>^3S. the son of James and Pamelia WjTnan 
(Skilton) Adams, and died at Brookline 10 April 1919. He was 
descended from Henry^ Adams, the ancestor of the famous Adams 
family of Massachusetts, who settled at Braintree, througli Edward* 
of Medfield, Mass., Elishib* of Bristol, Eiishib,' EUshib,^ Chester,* 
and James,' his father. 
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He lived in Cbarlestown until 1888, when he moved to Brookline. 
He was associated with the Bunker Hill National Bank from 1855 
to 1874, for most of that time as cashier. In 1875 he became the 
cashier of the Blackstone National Bank, remaining connected with 
it until its dissolution in 1900, when he was its president. In 1907 
he became \ice-president of the Warren Institution for Savings, 
and was for a time its president, an office which had been held both 
by his father and his grandfather. He served as a trustee of the 
Charlestown Public Library from 1868 t > 1S71, and was president 
of the Charlestown Commfm Comici! in 1870. 

Mr. Adams was deeply mterested in historical and geneiiloKical 
research. He was a member of the Bostonian Society, the Brooidine 
Historical Society, and the Bunker Hill Monument Association, 
and belonged to the Masonic fraternity. 

He married at Charlestown Emma Kendall Tufts, who survives 
him, totrcther with four children, Mrs. Eugene P. Edwards of Ston- 
ington, Conn., Mrs. Frederic C. PafiFard of Brookljm, N. Y.. Pamelia 
S. Adams, and James Adams, Jr., A.B. (Harvard, 1905), of Brookline. 

Ebancis Hsbbxbt Stotiinb of WeUesley, Mass., & resident mem- 
ber since 1914, was bom at Needham, Mass., 31 May 1847, the 
son of Aiijrustus and Ann liiza (Fuller) Stevens, and die^l in B<iston 
21 April 1919. He was a descendant of Thomas^ Stevens, through 
Thomas,^ Cyprian,* Cyprian,* Ephraim,^ Epiiraim,^ Timothy," and 
Augustus," his fatbsr. 

He was educated in public and commercial schoolsy and Ijegan 
his business career with the Prescott Insurance Compaily of Boston. 
His industry and ability won for him steady advancement, until 
he wa.s made president of the company. In 1888 tlie acfoinits of 
the Prescott Company were transferred to the Korth Britiiiii Mer- 
cantile Company, and Mr. Stevens was made its representative in 
Boston, a position which he held until his death. 

He was recognized as one of the leading insurance men in Boston. 
Executive offices were repeatedly ofiFered to him, but he always de- 
clined them, although he served on committees of the Boston Board 
of Underwriters and the Boston Protective Department. 

In Wellesley he was most highly regarded as a leading dtiaen, 
whose opinion carried great wdfi^t in civic affairs. He did not 
care for office, but he scn-cd on a committe*^ which planned and 
superintended the erection of the WeUesley High School building. 
He was a member of the Society of the Sons of the American 
Revolution. 

He married, 17 November 1809, Frances Ida Alden, who died 

in 1917, daughter of Lorenzo and Frances Jane (Barnard) Alden. 
A graiuldaugf ter, Elizabeth Wight, child of his deceased daughter, 
the wife of Malcolm G. Wight, survives him. 

HoBACE Pabker Chandler, A.M., of Jamaica Plain, Mass., 
a resident member since 1913, was bom in Boston 13 September 
1842, the son d Peleg Whitman and Martha Ann Bush (Cleaveland) 
Chandler, and died at Jamaica Plain 7 June 1919. He traced his 
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descent from Edmund^ Chandler of Duxbury in the Plymouth 
Colony, through Jo«eph,* Joseph,* Phihp,* Peleg,* Peleg,* and Peleg 
Whitman,' his father. Peleg Whitman Chandler, a Bowdoin gradu- 
ate of the Class of 1834, was the author of "American Criminal 
Trials/' and his wife was the daughter of the distinguished 
Bowdoin professor, Parker Cleaveland. 

He was prepared for college at tiie Boston Latin School, and was 
graduated with the degree of A.B. at Hanraid UniTeraity in the 
Class of 1864, receiving hk degree of A.M. from the same institu- 
tion in 18C7. In the autumn of 1864 he removed to Chicago, 111., and 
began the study of law, Imf poor health soon compelled him to 
relinquish his ambition to become a lawyer. The followmg year he 
engaged in the publishing business, the firm name being E. B. Meyers 
A Chandler, Law PuUuhera. He remained in Chicago as a pub- 
lisher unto Jane 1888^ when be returned to Boston. While Hving 
in Chicago he was a rep^lar correspondent of the Boston Daily 
Advertiser, a paper in which his family had an interest for many 
years. He sailed for England in July 18(ib, and remained abroad 
until November. Returning to Boston, he opened an office, 1 Jan- 
uary 1869, as a leal-estate and mortgage broker, and established 
his residence at Jamaica Plain. From 1875 on he was corresponding 
secretarv^ of the Boston Port and Seaman's Aid Society, and since 
1899 he had edited The Xfarivprs Advocate, the Society's pubhca- 
tion. In the summer of during an extended tour in the north 
of Europe, as far as St Petenburg, he wrote lettws that appeared in 
the AdverUter. He abo wrote for many years for the Boston Evening 
Transcript over the signature of "Orac," and in 1884 and 1885 he 
edited and published Every Other Saturday. He had written, ever 
since leaving college, more or l^s for the daily and weekly press 
and for magazines. In the coxu^ of the years 1891-1896 he com- 
piled an anthology in six volumes, entitled *'ThB Lovers' Year 
Book of Poetry," which was published by Roberts Brothtts of 
Boston. 

He was a mrmhor nf the Boston Art Club, the Boston Athletic 
Association, anti the lii^ntun City Club. He was a Bepubhcan in 
poUtiCb and a Swedenborgian in religion. 

He manied, 15 August 1865, Grace Webster MitcheH, who died 
27 January 1915, daughter of James Henry and Lavinia Hathaway 
(Angier) Mitchell and granddaughter of Judge Xahum Mitchell, 
the historian of Bridge watrr, Mass. Five children survive him: 
Cleaveland Angier Chandler of Brookline, Mass., Grace and Ellen 
Chandler of Jamaica Plain, James Mitchell Chandler of Philadel- 
phia» Fa., and Peleg Whitman Chandler of BrookMne. Another 8on» 
Whitman Mitchell Cliandler, died before his father. 

Daniel Clifford Stone of Newton, Mass., a resident member 
since 1914, was born at Kittery, Me., 27 October 1871, the son of 
Gregory and Anne Jenkins (Bucknam) Stone, and died at Newton 
9 June 1919. He traced his desert from Dea. Gregory^ Stone of 
Cambridge, Mass., through David,* Daniel,' Gregory,* Giegory,* 
Grsgoiyi* Daniel/ and Gregory,** his father. In a genealogy com- 
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piled J. Gardner Bardett and published recently by the Stone 
Family AsBodation the ancestral line in England of Dea. Giegoiy 
Stone has been proved for several generations. Mr. Stone was 
also descended from Stephen Hopkins of the Mayflower 

A year after his birth his parent-? removed to Boston and eleven 
years later to Brockton, Mass., and he received his education in 
the public schools of the two cities and was graduated at the Brock- 
ton High School in 1889. 

For the next four years he was engaged in experimental electrical 
and photometrical work in the development of Lnoande<*rent eleetri*" 
lighting, at that time in its infancy. He then spent several months 
at sea in similar experimental work in the service of the International 
Marine Company. In 1894 he became a commercial traveller in 
the tea, coffee, and spice trade, his occupation for twenty-five years. 
For several years he covered New England and the State of New 
York, and in I^^IO secured an important assiG;Tirnent of Pennsylvania 
territory, with headquarters at Scran ton, as representative of the 
old Boston house of Dwinell-Wright Company, with which he iiad 
been connected flinoe June 1906. 

For many years he had been enthusiastically interested in Ms 
family historj^ and recalled with pleasure the fart that his ancestral 
hne had been represented in every American war from the time of 
the "First Encounter" of the Pilgrims with the Indians in 1620 
down through the Civil War. WhHe on his business trips he often 
. devoted Idsure time to collecting family records, and he made ex* 
tensive investigations which showed that the l^lood of Dea. Gregory 
Stone flowed in the vein? of nearly one-half of Captain Parker's 
band of sixty men who tired the first shots on Lexington Common, 
on the morning of 19 April 1775. In 1910 he published a brief 
genealogy of his own line of the Stone family, which had perpetu- 
ated the name of Gregory and had been settled for more than two 
hundred years at the old homestead in Lincoln, Mass. Since 1908 
he hiid lieen a member of the Stone Family Association, find on 20 
June 1914 he entertained his fellow members in an excursion to 
this ancestral home, deUvering an interesting historical account of 
it, which wss afterwards published by the Association. In 1914, 
also, he was appointed a member of a committee for the publication 
of the "Gregory Stone Genealogy/' and in 1917 was appointed 
manager for the sale of the work. 

He was a member of the Massachusetts Society of the Sonf? of 
the American Revolution, and the Massachusetts Society of May- 
flower Descendants. He had long been identified with the Masonic 
fraternity and wa^ a member of several lodges of the order. He 
was also a member of the Ancient Order of United Workmen and 
of the Boston Council of the United Cofnniprcial Travelers of Amer- 
ica. From 1889 to 1894 he was a member of Battery I, Fir^it 
Heavy Artillery, Massachusetts Volunteer Militia. In rehgion he 
was a Congregationalist. . He resided successively in Brockton, 
Winthrop, Dorchester, Medford, and Newton, Mass. 

He married first, at Brockton, Mass., 19 April 1894, Xelhe Rcna 
Richardson, who died 31 March 1903, daughter of George Amos 
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and Alioe (BudBon) Riqhardnon; and aeeondly, at SomemBe, Mass.. 
12 April 1905, .\nnie Creightozi Efttcm, daughter of John Russell 

and Mai^ret (Ray) Eaton, who survives him, together with three 
children. Ahce Hudson Stone and Gregory Bucknam Stono, ( hil- 
dren by his first wife, and Jolm Eaton Stone, his son by his second 
wife.

Reab Admiral Wiua.km Swift, U.S.N., Retired, of Richfield 
Springs, N. Y., a resident member since 1912, was bom at Windham, 
ODnn., 17 March 1848, the so;i of \\'iUiam and Harriet Gray (Byrne) 
Swift, and died at Newport, R. I., 30 June 1919. He traced his 
descent from William' Swift, who came to New England about 1630, 
through William,* Jiieh,* Rowland,* WOliam,* Justin,' and William,' 
his father. He also numbered among his ancestors Gov. William 
Bradford of the Plymouth Colotny and Rev. John Robinson of 
Leyden. 

He was graduated hom the United States Naval Academy with 
ihe daas of 1867. He was promoted to the rank of ensign in 1868, 
master in 1870, lieutenant in 1871, lieutenant commander in 1889, 
commander in 1897, captain in 1902, and rear admiral in 1908. He 
was placed on the retired list on account of age in 1910. 

As a % uuug oihcer he served on the old Kearsarge, the Colorado, and 
the SviqudMima. From 1894 to 1897 he was executive officer of 
the armored cruiser New York, was with the European squadron 
at the time of the opening of the Kiel Canal, and served also on 
the Indiana, commanded by Capt. Robley D. Evans. Between 
IIHKJ and 19()2 he was in command of the Prairie, the Concord, and 
the Yorktown, and acted for six months as governor of Guam. In 
1906 he commaiuM the CimMtHieiU. 

From 1886 to 1890 he was on ordnance duty at the Washington 
Nav>* Yard, and for four years thereafter he was in Philadelphia, , 
Pa., on leave of absence, as engineer for various corporationvS. In 
1894 he was at the Newport War College. During the Spanish- 
American War he was ordnance officer at the New York Navy Yard, 
and from 1902 to 1906 he was on duty in the Bureau of Ordnance 
and as a member of the General Board and Army and Navy Joint 
BoaH He was commandant of the llostnn X:ivv Yard from 1907 
to 19U9, and while stationed there he mad*' :i report on the manage- 
ment of navy yards which resulted in his appointment by Secretary 
George Von L. Meyer as head of the so-called Swift Board, which 
investigated and reported on the whole subject of the reorganization 
of the Navy Department. The recommendations of the Board were 
approved, and the departmental system adopted at that time was 
the forerunner of the Otiice of Naval Operations which was later 
estabhshed in permanent form by Congress. After \m retirement 
in 1910 he was for a number of months adviser to Secretary Meyer 
on navy yards and on industrial affairs in the Navy. 

Admiral Swift was a member of the MiUtary Order of the Loyal 
Legion, the Society of Mayflower Descendants, the University 
Club of New York City, and the Metropolitan and Army and Navy 
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Cfaibs of Washington, and he was president of the Hichfield Springe 

Gounfiry Club, in which he took a great interest. 

He married, 18 September 1872, Grace Virginia Ransom, who 
died in 1906, daughter of Commodore George Marcellus Ransom, 
U.S.N., and his wife, Jane SybilHne (Manley). Five children sur- 
Tive him: Virginia Swift of Richfield Springs, Pauline, wife of Com- 
mander Fndmck A. Aasereon, of the Medkal Corps, U. S. N., 
Madeleine Gray, wife of Commander George P. Aiud, U. S. N., 
Justin Ransom Swift, vice-prpsiflcnt aiul general manager of the 
Franklin Manufacturing ConifKiny of Franklin, Pa., and William 
Garfield Swift, assistant president of the Clark Car Company of 
Pittsburgh, Pa. 

Clatton Wood Holmes, A.M., of Elmira, N". Y., a resident 
member «incc 1903, was bom at Le Raysville, Pa., 26 September 
1848, the son of Daniel and Lois (Wood) Holm^, and died at Elmira 
13 July 1919. His paternal ancestor was George Holmes, who was 
an early resident of Roxfoniy, Mass., and his mother was a desoend- 
ant of William Wood, who settled at Concord, Mass. 

He was prepared for college at the Susquehanna Collegiate Insti- 
tute in Towanda, Pa., and at the Cortland Academy in New York, 
and was graduated at Lafayette College in 1869, receiving the dep;re(^ 
of A.M. from the same institution in 1672. He alter wards took a 
course of lectures at the University of Pennsylvania. 

From 1872 to 1876 he was engaged in the drug business in Wilkes^ 
Barre, Pa. In January 1877 he removed to Elmira, where he con- 
ducted a wholesale drug and manufacturing business until 1884. 
In 1885 he erected a spacious factory, where he w.i.s engM2;ed until 
his death in the umnuiacture of Frostilla, a widely-known toilet 
prepaxation. 

In 1883 Mr. Hohnes was elected an alderman of Ehnira, and 
performed the duties of this office with marked fidelity imtil 1885. 
He was ako a member and first president of the JEllmira Water 
Board and a member f)f the Boartl of Education. He was a pub- 
lisher and bubmess manager of the Elmira Advertiser from 1889 
unto 1905, president of the Hygeia Refrigerating Company and 
the Chemung Valley Loan Association, and vice-president of the 
Elmira Cooperative Savings & Loan Association. In loan and 
savings association work he was nn expert, and was frequently 
asked to dehver lectures in various cities before conveutions of 
promoters of loan associations. He was at one time vice-president 
of the New York State League of Savings and Loan Aasociations. 
For a number of years he was a director and vice-president of the 
First Natinnnl Bank of Canton, Pa., and held responsible positions 
in other organizations. 

He was a member of the New York Genealogical and Biograpliical 
Society, the Society of American Wars, the Slilitaxy Order of the 
Loyal Legion, the Society of the Sons of the American Revolution, 
and the Sons of Veterans. He was also prominent in the Masonic 
fraternity, and a leading official in the First Baptist Church of 
Elmira. 
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Mr. Holmes was a convincing writer, and articles from his pen 
on ▼arious subjects appeared from time to time in the Ehoirajpyers. 

He published "A Genealogy of tbe Lineal Descendants of William 

Wood, who settled in Concord, Mass., in 1638," and "A Genealogy 
of the Lineal De:<cendants of John Steevens." A few years ago he 
secured the data regarding the military prison which was located 
in Elmira in 1864-65, and which held about 12,000 prisoners during 
the fifteen months of its eristence. 

He married, 2 November 1871, Charlotte Steevens, daughter of 
Zerali B(;ich and Thirza (Allison) Steevens, who survives hira, 
together with a daughter, Flora Lois, now the wife of Floyd Shoe- 
maker of Klmira, and four grandchildren. 

Mrs. JxNiOB SnmBON (Babbxll) Woodican of Lawrence, Mass., 

a resident member since 1917, was bom at Lewiston, Me., 27 Sep- 
tember 1864, the dau^ter of William Alden and Hannah Mendell 
(Stetson) Barrel!, and died at Rye Beach, N. H., 24 July 1919. 
She was a descendant of William^ Barreil of Scituate, Mass., through 
William,' William,* James/ George W./ and William Alden,* her 
lather. She was a descendant also of Wuliam Brewster, John Alden, 
and Richard Warren of the Majffiower. 

She was educated at the Lawrence High School, where she was 
a menilK r of the Class of 1883, at Bradford Academy, and at the 
New Lngiimd Conservatory of Music. 

Three years after her nuuriagB to Mr. Woodman she went with 
her husband to London, whcare they resided for many years. Her 
energetic nature found much to do there, and she early joined the 
American Society, to aid in the success of which she gave much 
tiRiP and work. With her husband she travelled widely over Europe, 
hvmg a considerable time in Parib, \shere she made an exhaustive 
Study of the French language. She aleo did much creditable work 
in water-eolor paintmg. 

After returning to America Mr. and Mrs. Woodman made their 
home for ten or more years in Boston. For a time she wa.s regent 
of the Betsey Ross Chapter, Daughters of the American Revolu- 
tion, and brought to this office the full force of her nature, a ripe 
experienee of the world, and an intense interest. 

She was married, 9 November 1887, to George Hemy Woodman, 
who survives her, son of Elijah Manley and Susan Memll Woodman. 

Abthur Frederick EsxABiiuoK of Boston, a hfe m«niber since 
1911, was bom in Boston 17 May 1847, the son of James Adams 
and Louisa S. (HiU) Estabrook, and died in Porto Rico 27 July 
1910. He was a descendant of Rev. Joseph* Estabrook, the colleague 
and siiccessor of Rev. Edward Bulkeley in the pastorate of the churrh 
at Concord, Mass., through Joseph,* John,' Nehemiah,* Eliakim,* 
Endor,* and James Adams,^ his father. 

He was educated at Belmont, Mass., and at an early age entered 
the employ of Brewster, Sweet <k Company, bankers, of Boston. 
His natural aptitude and strict integrity gained for him the con- 
fidence of bia employers, and he was promoted step by step until 
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he reached the poeition of partner, the firm name beui|f^ diowstaT} 

Cobb & Eetabrook. He afterwards acquired a wide reputation as 
a banker, and at the time of his death was senior member of the 
firm of Estabrook & Company, bankers. He was also \'ice-president 
of the Real Estate Exchange and Auction Board, first vice-president 
of the New England Conaenratoiy of Muse, and a trustee of Clark 
University, Woroester, Mass., the Brewster Free AcadLiny. Wolfo- 
borough, N. H., and the Massachusetts General Theological Library. 
He was a member of the corporation of the Massachusetts Tnstitnte 
of Technology, treasurer of the Hoiiirpopathic Hospital, a member 
and trustee of the Massachusetts Horticultural Society, a member 
of the American Academy of Political and Social Science, and a life 
member of the Metropolitan Museum of Art and of the American 
Museum of Natural History in New York City. He was a Be- 
pubUcan and a Unitarian. 

He was a member of the Unitarian Club, the Boston City Club, 
the Algonquin, Union, and Exchange Clubs of Boston, the Tedesco 
Countiy Club of Swampseott, the Eastern Yaoht Club, and the 
Colonial Club of Cambridge. 

He mfirried, 8 October 1874, Ida Florcnco Fletcher, who ?!iirvivcs 
him, daughter of J. Vamum and Mary Ann Fletcher of Belmont. 

Chables Ltman Newhall of Southbridge, Mass., a resident 
member since 1900, was bom at Spencer, Mass., 1 October 1834, 
the son of Otis and Sarah Dana (Lamb) Newhall, and died at the 

Soldiers' Home in Chelsea, Mass., 6 ATig:n«t 1919. He traced his 
descent from Thomas^ Newhall, who landed at Salem, Mass., in 
1630 and soon afterwards settled in Lynn, through Thomas,' Thomas/ 
Daniel,' John,* Allen,* Reuben,^ and Otis,^ his father. 

He was educated in the Spencer pubhc school^^. In the smnmer 
of 1848 he went to Springfield, Ma.s8., to learn the printing business, 
but became homesick in three weeks and went home. In October 
of the t>ame year he shipped on the Leonidas, an old wliahn- com- 
manded by Captain G&ord, and sailed from Fairhaven, Mass., 
on a voyage full of hardships. At Mauritius he deserted the ship, 
and was brought back to the United States on the U. S. Ship Flymr 
outh, arriving at Norfolk, Va., 28 January 1851. For a few months 
he again tried the print inc: business, thi? time at WevSt Brookfield, 
Mass.; but in 1852 he went back to ihv life of a sailor and followed 
it until the summei" of 1857, on many diiieient ships that sailed to 
many parts of the world. He thcai entered the employ of Sidney 
Clarke, in the office of the Southbridge Press. While there he pub- 
hshed, in 1859, "The Adventures of Jack," an account of his own 
adventure? a'' n sailor, and also the Saturday Morning News, a smnll, 
short-hvcd weekly paper. He afterwards entered the employ of 
James T. McKinstry, in the painting business, in which he con- 
tinned untO the outbreak of the Ci^ War, when he enlisted at 
Bostmi, 29 April 1861, in the United States Navy, being the first 
man to enlist from the town of Southbridge in the war for the preser- 
vation of the Union. He sailed in the U. 8. Ship Minnesota, and 
was in the successful engagement with the Confederate forces at 
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Battens Inlet^ N. C, 20 August 1861. The admiral of tlift fleet 

soon appoint^ him to be printer on his flagship, the first appoint 
ment of the kind, which was followed, howevor, by many other 
appointments of a like nature. The Minnesota was one of the ships 
attacked by ihe Menrimac in Hampton Roade in Mareh 1862, and 
was saved by the timely arrival of the Monitor, Mr. Kewhall eerved 
in the Nairy until hie discharge on 28 April 1864. and then, after 
working for a short time as a painter nt Laconic. N. H., enlisted in 
the Navy in August for another term of three years. He sailed 
on the U. S. Ship San Jacinto, which wa8 wrecked on a reel among 
tbe Bahama Isbnds, 1 January 18M. For a time tfaeieafter he 
aeted as naval printer at Key West and Peosacola, Fla., and in 
June 1867 received his discharge from the Navy. For some time 
he was connected with newspaper printing offices in various cities 
of Florida and in Savannah, Cla.. and then entered the Govermuent 
Printing Office at Washington, where he remained until 1873. He 
then went back to Southbridge, and, after many Tioissitudes as a 
printer in various places, he helped in starting the Southbridge 
Herald and, a few years later, tho Sm/fhhridgc Prr ^?. After that he 
worked as a spare hand for the Southbridge newspapcra. 

In 1899 Mr. Newhall published "The Record of My Ancestry," a 
book of over two hundred pages on the Newhall faoiuly and many 
. other families from which he was descended, in which the adventures 
of his etaiy career are narrated. 

Hp ^Tn'^ fi Mason, and a member of the Grand Army of the Repub- 
lic, the Kearsarge Association of Naval Veterans, the Boston Council 
of the American Protective Association of the Universalist Church, 
and the Society of the Sons of the American Revolution. 

He married^ 20 September 1866, Josephine EmUy Augusta Robin- 
son, who died at Worcester, Mass., 5 February 1880, daughter of 
Thomas and Rebecca fTrimble) Robinson. Her father, Thomas 
Robinson, was a native of i^ortugal, and his najne ^va.s origmally 
Jos6 Alessaodra; but the captain of an American wimier, on which 
Jos6 AlesBsndra sailed, gave to him the name of Thomas Robinson, 
which he ever aft( r^s ards retained. Mr. and Mrs. Newhall had 
three daughters, of whom the first two died in infancy and the 
third. Florence Dana Xewhall, bom at Washington, D. C, 31 
December ]S72, was married, 25 April 1896, to Isaac S. Thompson 
of New Yurii, and is now deceased. 

AiiBKBT Lake Norris, A. M., M. D., of Maiden, Mass., a resident 
member since 1917, was born at Epping:, N. H., 4 March 1839, the 
eon of Greenleaf Rufus and Lucinda (Lane) Norris, and died at 
Brookime, Mass., 29 August 1919. He was a descendant of Nicholas^ 
Norris, who settled in Hampton, N. H., in 1640, through Moses,* 
James,* Simeon,^ Lowell,* and GTeenleaf Rufus,* his father. 

He was a student in Phillips Exeter Academy, 1855-1857, and 
in rrrrived the degree of M. D., after a three years' course 
in the Hansard Medical School. In 1890 Wiley University conferred 
on him the honorary degree of A. M. 

For two and a hialf years in the Civil War he was a surgeon|in 
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the United State? Army. Later he travelled in Europe, and studied 
in hospitals in Berlin. Vienna, Edinburgh, and London. For forty- 
four years he practised his profession in Cambridge, Mass., and m 
1910 tumed hu practice over to his son, Dr. Albert P. Noirick 

Dr. Nonis was a member of the Maiden Historical Society and 
of various medical societies, and was a delegate to the Tenth Inter- 
national Medical Congress in Berlin in 1890. He was always an 
enthusiastic worker in the Grand Anny of the Repuhhc, and was 
a member of the Massachusetts Commanderj' and of the MjiiLary 
Order of the Loyal LegioiL He had been a worker, also, in the 
Sunday schools, particularly in that of the Biomfield Street Method- 
ist Episcopal Church in Boston. At the time of his death he was 
a member of the Centre Methodist Episcopal Church in Maiden. 

He married, 29 May 1873, Clara Elizabeth Perley, who wa,s bom 
at Lacuma, N. H., 3 July 1S48, and died at Cambridge 5 May 1909, 
daughter of John Langdon and Dora Presoott (Rundlett) Periey. 
His three children, Albert Perlev Norris, S. B. (MassachusettB 
Institute of Technologj', 1897), M. D. aian ard, 190:^\ of Cam- 
bridge, Clara Maud Nonis, and Grace May Noriis survive him. 

James Henbt Stabk of Dorchester, Mass., a resident member 
flinoe 1887, was bom at Mitcfaam, oo. Surrey, England, 6 July 1847, 
the son of John Henr>' and Mary Elixabeth Ann (A'Coiirt) Stark, 

and died in Boston 30 August 1919. 

Mr. Stark was of Scottish ancestry. His gi-eat-granflfather, 
James Stark^ came into England from bcotiand in the eighteenth 
centiuy, and settled at Shepton-Mallett, co. Somerset, where he died 
2 December 1829. He left ten children, one of whom, Joseph, bom 
in 1797, came to Bost<ni about 1820 and died there in 1879. He 
owned a house on Congress Street, and was the last resident of that 
street. James Stark's eldest son, James, was born at Taunton, co. 
Somerset, 24 September 1785^and died at Shepton-Mallett 29 Octo- 
ber 1843. He married Maiy Willmott, second daughter of Abraham 
WiUmott of Pilton, co. Somerset, and was the father of four children. 
His youngest child, John Henry Stark, father of the subject of this 
memoir, was born at Shepton-Mallett 4 June 1823, and died at 
Savin Hill, Dorciiester, Mass., 19 Februarj^ 1885. He married 
Mary iJuzabeth Ann A'Court, wiio was born at Bridgwater, co. 
Somerset, England, 28 Februaiy 1824, and died at Shepton-Mallett 
30 August 1849, daughter of Thomas Cbok and Mary Ann (Davie) 
A'Court. John Henrj^ Stark was a graduate of Queen's CoUeiflse, 
Cambridge, and wns a teacher of languages. 

Until he was Dine year.s of age James Henry Stark was brought 
up by his maternal grandfather, Thomas Cook A'Coui't, at Shepton- 
Mallett, where he Attended a primary school. In 1866 his father, 
who had taken up his abode in the United States, went back to Eng- 
land for him and brought him to tlii- rountrv. In that same year 
be was admitted to the Hawes Branch Grammar School in bouth 
Boston, and afterwards attended the Lincoln School and later, for a 
short tune, the Boston Latin School 

In 1801 he left school and b^an to learn the trade of stersotyping 
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and elect rotyping. In 1870 he went into business for himself at the 
coraer of Water and Congress Streets, where the post office now 
stands, but in the p^reat fire of 1872 the building was blown up and 
Mr. Stark lost nearly everything. He then had recourse to his fa- 
vorite pastime, yachting, and for two and a half yean gave his time 
to this sporty both in summer and in winter. In the winter of 1873^ 
he and two companions made a memorable cruise, sailing from 
Boston to Florida and return in the Crosby, a 2G-foot catl>oat. The 
next winter he sailed with a party of adventurers in a 35-ton schooner 
to South America, and explored French and Dutch Guiana in search 
of gold, disooyering the first gold in the latter eokmy. On his return 
he went hito buaness again, and opened a stereotype and dectrotype 
foundry' at 171 Devonshire Street, Boston. In 1877, in association 
with WiUiam H. Muuiler, the inventor of the photo-eleetrot>'pe pro- 
cess, he estabUshed the Photo-Klectrotype Company, which waa 
among the first oompamee in this oonnti^ to make engraved platee 
by photography. He was the president of this company, and after 
Mr. Murder's death in 1884 continued in this business until 1900, 
when he F^old his intprest and engaged in the real-estate buainesBi 
with offices at 17 Miik btreet, Boston. 

Mr. Stark's interest in yachting was shown not only by the cruises 
which he made but also by his aetivity in fomiding yacht chihe. In 
1868 he was one of the founders of the South Boston Yacht Club, 
the second yacht club to be organized in Massachuf>etts, and was 
elected commodore on his return from the Florida cruise. In 1879, 
when he moved from South Boston to Savin Hill. Dorchester, he 
organized Liie bavin Hill Yacht Club, of whicli he was commodore 
for several yean. He was a founder also of the Rock Hill Yaeht 
Club, and became its conmiodore in 1913. He travelled much. 
Almost every winter in the twenty years following 1S84 was spent 
by him in the West Indies, and on one journey he visited Panama 
and the ports of Central America, returning to Boston via California 
and the West. He went to Labrador one sunmier, and he made 
many voyages to Europe, traveliins in the British Isles and on the 
Ckxntinent. 

Mr. Stark was at one i'mc AnVe-president of the Dorchester Histor- 
ical Society, which he had helped to organize, and of the Victorian 
Club and president of the British Charitable Society and of the 
British-American Association. He was a member also of the United 
Empire Loyalists' Association of Canada. He was a Republican, 
and belonged to the Masonic fraternity. 

He was the author of several p::iiide books and historical works, 
among them the "Stranger's Guide to Boston." 1881, "Antique Views 
of Boston," 1882 (second edition, 1900j, "History of Boston Har- 
bor," "Histoiy of aiod Guide to the West Indies" (a series of six vol- 
umes, deaHng with Bermuda, the Bahama Islands, the Caribbean 
Islands, Jamaica, and British Guiana), "The British and Dutch in 
South Africa" (a pamphlet concerning the Boer War), and "The 
Loyalists of Massachusetts." In this last-mentioned l>ook lie at- 
tacked the luuLiveii and character of the leading Ilevolutionary 
patriots in MaasaehuaettSy and brought down upon himself a stonn oi 
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opposition from native AinericaiiBi espedAUy from membtts of patri- 
otic and historical societies. 

He married in St. Matthew's Church, South Boston, 23 December 
1876, Kate Manton, daughter of William 8. Manton of Biimingham, 
England, by his wife, Jane (Mitchell) of Kingston, Canada. Mrs. 
Stark sur\ive8 her husband, together with three dang^teiB, Jane 
Evelyn Stark, Elizabeth Isabel, wife of Dr. Morton Snow, and 
Mildred Manton, wife of Alfred Vinal Kidd. 

Mbs. Amblia. L. (Ghafin) HiUUD of Springfield, Mass., elected 
a Pilgrim Tercentenary member in 1919, was born in that part of 
Springfield which is now Chicopee 22 April 1840, the daughter of 
Ethan Samuel and Louisa (Bums) Cbapin, and died at Watch 
Hill, R. I., 5 September 1919. 

She was educated at Miss Porter's School, Farmington, Conn., 
and later in Pans, France. 

Mrs. Haile was a woman of sound judgment and of attractive 
social quahties, and was a great help to her husband in his political 
career, which began in 1864, wiien ho was elected for the first time 
as a member of the New Hampshire Legislature. Mr. Haile wa5 
mayor of Springfield in 1881, later represented his district in the 
Massachusetts Legislature, and was LieutenantpGoTemor of Massa* 
chusetts during the years 1890, 1891, and 1892. 

Mrs. H.nilr had horn fnr mnny years a member of the First Con- 
gregationnl ( iiurch in iSpringfield, and was deeply interested in 
rehgious and ciiaritable objects there. 

She was married, 1 January 1861, to William H. Haile, then of 
Hinsdale, N. fi., and later of Springfield, a manufacturer, who rose 
to prominence in Massachusetts politics, as mentioned above, and 
died 13 Febnmry 1901. Mrs. Haile's son, Henry Chapin Haile, 
and her daughter Alico, wife of Cheney H. Calkins, both of Spring- 
field, survive her. Henry Chapin Haile succeeds his mother in 
her Pilgrim Tercentenary memb^vhip in the New Eni^and Historic 
Genealogical Socraty. 

Rev. Frederick Howard Means, A.B., B.D., of Brookline, 
Mass., plortefl a resident member in 1899 and made a life member 
in lock), was bom at Dorchester, Mass., 14 August 1865, the son 
of Re^. James Howard and Charlotte Abigail (Johnson) Means, 
and died at Brookline 10 September 1919. He was descended from 
Thomas Means or Ma3mes of Stewartstown, Irelandi through Isaac, 
James, and James Howard, his father. 

He attended no school until he was ten years old. 1 lien hr \\;is 
a pupil for three years at the Gibson Grammar School and aficr- 
WMxIs for sbc years (1878^1884) at the Roxbmy Latin School, where 
he was preparetl for Harvard University, from which he received 
. the degree of A.B. with the Cla.«;s of 1888. In 1891 he received 
the degree of B.D. from the Yale Divinity School, having completed 
the three years' course there. The preaching and influence of Phillips 
Brooks had much to do with his choice of the ministry as a profes- 
sion, although, after considering the adTisabiiity of esLtering the 
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Protestant Episoopal Church, he decided in favor of the Congraga^ 

tional ministn'. 

In September 1892 he l^ecaiiie acting i)astnr of the Congregational 
Church at Windham, Conn., and was ordamed to the mimstiy 
and installed as pastor of this church on 2 May 1893. Aifter a pas- 
torate of ten years at Windham, he lived for six years at Winchester, 
Mass., supplying pulpitvS in various places, and then, in 1909, he be- 
came pastor of the Congregational Church at \fadison, Me. For 
several years he served as executive seoretarv of the -Mission Educa- 
tion movement in New England. For four years (from 1898 on) he 
was a trustee of Atlanta Umversit} , Atlanta, Ga., and for a year 
previous to his death he had been a member of the staff of the 
American Board of Commissioners for Foreign Missions. 

Hp married at Winchester, 25 May 1893, Helm Cyhandler Coit, 
who died 25 December 1912, daughter of Rev. Joshua Coit of Brook- 
field, Mass. Three sons survive him: Paul Howard Means, a student 
in the Hanraid Medical School, Gantiner Coit Means, and Winthrop 
Johnson Means, a student in Harvard College. 

Charles Laxo Frker, A.M., of Detroit, Mich., elected a Pil- 
grim Tercentenary- member in 1919, was born at Kingston, N. Y., 
25 February 1856, the son of Jacob R. and Phoebe Jane (Townsend) 
Fre^ , and died in New York City 25 September 1919. He was of 
Hogiiienot ancestry, and his first American ancestor was one of the 
erigina] patentees of Nrw Paltz, N. Y. 

He was educated m the pubhc schools of Ulster County, N. Y., 
and received the honorary degree of A.M. from the University of 
Mifdiiesn. At the age of eighteen he became the accountant and 
paymaster of the Ulster A Delaware Railroad, his duties requiring 
him to make frequent trips through the Catskill Mountains; thus his 
eariy working years were spent in an environment of natural beauty, 
the influence of which helped to confirm his early taste for the 
beautiful and to develop an appreciation of the beautiful in art. 
When twenty'<me he became accountant and, hiter, treasurer of a 
small railroad in Indiana, and three years later he engaged in the 
manufacture of railway cars and equipment, with the company 
named the Peninsula Car Works, in Detroit He acquired a small 
interest in the business, was made secretary, and durmg the next 
twenty year^ accumulated a considerable fortune. Upon the organi- 
mtion of the American Car A Foundiy Company, his oompuiy was 
one of thirteen companies taken over by tne larger organisation, 
and he retired from active business. 

He now devoted his time to induljrinc his taste for art and to 
increasing his collection of paintings and etchings, which had already 
become famous. As early as 1880 he had begun collecting American 
etdilngi, and added to thfan by degrees the works of a few leading 
paintdrs. When specimens of ear^ Japanese art were offere<l for 
ssle in America, he detennincd to make a study of that field and 
to add a choice and select representation of Japanese art to hi* 
collection. Thus the Freer Art Collection is conhned almost en- 
tirely to works of American and Asiatic schools. By 1905 nearly 
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two thousand specimens of American and Oriontal art had been, 
acquired. In a letter to President Roosevelt, dated 14 December 
1905| Mr. Freer offered to present his entire collection to the Smitb* 
sonian Institution or to the United States Qoinenunent, and to 
Bequeath the sum of S600,000 with which to erect a building for 
the future care and exhibition of the collection. This amount waa 
afterwards increased to $1,000, UOO, and the collection is an annex to 
the National Art Gallery, but is under the supervision of the Smith- 
801^ lostitation. Mr. Freer afterwards added to the oolleetion^ 
which is one of the finest in this country^ eontaining the laz^^ 
collection of Whistler's works in existence, some of the best works 
of Sargent, Abbott H. Thayer, Trj^on, Winslow Homer, T. W. Dew- 
ing, and other noted American painters, more than a thousand speci- 
mens of Chinese and Japanese painting, fifteen hundred pieces of 
ancient pottezv from the East, many rare manuscripts, and other 
works of art of ineetimable vahw. 

Mr. Freer was a member of several clubs, chiefly those devoted 
to art, in the leading cities of tJbe United Stfite:=^, such as Boston, 
New York, Detroit, and Chicago. He never ni.irrird, and his niece, 
Louise Freer of Kingston, N. Y., succeeds him m Lus Pilgrim Tercen- 
tenary memberahip in the New Eni^and Historic Genealogical Society. 

Nkwell f'lLL Jenkins, D. D. S., of New Haven, Conn., elected 
a Piigriin Tercrntenary member in 1919, was bom at Falmouth, 
Mass., 29 December 1840, the son of Charles Weston and Phebe 
(Bishop) Jenkins, and died on the steamship La France, a few hours 
before aniving at Havre, France, 25 September 1919. He traced 
his descent from John Jenkins of Plymouth, 1643, and later of 
Barnstable, and his grandfather, Weston Jen kin?, served as a captain 
of Artillery during the War of «L812 and captured the British privateer 
RetaUalum. 

Dr. Jenldns reodved his professional education at the Philadelphia 
Dental College, the Jefferson Medical College, and the Baltimore 
Dental College, where he was graduated in 1862, the subject of his 

dissertation being "Anaesthesia." 

He began the practice of dentistry at Bangor, Me. In 1866 he 
established himself as a dentist ii^ Dresden^axony. In succeeding 
years he travelled extensively in AustrispHungary, Italy, Russia, 
the Balkan regions, Turksy, and Greece, building up a great inter* 
national practice. His last years of active dentistry were spent 
in Paris, where he received a few patients who would not let ium 
retire. He returned to America in 1915 and devoted himself to 
research work m New Haven. He invented various ways of using 
porcehun in dental work, and devised and gave to the dental imkk 
fession the fonnula for tilie preparation of the wide^-used Eblynai 
Dental Cream. 

Dr. Jenkins was decorated by King Albert of Saxony with the 
Albreeht Order and was given (he title of "Hofrath" and, later, 
"Geheimrath," on his seventieth birthday, when representatives 
from European dental societies came to Paris to present him with 
valuable gifts, medals, addresses, and honoraiy membenihipB. 
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He had read extensively not only in English literature but also 
in that of other countries, and found in riding and driving his fa- 
Torite fovms of outdoor recreataon. 

He was a member of several societies and clubs, among which 
were the Lotus Club of New York City and the ArdifBologi<»l Insti- 
tute of America. 

He married in Bangor, Me., Clara Upton, daughter of Ehas 
Augustus Upton, a shipowner and merchant. Mrs. Jenkins sur- 
vivea him, together with three chOdren, Leonard Abbot Jenkins, 
Nora Cornelia, wife of Theodore Leslie Shear, and Grace BAadeline, 

wife of Francis C. C,regor. I^onnrd Abbot Jenkinp sucoofds to 
his father's Pil^^iu Tercentenary membership in the New *^'»£l«^"^ 
Historic Genealogical Society. 

WnxtAM Stobt Saboent, A.B., of Lexington, Mass., a resident 

member since 1917, was born in Boston 4 Octol)er 1842, the son of 
Rev. ,)o\m Turner and Charlotte Sophia (White) Sargent, and died 
at Lexinirton 17 October 1919. He was a descendant of WiUiam* 
Sargent of Gloucester, Ma88., who was bom at Bristol, England, and 
was called William Sargent "the second" to distingui^ him from an 
older William Sargent of Gloucester, through E^s^ of Gloucester 
and Salem, Mass., Daniel,' John Turner,* and Rev. John Turner,* 
A.B. (Harvard, 1827), A.M. (Harvard), his father. He was a cousin 
of Gen. Horace Binnej' Sargent and William Wetmore Story, and 
the renowned Chief Juiitice Btory was his great-uncle, ins mother 
Charlotte Sophia (White) Sargent, being a daughter of Joseph and 
Eliza (Story) White of Salem. 

In his early childhood he was taught by Louisa M. Alcott, the 
authoress, who at that time kept a private school. Afterward'^ he 
attended the Briinnicr School in Boston, where he was graduated, 
and then was prepared for college at the Boston i^tin Sciiool, grad- 
uating there in 1862. He entered Harvard with the Class of 1886| 
but left college in the middle of his sophomore year to join the 
Union Army. In 1910, however, he received from Harvard the 
deprree of A.B., as of the Class of 1866. 

On 24 February 18r>4 he enlisted for three years or for the duration 
of the war, and on 2 April following was mustered into the service 
as a private in the Fifty-ninth Regiment of Massachusetts Volun- 
teer Infantry, which formed a part of flu Third BngadOf Third Divi- 
sion, afterward.s the First Brigade, First Divi.^ion, Ninth Army 
Corps, in the Army of t he Potomac. He rose to be corporal, sergeant, 
first scT^eant, and finally lieutenant in the Fifty-seventh Massa- 
chusetts Regiment, into which a remnant of the Fifty-ninth Massa- 
chusetts R^unent had been incorporated. He saw much hard 
fighting in Virginia in 1864 and 1865, taking part in the Battles of 
the WUdcmess, Spotsylvania Court House, North Anna, and Cold 
Harbor, and the engagements at the "Crater" before Petersburg, 
Hatcher's Run, Fort Stedman, and other operations around Peters- 
burg. He was honorably dischaiged from the service on 30 July 
1865| and was mustered out on 2 August 1865. 

Owmg to a dangerous illness lasting a year and a half, which was 
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oontTBcted in camp and broke out immediately after his discharge 
from the Army, he was obliged to give up his intention of returning 
to Harvard and completing his collcf^ course; and after rerovering 
from this illness he went West in 1867 and became a I ooklveeper 
with the film of Gore, VVillson^& Company, wholesale boot and shoe 
dealers, at St. LouiB, Mo. In 1868, when the St. Louis branch of the 
business was given up, he was tiansferred as bookkeeper to the 
Chicago branch of the same house. Later, however, in the same 
year hn snvprod his connection with this firm and returned to Boston. 
On 1 December 1869 he entered the biuvice of the United States 
Government, having been appointed to a clerlitiiiip tin the United 
States Subtreasuiy m Boston. Here he lemamed for nearly half a 
century, as specie clerk and money counter. 

Mr. Sargent married, 25 January 1869, Henrietta Peirce Hall, 
daughter of Edward Fitcli and Mary Ellen (Peirce) Hall. The 
marriage ceremony was performed by Rev. Edward Everett Hale, 
assisted by Kev. John Turner Sargent, the father of the bridegroom. 
After his maiiiage he resided at West Medford, Mass., in a house 
which belonged to his wife's family and which r descended to 
her. This house was his home continuously for forty-five years. 
The death of his wife in 1911 and that of a maiden sister in 1914, 
who made her home with him, left him alone, and he tlKiefore re- 
moved to Lexington, 24 September 1914, to make his home with his 
only surviving son, Edward Hall Sargent. His other child, William 
Stoiy Saigen^ Jr., was already deceased. 

Henry Manley of West lioxbur}'-, Mjiss., n resident riK iiiljer 
since 1913, was born at North Bridgewater (now Brocictonj, Mass., 
31 August 1841, the son of Salmon and Iza Annette (Howard) Majl- 
is, and died at West Roxbury 28 October 1919. He traced his 
descent from William Manley, through Thomas, Daniel, Daniel, 
and Salmon, his father. He was a descendent ahn of Mfiry Chilton 
and Francis Cooke of the Mayjlower. Both his grandfather and his 

geat-grandfather were soldiers in the Kevolutionaiy War, and his 
ther was a soldier in the War of 1812. 

He was educated in the district schools of North Bridgewater, 
in the Bridgewater Academy, and in the State Normal School at 

Bridgewater, graduating from the la.«f-nnmcd institution in 1860. 

He served in the Civil War in CoTii});iny K, Third Massachusetts 
Infantry, in a nmc-moiiths' campaign, 1862-3, holding the position 
of corporal in the company. He was a civil engmeer, enfmd the 
office of the city engineer of Boston as assistant engineer 16 February 
1869, and was connected with the engineering department of the 
city until his retirenu nt on 28 July 1911, having been identified, 
during his lonp period of service, with many public inii)i-( m inents. 

Mr. Manley published sundry professional papeis and reports, 
and wrote the histozy of Co. K that appeared in the histoiy of the 
Third Ma^chusette Infantry published by the Stote of Mannni 
chusetts in 190G. 

He was a member of the Boston Society of Civil Engineers, of 
which he was treasurer for twelve years and at one time president, 
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» member and director of the American Society of CivO EngiQeen, 

a member and president of the Massachusetts Highway Association, 
and a member of the Grand Army of the Republic, the West Roxbury 
Citizens' i\s5?ociation, the Highland Club of West Roxbury the 
Massachusetts Civil Service Association, the Boston City Ciub, 
and the Masonic fraternity. For twelve years he was treasurer • 
of the First Ptoriafa (Unitarian) Society of West Roxbury, and for 
twenty'^ve or thirty years he was a trustee of the parish funds. 

He married, 6 November 1867, Susan Elizabeth Marshall, daugh- ' * 
ter of Perez and Klizabeth (Ti'^f];ilo) Marshall, who survives him, 
together with three sons, Laurence Bradford Alanicy of Piiiladclphia, 
Pa., Howard Tisdale Man]^ of Mexico, and Henry Manley, Jr., 
of New York, all civil engmeera. His oldest diild, a daughter, 
died in infancy. 

Joseph John Skinnek, C. E., Ph. D., of Kenwood, N. Y., a resident 
member since 1917, was born at Putney, Vt., 13 January 1842, the 
eon of John Langdon and Harriet Hayes (Noyes) Skinner, and died 
at Kenwood 12 November 1919. 

Both his parents were original members of the Oneida Conmiu- 
nity, and his early dsLVs were spent in the Community at Oneida, 
N. Y. HLs schooling wa,s obtained in the private school of the 
Community, where he was prepared for tiie SheflSeld Scientific 
School of Yale Uniirersity. P>om Yale he received the degree of 
Ph.B. in 1869, and then continued his studies there, serving also as 
tutor and instructor. In 1S74 he received fh>m Yale the degree of 
C. E. and in 1876 that of Ph. D. 

He remained at Yale as instructor in mathematics, astronomy, 
and French until 1880, when he went to New Britain, Conn., to 
take the position of treasurer and manmr of the American Electri- 
cal Company, then only a year old, whidi diortly thereafter became 
the Thompson Houston Electric Company. In 1883 this company 
moved its factory from New Britain to Lynn, Mass., and Dr. Skinner 
moved to Boston. In the fall of 1884 he resigned liis position with 
the Electric Company in order to carry on some experimental work 
in physics at ConieU University with Professor Anthony. In 1886 
he accepted a position in the Massachusetts Institute of Technology, 
and remainef] lliore instnu'tor and -iftrrwards as assistant pro- 
fessor of mathematics until he rctu-cd from teaching in 1904. The 
later years of his life were spent in travel and study. 

Dr. Skinner aided Gen. Francis A. Walker in the preparation of 
the Statistical Atlas of the Ninth Census of the United States, and 
he waa the author of various articles dealing with astronomy and 
physiwB, most of which were published in scientific magazines. 

He was a member of the American Association for the Advance- 
ment of Science, the Ck>nnecticut Academy of Science, several college 
and umversity duhe, including the Yale Club of New York, and the 
Society of the Sons of the Revolution in the State of New York. . 

Dr. Skinner married, 7 January 1872, Sophronia Ann Bailey, 
who died in 1908. One son, Capt. Theodore H. Skinner of Ken- 
wood, survives him. 
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Rev. Thomas Franklin Waters, A. M., of Ipswich, Mass., a 

repident member pince 1906, was born at Salem, Mass., 12 April 
1851, the son of Thomas Sliales and Mary Abigail (CJook) Waters, and 
di^ at Ipswich 23 November 1919. 

He was educated in the public schools of Satem, at Harvard 
, College, where he received the degree of A. B. in 1872, and at the 
Andover Theological Seminar^', where he was graduated in 1S75. 
He received the honorary degree of A. M. from Harvard in 1909. 
He 8(^rv( d tlm Congregalional Church at Edgartown, Martha's 
Vineyard, ua minister from August 1875 until March 1878, and on 
1 Januaiy 1879 he was installed as pastor of the South Congrega- 
tional Church, Ipswich, resigning this pastorate in 1909. 

Mr. Waters was the founder and president of the Ipswich His- 
torical Society, and was secretary of the South Ms,sex Congrega- 
tional Ministers' Society. During the World War he was active 
as a speaker for the Liberty Loans and served on several war-time 
oommitteeB. For the past ten years he devoted much time to writ- 
ing books on Colonial history, and lectured in vario parts of New 
Englanrl on the early history of the Massachusetts Bay Colony. 
His writings include the following: "Historical Address on the MOt h 
Anniversary of the Organization of the South Chuich, Ipswich," 
31 July 1887; "Historical Sketch of Essex South Association and 
Sakon Association of Congregational Ministers," 1893; "EUstorical 
Sketch of Essex South Conference of Congregational Churches," 
1896; "Sketch of the Life of John Wmthrop, the Younger," lOW; 
"Ipswich in the Mas.sachusetts Bay Colony," 1905; and '^Augustine 
Heard and his Friends," 1916. Several historical monographs by 
Mr. Waters appeared in the PMicaHom of the Ipswich Hutorieal 
Society. He was a member of the Massachusetts Historical Society 
and a fellow of the American Academy of Arts and Sciences. 

Mr. Waters manicrl nt Edgartown, 26 March 1879, Adeline 
Melville Orswell, daughter of George Burbank and Harriet Beetle 
(Marchant) Orswell, who smvives him, together with a dau^iter, 
Miriam Orswell, B.A. (Mount Holyoke College, 1905), wife of 
Roland Elbert Titcomb of Ipswich, and a son, Geoige Frankliii 
Waters, A3, (Harvard, 1908), of Fall River, Mass. 

Mrs. Caroline Sttmner (Case) Freeman of Boston, elected a 
Pilgrim Tercentenary member in 1919, was bom in Boston 28 May 
1856, the daughter James Brown and Laura Lucretia (Williams) 
Case, and died there 26 November 1919. Her marriage to James 
Coldthwaite Freeman took place in Weston in June 1888. Theirs 
was the first wedding in the new stone church of the old First Parish, 
the pavement in the porch, iiuuie of small stonp^- f'()]l('c'ted at the 
seashore by the children of the church, not being limslied until the 
morning of the wedding. 

The three children 3 Mr. and Mrs. Freeman died in early child« 
hood, and Mr. Freeman died in 1912, 

With the exception of occasional journeys Smith, to California, 
and to Europe, all of Mrs. Frci ruan's life was spent in Boston and 
Weston. Of late years mubi ui her time was passed at her home 
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in Weston, where her many friends were welrome, and with them 
she liked to share her pleasure in her garden and in her wonderful 

western view. 

She was deeply interested in the Boston Lying-Iu Hoi^pital and 
gave much tune and tfaoagfat to it. Many persons in all walks of 
Bfe came to her for counsel, and she never faUed them. She was 
unsparing of herself in her efforts to aid others, and no detail was 
ever too trifling for her to give it her attentioUi if by so doing she 
could help another. 

For years she was a great invalid; but one did not think of her 
as such, for she was always eheeiful and full of eourage, and her 
keen sense of humor was unfaOing. Her life was an inspiration to 
all who knew her. 

Mrs. Freeman was always interested in the history of New England 
and m the lives of those who through their self-denial and sacrifice 
had made possible the opportunities and privileges of the present 
generation. She thought that the young people should be taught 
to appreciate their debt to the past and to feel the lesponsibiUty 
<tf canying on the work for the g^erations to come.

Geobob Brown Knapp, M.A., of Newton, Mass., elected a 
veddent member in 1870 and made a life member in 1912, was bom 
at St. Johnsbuiy, Vt., 0 April 1836, the son of Hiram and Sophronia 
(Brown) Knapp, and died at Newton 21 December 1919. He traced 
his ancestry from William^ Knapp of Watertown, Mass., who died 
in lt>58| through John,^ John,' James/ John/ James/ and Hiram/ 
has fatiier. 

His preparation for college was obtained at St. Johnsbuiy Academy 
and at Phillips Andover Academy, and he was graduated at Am- 
herst College in 1850 Entering the countinghouse of Gardner 
Brewer & Company, well-known Boston merchants, he soon lieeauie 
Mr. Brewer's private secretary and after Mr. Brewer a death was 
for many ycaia the confidential manager of his large estate. 

Mr. Knapp was a devoted friend of Phillips Andover Academy 
and its oldest trustee, having been elected to that office in 1899. 
His lasting memorial there is Brothers' Field, tlie fitbletic grounds 
given by him in his own name and in that of his l)rother, Arthtu* 
Mason Knapp. He wa^j ^dao a benefactor of Berea College in Ken- 
tucky and a generous contributor to many local charities. 

He was a member of the Bostonian Society and belonged to the 
Masonic fraternity. He resided in the Auburndale section of Newton. 

He married at Westfield, Mass., 2 September 1862, Ehzniinth 
Dixou Strong, whf) died in 1915, daughter of Alexander Hanson 
Strong of Vicksburg, Miss. 

EiywABD RiTXRS Lbmon of Sudbuty, Mass., a resident member 
since 1913, was born at Andover, Mass., 22 November LS55, the 
son of William and EUzabeth Gage (Holt) Lemon, and died at 
Sudbuiy 31 December 1919. He was a descendant of James Lemon, 
throu^ John of Beverly, Mass., and William, his father. 
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He was educated in the public schools of Andover, Cambridge, 
and Maiden, Mass., and was for many yeaiB oonnected with the 
Sawyer Woolen Mills of Dover, N. II. 

iVlr. Lemou wad au aatiquariaa of note, and for Iwenty-three 
yean was the owner and landloid of the famous Wayside Inn at 
Sudbury, in which he gathered a remarkable collection of old- 
fashioned furniture and courteously " on tnrtained great numbers 
of visitors who were drawn thither by the historie assoeiation.s of 
the place. He was an interesting lecturer on things ancitiiit, and 
took great delight in showing the treasures of liis private art gallery. 

He was an honorary member of the Soete^ oiF the Sons of the 
American Revolution, and a member of the Bostonian Society, the 
Boston City Chib, and the Society for the Preservation of New 
England Antiquities. 

He married, 13 December 1877, Cora Elma Prescott, daughter 
of Israel and Betsey H. (Keay) Prescott, who survives him, together 
with one son, Edwaid F^esoott Lemon.

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REPORT OF THE COUNCIL 

Prepared by Wiltjam Phkscutt Cjiii-hnlaw 

The work and the business of the Society are carried on largely 
under the direction of its executive officers, who are elects by the 
Society and are members of the Ck)uncil, and by various standing and 
qiew eooDmiittoes, wMch are apiK^^ 
duties deBzied by it. 

The Coimcil, in a general way, oversea? the administration of the 
Society's affairs, elects members of the Society, appoints the com- 
mittees and other agents, and authorizes all expenditures of money. 

The work and achievements of the year are quHe fully set forth 
in the annual reports of the executive officers and the otnomittees, 
whieh are submitted in the following pages. Consequently it does 
not seem necessary to repeat in detail here what is presented else- 
where, especially when the present excessive cost of print ing and paper 
is taken into consideration and it is known to tiie writer that the 
CouncQ wishes its report to be brief. 

Intimate knowledge of the subject warrants the statement that 
interest in American genealogy has fully recovered from the de- 
pression caused by the World War, The financial situation of the 
Society has been much improved durmg the year, and tfirrt? has 
been a very gratifying increai^e in membership. Housed in a aiudern, 
fireproof buuding, erected at a verj^ low cost and admirably planned 
lor its purpose, with a substantial Inereaee of endowment funds 
recently secured, the outlook for p:rowth and usefulness of the So- 
ciety in the future is extremely satisfactory. 



The Report of the CoMMiTr££ ON FiNAMCfi, by George Lambert 

Gould, Treasurer: 

The past year has been a very important and successful one 
financially for the Society, as will be evidenced in detail in the re- 
ports of the Treasurer and the Special Conamittee on Endowment and 
Members. 

No legacies have been received during the year, the sum of $4,000 
bequeathed to the Society by the late Albert Crane of St-amford, 
Conn., and mentioned in the report of the Conunittee a year asro 
having not yet been paid. Aside from the receipts from the ad- 
nuflsion fees of Pilgrim Tercentenanr and other members and frem 
eontiibuticnis for memorials, several donations have been received, 
the most notable being a gift of $5,000 from Miss Louisa Williams 
Case of Weston, Mass., in memory of her pister, with wliieh a fund 
designated as the Caroline Sumner freeman Fimd has been es- 
tablished. 

xm) 
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Much inside work in the Society's buHdinK. left undone when the 
building was occupied eight years ago, has been completed, and the 
resulting improvements have made the quarters of the Society more 
presentable and pleasing. 

The mortgage of $45,000 on the Ubraiy tniilding, held by tbe Massa- 
ohii'^otts Hospital Life Insurance Company, still remains unpaid, 
and notice has been received by the Treasurer of a very material 
advance in the rate of interest, which, with increased insurance, cost 
of repairs, and other charges, induding salaries and general expenses, 
adds laigeiy to the annual cost of carrying on the work of the Society. 

These eiq^enses are offset in part by the increased rate of mterest 
received on recent invef=tmpnts, but the Society still holds consider- 
able sums that were invested by former committ^s and bear interest 
ranging from 3^% to 5% only, besides some stocks which have been 
unproductiye for a long time. 

It is hoped that some of the generons friends of the Society will 
come forward and help in the reduction or payment of the mortgage. 

The proceeds of such securities as have matured and the money 
received through the Special Committee on Endowment and Mena- 
bers have been carefully invested in accordance with votes of the 
Council, as will be seen by referring to the report of the Treasurer. 

Mr. Charles William Moseley of Newburypcnt, Mass., who had 
been a member of the Committee on Finance since June 1917, died at 
his home on 24 December. He was always ready to give advice 
about investments; and the Treasurer was glad to receive such assist- 
ance as Mr. Moseley could render. 

llbi tragic death of Miss Ermine Laveau, assistant to the Treasurer, 
on jf? October, cast a gloom over her associates, who held her in hi^ 
regard, and the Cou&<al at its November mee^ng adopted the follow* 
ing resolution:

cicty has lost a valued employee, who was always loyal to the Society, faithful in 
tbe performance of all her duUes, and mindful of the Society's best interests. She 
had endeared herMtf to her associates, who, while they mooni her aad and un- 
timely end, will ever cherish pleasant rerollections of her pentleness and hiph- 
mindedneas. We tender our heartfelt BympaXhy to the members of her family in 
tiwjr gnat aoirow, and enter this naolutioa on our leooida. 

On account of illness Hon. James Phinney Baxter, President of the 
Society and Chairman ex (#eio of the Committee on Finance, has 
been unable for some time past to attend the meetings of the Society, 
Council, or Committee. His absence has been deeply regretted, bttt 
his return to his wonted activities is hopefully awaited.

The Report of the Committee ox PuBLiCATiONfl^ by James Parker 
Parmenter, A.M., LL.B., Chairman: 

The Committee on Publications reports that during the year 1920 
the work of compiimg for publication the Vital Records of Plympton 
and of Nantucket has proceeded slowly, as for the greater part o: the 
year the necessaiy expert clerical assistance has not been available, 
and the great increase in the cost of printing has made it inexpedient 
to hasten the publication of these books. In a few monthSi however, 
they will probabij^ be ready to send to the printer. 

The Massachusetts Legislature of iU20 has renewed the substance 
of the Vital Records Act of 1902, which was repealed in 1918, and 
an appropriation under the renewed act for the purchase of printed 
vital records by the Conmion wealth may be expected in 1921; but, as 
the price per page formerly paid has not been increased, tbe Com- 
mittee deems it advisable to defer the printing of such books until a 
more opportune lime.

The Report of the Committeb ON HERALDRY, by Robert Dickson 
Weston, A.B., Chairman: 

The Committee on Heraldry has nothing especiallj' noteworthy to 
report. Its members have in various ways assisted people seokinn; 
heraldic mi'ormation or advice, and have done considerable work nut 
only in inyeetigating applicationB for the registration of arms but in 
oollecting data in respect to coats for which satisfactory evidence can 
probably be produced when appUcations to register them are pre- 
sentrd. The Committee has been much impressed by the number of 
coats which may eventually be added to ita roll of arms. 



The Report of the Committee on thb hiBRxnYf by Albert Henry 

Lamson, Secretary: 

The Conmiittee on the Tibrar>' has held its regular meetings 
throughout the year, attended to its routine duties, and acted on a 
number of important measures. 

Upon its recommendation the entire building was painted through- 
out during the early part of the year, the boini: finiKhed in time 
for the celebration of the seventy-fifth anniversary of the Society in 
March. Dr. Myles Standish gave expert and valuable services in the 
selection of colors for the various rooms. Also upon the Committee's 
recommendation the portraits, engravings, and other framed cabinet 
articles were thoroughly renovatd, a number of the portraits being 
•r^tored and nppropriately hung on the walls of the various rooms. 
This work was done under the direction of Mr. George Francis Dow 
and was completed before the celebration in March. Suitable bronze 
markers were placed on the various memorial rooms, a portable 
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directory of the biiOding was pla^Ml in the mein entrance ooiridor, 

and the doors of the various offices and rooms were lettered. 

The interior of the building has been very much improved, and 
strangers are enal)lecl to find the varioua departments much more 
leadiiy Llian formerly. 

Thanks are due to Mr. Lawreoee Ftek for the restoratioii of the 
partnit ci WilHam Tyler. 

The Committee has also had constructed a substantial chest of 
drawers in the upper stair hall, near the entrance to the Library, to 
provide locker space for those members whu use the Librar>^ fre- 
quently. This has been under consideration since the building was 
planned In 1911. 

A begimuxig has been made in canying out another lc»ig«clefened 

the equipment of the two Library reading rooms with memo- 
rial tables. An account of this will be found in the report of i he 
librarian. Among the needs of the Library may be nientioued a 
metal stack, equipped for the fireproof vault, where so many valuable 
manuscripts are kept. This vault is sixteen feet wide, forty feet 
long, and twenty -one feet high, and is designed for a three-tier stack. 
The installation of two of the three tiers would facilitate the use of 
these manuscripts. Another pressing need is a larger sum of money 
annually for bmdiog and rebinding; and last, but by no means least, 
a comprehensive guide to the genralogical data in print, mentioned 
in the last report as becoming almost an imperative necessity. 

Mrs. Susan £iisabeth Conahan, who had been employed by the 
Society for many years, died on 12 April ]92f) By her death the 
Society lost a faithful, industrious, and n -t( d employee. 

A former employee in the Library, EiizabeLh ii. Emerson of Milton, 
Mass., wife of Capt. David George Moflbt, U.SA., died during the 
year. She was a graduate of Sinunons Colleg^j and will be remem- 
bered by her associates for her many good qualitaesol heart and mind. 



The Report of the Committee on Collbchon of Rxgobds, by 
Walter Kendall Watkins, Chairman: 

During the year 1920 the chief manuscript collections received by 
the Society were eight books relating to the Bingham family, from 
Gen. Theuiiore A. Bingham, notes relating to Walt<^r Deano and the 
first generation of his descendants and notes relating to Juim Deane 
and seven generations of his descendants, ^ram Mis. Charles H. 
Ramsay, and ten bound manuscripts and one envelope containing 
material relating to the Poole faniily, from Muiray Edward Poole. 



The Report of the Committee on Epitafbb, by Myles Standiah, 
A.M., M.D., S.D., Chairman: 

The Committee ha.s received during the year from the Etldy Town- 
Record i uiid four vsmall volumes containing the epitaphs in the 
cemeteries of Tisbury, Mass. The genealogical information earher 
than 1850 in these volumes was used in compiling the Vital Records 
of Tisbuiy, published by the Society in 1910. 
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While the Society during the past sc s cnty-five years has gathered 
the inscriptions from a large number of graveyards, there remain 
many cemeteries in New England whose records are yet to be copied. 
The Committee will gladly furnish paper and directions to anyone 
who wislies to assist in this work. Before starting to copy, please 
eommunicate with the Committee and learn whether the work has 
been done for the gr a vey a rd which it is proposed to copy. In Maasa* 
chusetts it is not important to take any epitaphs of persons who have 
died since 1849, as tlte vital statistics of the State are all recorded in 
duphcate since that time, one copy of the record of each town ior a 
given year being in the possession of the town clerk and the other in 
ihe office of the eeoretaiy of the Cosmionwealth. It is particularly 
desiiable that all reoorde earlier than 1850 in Massachuaetts be copied 
as soon as poBBible, as in many caasB the only death records extant 
are found upon the tombstones.

At the dose of this, the second year of service of the Spedal Oom- 
Buttee on Endowment and Members, the Committee reports that

spaces for bU ineinonal panels have been engaged, and G:ifts ranging 
from S5000 to $10 have been received through the gracious interest 
of members and friends'. 

Such an inpouring of mon^ during two consecutive jrears is un- 
precedented in the history of the Society, and demonstrates the 
wisdom of em[>lo\dng the mefin?" which accomplished these results.

REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN

Tbb total accessiooB for the year 1920 number 1295 yolumes, 994 

pamphlets, and 98 miscellaneous articles. Of these, 437 volumes and 

118 pamphlets were pnrfh^ised; 662 volumes, 860 pamphlets', and 98 
miscellaneous articles were [^iven; 93 volumes and 16 pamphlt ( s were 
received in exchange; and 103 volumes were received on deposit. 
Two hundred and seventy-eight genealogies were acquired during the 
year. The accessions for the year are above the average in nmnber 
and have been exceeded only three times in the last twenty years. 

The repstration of visitor?^ in 1920 shows an increase of Fp\'f>nteen 
per cent over 1919, fifty-two per cent over 1918, and two per cent over 
1917. As far as genealogical research goes, interest in the objects of 
the Society is practicaUy back to nonnal. In the matter of publica- 
tion, however, the contmued excessive cost ci printing and paper is 
practically prohibiting the publication of many genealogical books, 
the compilation f>f which has been completed in recent years. 

Much has been done during the year to make the Library and the 
stair hall leading to it more attractive. The interior of the whole 
building has been repainted, and the portraits have been renovated* 
A locker-cabinet for the use of members has been installed, a liand* 
some memorial table has been placed in the public reading room, and 
the walls of the main stair hall have been panelled, providing places 
for sixty family memorial tablets. The new table is a pft from Mrs. 
Samuel Carr of Boston, m memory of her father, liev. Increase Niles 
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Tarbox, D.D., an officer of this Society from 1881 to 1888. It was 
designed by Messrs. Brainerd, Leeds & Kellogg, architects of the 
building, is ci mahogany, and was made by Meesis. Lrving & Casson. 
It is hoped that aiinilar gifts will replace in the near future all of the 
old tables, desks, catalogue cabinets, show cases, and chaks in the 
two reading rooms. Thp romplete equipment of these rooms with 
mahogany funiituic, (lesir^ncd for the purpose of family memorials, is 
in keeping witii the objects of the Society and wiil add much to the 
genersJ appearance of the Library. 

.Hie changes in the decoration of the walls of the stair hall are due 
largely to Mrs. Florence (Conant) Howes, Secretary of the Special 
Committee on Endo^nment and Members TT(»r desire to make the 
entrance to the building more attrartive and lier opportunity to ac- 
complish this through the work of ihat Committee have resulted in the 
achievement of a notable decorative scheme of family memorials, 
which are now being placed in the sixty panels of the stair hall. 

Seventy-five j-cars ago, on 15 Januarys 1846, the Librarj" of this 
Society began its existence in a room about seventeen by twenty-two 
feet, leased from the City of Boston, in a building that bad recently 
been erected in Court Square. Eight days later the equipuient of 
this little reading room was completed by the purchase, at auction, 
of a hbrary table, accommodating four readers, which is still in service 
in the buildintr. This table was made by the Rev. Jolm Pierpont, 
A.M., poet and preacher, and because of its assoc iations and its long 
use is one of the treasured possessions of the institution. Thirty 
years ago the Library was at No. 18 Somerset Street, and had a 
seating capacity for eight readers. To-<iay, in its new quarters, it 
acconmiodat^ forty-eight readers and has a total capacity for sixty- 
eight. The writer has had unusual opportunity to observe its growth 
and use during the last thirty years, and has studied the records of its 
development through the preceding forty-five ye<krs. The remarkable 
growth of the library' and the constant inevoaas in its usefulness in 
the past seventy-five years indicate that it will steadily develop 
in size and usefulness through yms to come. It needs only to be held 
closely to its chartered scope and to be administered along the lines 
estabiisheci by long exp^enoe, for the mamtenanoe of its high rank 
in its special held.

The following {jagcs contain obituary notices of members who 
died during tlic year 1920, with the iiddiiioii of fift<»en who died in 
preceding years. The notices are arranged in the order in which 
the deaths occurred. 

1902 

George Btgelow Chase, A.M., of Dedham, Mass., elected a resi- 
dent member in 18bU and made a hfe member in 1670, was bom in 
Boston 1 October 1835, the second son of Theodore and Clarissa 
Andrews (Bigelow) Chase, and died 2 June 19(K2. He was sbcth in 
descent from Aquila' Chase of Newbur>% Mas.s. Rev. Stephen* 
Chase, a great-grandson of Aqnila^ Chase, was the first of the family 
to enter Harvard College, where he was graduated in 1728. In 
1731 he was ordained in what is now Lynnfield, and from 1750 
until his death in 1778 he was settled over the pansh at Newcastle. 
His son, Stephen^ Chase, was graduated at Harvard in 1764, became 
a merchant, and removed from Newca.stle to Portsmouth in 1778. 
He was one of the founders of the Portsmouth Athenaeum, and died 
in 1805. Theodore^ Chase, born in 1780, son of the second Stephen 
and father of the subject of this memoir, was fitted for Harvard at 
Exeter Academy, 1796-1800, but was prevented by his father's 
health from entcrinc: college. He became a large shipowner at 
Portsmouth, and in 1831 removed to Boston, where he died in 1859. 

George Bigelow Chase attended for a year a school in Hoxbui^^, 
kept by a Mr. Weisse, then entered the Chauncy Hall School, and 
from there went to the Boston Latin School, where he was a pupil 
from 1848 through 1851. He was then tutored by Joseph Hodges 
Choate, afterwards tlic distinguished lawyer and diplomat, entered 
Harvard as a Sophomore, and was graduated with the Class of 
1856, receiving later the degree of A.M. in course from his cdma 
mater. Among his classmates at Harvard were Charles Francis 
Adams, James Bradstreet Greenough, George Dexter Robinson, 
later Governor of Massachusetts, and Stephen Salisbuiy, all now 
deceased. 

After graduation he entered liis father's ofhce in Boston, where 
he made himself familiar with all the details of the shipping businesB. 
Upon the death of his father in 1859 the responsibility of the estate 
and the care of his mother devolved upon him, though he was not 

(xzxviii)] 
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twenty-four years old. With the outbreak of the Civil War the out- 
look for shipownere became alanning^ and Mr. Chase adopted the 

policy of selling lus ships as favorable opportunities presented them- 
selves, but it was not until 1869 that the last of the shipe disappeamd 

from his books. 

In 1861-62, recognizing the opportunities for the building up of 
fortunes in the field of railroad development, he inereased his hold- 
ings in the securities of the Philadelphia, Wilmington & Baltimore 

Railroad. In 1867 hp was chosen a diror-tor in tho Rutland Rail- 
road, and soon afterwards was appointed its transfer agent. In 
January 1871 he was selected to prepare a hnancial statement for 
the stockholders of this company, and a few months later, after the 
president had gone to Europe and Mr. Chase had been chosen presi- 
dent pro tempore, he was dismayed at discovering the existence of 
a large amount of paper outstanding against the company, which 
had been concealed from him, and which hroutrlit the excess of the 
eompan3r's liabilities over its assets up to nearly a million dollars. 
He met the respcmsibility by personally endorsing almost all notes 
that matured during the tii^tnnoney period of November and De- 
cember 1871, and hi< guidance resulted in the re.storation of the 
value of all the scH'urities of the company except the common stock. 
He also joined Mc. Robert Treat Raine in a substantial subscription 
to bloen of securities of the Burlington and Missouri Railroad in 
Nebraska, a transaction which proved "very lucrative for them both. 

Although chiefly occupied with the cares of his railroad invest- 
ments, he found time to follow, to a certain extent, the devclopniont 
of cotton manufacturing in Massachusetts. As early as 1802 he 
was elected a director in the Merrimack Manufacturing Company, 
a position that he heTd for thirty-two years, being president of the 
company from 1888 to 1892. Under his management the antiquated 
machinerj'^ of the mills was replaced with the most approved modem 
equipment, and the efficiency of the company was brought to a 
high state. 

He was treasurer of the Somerset Club fnm 1861 to 1863 and of 

the Union Club from 1868 to 1870. In 1871 he was appointed by 

Harvard College to the committee on the treasurer's accounts, and 
was reappointed evcr\' year until 1894. He served repeatedly on 
the committee to examine the accounts of the treasurer of the Mas^a- 
diusetts Historical Society, of which he became a member in 1876. 

Mr. Chsfie was an enthusiastic student of American history, 
having a minute knowledge of the subject, especiallj' of the Colonial 
period, and he made many valuable contributions to the pubUcations 
of the Massachusetts Historical Society. 

His interest in genealogical pursuits was manifested as earl7 as 
1861, he prepared a paper on the English antecedents of the Chase 
family which appeared in the Heraldic Journal for October 1868, 
and later, in conjunction with Mr. H. 0. Somerby, he prepared 
an historical and genealogical account of the Lowndes family, for- 
merly one of the leading families of the South, which was published 
in the Nkw Englaiid Htoobioal and Gbnxalogigal Rbgibtbb 
ior April 1876. Later be wrote for the Proeeedinga cf the Manor 
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ehiuetU Hiiloneal Socuty a memoir of his onde, Chief Justioe 

Bigelow. 

Mr. Chase was also a judicious reader outside the fields of his- 
tory and biography. The best works of fiction and the most not- 
• able bookb of travel and exploration claimed his interest. In 1877 
his knowledge of books was leMMmiied fay Ills appointment to the 
Board of Tnjsfeees of the Boston Pablic ubnry, on which he aerved 
for eight years. 

The condition of Mr. Chase's health made it difficult for him to 
endure the heat of an American summer, and he spent the hot months 
of every year from 1870 to 1881 in the British Isles and in Switzer- 
land. FVom 1892 to the smnmer of 1896 he spent all his tame in 
Ehirope, residing in winter at San Remo and in summer among the 
Italian Alps. His acquaintance with English people and with 
EngUsh politics developed in him "a true appreciation of the mother 
country, a struug aHection for her, and, above all, a deep and abid- 
ing eonviction of the inestimable imponrtanee to drvilintion of the 
mutual sympathy and understanding of the two branches of the 
Anglo-Saxon race." 

Mr. Chase's parents were Unitarians, but the radical departure 
of this denomination from its early standards drove imu away from 
it to the Episcopal Church, of which he eventually became amember. 
At the time of his death he was junior warden of St. Paul's Church, 
Dedham, where he made his home in his later years. 

He marripr] in New York, 10 January 1860, Anne Lowndes, 
daughter of Maj. Rawlins and Gertrude Laura (Livin^ton) Lowndes 
of South Carolina, by whom he had issue.

Royal Elisha Robt^tns, of Boston, elected a resident member 
in 1870 and made a hfe niember in 1871, was bom at Kensington, 
a parish of Berhii, Conn., 10 March 1&24, the son of Rev. Royal 
Bobbins, B. A. (Yale, 1806), minister of the Congregational Church 
at Kensington, and died at Pride's Crosdng, Beverly, Ma8B.| 22 
. July 1902. 

He attended a private school until he was twelve years old, when 
he entered Worthington Academy, where he remained three years. 
He then seemred a situation as clerk in a Hartford store, uk the 
autumn of 1841 he leoeiTed an invitation from his uncle, Chaun<^ 
Robbins, an American merchant in Birmingham, England, to visit 
him, and sailed for Liverpool in November of that year on the 
packet ship Patrick Henry. The firm of Robbius & Martin, of which 
his uncle was the senior partner, was en^^aged in the purchase of 
goods of English manufacture for the American market, and handled 
a considerable quantity of watches. The yoimg man was offered a 
position by his uncle, which he accepted, and finally the full charge 
of the watch business was placed in his hands. For five years he 
continued with this house, and upon its dissolution in 1846 he re- 
turned to the United States and started in business for himself, 
on Cedar Street, New York City, as an importer of English watches. 
After two years he took as a partner his brother, Henry A. Bobbins, 
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and the busineBB wtfB moyed to larger quarten on John Street, the 
firm being known as Robbins & Brother. A year or two later IHuiiel 
F. Appleton became a partner in the business, and the firm name 
was chanp^ed to Robbins Biolherss & Company. Durmi? tlie fall 
of 1856 Mr. Robbins's health was ver>' much impaired, and on 
1 January 1857 he retired from active partidpation in the buaineflB, 
retaining, however, his interest in the finn (the name of which was 
chnniipri to Robbins & Appleton) and ^*miiing as senior partner 
in it up to the time of his death. 

The few years of experience in the watdi trade described above 
served as a preparation for Mr. Robbins's life work. In 1853 he had 
been the prime mover in organizing the Boston Watch Company, 
which b^an the manufacture of timepieces in Roxbury and later 
moved to Waltham, Mass. Thither Mr. Robbing went in May 
1857, in the interest of Tracy k Baker of Philadelphia, manufactur- 
ers of watchcases, who were creditors of the Boston Watch Com- 
pany. The busineflB of the latter company, imder the oversight 
of Mr. Robbins, gradually increased in volume, and during the Civil 
War assimied very great dimensions, for the soldiers of the Union 
Army were in need of cheap and accurate timepieces. At times the 
company paid dividends amounting to one hundred per cent. This 
was the beginmng of tiie fsmoiis Waltham Watch Company, which 
a few years after the War was reorganized with a cijntal of five 
million dollars. Mr. Kn]^}n'n9 controlled these compam*^ and 
served as their treasurer for forty-four years. He was, in truth, 
one of the fathers of American watchmaking. 

The people of Waltham appreciated Mr. Robbins's part in pro- 
moting the prosperity of their city, a park and a school in Waltham 
were named in liis honor, and his portrait hanp^s in the city hall, 
having been presented to the city by the company and paid for by 
contributions of the stockholders and employe of the company 
in twenty-five-oent and fifty-cent pieces. 

Mr. Robbins married in Boston, 1 October 1861, Mary EUsa- 
beth Horton, who died 3 March 1896. Six children survived him: 
Royal, Mary L., Gertrude (Mrs. John Caswell), Reginald C, Mar- 
jorie (Mrs. A. U. Milbank), and Phyllis.

Charles Thornbike. A.M., LL.B., of Boston, a life member since 
1902, was born in Boston 24 June 1834, the fourth son of Augustus 
and Henrietta fStuart) Thomdike, and died there 8 April 1910. 

He received his early education in Boston, Newport, R. I., and 
Paris, France, and was graduated at Hansard College in the Class 
of 1854, recei\'ing from Harvard the deigree of A.M. in course and 
the degree of LL.B. in 1857. 

He associated himself for the practice of his profession with the 
late Edward IngersoU Browne of the Class of 1855 at Harvard, 
the firm name being Browne St Thomdike.

1912. He was a desoendant of Jonas^ Humphreys, an early settlor 
in Dorchester, throuj^h James,* Hopestill,' Jonas,* Heniy,' James,* 
and Henry,' his fntfu r, all of whcmi lived on the same estate on 
Humphreys btrect, Dorehestpr 

He was educated in the public schools, and then engaged in busi- 
ness. He became a trustee, and was treasurer of many religious, 
charitable, and benevolent institutions and societies. He had been 
president of the Dorohesfer Relief Society and of the Dorrhester 
Branch of Associated Charities, was connected with the Boston Board 
of Overseers of the Boor, and had been on the Boston School Board 
for a number of years. . He had also been president of the Dorchester 
Historical Society and of the Norfolk Conference of Unitarian 
Churches. 

He married, 5 March lSfi3, Sarah Elizabeth Beals, daughter of 
Thomas and Mary (Pope) Beals, who survived him, together with 
one son, Clarence Blake Humphreys. 

Fkedebic Augustus Holden', of Hyatts\dlle, Md., a correspond- 
ing member since 1S61, was bom at Providence, R. I., 4 July 1830, 
and died at Hyat tsville 31 October 1912. He belonf^cd to the seventh 
generation of Holdens in America, in a line of six successive Randall 
Holdens, beginning with the Randall Holden who settled at War- 
wick, R. I., before 1643. 

A few years before the Civil War Mr. Holden went to Ceredo, 
in what is now West Virginia, but at the outbreak of hostilities 
between the North and South he went to Washington, D. C, where 
he held a Government office. In 1883 he removed to Hyattsville, 
where he resided from that time until his death. 

Mr. Holden was an accountant and a genealogist. Among his 
works are gen^ogies of the Capron, Holden, and Lockwood 
families. 

Hd was a Mason, a Knight Templar, au Episcopalian, and a 
Repubhcan.

Edward Cranch Pebkins, A.M., of Milton, Mass., a life member 
since 1904, was bom at Ctnciiiiiatiy Ohio, 25 Febmao' 1^^^> the son 
of James Handasyd and Sarah H. (ElUott) Perkins, ai 1 died at 
Milton 7 December 1914. He was a descendant of John Eliot, 
the Apostle to the Indians, and of George Wyllys, who was ( lovernor 
of the Colony of Connecticut in 1642. His father, a member of a 
prominent Boston family, removed to Cincinnati in 1832, before 
ids marriage, and there practised law and engaged in literary pursuits. 

He w as prepared for college at Phillips Exeter Academy and en- 
tered Harvard College as a Sophomore m 1863. He was pjadiiated 
witli the Chiss of 1866. and later received the degree of A.M. in 
course from his alma maltr. 

After leaving college he was associated for some time with the 
firm of Ladd A Amory, cotton brokers, of Galveston, Tex., and passed 
his winters there and his summers in the studv of law in the office 
of the late John M. Forbes, in Boston. On liis admission to the bar 
he entered the office of the late George S. Hale, and remained with 
him until his interest in certain mining enterprises took him to 
Colorado, where he also practised law at Poncho Springs M a mem- 
ber of the firm of Perkins it Van' Kleek. 

Returning to Boston, he was made counsel for the Chicago, Bur- 
lington 6l Quincy Railroad, of which his brother, Charles E. Perkins, 
was president.

William Austin Macy, M.D., of Kings Park, Tx)ng Island, N. Y., 
a life member since 1903, wai5 bom at Harrison, N. Y., 4 July 1862, 
the son of Josiah Henry and Jane (Carpenter) Macy, and died at 
Kings Park 21 May 1918. On the paternal side he was descended 
from George* Stanton, who was of Spanish Town, Jamaica, B. W. I., 
in 1697 and probably had come from Lincolnshire, England, through 
Henry^ of New York City, George^ of New York City, Henrj'^ of 
Brooklyn, N. Y., Richard^ of Brooklyn, N. Y., and Stamford, Conn., 
Jonathan Hasbronck* ^ Brooklyn, N. Y., who mairied Lydia Hussey 
Macy, daughter of Josiah and Lydia (Hussey) Macy of Nantucket, 
Mass., and Josiah Henr\-7 ^'is father, who took the surname of Macy, 
Two at least of his iStanton ancestors took wives from the Dutch 
famihes of New York. On the maternal side he was a descendant . 
ftf the Colonial family of Carpenter, members, of vhieh settled in 
Jamaica as wdl as in continental America. 
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William Austin Macy was educated at private 8dioob» including 
Park Institute, formerly at Rye, N. Y. There he was prepared for 
college, and entered the School of Mines, Columbia College. After 
one year in this school he was transferred to the medical deoartment 
of the sune institution, the College of Physicians and B iu geone, 
where he received the degree of M,D. in 1885. Later he took the 
full hospital course at the Workhouse and Almshouse Hospitals at 
Blaekweli's Island, from which he received a diploma. 

He served for a time in the Colored Home and Hospital in New 
York City, and then accepted a position as assistant physician at 
the New York City Asyhnn for the insane at Hart's Island, New 
York Harbor. He was appointed later to a similar position at a 
similar institution for women at Blaekweli's Island, and after a year 
there he was transferred to Ward's Island, to be acting assistant 
superintendent at the New York City ^Vsylum for men. In 1889 
or early in 1890 he was made acting superintendent at thu samjs 
institution. On 1 June 1890 he was promoted to the regular posi- 
tion of medical superintendent, which he held until 1895, when these 
asylums were transferred to the State of New York and the institu- 
tion became known as the Manhattan State Hospital for Men, at 
Ward's Island. Dr. Maey retained Mb positi«m under a general 
superintendent until 1 January- 1S97, when he was appointed medi- 
cal superintendent of the Willard State Hospital, a position which 
he held until 1 June 1904, when he wtis transferred as superintendent 
to the Kings Park State Hospital, Kings Park, N. Y., and was 
acting in that capacity at the time- of his death. 

Dr. Macy was the author of a niunber of medical artides, and 
was deeply interested in historical and genealogical subjects. He 
devoted much of his time to collecting and compiling notes, particu- 
larly regarding his own ancestral lines and those of his wife.

Charles Henry Hart, LL.B., of New York City, a corresponding 
member suice 1866/ was bom in Philadelpbia, Pa., 4 Fefaruaiy 1847, 

and died 29 July 1918. 

He received his bachelor's degree in law at the University of Penn- 
sylvania in 1869, having been admitted to the Pennsylvania bar 18 
November 18G8, and he practised law until 17 February 1894, when 
be was disabled 1^ a railroad accident. Upon his recovery he devoted 
himself to literary pursuits, and won reoognition as an expert in art 
and historical portraiture. 

In 1882 he was made director of the Penn^lvania Academy of 




children, Marion Marjorie, 
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Tine Arts, a position which he held for twenty years, until he re- 
signed it in 1902. In 1893 he was chairman of the Coimnittee on 
Retrospective American Art at the Chica.go Exposition. His pub-

a correspondinp member since 1886, was bom at Cazenovla, N. Y., 
19 March 1847, t he son of Ezra Greenleaf and Deborah (Wood) Weld, 
and died at Norwich, oo. Norfolk, Endand, 11 September 1918. 
Wb fint American ancestor was Rev. Thomas Weld, who was edu- 
cated at Trinity College, Cambridge, England, taking at Cam! ridge 
the d^ees of B.A. in 1613 and M.A. in 1618, was vicar of TerUng, 
CO. Ereex, was deposed by Bishop (later Archbishop) Laud for non- 
conformity, came to America in 1632, and was minister of the First 
Church in Roxbury, Mass. In 1641 he was sent back to England 
on a commission from the Colony of the Massachusetts Bay, became 
minister at the Church of St. Mary, Gateshead, co. Durham, and died 
in England! Foon after the Restoration. From thip first American 
ancestor an unbroken line of iiiini&l^rs followed in Ainenca for seven 
generations, down to and including the subject of this memoir, who 
was also a grandnephew of Rev. Jonathan Edwaids. 

He was educated at Antioch College, Ohio, and at Harvard, 
and was graduatr-d at the Harvard Di%nnity School in 1872. 
If! the same year he was called to the prist orate of the First Inde- 
pendent Church of Baltimore, now known as the First Unitarian 
Chuchr, where be was ordained and installed 2 January 1873. He 
remained there until 1S98, when he resigned his charge and was made 
minister emeritus. The degree of LiL.D. was conferred upon him 
by Berea College, Ky., in 1897. 

He spent a year in travel, studied international law for a year at 
the University of Oxford, and waa made a fellow of the Royal Geo- 
graphical Sooety m 1901. He had intended .to give a course of 
lectures on international law, but a bad nervous breakdown, followed 
by continued ill health, prevented him from taking up any definite 
work.

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Rev. Arthur Marctt ( lark, A.B., of Dubuque, Iowa, a life mem- 
ber since 1885, was born at Framinghain, Mass., 3 August 1853, 
the son of James Wilson and Catherine Monroe (March) Clark of 
gVamingham, and died at Dubuque 8 Deoembor 1918. He was a 
descendant of Hugh^ Clark of Watertown and Roxburv', Mass., 



He was educated at St. Paul's School, Concord, N. H., and at 
Trinity College, Hartford, Conn., and in 1881 was graduated at the 
Episcopal Theological School in Cambridge, Mass. In November 
1882 he becamo ;i Roman Catholic, afterwards studied for the priest- 
hood at the Conv* III of the Paulist Fathers in New York City, and 
was ordained a priest of the Roman Cathohc Church. 

When he was confirmed in the Roman Catholic Church in Octo- 
ber 1883, he added the name of Pius to the Christian names given 
by his parents, but as early as 1891 be seems to have omitted this 
additional name in his signature. 



Maj. Gen. Aba Bird Gardiner, A.M., LL.B., LL.D., L.H.D., 
Lieutenant Colonel, U. S. A., lletiied, of New York City, a corre- 
sponding member since 1884, was bom in New York City 30 Septem- 
b(V 1839, the son of Asa and Rebekah WiUard (Bentley) Gardiner, 
and died at Suffern, N. Y., 28 May 1919. 

He was educated in the public schools of New York Cit3% and 
received the degree of A.B. from the College of the City of New York 
in 1859, the degree of A.M. from the same institution in 1862, and tiie 
honorary degree of A.M. from Dartmouth College in 1864 and from 
Columbia University in 1869. The degree of LL.B. was conferred 
on him by New Yoii University in 1860, the degree of LL.D. was re- 
ceived from the mme institution in 1 876, and the degree of L.H.D. 
was bestowed by Hobart College in 1S96. 

He was admitted to the New York bar in November 1860, and was 
practising his profesaon in New York when the Civil War broke out 
and he entered the service. He was appoints <] first 11 li l ant in the 
Thirty-first Xew^ York Volunteer Infantry 27 May 1861, captain in 
the Twenty-second New York Volunteers 31 May 1862, and first 
lieutenant in the United States Veteran Reserve Corps 11 February 
1865, where he was later regimental ad j utant. He was breveted cap- 
tain, United States Volunteers, 13 March 1865, for gallant and meri- 
torious services during the War, and was honorably mustered out of 
the Volunteer service 13 August 1866. During the War he had 
served in the Sixth Corps, Army of the Potomac, and in the Eiglith 
and Twenty-third Army Corps, and had taken part in the hght 
at Union Mills, near Faufax Oourt House, Va., m the Battles of 
Blackburn's Ford and Bull Hun. in the skiimish at "^^chester, Va., 
30 August 1862, and in the Gettysburg campaign, in which he was 
wounded on 1 July 18()3. On 23 September 1872 he was awarded 
the Congressional Medal of Honor "for conspicuous bravery and 
distingui^ied conduct during the Gettysburg Campaign, partieularly 
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in the art ion at Sporting Hill, Pa., June 20, 1863| and in the defeose 
of Carlisle, Pa., July 1-2, 1S63." 

He entered the Regular Army of the United States in 1866, being 
appointed Beoood fieiitenant, Ninth United States Infantry, 20 
July 1866. He was imunoted to be first lieutenant 14 Februaiy 1868, 
and was transferred to the First Artillery 3 April 1869. He served 
later as judge advocate, was promoted to the rank of major, 18 
August 1873, waa profes^jor of law, United States Military Academy, 
1874-1878, acting assistant secretary of war, 18S7-88, and was re- 
tired from the service, for disability, 8 December 1888, with the rank 
<rf major in the Judge Advocate General's Departniont. On 23 
April 1 904 he was given the rank of lieutenant coiouel, United States 
Army, retired. 

He was elected district atioraey of New York County iu Novem- 
ber 1897» and held that office untU 1900. He was colonel comman- 
dant of the Vetersn Corps of Artillery of the State of New York, 
and in 1917 was breveted major frriioral of the Military Forces of the 
State of New York, under a concurrent resolution of tiie Lej!;islature 
of New York, "for gallant conduct in the Gettysburg campaign and 
for gallant and meritorious services during the war." 

He was a deputy to the General Ckmvention of the Protestant Epm> 
copal Church in 1892 and 1910, a deputy to the Protestant Episcopal 
Convention of the Diocese of Lonp Island since 1885, a member of 
the Standing Committee on Archives of the General Convention of 
the Protestant Episcopal Church since 1892, a member (since 1899) 
of the New Y'ork Gmodogical and Biographical Society, a member of 
the Rhode Island, Connecticut, New York, Maryland, Virginia, 
Georpa, Chicago, and other historical societies, a trustee of the 
American College of MusiciaiLS, an incorporator and member of the 
United States Military Service In^ititution, president of the Military 
Society of the War of 1812 since 1909, secietary general of the So- 
ciety of the Cincinnati since 1884, president of the Rhode Island 
State Society of the Cincinnati since 1S99, a member of the Mihtary 
Order of the Loyal Legion and of the James Monroe Post, Grand 
Army of the Repubhc, and one of the founders (1875) and incor- 
porators of the society of Sons of the Bevohition. He was also 
sachem of the Tammany Society of New York. 

He was the author of "The Writ of Habeas Corpus as Affecting 
the Army and X;ivy/' 1874, "Practice rind Proceedintr^ of (V)iirts- 
Martial," 1878, "The Rhode Island Continental Lme oi the Kevo- 
lution," 1885; and "The Order of the Cincinnati in France," 1905.

Raleigh Wabneb Holden, A.B., of Honeoye Falls, N. Y., a resi- 
dent member since 1912, was bom at Honeoye Falls 7 July 1878, the 
son of Alexander Martin and Eleanor Lovina (Warner) Holden, and 
died there 21 October 1919. He was descended from Ricliard^ Holden 
of Watertown, Mass., through Stephen,^ Wilham,' Richard,* 
Timothy,^ Timothy Hmnpbrey,^ and Alexander Martin," his father. 
He was also a descendant of two Mayflower ancestors, Elder William 
Brewster and John Howland. 

He received his preparation for college at the Genesee Wesleyan 
Seminary, where he wns a member of the Class of 1895, and was 
graduated at Syracuse L'ui varsity in 1901. 

Soon after leaving college he removed to Rochester, where for 
several years he was connected with the Bodiester Composite Brick 
Company as aeeretaiy and trsasuier. Early in 1915 be returned to 
Honeoyo Falls, and became cashier of the bank there. 

Mr. [lolden was a great admirer of Theodore Roosevelt, joined 
the l^rogressive movement, and while a resident of Rochester was a 
candidate for assessor on the Progressive ticket. 

He served as a member of the local committee in the second 
Liberty Loan drive, and spent several months in the devastated 
regions of France with the YouDg Men's Christian Association work- 
ers as regional accountant. 

He was active in the Methodist Episcopal Church and in Masonie 
circles. He was also a member of the Chamber of Commerce, the 
Masonic and University Clubs of Rochester, and various archaeologi- 
cal, historical, and genealogical societies. He was much interested 
in ppTioalog:ical research, and had nearly ready for publication the 
Holdeu family genealogy when he entered upon his work in France. 

He married first, 12 March 1902, Mabel Yeomans, Ph3. (Syra- 
cuse University, 1000), who died in 1915, daughter of Elon Leslie 
and Ella Fidelia (Beckwith) Yeomans; and secondly, in Febmaiy 
1917, Eleanor Howard, who survives him. together with two sons by 
his first wife, Richard Yeomans Holden and Theron Timothy Holden. 

Charles Edwin Tuck i n, of Boston, a resident member since 

1892, was born in Boston 6 Mny 19.47, the son of William and Mary 
(Boothby) Tucker, and died in Baltimore, Md., 24 November 1919. 
He was a descendant of Robert^ Tucker of Wejniiouth, Mass., 
through James,' James,' Joseph,^ Joseph,^ Joseph,' and William,^ 
his f a&er.

He nt tended the Dwiirht Sohod in Boston and spent one year 
at the Boston lAtin School. 

in 1859-70 he was treasurer of the Globe Theatre, Boston. From 
9 October 1872 be was connected with the office of the City GoUeetor 
of Boston, and in 1895 was receivmg; teller of taxes in this office. 

He married, 1 June 1878, Annie I^lizabeth Snow Johnson, 
of Thomas Boyd and Hannah (Hanson) Johnson. 

HowASD WiNFiELD Baker, C. E., of Coronado, Cal., elected a 
Pilgrim Tereentenary member in 1919, was bom in Chicago, Dl., 

19 March 1866, the son of William T., and Annie (Dunster) Baker, 

and died at Coronado 30 Deceniher 1910 His father was a pioneer 
grain dealer of Chicago, who Frrv-cd several terms as president of the 
Chicago Board of Trade and waa president of the World's Columbian 
EzpoatioD ; and be was descended on his mother's side from Henry 
Dunster, the first president of Harvard College, who came from Eng- 
land to Boston in 1640. 

He was educated at the Mosely and Harvard Schools in Chicago 
and at Cornell University, wherp he was graduated as a civil engineer 
in the Class of 1886. 

He went into the brokerage business at Seattle, Wash., handling 
the Armour Packing Companj^'s meat products for Puget Sound 
and British Columbia, and for eight years operated a dock and storage 
warehouse and acted as siiip and steamer agent. After the Seattle v 
fire he moved to Chicago, entered the employ of Butler Brothers, 
wholesale merchants, and became their assistant manager. In 1907 
he went to Minneapolis, Minn., as head of a new branch of the firm 
there He ako had charge of laying out and building other dis- 
tributmg houses m Jersey City, N. J., and in Chicago. He was 
especially successful in developing systems of management in uilice 
and wardioQse and in shipping. 

Much of Mr. Baker's time was given to legal matters 'in conneo 
tion with the settlcmrnt of the estate of his father. He was a mem- 
l^r of many clubs and civic organizations and was a generous con- 
tributor of time and means to pubUc service and to philantiiropy. 

On account of ill health he retired from active busmess in 1913 and 
moved to Coronado, where he built his home and spent the remain- 
ing years of his life. In the World War he gave his services as fuel 
controller at San Dicjio, Cal. 

He married first Josephine Geiger; and secondly, in 1903, after her 
death, Mrs. Josephine McCloskey Nevins. She also died before Mr. 
Baker, leaving two children b^^ a former mairiage. 

His nearest surviving relauves are two brothers and two sisters, 
Charles H. Baker, Henry Dunster Baker, Bertha Baker, wife of Van 
Wagenen Alhng, and Annie M. Baker. His sister, Mrs. Bertlia 
(Baker; Ailing, of Lake Forest, 111., succeeds him m Pilgrim Ter- 
centenary memberriiip in the New Eng^d Historic Genealogical 
Society. 

He left a bequest to the Art Institute of Cliicago, in memory <rf 
his father, and other bequ^ts to the University of Minnesota and 
to various charities in Minneapolis and San Diego.

Mbb. Louisa Jane (Adams) Beal, of Boston and Nahant, Mass., 
a lifo raember since 1916, was bom in Boston 13 March 1836, the 
daughter of Dr. Zabdiel Boyiston and Sarah May (Holland) Adama, 
and died there Q January 1920. She was descended from Henry* 
Adams of Braintreey Man., through Joseph,* Joseph,' Ebenezer,^ 
Ebenezer,* Zabdiel,* and D^. Zabdiel Boyiston J her father. Qb 
her father's side she was a descendant also of John Alden. 

She was a meTriber of the Society of Colonial Dames. She com- 
piled a book of h^'HUis that was published in 1909, with a new and 
rmsed edition in 1910, entitled "Hymns for Christiaii Wonhip.*' 
This book is in use in tiie Nahant church, on the musie committeB 
of which Mr?. Beal served for twenty-five years. 

She was married, 18 June 1862, to James Henry Beal, who was 
bom in Boston 20 February 1S23 and died 24 June 1904. Two sons, 
Boyiston Adams Beal, A.B. (Harvard, 1886), LL.B. (ib., 1892), of 
Boston and Nahant, a life member of the New England Historic 
Genealogical Society, and William ¥U\dB Beal, A.B. (Hairard^ 
1893), of New York, survive her. 

Rev. Ruftjs Babcock Tobey, l^LA., of Middleborough, Mass., 
a resident memher since 1897, was horn at New Bedford, Mass., 
6 May 1849, the son of Charles Richmond and Maria Patey (Rob- 
bins) Tobey, and died at Middleborou^ 6 January 1920. He was 

fifth in descent, on his mother's aide, from Jeduthan Robbins* 
tiirough Rufus, Lemuel, Lemuel, and Maria Patey, his mother. 

He xeoeived his preparation for college at PhiUips Andover Acad- 
emy, was graduated at Amherst College in 1877, and later received 
there the degree of M.A. He was graduated in 1880 at the Andover 
Theological Seminary, and became pastor of the Congregational 
Church in Harwich, Mass. }h:om. there he went to Helena, Mont., 
as a missionaiy, and established the First Congregational Chmrch 
in that city. He returned to Harwich, and later accepted a call 
to the Berkeley Temple, Boston, where his work brought him into 
close connection with "Rev. Edward Everett Uaic, D.D. Dr. Hale 
was one of Mr. Tobey's most faithful friends, and was a loyal sup- 

e)rter of his activities in the founding of the Boston Floating 
ospital, which he establtthed while he was associate pastor of the 
Berkeley Temple. Mr. Tobey was aJso one of the founders of the 
Ingleside Home for young girls at Revere. He was also interested 
in the Mount Pleasant Home for Aged Men and Women. 

Mr. Tobey married, 12 May 1892, Genevieve R. Giffurd, daughter 
of Henty O. and Avis J. Gifford, who survives him, together with a 
daughter. Avis Caroline Tobey. 

Brig. Gen, Charles Lawrence P$iiRSON, S.B., A.M., U.S.V., 
of Boston, a resident member since 1915, was bom at Salem, Mass., 
15 Januaiy 1834, the son of Abel Lawrence Peirson, A.B. (Harvard, 
1812), A.M. (t&.), M.D. (ib., 1816), and his wife, Haiiiet (Lawrence), 
and died in Boston 23 Januaiy 1920. His patmal grandfather was 
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Samuel Peirsoii of Biddeford, Me. On the maternal aide he waa 
daaoended from John and Phoebe (Paine) Ftege, who were among 

the early sot tiers of Wat erf own, Map?. 

He w as prepared for coUe^^e in private and public schools at Salem, 
and wa^ graduated at the Lawrence Scientific School in 1853, receiv- 
ing the degree of 8.B. He ehoee the pniemknk of » dyil engineer, 
and followed this profession in Ponna^ivaniay MaasaefaoBetta* and, 

for three yean^, in Minnf^ta. 

In 1861 he entered the Army as firs?t lieutenant and adjutant of 
the Twentieth Massachuaetts Volunteer Infantry. He was taken 
prmmer after the Battle of Ball's Bluff and was confined in Libby 
Friacm. He served on the atafilB of General Dana and General Sedg- 
wick. On 30 August 1862 he was made lieutenant colonel of the 
Thirty-ninth Mapsaehusetts Volunteer Infantry, and became eolonel 
of the same regiment 13 July 1864. Owing to disability resulting 
from wounds received in action he was mustered out of the service 
11 Jan. 1866. On 13 Maioh 1865 he waa breveted oolond, Unhed 
States Volunteera, "for gaUant and meritorious conduct in the battlea 
of the Wilderness and Spottsj^lvania, Virginia," and on the same day 
he was breveted brigadier general, United States Volunteers, "for 
gallant and meritorious conduct" in the battles on the Weldon 
Raihroaid, in Virginia. 

After the Civil War he became an iron merchant, bdng a member 
of the firm of Stevenson A Peirson of Boston and later of the firm 
of C. L. Peirson & Company. He retired from business in 1905. 

General Peirson was a Unitarian in religion and a Republican in 
pontics. He was a member of the Massachusetts Historical Society, 
the Loyal Legion, the Somerset and Stw Botolph Clubs of Boston, 
the Country Club of Brookline, Mass., and the Bojyal Soeiety of 
Arts of London, England. In 1898 Harvaid UniveraLty oonfened 
on him the lionorary degree of A.M. 

He married, 1^ January 1873, Emily Russell, daughter of George • 
Robert and Sarah Parkman (Shaw) RuaseO. £Qie ia not living, and 
there were no ofaildran of thia union. 

Maj. Herbert Wiluam Yemans, M.D., Medical Corps, U. S. A., 
of San Francisco, Cal., a resident member since 1916, was born at 
Wyandotte, Mich., 9 April 1857, the son of Charles Chester and Mary 
Herbert (Chamberlin) Yemans, and (tied at Fort Rosecrans, Cal., 
29 Januarj^ 1920. He traced his descent from Edward* and Mary 
(Button) Yeomans of Haverhill, Mass., and Stonington, Conn., 
who were married at Haverhill 6 December 1652, through John^ and 
Miilicent Yeomans of Stonington and Tolland, Conn., Elijah^ and 
Abigail (Cooke) Yeomans of Tolland, Elijah* (a Revolntionary sol- 
dier) and Amy (Delano) Yemans of ToUand, Conn., and Norwich, 
Vt., Elijah^ and Thena (Carpenter) Yeman'? of Norwich, William* 
and Nancy (Lockwood) Yemans of Masse na Springs, N. Y., and 
Charles Chester' and Mary Herbert (Ciiamberlin) Yemans, his 
parents, of BUchigBn. Amy Delano, wife of Ehjah* Yemans, waa a 
descendant of Richard Warren ol the Mayflmver. 

His father, Charles Chester' Yemans, M J)., was bom at Massena 
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Springs, N. Y., 24 May 1834, went to Detroit, Mich., about 1850, and 

died thnrp in 1901. He served in the Civil War, being appointed 
26 July 1802 as second lieutenant. Oompnny D, Twpnty-foiirth Michi- 
gan Infantry, and resigning fruiu lliu Hervict' 1 Si^)l< rtil)cr 1863. He 
marri^, in 1856, Mary Herbert Chamberlin, who was born at i iat 
Bock, Mich., 14 September 1836 and died in 1889, daughter of William 
and Elizabeth (Herbert) Chamberlin, granddaughter of Eboeh 
Chamberlin, and great-granddaughter of TJeut. Col. William Cham- 
berlin of New Jersey, who served in tlio devolution. 

Major Yemans was educated in the public schools and by private 
tutors, attended a booMBB college, studied medicine at the Detroit 
MedioEd College, 1875-1878, receiving the degne of M.D. from that 
institution in 1878, confimird his medical studies in 1878-79 at the 
University of Sfrassburg in Alsace (then belonging to the (ierman 
£mpire but now happily restored to France), and pracused medi- 
erne at Detroit and Oxford, Mich., 1880-1882. 

He was assistant and passed assistant surgeon in the United Statea 
Marine Hospital Service (now the PubUc Health Service), 1882-1887, 
city physician and poHce surgeon Rt Rfin Francisco, 1891-1893, police 
surgeon at ^Manila. P. I., 19Ui-iU<jo, suigeon, United States Anny 
(with the i&nk of hrst lieutenant, United States Medical Heserve 
Ckups), 1903-1917, and major. Medical Corps, United States Army, 
from 1917 until his death. 

He was the author of articles on medical topics, and was a member 
of many societies, among which may be mentioned the National 
Society of Americans of Royai Deficient, the California Society of 
Mayflower Descendants, the Society of Colonial Wars, the Sodetjr 
of Sons of the American Revolution, the California Genealogical So- 
ciety, the Military Order of the Loyal Legion, the Association of 
Mihtar^' Surgeons, the Armj^ and Na\^' Club, the National Geographic 
Society, the American Association for the Advancement of Science, 
the Esperanto Association of North America (of which he was presi- 
dent), and yarious San Franeisoo dubs. 

He presided at the International Esperanto Congress at Washing- 
ton, D. C in 1910, and opened the International Esperanto Congress 
at Antwerp, Belgium, in 1911. 

He married at San Francisco, 22 December 1885, Bina Frances 
Staples, bom 1 January 1860, cued 16 December 1913, daughter of 
David Jackson and Mary Pratt (Window) Staples of San FEnndsoo. 
There were no children of this union. 

Rev. Henby Fitch Jenks, A.M., of Canton, Mass., elected a 
resident member in 1866 and made a life member in 1880, waa 

bom in Boston 17 October 1842, the son of John Henry and Mary 

Rnnd (Fitch) Jenks, and died at Waverley, Mass., 31 January 
1920. His paternal grandfather, Rev. William Jenks, A.M., D.D., 
LL.D., a well-knowTi geholar, was elected an honorarj-^ member of 
the New England Historic Genealogical Society 4 June 1845, and 
died 13 November 1866 *

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He w&s prepared for college at the Boston Latin School, and was 
graduated at Harvard Collpf^o in 1S63, receiving later the degree of 
A.M. in course. He was graduated at Harvard Divinity School 
in 1866. 

He was cNrdained to the ministr;)^ and iiMifained as pastor over the 
Fiist Congregational Parish (Umtarian) of Fitolibuig, Mass., 10 
April and held tliis charge until 1870. In the summer of 1872 

he travelled extensively in Europe, and afterwards supphed the pul- 
pit of the Unitarian Church at Ciiai le,ston, S. C. (1873-1875;, aud 
Jield in saooenon pastonies or supphed pulpita at Revere, Mass., 
At LamTence, Mass., and at Canton, wbne lie began his work on 
1 July 1885. After serving for many years as pastor of the First 
Congregationnl Parish (Unitarian) of Canton he was, when ill 
health compeiied him to retire from active work in the ministry, 
made pastor emeritus there. He made other trips abroad, and 
twvaDed also on the North American Continent. 

He wrote much for magazines and reviews, compiled a catalogue 
of the Boston Public Latin School with historical sketch, 1886, 
aided in editing the "Records of the Church in Brattle Square, 
Botiton,'' publi^slied in 1902, and edited various genealogical records 
and papera. As a member (tf the Publication Committee of tbe 
MfMWftchusette Htstorical SociiBty he took part in the work of pre- 
paring for the press several vdumes of the CoHuHom of this welt* 

known society. 

He was appointed several times as delegate to the National Con- 
ference of XJmtarian Chinches, and in 1880 was a ddegato to the State 

convention of the RepubUcan party at Worcester, Mass. In addi- 
tion to his membership in the New England Historic Genealogical 
Society and the Massachusetts Historical Society, he belonged to the 
American Historical Association, the j'Vmerican Antiquarian Society, 
the Essex Institute, the American Oriental Society, the Prince So- 
ciety, the Society of the Sons of the American Revolution, the 
Society of Colonial Wars, and other organizations, including the St. 
Botolph Club, the Univeisity Club, and the Twentieth Century 
Club of BostxDn. 

He married in Boston, 1 March 1881, Lavinia Haihawuy Angier, 
daughter of Oakes Angier of Bdfast, Me., who surviyes him, together 
with three sons, Henry ^Vngier, Charles Fitcli, A.B. (Bowdoiii, 1906), 
end Frederic Angier, A.B. (Harvaid, 1907), 1913). 

EjLM£H Ernest Southard, A.M., M.D., S.D., of Cambridge, 
Mass., a life merab^ since 1911, was bom in Boston 28 July 1876. 
the son of Martin and Olive Wentworth (Knowles) Southard, and 
died in New York City 8 February 1920. He traced his descent 
from Constant' Southworth of the Plymouth Colonj^ through 
Edward,^ Benjamin,' Thomas,^ C<ui8taat/ John' South(w)ard, and 
Martin^ Southard, liis father. 

He was prepared for colkee at the Boston Latin School, and 
teoeived the degree of A.B. from Harvard University in 1897 and 
the degree of M.D. from the same institution in 1901. The Uni- 
versity also conferred on him in 1902 the degree of A.M. He pur- 
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sticd further studies in the Penckenbcrg Institute, Frankfort on 
the Mam, Germany, and at the ( niversity of Heidelberg m 1902 
and at the University of Liverpool in 1907. In 1917 the George 
Washington University (Washington, D. C.) gave him the honorary 
degree of S.D. 

Dr. Southard was an interne, 1901, assistant in pathology, 1902-3, 

and assistant ^^ siting pathologist, 1904-5, in the Boston City Hos- 
pital. In 1904-5 iie was instructor in Qearopathology, in 190<>-1909 
he was assistant professor of the same, and in 1909 he became 
Buflard profesBor of the same subjeet in the Hamid Medical SchooL 
He was also aaaistant professor of psychology at Harvard. la 
190G 1909 he was assistfint physicirtn and pathologist in the Dan- 
vers State Hospital, from 1909 on he was pathologist for the Massa- 
chusetts State Board of Insanity, and from 1910 on he was director 
of Uie Boston Psychopathic Hospital. He was a member of the 
Board of Associated Charities of Boston, a director of the Eugenics 
Record Office, Cold Spring Harbor, Long Island, N. Y., and a 
member and science director of the laboratory of the Bedford Hills 
(N. Y.) Reformatory. He was a writer of note on meiin al subjects, 
a contributor to medical periodical Uterature, assistant editor of 
the /oumol Nervous and MmUd Diseate, of Epilepsia^ and of 
other medical periodicals, editor of many medical and scientific 
eontributionp for the Mri'^saehnsetts State Board of Insanity and the 
Boston Psychopathic Hospital, and secretary of the Conmuttee on 
Insanity of the Eugenics Section of the American Breeders' Aaso- 

He was a member of numerous medical societies sod asBOCiBtionB 

and a fellow of the American Academy of Arts Uld Sdmuses. He 
belonged also to the St. Botolph Club of Boston. 

Dr. Southard married, 27 June 1906, Mabel Fletcher Austin, 
B.S. (University of Minnesota, 1893), M.D. (Johns Hopkins Uni* 
yereily, 1900), bom at St. Paul, Mum., 6 November 1871, daughter 
of Hon. Horace (who was Governor of Minnesota, 1870-1874) and 
Mary Angelina (Morrell) Austin. Mrs. Southard survives her hus-' 
band, together with three chiidreQi Horace Austin, Ordway, and 
Anne. 

Susan Augusta Smith, of Kingston, Ma^., a resident member 
since 1902, was bom at Pembroke, Mass., 19 October 1843, the 
daughter of Nathaniel and Susan Stetson (Briggs) rimith, and 
died at Kineiiton 13 February 1920. She traced her descent from 
Rev. John^ Smith of Bunstable in the Plymouth Colony, through 
Joseph,* Rev. Thomas,' Nathantel,^ and Nathaniel,^ her father. 
She was descended also from a large number of noted New England 
ancestors, among whom were Jolm AJdea and Richard Wairen of 
the Mayflo^ner, 

She was educated at Partridge Academy, Duxbury, Mass., and by 
private tutors, and followed special courses in Boston and Worcester, 



She was the author of "A Memorial of Rev. Thomas Smith 
(Second Minister of Pembroke, Mass.) and his Descendants,'' Plym> 
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onth, 1886, a&d of ''Aneettora cl Mam Beldiar Bass/' Bostoiit 
1896. 

WalIiACE Lincoln Pierce, of Boston, a Pilgrim Tercentenary 
member since 1919, was bom in Boston 15 March 1853, the son 
ol Samuel StiUman and EUlen Maria Theresa (Walhs) Pierce, and died 
in Boston 5 March 1920. He traced his deeoent from Robert Pieioe» 
an early settler of Dorchester, Mass. 

He was educated in the Boston public schools, and then entered 
bus!ne!<s in 1871 under his father, of the firm of S. S. Pierce & Com- 
pany, importers and dealers in groceries. In 1874 he was admitted 
to partoenliip in the finn, and in 1894, when the buaineM was 
inooipQiniled as S. S. Pierae Company, Wallace Lincoln Pierce 
became prasidflnt of the oorpomtion, and held this ofiioe until his 
death. 

Mr. Pierce in the course of his long business career was president 
, ct the Walworth Manufacturing Company, 1894-1918, and then 

chairman of its Board of Directors, director of the Seocmd National 
Bank uf Boston, the Boston Safe Deposit & Trust Company, the New 
England Mutual Life Insurance Company, the Home Savings 
Bank, the American Surety Company, and the Equitable Life 
Assurance Society of the United States, and a trustee of the Boston 
Lying-in Hospital, the Boston Children's Hospital, the Robert 
B. Brigham Hospital, and the Massachusetts Society for the Pre- 
Tention of Cruelty to Animals. He had l>een vice president and a 
member of the executive committee of the New Encrlnnd riifufell 
AsBociation, a trustee of the Hepubhcan Institution in the Town of 
Boston, and a direetor of the Proprietors of Mount Auburn Ceme- 
tery. 

He belonged to the Union, Algonquin, Exchange, St. Botolph, and 
Merchants Clubs and to the Maf^onie fraternity. He was a gener- 
ous giver to the work of the various philanthropic and charitable 
onganisataons of which he was an officer and to numerous other good . 
cau s es which appealed to him for material aid. He was an Episco- 
palian. Besides his Boston residenee he had a summer home in 
Milton. Mass. 

Mr. Pierce iiiarried first, 7 Jime 1876, Stella Louise Walworth, who 
died 2 April 1914, daughter of Caleb Clark and Mary (Easter- 
man) Walworth; and secondly, 1 May 1916, Mrs. Maiy Agatha 
(Day) Greeley, daughter of John William Day of Milton, who sur- 
vives him, together with his five children, Walworth Pierce, A.B. 
(Harvard, 1S99), vice president of S. S, Pierce Company, Vassar 
Pierce, A.B. (Harvard, 1907), of Brookline, Mass., Parkman Dexter 
Pierce, Barbara, now the wife of John Duncan Pearmain^ A3. 
(Harvard, 1913), of Frammgham, Mass., and Virginia, who married 
Nelson Curtis, Jr., A.B. (Harvard, 1914), of Brookline. 

Brig. Gen. Stephen Pesky Jocelyn, U. S. A., Retired, of Bur- 
lington, Vt., a resident member since 1909, wasbomatBrownington, 
Vt., 1 Biarch 1843, the son of William and Abigail Nims (Wilder) 
Jocelyn, and died at Burlington 8 Mwrch 1920. He was a descendant 
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of Hiomafi^ Jocelyn, who came to New Ekigland in the abip Ineream 

in 1635, resided for a time in Hingham, and then removed to Lan- 
caster, Mass.* The line of descent from Thomas* is through Na- 
thaniel* Capt. Peter,* Knsign Peter/ Nathaniel/ Joseph/ WiUiam/ 
and Wiiimm,'^ his father. 

He WW educated In academieB at BFfywnlngtQii, MonisviOei and 
Barton, Vt. 

When twenty yeai^ of ficre he enlisted, of Barton, 22 Aiinnist 
1863, as a private in the Union .\rmy, being enrolled in Company A, 
Sixth liegiment Vermont Volunteer Infantiy, and was discharged 
tt Jv^ 1864. On I August 1864 ha beeame fint lieutenant in the 
One Hundred and Fifteenth United States Volunteer Infantry, and 
was mustered out of the Volunteer service 10 February 1866.

He was educated at Williams College, receiving the degree of 
B.A. with the Class of 18M and later the degree OF M.A. During 
the early part of his business career he was a merchant. In 1880 
he joined the PhiLidelphia banking house of Brown Brothers & 
Company, nnd in January 1894 he was made a partner. A year 1f\tor 
he was transferred to the New York branch of the house, of which 
his brother-in-law, John Crosby Brown, was then senior member. 

hbt. Delano always gave active support to Williams College, 
served on the Board of Trustees for some twenty years, and aided 
in carryinpr out all po!if;ies tending to promote the growth of the 
College, fl'j was deeplv interested in the work of Dr. Wilfred T. 
Grenfell ajnong the iniiabitants of Lal>rador, and, as treasurer of 
liie Grenfell Anodation of America, he helped in securing funds for 
this humanitarian cause. 

Mr. Delano was a trustee of the New York A^^oriation for Tm- 
proving the Condition of the Poor, the Presbyterian Hospitnl, the 
New York Orthopedic Dispeusuy and Hospital, the New York City 
Ifisnon, and the New York Institution for the Deaf and Dumb. 
He was also president of the Musical Arts Society and treasurer of 
the American tWaldensian Society. The only financial connections 
which he retained at the time of his death, outside of his interests 
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in his own firm, were the vice presidency of the Seamen's Bank for 
Savings and the oflfice of trustee of the New York Life Insurance

At one time be had a laij^ 
interest in the Danvers Bleachery, and he was also a director in 
the Androscoggin Mills, the Bates Manufacturing Company, the 
Naumkeag Steam Cotton Company, the Warwick Mills, and the 
Library Bureau. He served also on the directorate of the Free Hos- 
pital for Women and St. Luke's Home for Convalescents, being a 
member of the execatiTe committee of the laatp-named institution.

Samxtsl Tate Moboan, of Richmond, Va., a Pilgrim Tercentenary 
member since 1919, was bom in Wake County, N. C, 15 May 
1857, the son of Samuel Davidson and Talithia Adaline (Tate) 

Morgan, and dierl at "Richmond 16 April 1920. 

He attended Bingiiani's Military Schopl and Homer's Mihtary 
School, in North Carolina, but left school at the a^ of seventedi 
to help hie widowed mother on the Morgan phmtation. 

In 1879 he moved to Durham, N. C, where he engaged in the grain 
and provision business and in the handling of fertiUzers. In 1881 
he organized the Durham Fertilizer Company, which grew into the 
Virginia-Carolina Chemical Company, the largest company of its 
kind in the world, with a paid-4ip capital of $46,000,000. In 1894 
Mr. Morgan moved to Richmond, where he became one of Hhe most 
successful and philanthropic citizrns. Besides beinp: president of 
the great Chemical Company, he was a director of the Texas & 
Pacific Railway Company, the Merchants' Fire Assurance Cor- 
poration of New York, and the Simms Petroleum Company, and

In 1886 Mr. Schoaler wrote: 

"My grandfather on the paternal side was Jam^ Schouler, from whom 
I am named. He cbodb from Sootland to this country about 1817» and estab- 
lished cloth and »Ilk print works at Staten Island and afterwards at Arlinf^ 
ton. He had a wife; and of their four sons and two daughters some, like 
my father, were bom in Scotland and the others in Una country. These 
<Mdren all niairied and had children. This was the beginning of the famflj 
in this ooontry." 

Mr. Schouler's father, William Schouler, was bom at Kilbarchan, 

near Oljisgow, Srotland, 31 December 1814, and died 24 October 
1872. He was adjutant general of Massachusetts at the time of 
the Civil War. 

Mr. Schouler was the eldest of five ehildreii, and reoayed his early 

education at a private school at Lowell, Mass., later at the Quincj

^hnt, as my father wished me to hdp him at the State House with his 
correspondence." 

Ho was, however, admitted to the Suffolk bar m .January 1862, 
and opened an office in Boston with another young lawyer, George 
E. Pond. The call for troops in the summer of 1862 urged them both 
into the eervioe. Mr. Pond went out as an officer in the Forty^th 
Massachusetts Volunteers; Mr. Schouler soon followed as a second 
iieutcBiant in the Forty-third Massachusetts VohmteerSy and was 
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detailed to the Ignited States Sigrift^ Corps. He had cn1i=?ted among 
the nine months' men, and on leaving Lhe vservice he resumed the 
practice of the law by himself in the autumn of 1863. A great deal 
of business in war claiiiis came to him tmmetSatdy, and bMides tUi 
he had considerable to do in the courts. In 1867 be WM admitted 
to practice in the Supreme Court of the United States. 

**My tastes," he wrote, "inclined me to active prof^omd life and pabtic 
speaking. But a deafness which began in 1863 presently became so oppres- 
sive that I was forced to change somewhat my professional plans. It is, 
perhaps, for this xeascm, mora than any other, that I ha-vo held no pdiUo 
station, and, although hasy, haTB been a qtdet man in my prolBorimi and 
eourse of life. 

"My diversion to law and historical literature is explained sufficiently. 
In writing law books I have, so to speak, been giving myself a professkmal 

education and makinr; uj, fnr the derir-innnirs in my earlier studies occasioned 
by uar and the stirring events among whieli my youth wii^- passed. I never 
had the advantages of study in a law school; but for the last three years 
have found a pleasant dimersion in instructing there the rising youth. I 
am now [1S86] a lecturer on law topics in Tl D'^ton Univenity Law School 
and the National University Law Scliool at Washington." 

He was professor of law at Boston University from 1894 to 1902, 
nonresident professor of law at the National University, Washington, 
D. C, from 1888 to 1908, and from 1891 to 1908 he was a lecturer 
at the Johns Hopkins University. 

While in collie Mr. Schouler was an editor of the Harvard Maga^ 
rine, fin(^ from 1870 to 1873 he edited the TJniUd States Jurist at 
Washington. He did editorial work also on various law books, 
contributed articles to legal periodicals and to such magazines as 
the N<frih Ameriean Review, and was the author of a number of 
notable legal t< I l ooks, including "The Law of Domestic Relations," 
1 vol., 1870 /' I til Law of Personal Property," 2 vols., 1872, 1876, 
"The Law of Baihiients," 1 vol., 1880, ''The Law of Hasband and 
Wife." 1 vol., 1882, "The Law of Executors and Administrators," 
1 vol., 1883, and 'The Law of WiBb," 1900. He was also a dia- 
tinguiflhed and eminent writer of history, his chief work of this 
nature being his "History of the United States," which extends, 
in seven \'r)limips, from 1783 to 1877, the first volume appearing in 
1880. Among his other historical writings were a "Life of Thomas 
Jefiferson," "Historical Briefs," "Alexander Hamilton," "Eighty 
Years of Union," "Americans of 1776," and "Ideals of the KepuUic. 

Professor Schouler received the honorary degree of LL.D. from 
the National University, Washington. D. C., in 1891 and from the 
Johns Hopkins University in 1902. He was a member of the Massa- 
chusetts Historical Society, the American Antiquarian Society, the 
Virginia Historical Society, the American Historical Association 
(of which he was president in 1897), and other learned societies. 
For many yean? past hi? summer home had been at Intervale, N. H. 

He married in Boston, 14 December 1870, Emily Fuller Corhran 
of Boston, who died 2 November 1904, daughter of Asa F. Cochran, 
a merchant doing busuiess in New Orleans, and through her mother 
descended from a Fuller family of Milton and Dorchester, lidDaas. 
Mr. and Mns. Schouler had no children. 
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Mrs. Tane Norton (Wigglbsworth) Grew, of Boston, a life 
member since 1916, was born in Boston 11 November 1836, the 
daughter of Edward and Henrietta May (Goddard) Wigglesworth, 
and died there 17 April 1920. 

She was educated in Professor Toncy's pnvate flehool for girls 
in Boston. She was by inheritance and tnuning a Unitarian, and 
was always greatly intera«ited in the work of this denomination, being 
a member of tiie Federal Street Church, which later was moved 
to Arlington Street. 

She was interested abo .in many charities, induding adbools for 
both blacks and whites in the South. She was a director of the 
Elizfihfth Pori!»o<h' Hoiipp Association for twrnty-four years, from 
its beginmngs until her death. She was a member of the Massa- 
chusetts Society of Colonial Dames. 

She was manied, 20 October 1863, to Henry Sturgis Grew, who 
was bom in Boston 23 June 1834 and died there 7 February 1910» 
son of Henry and Elizabeth Perkins (Sturgis) Grew and a resident 
member of the New England Historic Genealogical Society from 1004 
until his death. After their marriage Mr. and Mrs. Grew went to 
hre in Shanghai, China, where Mr. Grew was a partner in the firm 
ol Russell & Company and where they remained untO 1867, when 
tiiey returned to Boston. Of the six children who were bom to them 
four are living: Edward Wiggleaworth Orew, A.R. (Harvard, 1S89), 
of Bo-; ton, Jane Norton, wife of John Pierpont Morgan, A.B. (Har- 
vard, 1889;, LL.D. (inmty College, Hartford, Conn., 1918), of 
New York City, Elisabeth Sturgis, wife of Boylston Adams BeaJ, 
A.B. (Harvard, 1886), LL.B. (ib., 1892), of Boston and Nahant, 
and Henrietta Marian, wife of ?ti jilirn Van Rensselaer Crosby, A.B. 
(H;irvard, 1891), of Boston, iheir oldest child, Henry Sturgis 
Grew, was bom and died in China, and another son also, Robert 
Sturgis Grew, died young.

Ttiomas? Weston, M.A., of Newton, Mass., a resident member 
since 18t!»4, was born at Middleborough, Mass., 14 June 1834, the son 
of Thomas and Thalia (Eddy) Weston, and died at Newton 17 April 
1920. He was descended in the seventh generation from i«Vimiinrf 
Weston ol Duxbury in the Plymouth Colony, who came from London 
to Boston in the EUzahelh & Ann m 1635. 

He was prepared for college at P( irre Academy in Middleborough, 
but his health prevented him from pui suing a college course, although 
he afterwards received from Amherst Cdlege the honorary degree 
of M.A. He was a student at the Harvard Law School, 1858^1860, 
and was admitted to the bar in 1859. He l)egan his professional 
career at Fall River, Mass., where he had a large practire, which ex- 
tended through the southwestern part of the State and mto Rhode 
Island. He was counsel for the Old Colony Railroad for several 
vears and for some of the large corporations in Fall River. In 1865 
he removed to Boston, where he continued the practice of his pro- 
fession until recent yearf. 

Mr. Weston was a member of the EUot Church in Newton, and was 
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a zealous worker in church find religious mattcars, exercising a strong 
influence for good in the community, particularly among young 
men. He was a lavet and collector of books and was interested in 
antiquarian research. In September 1885 he lesd before the Neir 
England Historic Genealogical Society a paper on "Peter Oliver, the 
last Chief Justice of the Superior Court of Judicature of the Province 
of Massachusetts Bay," which was rep>oatpd before the Bostonian 
Society in November 188a and was published in the IIegibtiuH, 
Tol 40. pages 241-252 and 349^359. He oontriboted to the RaourxB 
in 1SS7 (vol. 41, pages 285-296) an article entitled "The Descend- 
ants of Edmund Weston of Duxbur>', Mass., for Five Generations," 
which was reprinted in ^pur ue fnrm; and he also published a 
"History of the Town of Middieboro, 1906, and wrote many short 
Brticlee for newspapers and magasmes. 

He married, IG October 1867, Ellen S. Childs, daughter of Otis 
Childs of Springfield, Mass., who, with two children, Grace Weston 
and Thomas Weston^ Jr., A3. (Harvard, 1895), LLuB, 1899), 
survives him. 

JtJLEBN Tappan Datibb, A.M., LLuB., of Great Rnrer, Long Utlandt 

N. Y., a Pilgrim Tercent^ary member since 1919, was bom in New 
York City 25 September 1845, the son of Judge Henry Ebenezcr and 
Rebecca Waldo (Tappan) Davies, and died at the Massachusetts 
General Hospital in B(«ton (> May 1920. 

He reoeived his early education at the Mount Washington Col- 
legiate Institute, New York City, the Walnut Hill School, Geneva^ 
N. Y., and the Charlif r Institute, New York, lie served for a 
while as a private* m ti e 1 \\ cnty-second New York Volunteers in the 
Civil War, and took pari m the Gettysburg campaign. He entered 
Columbia College, where he received wic degree of A. B. in 1866, the 
degree of LL.B. in 1868, and that of A.M. ui 1869. He read law also 
in the office of Alexander W. Bradford, and was admitted to the bar 
in 18G7. On the death of Mr. Bradford he succeeded, under his will, 
to a part of the practice in his office, and later he was apsooiatod with 
his father. He became the senior member of the law Urm of 
DavieS, Auerbach A Cornell, and was counsel for the New York Ele- 
vated Railway, and for the Manhattan Railway Company from 1884 
to 1914. He was a trustee of the Mutual Life Insuranre Company 
from 1S82 on, a trustee of the Title Guarantee & TruM t ompany, 
and a director of the Bond and Mortgage Guarantee Company. In 
1886 he compiled the statutes and deeisicms of New Yatk relating 
to t :ixation. From 1884 to 1893 he was receiver for the firm of Grant 
d Ward. 

lie was also a director of tlie New York Throat, Ear and Lung 
Hospital, and a member of the Board of Miasions of the Domestic 
and Foreign Missionary Society of the Protestant Episcopal Church. 
He was also a member of the St. Nicholas Society, the New York His- 
torical Society and other learned societies, and the Grand Army of 
the Republic. He belonp;ed to the T^nion League, MetropoUtan, 
University, and many other clubs, and ins office was at 34 Nassau 
Street, New York City. 
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He married, 22 April 1800, Alice liartiii, dau^ter of Heniy H. 

Martin, banker, of Albany, N. Y.

Hon. Lwt Pabsonb Mobton, LL.D., of Rhmebeek, K. T., a 
life member since 1871, was born at Shoreham, Vt., 16 May 1824, 

the son of Rev. Daniel Oliver and Lucretia (Parsons) Morton, and 
died at Khinebeck 10 Mny 19^. He was a descendant of George 
Morton, who came to Plymouth in New England in the Ann in 
1623. 

He attended the puUic schools and was graduated at Shoreham 
Academy. At the age of fourteen years he obtained employment 
in a general merchandise store at Enfield, Mass.. where he remained 
imtil 1.S4U, taught school at Boscawen, N. H., 1S40-41, and became 
proprietor of a store at Hanover, N. H., in 1845. In 1850 he went to 
Boston and became a wJcaman for the dry goods firm of Beebe, 
Moigan Company, later beuog admitted to partnership, hi 1854 
he went to Xpw York to manage the company's business in that 
city, 'lilt r(\ tlircc yt'urs later, the finn of Morton, Grinnell & Com- 
pany waa organized, whose trade was chiefly with the Southern 
States. Soon aSUat the oatlneak of the Civil War the house was 
forced to suFpend business and to settle with its creditors for fifty 
cents on a dollar, but a few years later Mr. Jklorton paid tO ewy 
creditor the other fifty per cent of his original claim. 

In the course of his career as a banker, from 1863 on, he established 
the banking houses of L. P. Morton & Company (afterwards Mor- 
ton, Bhss & Company) of New York, and Morton, Rose A Company 
in London. It was by the house of Morton, Rose & Company, the 
fiscal aj2;ents of the United States Government from 1873 to 1884, 
and largely throiip;h the efforts of Mr. Morton, that a five per cent 
loan was fioated in Europe, wiiich enabled the United States to re- 
sume specie pajmients after the CivO War. He also founded the 
Morton Trust Company of New York, of which he was at one time 
prf siclcnt, and he served on the governing boards of other trust 
companies and several ii)-iir;iM( c companies. 

Mr. Morton was nominated for Congress in New York in 1876 
on the Republican ticket, but was not dected. Two yeais later he 
was again nominated, in {be Sixth New York District, as a candidate 
for the Forty-sixth Congress (1879-1881), and was elected. In the 
Republican national convontion of 1880, after General Garfield had 
been nominated for the Presidency, Mr. Morton was urged by mem- 
bers of the Ohio delegation to accept the second place on the ticket, 
but he declined, and Chester Alan Arthur became the nommee of 
the convention and eventually President of the United States. 
Mr. Morton had been appointed by Pr^ident Hayc'^ honorary com- 
mi.ssioncr to the Paris Exposition of 1878, and Pie.sident Garfield 
appointed iiiiii minister to France in 1881. He held this post until 
1885, a worthy representative, both in diplomacy and in sodal 
aSairSy of the United States, and it fell to him to receive, in the 
name of the American pmplp, Bartholdi's statue of Liberty Enlight- 
ening the World, hi 1887 Mr. Morton was an unsuccessful candi- 
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date for the Republican nomination for I nited States Senritor from 
New York, and in 1888 he accepted the nomination for Vice Presi- 
dent on the ticket with Mr. Harnson, for the teim 1889-1893| and 
during these years held a prominent position in the political and 
floci&l life of Washington. At the close of his term of office he went 
abroad for the hpnefit of his health, but hp was soon called back 
into j)o1ities, being nominated and elected Governor of New York 
for the term 1895-96, liis nominatiun m 1894, wlien the liepubli- 
can party was brotoi up by bitter factional oonteeta, restoring party 
kannony in large measure. 

After retiring from public life at the close of his term as governor 
Mr. Morton spent imich of his time abroad, but passed several 
summers with his family at Beverly 1* arms, Mass. 

He was counted among the weMthieet men in the United States, 
and his benefactions were numerous and widespread. As a me- 
morial to liis daughter Lena, who died in Paris in 1904, Mr. Morton 
gave in 11M)5 ?600,()00 to the Cathedral of St. John the Divine in 
New York, to be used for the building of the choir and the purchase 
of an organ. He was also a regular contributor to the campaign 
funds of the Republican party. 

In 1881 Dartmouth CollSiB conferred on him the degree' of LL.D., 
and in 1882 the same degree wa? bestowed on him hy Middlebury 
College. Both institutions found in him a geiierou.s benefactor. 

He was a member of the New England Society of New York, of 
the Society of Mayflower Descendants, of the Society of the Sons of 
the American Revolution, and of the Metropolitan, Union League, 
and othnr clubs. His winter home was in Wjisliington, D. C, and 
his country pliice wa-s Ellersiie, at lihinebeck on the Hudson, N. Y, 

He married tirst, in 1866, Lucy Young Kmibali of l lat lands, 
lioog Island, who died at Newport in 1871, daughter of Elijah H. 
Kimball; and secondly, 12 February 1873, Anna Livingston Street, 
'who died in August 1918, daughter of William L Street and grand- 
daughter of Gen. Randall S. Street. His children, a l by his second 
wife, were Edith Livingston, wife of William Corcoran Eustis, Lena, 
who died in 1904, Helen, former wife of the Comte de Pdrigord, 
Doe (fe Valencay, Lewis, who died in London in 1878, Alice, wife 
of Winthiop Rutherfoid, and Maiy. 

RoDNET PRESCOTT Wrtght, of Cambridge, Mass., a resident mem- 
ber since 1902, was born at Westminster, Vt., 9 November 1841, 
the son of Alfred and Eknily (Wright) Wright, and died at Cambridge 
28 May 1920. He traced his descent from Dea. Samuel^ Wright of 
Springfield and Northampton, Alass., through Lieut. Samuel,* 
Mizur,' Azariah,* Capt. Azariah,^ Caleb,* and Alfred," his father. 

He attended the public and certain select schools at Westminster, 
and devoted the greater part of his early life to the study of music. 
In 1861 he came to Boston, to avail himself of the superior musical 
advantages of this city, and for five successiye yeais he was both 
a student of and an in'-f nictor in music. 

In 1807 he was engaged by the Mason & Hamlin Organ Company 
as a voicer and tuner of reed organs, and served fifteen years in that 
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capacity. In 1888 and 1889 he was employed by the HQUflr Omn 

€k)mpaDy of London, England, as a foreman in their factory. Aner 
returning to Boston in ISOD he lofirnod the art of rr?riilating theactifitt 
of pianos, an occupation which he followed for ntany years. 

Mr. Whgbt published several musical works^ among which were 
"New Method for the Cabinet Organ/' Boston, 1879, 'The 8oog of 
Triumph, a Collectkm of Sacred and Secular Music, for Singing 
Schools, Conventions, an'd Church Choirs," Boston, 1881, and 
Wright and Pfllmer's '^Voluntaries for the Church Organ," Boston, 
1882. He also had in preparation, in 1902, a genealogy and history ^ 
of the Wright family, the descendants of Dea. Samuel^ Wright oif 
Springfield, Maan. 

In 1878 Mr* Wiight organized the Schubert instrumental Club, 
which became successful in furnishing musical entertainment for 
iyceumn, colleges, etc. He was a member of the Handel and Haydn 
Society and the CeciUa Society of Boston, the iSovcllo Choir, London, 
BoQ^d (for two yean), and the Masonic fmtemity at Patney, Vt. 

He married, 15 September 1891, Adelaide Ij. Bomham, daughter 
of George Washington and Maiy Foster (Pratt) Biimham. There 
were no children of this union. 

CsABLn MnvroN Thatcbsb, of Middtoborough, Mass., a leadent 

member since 1908, was bom at Middleborough 19 December 1856, 
the son of Charles Til den and Mary Ann (Alden) Tliatcher, and died 
there 1 June 1920. He traced his descent from Anthony* Thatcher 
of Marblehead, Mass., and Yarmouth in the Plymouth Colony, 
who arrived at Boston in the James in 1635, throi^ John,* John,' 
Rev. Roland,^ Lot* (a soldier of the Revolntion), CSurles F.,* and 
Charles Tilden,' his father. On the matenial side be was a descendant 
of John Alden. 

He was ediu ited in the pubhc schools of Middleborough, and ■ 
attended the iiigh school there for one year. 

In his younger days Mr. Thatcher was employed in the Bay 
State Straw Works, and then held various positions, being for a time 
piu^r on the steamboats of the P'all River Lino. Ho had penned a.« 
one of the constables of Middleborough and also as a special police 
officer, and for sixteen years he had been one of the Board of Over- 
seen <tf the Poor, being clerk of Uie Board for a great part of tiiat time. 
From his kug sendee he had acquired a vast store of knowledge 
about laws conoenung paupers. He had also been in the real ealtate 
business. 

For many years he was deeply interested in genealogical matters^ 
copied between eighteen and twenty thousand inscriptions in old buiial 
places in sootheastemBiasBachusetts, and traced out many family lines. 

He was a Baptist and a member of the Masonic fraternity. 

He TTtfirried, 27 June 1883, Arlclnide King L<^onard, who simnves 
him, daughter of Ezra Stiles and Christiana Nelson (Leonard) Leon- * 
ard. They had no children* 

Mrs. EmzABETu (Severanci) Buchan, of Sewickley, Pa., 
elected a Pilgrim Xerceotenaiy member in 1920, was bom at Fitts-

Severance, and died there 7 June 1920. Her paternal ancestors, 
Leri Severance, bom at Windsor, Vt., and hi? wife Hannah (Bird), 
bom at Dorchester, Mass., settled at Pittsburgh in the early years 
of the nineteenth century, and her father, Samuel Severance, was 
bom at Fittsbuigh 28 October 1831. 

She attended public and private schools in Pittsbiiifili, was gradu- 
ated at the Pennsylvania Female College, and spent practically 
the whole of her quiet, uneventful life in that city. She was n mem- 
, ber of the Society of the Dai^ters of the American Kevuiuiion. 

Her brother, Frank Ward Seveiance of Glassport, Pa., succeeda 
ker in her Pilgrim Tercentenary memberaihip in the New En^boid 
HiBtoiic GeneBJogical Society. 

Abthub Ebilen Newbold, of Philadelpliia, Pa., a Pilgrim Ter- 
centenary member since 1919, was bom at Jenkintown, Pa., in 
August 1859, the son of John S. and Anna P. NewboUl, and died 

in Philadelphia 10 June 1920. 

He was a member of the Class of 1879 in the College Department of 
the University of Pennsylvania, but did not take a degjee there. 
After leaving the University he was employed by his father's firm, 
W. A. Newlx>ld, Son Company, and was admitted to partnenhip 
in this firm in 1880. Later he became a partner in the Kai>lri«g finns 
of Drexel & Company of Philadelphia (with which he was connected 
up to his death); J. P. Morgan <t Company of New York, and (in 
1905) Morgan, Harjes & Comj)any of Paris. He was a director of 
the I%iUuldphia Savings Fund, the Insurance Company ol North 
America, the Pennsylvania Company for Insurance on liYes and 
Granting Anniiitics, and the Commercial Trust Company. He 
was also treasurer of the War Commission of the Protestant Episco- 
pal Church, and was chosen one of the eight laymen of the new 
Protestant Episcopal Council under which church affairs are central- 
ised. He was a member of the Philadelphia and Rittenhouse dubs 
and of the Union League and Union Clubs of New York. 

Mr. Newbold married HamVt Dixon, who survives him, together 
with two sons and two daughters, Arthur E. Newbold, Jr., A.B. 
(Xiarvard, 1909), LL.B. (University of Pennsylvania, 1912), 
Fits-Eugene Newbold, Mrs. Hermann Erumbhaar, and Dorothy, 
wife of Lothrop Bitchie. A brother, John S. Newbold, and two 
sisters, Mri^. Beaiivean Bonn, Jr., and Mrs. William J. Taylor, all of 
Philadelphia, also survive him. 

Fbank Palmeb McInttrb, of Springfield, Mass., a remdent mem- 
ber since 1905, was bom at Warren, Mc, 2 July 1845, the son of 
Robert and Elizabeth Jane (Gerrish) Mclntyre, and died at Spring- 
field 11 June 1920. He was a descendant of William Mclniyre of 
Warren, Me., who died in 1758, through John of Warren, Robert of 
Cushing, Me., Palmer of Warren, and Robert of Boston, his father. 

He was educated in the oommon schools and academy of Waxien, 
at the academy at Thomaatmi, Me., and at Kent's Hill Academy. 

As a young man he was a retail saUiBman in men's clothing and 
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li]ziiiBliiii(^ in Taunton, Worcester, and Boston, Mass. In 1870 
he entered railroad work as chief clerk in the general office at Boston 
of tho Detroit, Lnnsinir & Lake Michigan Railroad Company and of 
the Auhiftuii Nebraska Railroari Company, and continued with 
these companiea until 1880. I rum 1880 to 1895 he was chief clerk 
in the aeoounting and treasury department at Boston of the Mencaa 
Central Railway Company, Limited; and from 1895 to 1904 he was 
purchasing agent of the same company, with offir-o:^ snrro^'^ivoly 
in Budton, New York, and St. Louis, Mo. In 19U7 he be< ani as- 
sociated with the New England Investment and Securities Company 
and alBHftted oompMiies as a dofk, and about a year later was made 
secretary. He was also secretary of the Springfield Street Rail- 
way ComiMUiy and the Worcester Consolidated Street Hallway 

Company. 

Durmg twenty-five years of business life in Boston he resided at 
Newton Centre, Mass., where he was actively connected with the 
Baptist Church, serving for a long time as its clerk and acting on 

wious committees and as an officer of its Bible school. 

Mr. Mclntyre was deeply interested in genof^loj^y and collected 
much material on the history of the Mclntyre and Palmer families. 
He was also a member of the Connecticut Valley Historical Society. 

He mairied, 13 November 1872, Amelia Bigelow Hl^lmarl^ of 
Taunton, Mass., who survives him, daughter of Learned and FrisdJla 
(Balcom) Wilmarth. They had no children. A brother, Benjamin 
K Mclntyre of Waitham, Mass., also survives him. 

Abthub Clabekcb Walworth, M.A., of Newton, Mass., a resi- 
dent member since 1904, was bom in Boston 29 April 1844, the son 

of James Jones and Ehzabcth f'hickering (Nason) Walworth, and 
died at Newton 23 June 1920. He was a descendant of William^ 
Walworth of Groton, Conn., who migrated from England to Fisher's 
Islamd in 1690, through WiUiam- of Groton, Gapt. Gharles' of Canaan, 
K. H., George* of Canaan, and James Jones^ of Boston, his father. 

He was graduated at the Boston Latin School in 18^ and entered 
Yalr Cnllege, where he received the degree of B.A. in 1866 and the 
(irLM( (' if M.A. in course in 1869. After taking his bachelor's degree 
ai Yale he was a student at the Lawrence Scientific School, Cam- 
; bridge, Mass., 1866-1868, and then studied engineering at the 
£cole de Fonts et Chaussfes in Paris. 

Mr. Walworth's father was the head of the well-known Wal- 
worth Manufacturing Company, and in 1870 the son became a 
mechanical engineer in the employ of that company, remaining with 
it until 1887, when he estabhshed and became president of the Wal- 
worth Construction Company of Boston, now the Walworth-English- 
Flett Company. In 1896 he became president of the Malleable Iron 
Httmgs Compfiny of Branford, Ck)nn., and held this office until his 
retirement from active business several years ago. 

Mr. Walworth was a man of broad interests. He was a tireless 
worker in his chosen profession of engineering, and his activities 
reached far beyond this into the field of pubhc and social service. 
He did much to firomote the welfare of the dty in which he resided. 
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He hdped to seeuie a large and beautiful tract of land for a puUie 

plarpround, he <?crved in the Common Coimril under the old form 
of city govermncnt, and in 1887 and ISSS he was a representative 
from Newton in the lower branch of the Massachiu^tU Legislature. 
He wa0 a keen student and lover of art, music, and letters, an active 
member of the CongregatiaDal Church, and in politics a RepubUean* 

At Yale he was a member of the Delta Kappa Epeilon and the 
Bcroll and Key Soriety. Later he was class secretery^ of the Yale 
Alumni P^und, prosit lent of the Boston Yale Club, an incorporator 
of the University Club of Boston, and a trustee of Atlanta University. 
In his younger dajys he was a captain in the Maaaachuaetta Volunteer 
He was a member of various Qi^ganintions of professional 
engineers, of several patriotic societies, such as the Society of the 
Order of the Founders and Patriots of America, the Society of May- 
flower Descendants, and the Society of the Sons of the American 
Revolntioii, and of the Krohsnge Ghib, tlie Bne Bum Country Club, 
and other business and social clubs. 

He married at Newton, 12 December 1872, Mary Frances Colby 
of Newton, who survives him, together with four sons and two 
daughters, James Jones Walworth, B.A. (Yale, 1895), B.D. (New- 
ton Theological Institution, 1900). of Branford, Conn., Arthur 
Clarence Walworth, Jr., B.A. (Yale, 1897), B.B. (Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology, 1900), of Newton, Gardner Colbv Wal- 
worth, B.A. (Yale, 1900), of Newton, George Roberts Walworth, 
Ph.B. (Brown, 1903), of Lynn, Mass., Florence Walworth, now Mrs. 
George Horace Williams of Newton, and M. Lioime VValworLh of 
Newton. 

Charles Edward Ck)TrTSQ, of Boston, a life member since 1904, 
was born at Brookline, Mass., 2 August 1856, the eon of Charles 
Uriah and Susan Cordelia (Delano) Cotting, and died at Manchester, 
Mass., 5 JvSy 1920. His father, Cbarlee Uriah 0>t1ing, waa the 
son of Amos (bom in Marlborough, Mass., in 1797) and Hatriet 
jfTuttle) Cotting and grandFon of Amos and Dianah Cotting. 

In his business career he was connected as a director or trustee 
.with many financial institutions, including numerous Boston trust 
companies and various real estate trusts. 

He married, 25 April 1888, Ruth S^teteon Thompson, daughter of 
Francis and Ruth Stetson (Welch) Thompson, who survives him, 
together with one son, Charies Edward Cotting, Jr., A.B. (Harvard, 
1911). 

Mrs. Sasah Jake (Hale) Hatwabd, of Newton Highlands, 
Mass., elected a resident member in 1914 and made a life member 
in 1919, was bom at Westbrook, Me., 30 December 1^45, the daugh* 
ter of J(^eph Wycom and Lucy Kent (Green) Hale, and died at 
Newton Highlands 28 July 1920. She was a descendant of Thomas* 
Hale of Newbixty, Mass., through Thomas,* Samuel,* Samuel,^ 
Elmhalet^* Samum,* and Joseph Wycom,' her father. 

She waa educated in the public schools of Boston, and waa mar^ 
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ried, 11 June 1879, to Albert Francia Hayward, who died in May 
189(T, son of Daniel Leach and Hannah (FqlMB) Hayward. Imme- 
diately after their marriage they touk up their residence at Newton 
Highlands. Mr. Hayward was promineDtlv identihed with the con- 
leeiionery busmesB in BostoOi being one of the founders of the finn 
of Fobes, Hayward & Company, and becoming later president of 
the New England ConfectioiMiy Company. Mr. and Mm. Haywaid 
had no children. 

Mis. Hayward wa^s active in the Congregational Church and its 
work and in the women's societies of the parish. She belonged to 
the MassMshusetts Society of the Daughters of the Revolution, and 
was also a member of the Newton Hiehl^n^a Woman's Club and the 
Social Bcienoe Club of Newton. 

Hon. Hxnbt Habrison Sprague, A.M., of Boston, a resident 
member onee 1873, was bom at Atbol, Mass., 1 August 1841, the 
son of George and Nancy (Knight) Sprague, and died in Boston 28 
July 1920. An ancestor of the Sprague family to which he belonged 
was one of the fir5?t settlers of Charlestxjwn, Mass., and the family 
hag been promiueiil there since early Colonial days. 

He entered Hamd College, where he reoeiTed the degree of A.B. 
in 1864 and the degree of A.M. in course in 1867. He was a student 
in the Han-nrd Law School, 1865 and in the offices of Henry 
W. Paine of Boston, and was admitted to the Suffolk bar in February 
1868. He then took up the practice of law in Boston. 

Interested in public affurs, Mr. Sprague was induced to enter 
politics, and served as a member of the Boston Common Council, 
1874-1876, the Massachusetts House of Representatives, 1881-1883, 
and the Massachusetts Senate, 1888-1891, being president of the 
Senate in 1890-91. He was chairman of the commission to revise 
the election laws of Massachusetts and chairman of the Metropolitan 
Water Board from its establishment in 1895 imtil it was consolidated 
with the Sewerage t^ommission in 1901, and then he served as chair- 
man of the MetropoUtan Water nnd Sewerage Board until January 
1914, when the condition of his health compelled him to withdraw 
from this office. 

He was interested also in charitable and educational work, and 
was A trustee of the Boston City Hospital for nearly thirty years, 
at one time a trustee and virc president of the Boston L5ring-in 
Hospital, and secretary and trustee of the Massachusetts Cli writable 
Fire Society, 1883-1914. For sue years (1890-1896) he was a mem- 
ber of the Board of Overseers of Harvard College, and at one time 
he was one of the trustees holding the building of the Women's 
Educational and Industrial Union. lie served as president and vice 
president of the Boston Civil Service Reform Association and as 
secretary (1867-1879) and vice president (187&-1909) of the Boston 
Young Men's Christian Union. 

Mr. Sprague was the author of "Women under the Law of Massa- 
chusetts," 1884, 1903, "City Government in Boston," 1890, "Water 
Supply and Work of the Metropolitan Water Board," prepared for 
the Pahs Exposition, 1900, ' A Bhef History of the Massachusetts

Charitable Fire Society," 1903, to which in the following year a 
supplement was added, "The Story of a New England Town," 
1904, which related to his native place, Athol, and ''The Founding 
ui Charlestown by the Spragues," 1910. 

He was a member of the Bostonian Society, the Harvard Law 
School Association, the Boston Bar Association, and the Massa- 
chusetts Bar Association, and his dubs included the Union, St. 
Botolph, Tavern, and Unitarian. 

He mairiedi 3 June 1807, Charlotte Spragite Ward of Boston, who 
survives him. He left no children. 

Thomas Upham Coe, A.M., M.D., of Bangor, Me., elected a 
resident member in 1910 and made a life member in 1911, was 
bom at Northwood, N. H., 8 December 1837, the son of Eben and 
Mary (Upham) (Barker) Coe, and died at Kineo, Me., 31 July 
1920. He was descended from Robert^ Coe, who, with his wife and 
children, arrived in Boston in the ship Francis, from Ipswich, Eng- 
land, in 1634, and after a brief stay at Watertown, Mass., went to 
Wethersfield, Conu., later to Stamlord, (Jonn., and iinally settled 
on Long IsUmd. The line of descent from Robert^ Coe was through 
Robert,' Capt. John,* Capt. Joseph,* Dea. Joseph,' Rev. Ciulis,* 
and Fl cn,^ his father. The English ancestry of Robert^ Coe has 
been traced back for several generations by J. Gardner Bartlett in 
"Robert Coe, Puritan," a comprehensive genealogy of the ancestors 
and descendants of the foimder of the New England family, which 
was published in Boston in 1911. 

When he was eight years old, his parents removed (in 1846) to 
Bangor, which was his home from that time on. He attended the 
pubhc schools of Bangor, and was prepared there for Bowdoin Col- 
lege, where he received tlie degree of A.B. in 1857 and the degree of 
A.M. in course in 1860. He then studied medicine at the J^ersoa 
Medical Oollege in Philadelphia, from which he received the degree 
of M.D. in 1861. He continued his medical studies for two ycfirs 
(1861-1863) at Parip, where he attended hospital clinics and lectures 
at the £cole de Medicine. 

In 1864 he returned to Bangor, and there began the active practice 
of medicine, which he continued uninterruptedly untO about 1880. 
He then withdrew from the practice of his profession, in order to 
give more time and attention to the large financial and business in* 
terests with which he was associated. 

He was the owner of large tracts of timber land in Maine and New 
Hampehne and of valuable real estate in Bangor and other places, 
and was a director in various banks, trust companies, railroads, and 
other corporations in Bangor and elsewhere in east<>rTi "Nff^ine. 

Although entirely without ninbition in the field of polilics, Dr. Coe 
took great interest in i&cal ailairs and serv ed his city in a number of 
important posts, such as membeiship on the city School and Water 
Boards and on the Board of Trustees of the Bangor Pubho Libraiy. 
He was also president of the Bancior Opora House Association 

Dr. Coe was a meml>er of the Maine Historical Society, the Bangor 
Historical Society, the National Geographic Society, the American 
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Af^riation for the Advancement of Science, and the Academy of 
Political and Social Science. He was vice president for Maine of the 
Coe Association, and the expense of preparing and publishing the 
history of the Ancestors and descendants of Robert^ Coe was bome 
largely by him. 

Dr. Coe gave of his great wealth unstintingly. Bowdoin r^)lloge 
wa? tlie recipient of his fjencrosity, his most substantial gift to the 
institution being the Dudley Coe Memorial Infirmary, which he 
completely equipped and endowed in memory of his only child, 
IHidley Coe, who died in 1887 in his fourteenth year. Bangor in- 
etitttttonsi also, benefited by his gifts. 

He married at Bnnfror. 23 May 1867, Sada Loantha Hartbom, 
who survives him, daughter of Paul Dudley and Loantha (Wyman) 
Harthom. 

Rbv. Cbabubs Lewis Hutchins, M.A., D.D., of Concord, Mass., 
a resident member from 7 April 1875 to 31 December 1880, and again 
from 1918 until his death, was l)orn at Concord, N. H., 5 August 
1838, the son of George and Sarah Rolfe (Tucker) Hutchins, and 
died at Concord, Mass., 17 August 1920. On his father's side he 
was descended from ancestors who did good service in the Colonial 
and Revolutionary Wars. 

He was prepared for rolloge at Phillips Academy, Andover, Mass., 
was graduated at Willi;uiir> College with the Class of 1861, and re- 
ceived the degree of M.A. from Williamii in ISiA and from Trinity 
College, Hartford, Conn., in 1865* In the last-mentioned year, also, 
he w as graduated at the General Theological Seminary in New York. 
The degree of D.D. was conferred upon him by three institutions, 
by Criswold College in 1884, by the University of the South in 1899, 
and by Williams College in 1906. 

He served Ms diaconate in the Chureh of the Holy Communion, 
New York City, and in 1866 was ordained to the priesthood of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church. He was rector of St. John's Church, 
Lowell, Mac«., from 1865 to 1869, assistant rector in St, Paul's 
Church, Butialo, N. Y., 1869-1872, and rector of Grace Church, 
Medford, Mass., from 1872 to 1890. He was assistant secretary of 
the House of Deputise of the Gcoieral Convention of the Protestant 
Episcopal Church, 1871-1874, and 1877-1904, and then became sec- 
ret an'. He was a deputy In the General Convention of 1904, a 
trus^Lee of the General Tbeoiogical Seminary, 1880-1913, and a 
trustee of the Massachusetts Aged Clergy Fund. He was president 
of the Massachusetts Choir Guild from 1884 to 1904, being one 
of the first to become interested in the establishment of boy choin. 
It was largely through his efforts that these ohoirs found favor in 
the Church. 

He edited a number of books of church music, including "The 
Church Hymnal," 1870, 18712, 1880, 1894, "The Sunday School 

Hymnal," 1871, 1875, "Annotations of the Hynmal," 1872, "Sunday 
School Hymnal and Service Book," 1880, "Voices of Praise," 1883, 
"One Hundred Short and Easy Anthems," 1883, "The Parish Choir 
Psalter," 1890, "Chant and Service Book," 1894, "Morning and 
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Evening Canticles and Psalter," 1896, of which only twelve copies 
were printed, "The Pointed Prayer Book," 1896, "The Church 
Psalter," 1897, and "Carols Old and Carols New," 1916. He also 
edited thirty-five volumes of the Parish Choir Weekly, 1874-1918. 

Dr. Hutduns was a member of the Society of Colonial Wars in 
the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, and was chaplain general of 
the General Society of Colonial Wars, 1915-1918, vice president of 
the Massachusetts Agricultural Club, 1909-1915, and its presi- 
dent, 1915-1919, and a member of the Union Club of Boston, the 
WOlumui Qub, and the Uohrerahy Club of New Yoik. 

He mazried, 4 October 1866, Mary Groom of Boston, who sur- 
vives him, together with a son, Gordon Hutchins, A.B, (Harvard, 
1902), and a daughter, Mrs. Walter K. Shaw, both of Concord, 
Mass.

Mrs. Clara Willma (Smith) Woodsome, of Everett, Mass., a 
resident member since 1918, was bom at Hollis, Me., 18 August 
1852, the daughter of Samuel Dunnell and Mary Olive (Googins) 
Smith, and di^ at Chautauqua, N. Y., 17 August 1920. 

She was educated at eohools in. Hollis and Saco, Me., at the 
limeridk (Me.) Academy, and at the Kent's Hill (Me.) Seminary. 

She was married, 29 November 1882, to Andrew Jackson Wood- 
some, son of Peter and Lucretia Woodsome. They had no children. 

Mbs. Qjojamm Janb (Abbott) IkiABLAND, of Maiden, MaeB., 
elected a resident member in 1916 and made a life member in 1919, 

was bom at Andover, Mass., 16 October 1850, the daughter of 
George Lewis and Sarah Maria (Stevens) Abbott, and died at Mai- 
den 18 August 1920. She traced her descent from George^ and 
Hannah (C&uDMfler) Abbott of Andover fai two lines, one througlk 
Benjamin* and Sarah (Famum) and Benjamin' and Mary (Carlton), 
and the other through George^ and Dorcas (Graves) and George* 
and Mars' (Phillips), all of Andover. The two hnes were united by 
the marriage of Lieut. Benjamin* of Hollis, N. H., son of Benjamin,' 
with Elizabeth,^ daughter of George,' and the line of descent was 
oontmned by George^ and Naomi (Tuttle) of Hollis, N. H., William* 
of Andover and Rachel (Oochran) (Abbot), widow of Joseph B. 
Abbot of the family of George Abbot of Rowley, Mass., and George 
Lewis^ and Sarah Maria (Stevens) of Andover, her parents. The 
Abbott family was among the founders of Andover. Mrs. Marland 
numbered also among her ancestors the Skneraona and Phillipses. 

She was educated in private schools, at the Fimohard Flee School, 
and at the Abbot Academy in Andover. 

She was married at Andover, 20 October 1870, to Maj. William 
Marland, who was bom in 1839 and died in 1905, son of William 
Sykes and Sarah (Northey) Mariand. ' He was one of the color 
bearers in the old Sixth Massachusetts Regiment in its memorable 
march through Baltimore in 1861. For gallantr>' during his sen ice 
in the Civil War Major Marland not only received the Conijressional 
Medal but also was made a member of the Legion of Honor. He 
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was for many yean ft warden of Christ Church (Protestant Epis- 
copal). In 1902, because of his illness, the family moved to Griffin, 
Ga., and Major Marland died three years later. After her husband's 
death Mrs. Marland divided her time between the homes of her two 
daughters, Mn. Qeoi^e T. Bradbury (Helen Marland) of Maiden 
and Mrs. James R. lattleton (Mazy King Blarland), wife of Dr. 
Littleton, a former ninyor of Gnfl^, Gn 

She was a member of St. Geoi^'s Church (Protest ant Episcopal) 
at Griffin, where she was also formerly regent of Pulaiiki Chapter, 
Daughters of the American Bevohition. She was also one of tike found- 
en el Phoebe Foxeraft Fhillipe Chapter, Daughters of the Revolu- 
tion, at Andover, and was much interested in genealogical work. 
With her two sisters Mr^. Marland started the movement in Andover 
which resulted in the reservation ol Indian liidge of that town for 
a pubUc park. 

Her fint child, Abby Billings Marland, died in infancy; her third 
child, George Abbott Marland, died in 1916, in his tbirty-e^ihyear; 
bat her two daughters, who are named above, survire her. 

VYALTi::it i^LAJiiL WINCHESTER, of Grand liapids, Alich., elected a 
Pilgrim Tercentenary member in 1020, was bora at Grand Rapids 

15 December 1859, the son of Samuel A. amd Rebecca Winchester, 
and died thore 28 Aujifust 1920. Hr wa? n descendant of John' 
Winchester, who came to New England in the Elizabeth in 1635 and 
settled hnally at Muddy River (now Brookhne), Mass. Uis father 
removed from New Hampshire to' Michigan a few years before the 
eon's birtiL 

He was educated in the pubhc schools of Grand Iliipids, and, after 
a course in a business oollepe, entered the employ of Henrj'' S. Smith, 
who was engaged m the manufacture of agricultural tools, soda, 
and alum. In 18S2 he left the .employ of Mr. Smith and began his 
career in the lumber business at Wyman, Mich. In the autumn 
ol 18^ he returned to Grand Kapids and became secretary of the 
Rumsey Lumber Company. In 1885 he joined with Mr. A. J. Dnniels, 
and under the firm name of Winchester & Daniels they carried on 
successfully for a number of years a general lumber business. Dur- 
ing this period the office of the firm was moved to Grand Rapids. 
Mr. Winchester finally purchased the interest of Mr. Daniels and 
condurted the business under the name of the Mecosta Lumber 
Company. In 1899 the Foster-Winchester Company was organized 
with Mr. Winchester as secretary, and was successfully conducted 
b^ Mr. Winchester until 1906. In addition to bis lumber business, 
his chief occupation, Mr. Winchester was at various times con- 
nected with other companies, such as the Gibson Refrigerator 
Company at Greenville, Mich., the Consumers' Tro Company, the 
City Trust and Savings Bank, the Michigan Tmiber Company, 
the Vilas County (Wis.) Lumber Company, the Wilmarth Show- 
case Company, the Van Keulan-Winobester, Mackenzie River, 
and Turtle Lake Liunber Companies, all of Giand Rapids, and the 
Lumberman's Bank of Portland, Greg. 

Mr. Wuichester was generous in his support of the Young Men's

Japan, after be had visited those countnes and had ascertained the 

good that was accomplished by the missionane?. He nmdc many 
trips to Europe and to the Tropics, and even jouraeyed aroimd the 
world. 

He manied, 18 October 1883, Addaide F. Whitfidd of Grand 
RapidSi who aurvivea hizn* 

FiiANKLiN Barnard, of Brookline, Mass., a resident member since 
1916, was born at Bhelbume, Mass., 7 September 1837, the son of 
Ira and Polly (Fisk) Barnard, and died at Gloucester, Mass., 31 
August 1920. He was a descendant of Francis^ and Hannah (Mairin) 
Barnard of Hartford, Conn., and HacUey, Mass., through Joseph* 
and Sarah (Strong), John' and Bridget (Cook), John* and Ruth 
(Catlin), David^ and ilhoda (Allen), and ira« and PoUy (Fiak), 
hiB parents. 

He was educated at the Shelbuine Falls Academy and at WiUis- 

ton Seminary, Easthampton, Mass. 

Hp taught school in Franlclin CotmtA'. Mass., served in the Civil 
War in the One Hundred and Forty-Iiith Ohio Regiment, and then 
came to Boston to enter the insurance business. He was of the firm 
of Bamaid Brothers, general agents for the Penn Mutual Life In* 
Burance Company of Philadelphia, and from 1887 to 1894 he was 
secretary of the Boston Life Underwiitera' Association. He retired 
from business in 1906. 

He was a member of the Boston Art Club, the Algonquin Club, 
the Historical Society of Greenfield, Mass., the Society of Colonial 
Wars, the Society of Sons of the Revolution, and Society of the 
Order of the Founders and Patriots of America. 

He married, 23 January 1873, Mary Eloise Hall, who died in 1890, 
daughter of Richardson and Sybelia (Hale) HalL They had no 
children. 

Mabvin Ansel Dean, of Eivanston, Dl., a Pilgrim Tercente- 
nary member sinro 1919, was bom at Canaan, Conn., 13 November 
1852, the son of Henry and Almira (Munson) Dean, and died at 
Evanston 5 September 1920. He traced his ancestrv from William 
Dean d Dednam, Mass., throned John, Eli of Canaan, Conn., 
and Henry of Canaan, his father. 

He was educated in the pubhc schools of Canaan, but left school 
at an early age to take a position in the Falls Village (Conn.) Savings 
Bank, of which he later became treasurer. He was prominent infthe 
banking business in that State, and served several terms as secretary 
cS the State Bankers' Association. 

In 1878 he went to the West and settled in Sparta, Wis., where 
he conducted a retail grocery store until 1880. Then, on count 
of his wife's health, he moved to Chicago, HI., and became book- 
keeper with Sprague, Warner & Company, importers, manufacturers, 
and wholesale grocers.

Warken Delano, S.B., of Barrj^town, N. Y., a Pilgrim Ter- 
centenary member since 1919, was born at Nt wlnirgh, N. Y., 11 
Julv 1852, the son of Warren and Catherine iiubbins (Lyman) 
Deuao, and died at Bansrtown 9 September 1920. He was a de* 
acendant of Philippe* de Lumoy, who was baptized at Lcyden, Hol- 
land, 7 December 1603, arrived at Plymouth in New England in the 
Fortune 9 November 1621, and married Hester Dewsbury, through 
Jonatiiim^ and Mercy (Warren), Thomas' and Jane (Peckham), 
Ephraim^ and Elisabeth (Oushman), Wanren* and Deborah Pen^ 
(Church), and Warren" and Catherine Robbins (Lyman), tiis parenta. 
His father was bom in 1809 in what is now Fairhaven, Mass. 

He received his cfirly education nt Brattlcboro, Vt., 1864-65, at 
Cambridge, Mass., lfc»65-1867, and at Celle, Hanover, Germany, 
1867-1870. He was graduated from the Lawrence Sdentific School, 
Cambridge, in 1874, receiving there the degree of 8. B. 

He followed the profession of mining engineer, acting at various 
time'? as sruperintendent, manager, and, more recently, as coal 
operator and railroad director. Hp h.id large mining interests in 
Pfcimsylvania, and was president of iiie Delano Coal Company, 
with ofifioea in New York City .

Frederick Washington Story, A.B., of Baltimore, Md., a cor- 
responding member since 1880, was born in Boston 5 January 1852, 
the sou of Isaac and Elizabeth Bowen iWoodberr>0 St^ry, and died 
in Baltimore 14 September 1920. He traced his descent from 
Eliaha^ Story of Boston, through WiUiam* and Elizabeth (Marion), 
Dr. Elisha' and Mehitable (Pederick), Isaao* and Sally Martin 
OBowen), and Judge Isaac^ and fiUaabeth Bowen (Wbodbeny), his 

ABBOoiate JuBtioe Joseph Btory, A.M., LL.D., of ihe tJmted 
States Stqireiiie Court, was his granduncle, and among his ancestors

Harvard Umversity, 1894-1896. He took no degrees, however, 
at Harvard. In his college day? he wa? prominrnt in athletirs. 

Prom 1897 to 1910 Mr. Rice was with the firm of Jackson & 
Curtis, banicers and brokers, of Boston, and in January 1910 became 
a member of the botue of Bond A Goodwm^ notebrokers, of Boston. 
He was also interested in other business enterprises, and was a mem- 
ber of the Board of Govemon? of the Boston Stock Exchange. For 
some time previous to his death business matters had kept ium more 
or less in New York.

Samusl Putnam Avert, of Hartford, Conn., elected a life member 
in 1919 and made a Pilgrim Teroentenaxy member in thesame year, 
was bom at ftooUsrn, N. Y., 7 Octob^ 1847, the son of Samuel 

Putnam and Mary Ann (Ogden) Avery, and died unmarried at 
Hartford 25 September 1920. He was a descendant of William* 
Avery of Dedham, Mass., who came to New England about 1650, 
through Robert' and Elizabeth (Lane) of DedUbam, Rev. John' 
sod Ruth (Little), Rev. Ephraim* and Deborah (Lothiop) (rf Brook- 
lyn, Conn., Rev. Ephraim' imd Hannah (Piatt) of Rye, N. Y., 
John Williams' and Sarah (Fairehild) of Stratford, Conn., Samuel 
Putnam' and Hannah Anne (Parke) of New York City, and Samuel

(Banks) West, and died at Swampscott, Mns«^., 28 September 1920. 

He was c^r^ifluated at the Boston English High School in 1865, and 
entered the employ of Reed, Cutler & Company, wholesale druggists, 
of Boston, 1 January 1867, remaining with them and their successors, 
Ciitler Brothers & Company, for twenty years. On 1 January 18S7 
he organized ibe wholesale drug house of West & Jenny, which was 
consohdafpfl 1 .TnnTinry 1900 with Cutler Brothers & Company and 
with George C. Goodwin & Company as the Eastern Drug Coiiipany, 
of which he was vice president until liis death. He was aLso presi- 
dent of the American Camphor Refining Company. He had an 
extensive knowledge of drugs, and during the World War was asked 
to take charge of the purchases of drugs for the T'nitpd St ntes Govent- 
ment, but was prevented from doing so on account of his health. 

He was a member of the Society of Chemical Industry, the National 
Association of Wholesale Druggists, of which he was president in 1914, 
the Chemists' Club, the Drug and Chemical Club of New York, the 
Boston Chamber of Commerce, and the Algonquin Club, the Exchange 
Club, and other clubs in Boston and vicinity.

Russel and Phebe (Akiiy) Marble, and died at Worcester 8 October 
1920. He traced hu descent frani Semiiel Bfarble. through fVeegrace, 
Enoch, Aanm, and Ru8Bel» his father. The Marbles were in Danvers, 
Mass., at an early date, and went thence to be the first settlers of 
Sutton, Worcester Co., Mass., and the Almy family, to which Mr. 
Marble's mother belonged, was one of the old Quaker families of 
. Hfaode Islaiid. Mr. Marble himself was a member of the Sodety of 

He was educated in the public schools of Smithfield, in the high 
school at Woonsocket, R. I., and at the Friends' school (now the 
Moses Brown School) at Providence, R. I., graduating there in 1870. 
At tJiat time the course of study in that school was the equivalent 
of from two to three years of a college couise. 

Mr. Marble taught school at South Dartmouth, Mass., for about 
a year, and then, on 14 March 1871, entered the employ of lorome 
Marble & Company of Worcester as a clerk. A few }ear» later he 
bccajne a travelling salesman, and in 1886 was admitted to partner- 
ship in the finn, idb other partners bemg Jerome Marble, WiUiam 
H. Drury, and Frank A. McClellan. Both Mr. Drury and lifr. Mo- 
Clellan died in 1889, and from that time on most of the active manage- 
ment fell upon J. Ri^sel Marble, to whom .Jerome Marble had 
turned over much of the responsibility for the conduct of the business. 
Sbnee 1904 the firm was niown as J. Russel Maible A Company, 
and Mr. J. Russel Marble was its head. It dealt in heavy chemi- 
calsy oils, and starches, and had its main offices in Boston and Worces- 
ter. 

Mr. Marble was a prominent figure in the business and social life 
of Worcester. He was a director of the Worcester Trust Company, 
a trustee of the Worcester County Institution for Savings, and ptea^ 
dent of the Worcester & Marlborough Street Railway CJompany, 
which was afterwards merged into the Worcester Consolidated Street 
Railway Company. He was a member of the Worcester Chamber 
of Commerce, the American Chemical Society, of the Northeastern 
SectJon of which he was presidenty the Massactuisetts Society of the 
Sona of the American Revolution, and many Worcester dubs and 
organizations. 

Mr. Marble marned, 26 October 1880, Enuly Greene Chace, 
daughter of Anthony and Hamiah (Greene) Chace of Worcester, 
Mass., her fathet bemg a merchaat, publisher <^ the WurwUer Sp^, 
and county treasurer. She survives her husband, together with their 
four ehilflren. Helen Chace, Anna Theresa, Sarah Almy, and J<dm 
Putnam. A hfth child, Ruth Putnam, died in infancy. 

Fredebick Wibes Bbown, A.B., LI1.B., of West Newton, Mass., 
a resident member since 1915, was bom at Underbill, Vt., 11 October 
1867, the son of Isaac John and Harriet Deidamia (Wires) Brown, 

and died at West Newton 9 October 1920. 

He came with his parcQL-i to Hyde Park, Mass., when a young lad, 
and there spent his boyhood. He was pre{>ared for college in the 
Boston Latm School and the Koxbuiy Latin School, and entered 
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Hamid Uniwsity, whm he leoaYod flie degree of A3. In 1891 
and the degree of LL3. in 1894. He was admitted to the bar 

in the latter year, and ben;an the prartiee of law in Boston. He made 
a specialty of the law relating to fire insurance contracts, and the 
firm of Brown <& Came, of which he was the head, handled a great 
amount of legal businees for fire insumnce agenciee and companies. 

He married in Boston, 18 June 1895, Maud Hoxie of Rcudbuiy, 
Mas., who survives him, together with two sons, Carleton Wires 
Brown and Richard Hoade Brown. A daughter, Evelyn M«id 
Brown, died in infancy. 

Mna Flobxncb Gabuton (Fowiodb) Evanb» of Newbury^ Maee., 
elected a resident member in 1916 and made a life member m 1919, 

was born in Boston 4 April 1863, the daughter of William Carlton and 
Mary A. (Phalings) Fowler, and died at Newbury 9 November 1920. 
Her father was bom at Wiscaaset, Me., in 1809. 

Mrs. Evans was actively interested in the Daughters ol the Revo> 
hition and in ma^iy charitable organizations, and gave much of her 
time to private charitable work, the extent ol which was realised 
only by those who knew her. 

She was married, 1 September 1875, to Wilmot Roby Evans, 
prominent in business and financial circles in Boston, son of Alonso 
H. and Sarah Roby (Hawk^) Evans, who survives her, together 
with a son, Wilmot Koby Evans, Jr., LL.B. (Boston Univeirityi 
1903), and a daughter, Mrs. Florence Fowler (Evans) Dibble. 

Samuel IIickok Wheeleb, B.A., of Fairheld, Conn., a Pil* 
nim Teroentenarr member since 1919, was bom at Watertown, 
Conn., 16 September 1845, the son of Nathaniel and Huldah Ruth 
(Bradley) Wheeler, and died in Chicago, 111., 14 November 1920. 
He was descended from Moses^ Wheeler, one of the original members 
of the New Haven Colony, who removed to Stratford, Conn., where 
he died in 1698, at the age of one hundred years. Gen. David 
Wooster of the Revolutionary Army and Gen. Joseph Wheeler of 
the Confederate Amiy and later, in the War with Spain, of the 
United States Volunteers were among his d^cendants. Moses 
Wheeler's wife was the sister of Joseph Hawley, ancestor of Hon. 
Joseph Roswell Hawley, A.B., LL.D., Governor of Connecticut and 
Unit^ States Senator. Huldah Ruth Bradley was descended from 
William Bradley, also a member of the original New Haven Cdony 
and the ancestor of the New Haven Bradleys. 

Samuel Hickok Wheeler entered Yale College from Bridgeport, 
Conn., having been prepared for college by James M. B. Dwight of 
New Haven. He recced the degree of B.A. with the Class of 1868, 
and then went to Chicago, where he became a member of the firm 
of Farrar & Wheeler. The death of his first wiife, in 1877, led him to 
withdraw from business, and he ?pent that year and the following 
year in iiiurupe. After hi^^ return he engaged again in business in 
CShicago. In 1894 he removed to Bridgeport, Conn., and became 
president of the Wheeler & Wilson Cknnpany, a position which ha 
held until 1905, when he retired from active business. His home 
for many years was in Fairfield. 
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Mr. Wheeler was the owner of the Stratfield Hotel and the New- 
field Buildinp; in Bridgeport, as well as other property. He was 
also a director of the Connecticut National Bank of the same city. 

He nuurtled firat, in Chicago, 17 May 1876, Amelia Venion Rum- 
sey, who died in Chicago 23 May 1877, having given birth to a 
daughter, Ameha Rumsey Wheeler, on 31 March 1877; and sec- 
ondly, at Lake Geneva, Wis., 18 June 1884, EUzabeth Theodora 
Rumsey, who surviveB him, together with three children by the 
manriage, Theodora Wheeler, A3. (Vaeeer College, 1911), 
Nathaniel Wheeler, B.A. (Yale, 1914), and Ellen Rumeev Wheeler, 
A3. (Vaflsar CoUege, 1915). 

Hon. Thomab JKmssoN Coolidge, A.M., LL.D., offBoston, 
a Pilgrim Tereentenaiy member since 1919, was bom in Boeton 26 
August 1831, the youngest child of Joseph and Eleonora Wayles 
(Randolph) Coohdge, and died there 17 November 1920. He was a 
descendant of John* Coolidge, one of the early settlers of Water- 
town, Mass., whose great-grandson, Joseph* Coolid^, moved to 
Boeton and married the daughter of Anthoine Olivier, a French 
Hognenot. Their eon, Joseph' Coolidge, also married a French 
Huguenot. His son, JoH(>ph* Coolidge, married Elizabeth Bulfinch of 
Boston, a sister of Charles Bulfinch, the famous architect. This 
Joeeph CooUdge was the owner of a large estate in Boston, and the 
fimfly name has been used to desi^ttte the Coohdge Comer district. 
His son, Joseph^ Coohdge, A.B. Coward, 1817), A.M. (ib., 1820), 
married at Monticello, Va., Eleonora Wayles Randolph, daughter 
of Thomas Mann and Martha (Jefferson) Randolph of Virginia and 
granddaughter of Thomas Jefferson, third President of the United 
States. The children of Joseph^ and Eleonora Wayles (Randolph) 
Coolidge were EUen Randolph Coolidge, who mamed Edmund 
Dwight, A.B. (Harvard, 1844), A.M. (ib., 1847), of Boston, Joseph 
Randolph Coolidge, who was a student at Harvard, 1848-1850, and 
received the degree of LL.B. from Harvard in 1854, Algernon Cool- 
idge, M.D. (Harvard, 1853), honorary A.M. {ib., 1869), Sidney 
Coolidge, honorary A.M. (Harvard, 1857), of the Harvard Obeerva- 
tory, who in the Civil War was a major in the Regular Aim^ of the 
United States and was killed in the Battle of Chickamauga m 1863, 
and Thomas Jeflferson CooUdge, the subject of this memoir. 

In 1839 Joseph^ Coohdge, with his wife, went to China to take 
duffge of the honee of Augustine Heard it Company, and their four 
sons were sent to school near Geneva, Switaerland. In 1844, when 
he was thirteen years old, Thomas Jefferson Coolidge, with his oldest 
brother, was sent from Switzerland to the Blochman School at 
Dresden, Saxony. There he remained until 1847, when he returned 
home and entered Harvard as a Sophomore, at the age of sixteen 
yeaie. He had lived in Europe ainoe his eighth year, spoke Endieh 
with difficulty, and had imbibed European aristocratic ideas which 
led him to regard the mass of the people as unfit to share in the 
government. Yet he soon adapted himself to the life at Harvard, 
and received his bachelor's degree in 1850. The degree of A.M. in 
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course was conferred on him by his alma mater tliree years later, and 
in 1^2, after a half century of distinguiished service, Harvard be- 
stowed <m him the honcnaiy degree of IJ«.D. 

In 1850 he entered business as clerk for William PerkinB, mer- 
chant, and not long afterwards went into business for hiiiiself, first 
with his Harvard classmate, Edmund Lincoln Bnyljps, as a partner, 
and later in partnership with Joseph Peabody Gardner, of the Class 
of 1847 at Harvard, under the firm name of Gardner k Goolidge. 
The firm was engaged m foreign commerce, especially with the 
East Indies and China. After it had carried on business for four 
years and had weathered the finanrial storm of 1857, Mr. Coolidge's 
father-in-law, William Appleton, mduced him to give up his own 
business, and to accept, on a salary, the position of treasurer of the 
Boott Mills, a lai^ cotton-maniifactming plant at Lawrenoe, Maas. 
He held this position until 1861, and brought the company into a 
condition of financial prosperity. This was the begiiuung of his 
long and successful career m col ton manufacturing. 

Seeing clearly that the infiatiun of the currenpy of the United 
States in the ear^ years of the Ctvil War would incfvilahly he fol- 
lowed by a rise in prioes, he proeeeded to buy all kinds of com- 
modities, and in the course of two years acquired a comfortable 
fortune. In 1864 he was chosen a director of the Lawrence Manu- 
facturing Company of Lowell, Mass., and retained this office until his 
death, in addition to serving as treasurer d the company from 1808 
to 1880. He was a director in several other manufacturing com- 
panies in Xew England, but his greatest work in the field of cotton 
manufacturing was done as a director (from 1870 until his death), 
treasurer (1876-1880, 1884-1892, 1893-1898), and president (1901- 
1911) of the Amofikeag Mimolacturing Company of Manchester, 
N. H., which under his management increased its buaness by the 
acquisition of other mills and the building of new mills until it now 
employs fifteen thoii^and operatives. 

Mr. Coolidge became prominent in banking circles also. He 
was a director of the MerchMits National Bank of Boston, the New 
England Ttust Company, and the Bay State Trust Ck>mpany, and 
in 1890 aided Ids son in founding the well-known and successful 
Old Colony Trust Company of Boston, of which he was one of the 
original incorporators and a director for liiiii y yenrt=:. He was also a 
director in the Massachusetts Hospital Life Insurance Company and 
in other financial organizations. 

In railroad enterprises, too, he was interested and rendered good 
service. In 1867 he was chosen president of the Oregon Railway <fe 
Navigation Company, and later he w»s n director of the Chicago, 
BurUngton & Quincy Railroad, the Boston tfc Lowell Railroad, of 
which he was for a while president, and the Kansas City, Fort Scott 
4 Memphis Railroad. In 1880-81 he was president of the Atchison, 
Top^ 4 S aijta Fe RaUroad. 

He was a lil_>cral lunc'fnrtor of Harv-ard College, giving to this 
institution in 1884 the Jeilerson Physical Laboraion,'. at a cost of 
$115,000, establishing in 1901 a fund for research m physics, which 
h« increased hy a bequest $20,000, giving in 1912 $50,000 for 
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chemical laborator>% in memory of his only fon, and makinfz; in 1914 
an additional gift of $10,000 for this laboratory'. In 1886 he was 
elected a member of the Harvard Board of Overseers, on which he 
served for eleven years, until 1897. 

To the town of Manchester, Mass., in which his country house 
was situated, he gave ui 1887 a library building at a cost of $40,000. 

In public life, as well as in business, Mr. Coolidge rendered notable 
service. In 1875-76 he was a member of the first Park Commission 
of Boston, having been nominated to this [x>ard by Mayor Samuel 
C. Cobb. In i& pfcsidentlsl campaign <n 1884, alanned .by the 
antiprotection tendencies of the Democratic party, with which he 
had been affiliated from his early manhood, he went over to the Re- 
pubhcan party, and contributed Uberally to the Republican cam- 
paign fund; and in the campaign of 1888 and in later campaigns 
he contaniied to give to the Repubficaos his finandal support. In 
1889 President mrrison appointed him one of the delegates of the 
United States on the Pan-American Conmiission, and he made a 
dissenting report that favored the single gold standard as opposed 
to bimetallism. In April 1892 he was nominated by President Har- 
rison to be minister to France, in succession to Whit^law Reid, who 
had resigned this post, and, the nomination having been confirmed 
by the Senate without delay, he made a most acceptable representa- 
tive of this country in France until May 1893, when a Democratic 
administration was again in control of the Government and Presi- 
dent Cleveland was selecting men of his own party for diplomatic 
posts. In 1896 Air. Ck>o]idge was appointed by Governor Wolcott 
of Maasaehusetts to be one of a commission of five to consider the 
expediency of revising and amending the State Laws relating to taxa- 
tion, and in October 1897 this commission made important recom- 
mendations on this subject. In 1898 President McKmley appointed 
him a member ol the Jomt H!g|i CommiaBoa to consider various ques- 
tions in dispute between the United States and Great Britain and 
Canada, in repard to which, however, the members <rf the ccHnmis- 
sion were unable to reach an agreement. 

Mr. Coolidge was a vice president of the Massachusetts Histori- 
cal Society and a member of the Somerset Club and various other 
organizations. His winter home was in Boston, «nd from 1873 on 
he had a summer home at Coolidge's Point in Manchester, Mass. 
On account of his wife's health he spent three years (1865-1868) 
abroad with his family, but thereafter, except for a winter in Eg>"pt 
and his stay in France as United States minister, 1892-93, he re- 
mained in the United States. His death leaves only one member 
surviving out of the sbtty-seven members of the Harvard Class of 
1850, the venerable Horatio Robinson Storer, A.M., M.D., LL.R., 
LL.D., of Newport, R. I., now in his ninety-second year, who has 
contributed to the pages of The Harvard Graduates^ Magazine some 
delightful reminiscences concerning his distinguished ckssmate. 

Mr. Coolidge married in Boston, in November 1852, Hetty Sullivan 
Appleton, who died 15 April 1912, daughter of Hon. William and 
Marian (Cutler) Appleton of Boston. Their children were Marian 
Appleton, now the widow of Lucius Manlius Sargent, A.B. (Har- 
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vard, 1870), LL.B. (t6., 1875), Eleonora Randolph, now deceased, 
who married Frederick Richard Sears, A. 6. (Harvard, 1875), Sarah 
L., now Mrs. Thomas Newbold, and Thomas Jeiierson Coohdge, Jr., 
A3. (HaarvBid, 1884), a iroD-knowii BoBton binkiBri foumler of tte 
Old Colony Trust Oompany, who mairied Om Amoiy and died 
14 April 1912.

Hon. Abthub Wblunoton Obnnis, of Ptovideiice, R. I., a FSl- 

grim Terrentrnarv^ member since 1919, was bom at Pro\T[dence 
11 April 1846, the son of Capt. John Robinson and Hope Ann (Rhodes) 
Deniiis, and died at Saunderstown, R. I., 19 November 1920. He 
was a descendant of Capt. John Dexxnis of Newport, R. I., who came 
to America in the eighteenth oentuiy and aoquiied large holdings 
in Rhode Island and Massachusetts, through Arthur and ElUzabeth 
fRobinson), his grandparents, and John Robinson and Hope Ann 
(Rhodes), his parents. 

He w&s educated in the public schools of Providence, and was 
graduated at the Fkovidenoe High School at the age of siacteen yean. 
After leaving school he spent a year (1862-3) as clerk in the office of 
the adjutant general of Rhode Island, and in 1863 went to Oregon, 
where he was clerk in the office of the provost marshal, at Salem, 
1863-1865. While in Oregon he was drill sergeant of the Manon 
Biflesy and in 1864 was enrolling derk in the Oregon House of Repre- 
sentatiYss. Retuniing to Providence, he entered in 1866 as clerk 
the employ of Henry L. Aldrich, cotton merchant, and remained 
connected with this firm for nineteen years, exclusive of the >ear8 
1870 to 1873, when he was clerk with the hrm of Hathbone <^ Aldrich 
of New York City, dealers in domestic wool and importers of South 
American wooL In 1884 he became associated with Woodward 4t 
Stillman, cotton merefaantSy of New York City, and was the eastern 
manager for them in Providence until 1893. In that year he founded 
and was electtMi in aj^nrer of the Elmwood Mills, a company for the 
manufacture of shoe iaces. The products of Lhis company gamtxi 
a wide leputatiogD; and in liforch 1912 it was merged with three 
other companies, the Fletcher Manufacturing Company, the Stand- 
ard Braid Compriny, nnd the Jenkins Manufacturmg Company, 
and was incorporated in Ma^achusetts as the International Braid 
Company. It was capitalized at $1,648,000, and engaged in the 
manufacture of shoe and corset laces, lamp widoB, and webbed goods, 
Mr. Dennis was president of the International Braid Company from 
its organization imtil his death. He was a director also of the Law- 
ton Spinning Company of Woonsocket, R. I., and the National Ex- 
cliange Bank of Providence. 

For many yeaia Mr. Dennis was one of the l^ulers of the RepubUcaa 
party in Rhode Ldand. His political career began with s^oe in the 
Common Council of Providence in the years 1887, 1888, and 1889, and 
he was president of this body in the two last-mentioned years. In 
1900 he was elected to the Providence Board of Alderman and in 
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11)05 to the General Assembly of Rhode Island. He served as speaker 
of the Houfleof Kepresentatives in 1906, aod as lieutenant governor 
in 1909. 

Ete wM pnmuMnt in Maaoniy > a Tetonii 0^ 
Begimeilt, nreodflQt of the RlKxIe Island Society of the Sons of the 
American Revolution, governor of the Society of Colonial Wars, 
and a member, of the Rhode Island Historical Society and sev^al 
dube. 

He manM, 26 September 1866, Annie leebel Smitli, who was 

bom 11 July 1846 and died in Aui^^ust 1918, dauishter of Simri and 

Sarah Fuller (Whipple) Smith of Providence. His eon, John Rhodes 
Deimis, reiisurer of the International Braid Company, survives 
him. His daughter, Hope Ann Dennis, died in 190d at the age 
of thirty-five years. 

Jamss Maubice Pbsnderqast, of Boston, a resident member since 
1917, was bom in Boston 20 October 1851, the son of Jeffrey and 
Catherine Prendergabi, and died there 29 November 1920. His 
father and mother were natives of Ireland. 

Jn 1868 he entered the hrokanfse boBuieBB in Boston, and at the 
tin^ of his death irns president of the firm of J. FraDdeigut A 
Company, cotton poods brokers, at 87 Milk Street. 

In 1899, in the administration of Mayor Quincy, he was appointed 
a member of the Park Commission, and remamed on this board 
fOT thirteen years. In 1907 the Republican City Committee and the 
Good Govenmient Association endeavored without success to induee 
him to become a candidate for mayor against Mayor Fitzgerald. 

His business affiliations were numerous. He was a vice president 
and director of the Boston Elevated Railway Company^ and a di- 
reetor of the Boston & Maine Railroad, the Second National Banlc, 
the Gonunonwealth IVturt Company, and the Hamilton Woolen 
Company. 

In 1909 he gave nineteen arres of land, ass^sed for $16,0(X), to the' 
Boston Association for the iielief and Control of Tuberculosis, for use 
in carrying on experiments for the preveQtiou and cure of the disease. 

He was a member of the Algonquin, Repabhcan, Catholic, Ettstem 
Yacht, and other clubs, and was a liberal giver to worthy institutions 
and cauf'es, especially those favored by the Roman Gathohc Church, 
of which he was a devoted member. 

BBN7A1IIN Hoi/r, of Stockton, Cal., a Pilgrim Tercentenary mem- 
ber since 1919, was bom at Loudon, N. H., 1 January 1849, the 
seventh of the eleven ohildieDol William £* Holt, and died at Stock- 
ton 5 December 1920. 

His early education was obtamed in the pubUc schools around his 
boyhood home and in the academy at Tilton, N. H. Later he at- 
tended a Baptist school at New London, N. H. 

In 1868, with his brothers, W. Harrison Holt, A. Frank Holt, and 
Charlai H. Holt, he began the manufaeture of wagon spokes and 
hubs, shipping these products and also hardwood lumber into all 
parts of the United States. In 187;i he established at Concord, N. H., 
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a plant for the manufacture of sfxikes, hubt>, fellies, wheels, bodies, 
and running gears, and during ihe tea years in which he carried 
on this business he built up an extensive tnde which ffeve him a 
wide reputation in business and manufaetiuing dxdes throughout 

the Efist. 

In 1871 Benjamin Holt, with his brothers W. Harrison Holt and A. 
Frank Holt, became connected with a wholesale hardwood and 
wheel business whieh had been established in San Frandsco, Gal., 
some time earlier, by Charles H. Holt. The new firm was known 
as the Holt Brothers Company, but Benjamin Holt did not cro to 
Cahfomia until 1883, when he and Charles H. Holt einbfirked on the 
manufacture of wheels and wagon materials at Stockton, first under 
the name of the Stockton Wheel Company, and after 1892 imder the 
present name of the Holt Manufacturing Company. 

Benjamin Holt was president of the Holt Manufacturing Company 
from its incorporation imder its prKient name in 1892 until his death, 
and he was the meciiamcal Iicad of the company. Ti was he who 
invented combined harvesters, wiiich greatly reduced tiie cost and 
labor of harvesting grain by eombining the cutting, thrashing, and 
cleaning operations. It was he who invented the self-propelled 
combined harvester, a combination of tractor nnd harvester. It was 
he who invented the "caterpillar" tractor, which offered the only solu- 
tion of the problem of traction on soft and shppery surfaces and over 
Toij^li ground and was 6«vdoiped into title tank which proved so heilp- 
ful to the Allies in the World War. Mr. Holt's achievements in the 
field of industry^ include more than one hundred inventions, of which 
practically all are used in the products of the Holt Manufacturing 
Company. Many of his most remarkable inventions were made 
in ihe later years of his life, his wonderful inventive powers being 
retained in full measure up to the time of his death. The mammoth 
industry built up by him gives employment to thousands of men, and 
its output has j^n^tly increased the productiveness of agricultural 
labor and placed a most eflieient instrument of warfare at the service 
of the opponents of Germany. 

Mr, Holt manied, in 1800, Anna Brown, daughter of Benjamin 
Brown. Their children are AKred Brown Holt, Anne Holt, now MiS. 
Warren Atherton. Williiim Knox Holt, Fxlison Holt, and Benjamin 
Dean Holt. Alfred Brown Holt, the oldest son, is connected with 
the office of the Holt Company at Peoria, HI. William Knox Holt, 
the second son, is engaged in sales and service for the company 
in Texas, abd the two younger bodb are still in the Univeni^ of 
Galiloniia. 

Mbs. Ellen Josephine (Turner) (Crawford) Rountreb, of 
Randolph, Mass., elected a resident member in 1898 as Mrs. Ellen 
Josephine (Turner) Crawford, was bom at Randolph 13 April 1860^ 
the daughter of Seth and Ellen Montgomery (Manahan) Turner, and 

died at Pasadena, C^., 5 December 19?0. 

She traced her decent from Humphrey' Turner of Scituate in the 
Plymouth Colony, through John,* the younger, and Ann (James), 
JaeoV and Jane (Vining), Seth« and Sarah (Shaw), Seth* and Re- 
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becra (Vinton), Setti' and Abipail (Wales), Royal^ and Maria (White), 
and Seth^ and Ellen Montgomery (Manahan), her parents. 

She was educated at a private school in Boston. 

She was married fint, 16 October I SS I to Jc^ Jennings Crawfor 
who died 21 January 1904, son of .JcfTcrson and Catherine Alle 
(Harpf r) Crawford; and secondly to H. H. Rountree. Her second 
husband, her elder son, Seth Timier Crawford, B.A. (Yale, 1907), 
LLB. (Harvard, 1910), of Boston, and her daughter, Judith 
MaeMillan Crawford, survive her. Her younger eon, John Douglas 
CSnwford, B.A. (Yale, 1911), was kiUed in action at Oantigny, 
France, 27 May 1918, while servinq; as second lieutenant in Com- 
pany H, Twenty-eighth Infantry, First Division, Anierican Expedi- 
tionary Force. 

' Mbs. Ei£ma Ann (SHi riiERD) Scbibneb, of Montpelier, Vt., a 
resident member ^inrc 1*'07, wns- born at Waitsfield, Vt., 6 Jimr 1852, 
the daughter of Darnel an; I (Charlotte M. (Ward) Shepherd, and 
died at Montpelier 8 December 1920. She was a descendant of 
Spkmon^ Shepherd (who died in 1731) and Sarah (Eastman) of 
Saliebury, Mass., through Israel' and Sarah (Kimball), Daniel* and 
Mar>' (Challis), Philip* and Dorothy (Ash) of Boscawen, N. H., 
and Daniel^ and Charlotte M. (Ward), her parents. On her mother's 
side she was seventh in descent from William Ward of Sudbury, 
Mass., who died in 1687. Both her grandfather, Philip Shepherd, 
and her father enlisted for service in the United States Army in 1812, 
and Mrs. Scribner was therefm a real Daughter of the War ol 1813. 
She was educated in the common schools of Waitsfiolfb 
She was a loyal and active member of the Luther Dixon Chapter 
of the Society of the War of 1812, and gave liberally both of time 
and moDfiy for its benefit. She had held several offices in both the 
local and State societies. 

She was married, 1 January 1876, to Oscar Dnninl Srrihncr, for 
many years a prominent business man of Montpeher, son of Bartholo- 
mew and £hza Ann (Mclntire) Scribner, who survives her. 

Chasles William Moseley, of Newburyport, Mass., elected a 
resident member in 1893 and made a life member in 1912, was bom 
at Newbur>'port 26 December 1847, the son of Edward Strong and 
Charlotte A. (Ciiapman) Moseley, and died there 24 December 
1920. His father, who was for three years an imdergraduate student 
at Yale with the Class of 1833 and xeoeived from that institution 
in 1870 the honorary degree of M.A., was a resident member of the 
New En^rland Historic Genealopirnl Society from 1863 to 1866 and 
a life memlx'r from 1871 until hi;? death in 1900. 

After attending the public schools oi iSew bury port Charles Wilham 
Moeelej.enteved Dummer Academy, South Byfield, lAass., and UJbet 
vas a student at Phillips Academy, Eseter, N. H. He then entered 
Harvard College, whrrr. however, he remained for only a portion 
(1865-1867) of the four years' course, leavnig college to enter the 
brokerage business. For many years he was a member of the stock 
brokerage finn of FSdraimg i Moseley, and was a member of the 
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Mr. Mopelpy was actively interested in many philanthropic and 
charitable works. For several years he was president of the Anna 
Jacques Hospital, for which he provided, not long before his death, 
a tuberculosis division, one of the best equipped of its kind in New 
England. He established the Moseley Foundation, which is engaged 
in social welfare work in Newburyport, and the Moseley Dental 
School Clinic, where children of the city receive free dental treatment. 
He waii greatly mtert^ted in the work of the Associated Charitiee, 
now called the Social Welfare League, and the Newburyport Pnblie 
libtary also benefited by hij^ generosity. 

As a trustee of the estate of JMrs. Julia M. Moseley, who bequeathed 
her property for charitable purjx)8es and named Mr. Moseley as one 
of the trustees under her wiil^ he was instrumental in havmg erected 
the Moeeley Memorial Building at the Maaaachiisetts General 
Hospital in Boston, which was dedioated in 1016 to the memory of 
William Oxnurd Mo.selcy, Jr. 

Mr. Moseley was a member of the Ck>mmiitee on Finance of the 
New England Historic Genealogical Society from June 1917 until 
his death, and gave freely of nis Taluaue advice about inyeet- 
ments. He was a member of and an eanieBt worker in St Paul'a 
Church (Protestant Episcopal) and a member of many prominent 
clubs in Boston and vicinity, including the Algonquin Club, the 
Exchange Club, the Country Club, and the Eastern Yacht Club. 

Mr. Moseley's brother, Frederick S. Moseley of Newburyport 
and Beaton, and faia aiater, Mrs. Arthur C. Naaon of Newburyport, 
survive him. The late Edward S. Moeel^i for many years secretaiy 
of the Interstate Commerce Commission, was also liia brother. 

EuoT Dawes Stetson, A.B., of New Bedford, Mass., a resident 
member sinoe 1889| was bom at New Bedford 27 Jtdy 1861, the son 

of Thomas Meriam and CSaidUne Dawes (Eliot) Stetson, and died 
there 25 December 1920. He was a descendant of Comet Robert* 
Stetson of Scituate in the Plymouth Colony, through Thomas,* 
Elisha,» Elisha,^ Capt. Thomas,^ Rev. Caleb,« A.B. (Harvard, 1822), 
A.M. (ib., 1825), and Thomas Meriam,^ A.B. (Harvard, 1849), 
his father. On his mother's side he was descended from Andrew^ 
Eliot of Beverly, Mass. His father, who died in 1916, achieved 
eminence as a lawyer and wan a partner of the late Hon. Thomas 
Dawes Eliot, M.C., of New Bedford. 

Ehot Dawes Sletjion was prepared for college at the Friends' 
Academy and was grsduated at Harvard in the Class of 1882. He 
then studied law for a year in the office of Stetson & Greene of New 
Bedford, and for two years more attended the Har\'ard Law School. 
He was admitted to the bar in June 1885, and in the same year became 
a member of the law hrm of Stetson & Greene. For many years 
before his death he had been hi partnership with hu brother, iM* 
erick Dudley Stetson, mider the firm name of Stetson and Stetson, 
and was engaged in the active practice of his profession. 

Mr. Stetson served in the Common Counril of New Bedford for 
three years, 1889-1891. He was appointed city solicitor in 1895 
by the late David L. Parker, who was then mayor, and remained 
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in this office the following year. In 1907 he was appointed by Gov- 
emor Qinkl aMociate justice of the Hurd District Court, and served 
m that ci^city until tlie spring of 1913, when he resigned the position. 

Thirin^ the World War Mr. Stetson gave freely of his time and 
efforts to patriotic undertakings. He serveil iis chainnan of the 
Exemption Board of Divi&ion Three, and was the New Bedford 
dianmaik of imnl of the liberty lioan dri¥^ Hia mmnuttiiig 
Uxvm ihMe iMatkniB led at last to ftpfa^ 

he never entirely reoowed. Ho gm iraUin|As^ of hia means to eray 
worthy war charity. 

He was a member oi the University and Harvard Clubs of New 
Totfc, the Harvard and Union Ghibs at Boston, and the Harvard 
Club, the Country Qub, and the Yacht Club, all of New Bedford. 
He was alec a member and a former prerideot ol the Wanumtta Chib. 

He attended the Unitarian church. 

He mamed first, at New Bedford, 16 March 1887, Marion B. 
Williams, who died 6 March 1888; and secondly, at New Bedford, 
11 Jmie 1891, 'EnoSfy Afany Cummings, who survives him, together 
with four daughters and two eons, Mrs. Francis Hathaway Stone, 
Jr., of PTo\ndenee, H. I., Mrs. Joseph F. Knowles of New Bedford, 
Mrs. Morns Lijnc^streth Hallowell of Minneapolis, Minn., Frances 
Eiiot Stetson of New Bedford, Tliomas Meriam Stetboii, 2d, and 
Eliot Dawes Stetson, Jr. 

Mr. Stetson's mother, a sister, Mrs. Leroy M. Yale, and three 
brothers, Frederick Biidlev Stetson, A.B. (Har\'ard, 1888), Frank 
Eliot St^twn, A.B. (Harvard, 1893), M.D. {ib., 1897), and Edwin 
Meriam Stetson, all of New Bedford, also survive him.

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REPORT OF THE COUNCIL 

Vnp HH d hy Mn. Aomm Brnnum (Vavohan) Tmucabum 

DuBiNG the year 1921 the Ck)UDcil haa sustained heavy losses in 
the deaths of four of its valued and effieient members, the venerable 
Resident of the Society, Jaim s Phinney Baxter, the beloved Treas- 
urer and p;enerous benefactor, George Lamljert Gould, and the 
faithful nhlr. and genial Councillors, William Eben Stone and Frank 
Ernest \V()( u iward. 

Hie pioBi)erity of the Society, which has been brought about in 
large measure througli the work of the Special Ck>mmittee on Endow- 
ment and Members and the Special Committee on ]VIural Memorials, 
is gratifjnno;. yet the need of additional funds must not be overif tDl^cd. 

There is m i i f ssing and appealinp^ need of money for the cataloguing 
of the library and for the expansiou of the publication work of the 
Society, as well as for binding. 

The Councfl calls attention with piide to the varied uses of the 
Society'"^ Library and its other resources by convp^ nncers, tlUStces, 
over-on - of the poor, and lawyers searching for heirs. 

Our wor k, as the name of the Society suggests, is at once historical, 
genealogical, and biographicaL Macaulay has well said that ''His- 
tory, m its state of ideal perfection, is a compound of poetry and 
iMosophy." 

The reports of the various standing and special committees, which 
follow this report, are f?o complete that detailed notice of the work 
of the Society is unnecessary. 



Hie Beport of the Coioiitibb on Einancb, by William Presoott 
Greenlaw: 

The legacy of $4,000 bequeathed to the Society by the late Albert 

Crane of Stamford, Conn., mentioned in the last two annual reports 
of the Committee, still remains unpaid. The Assistant Treasurer 
wrote to the rxpf^ntors of Mr. Crane's will in December 1921, and 
received the following roply: 

"Tlie situation concerning tluei estate has not mat'ermliy changed since 1 wrote 
you last November (1920). The bulk of the estate of Mr. Crane was in New York 
real estate, and that which is availaltic for the paj'ment of pecuniar}' legacies 
consista of unimproved property in the portion of the city where there is now 
very little demand owing to the high cost of building. This condition has con- 
tinued for several years, and I cannot say when it wiU cease. If we were to force 
a sale of the property at this time, it would result in non-payment of legacies, 
becauF* <>( Insufficient estat-e. The first opportunity which presents itaelf of 
obtaining a sufficient price for this property will be seised, and when there are 
suffident funds the le^tciea will be paid." 

(xiii) 
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Victor Channinp; vSanborn, of Kenil worth, Cook Co., 111., a resident 
member of this Society since 1895, by his will, dated 26 July 1918, 
bequeathed to tiiia Society ^1,000, without restrictioQti. Mr. Simborn 
died 13 January 1921, and his executrix paid $957.25 to tlie TteBsiirer 
on 13 October 1921, being the net amount of the legacy after deducting 
the inheritance tax aSBeSBed by the State of Illinois. 

During the year the Society's building nuDil>cred 9A ^Islibiii ton 
Place has been leased for ten years to Messrs. Goodspeed and Valen- 
tine, proprietors of Goodspeed's Bookshop. The change in the 
kind c£ oocupancv made it necessary to strengthen the building and 
to do considerable fireproofing. This property as a lodging house 
has been far from profitable while held by the Society. Under this 
lease it will hereafter produce a satisfactory return. The character 
of its new use will also be more in keeping with tiie Society's work. 

Hie new Treasurer, Bfr. James Mel^^ Hunnewell, who was 
elected at the December meeting of the Society, has made a changa 
in the treatment of dues and subscription?;, fo that hereafter they * 
will appear m the accounts of the j-ears to which they belong. This 
will materially affect the Treasurer's annual report, and will make a 
large apparent deficit for 1921. For the purpose of comparison with 
former accounts the amounts of dues and subscriptions collected in 
advance in 1921 bat earned over to 1922 need to be taken into 
consideration. 

The Committee has been particularly unfortunate this year in 
the loss of its oldest and its most active members, Hon. James 
Fhinney Baxter, Chairman since 9 January 1901, and Mr. Qeorge 
Lambert Gould, Treasurer smce G February 1918 and a member of 
the Committee since 2 May 1917. Both of these men were ranch 
interested in the welfare of the Society and were regular attendants 
at the meetings of this committee. 

The librarian, who has been abo Assistant Treasurer, by appoint- 
ment of tiie Council, since 2 January 1918, carried on the work of 
the Treasurer's oflfice, after Mr. Gould became incapacitated early 
in August, until the new Treasurer was elected in December. 



The Report of the Committee on Wats and Msans, by William 
Streeter Richardson, Chairman: 

The conditions as reported for the year 1920 have been continued 
through 1921 with marked success by the work of the Special Com- 
mittee on Endowment and Members and that of the Special Com- 
mittee on Mural Memorials. The resulting; improvement in finaneea 
and in the interior interest and decoration of our house Is very 
gratifying. 

The Report of the Committee on Increase or MsiiBSBamp, by 
Myles Standish, A.M., M JD., S.D., Chairman; 

This coomiittee has been inactive again this year because its field 
has been fully occupied by the Special Committee on Endowment and 
Members, of which the Chairman of this committee has been a member.

The Ccxmmittee on Publications reports that during the year 1921 

the work of preparing for publication the voluminous Vita! Picrords 
of Nantucket has born continued from titno lo time, as opportunity 
offered, and that considerable work also has been done in compiling 
the records of other towns. The high cost of printing, however, stil 
renders it inadvisable to proceed wiUi the publication of vital records 
imder the law providing for the purchase and distribution of these 
books by the Commonwealth. 

The Register, with its Su])plement8, has been published as 
115 ual, ilie issues for 1921 forming the seventy-Mth volume oi this 
magaime* 

The Report of the Committee to Assist the HibtobiaNi by Andrew 
Fiske, Ph.D., LL.B., Chairman: 

The Committee to Assist ihe Historian has the honor to report 
that it has held one meetmg during the year, namely on 20 December 
1921, when it rendered to the Historian such assistance as he required. 



The Report of the Committee on English Research, by Gieorge 
Andrews Moriarty, Jr., A.M., LL.B., Chairman: 

During the past year the work of the Committee has been kept 
up as usuaL Hie article in the Rboibtbb on the Giffcml anoestry 
of William Sargent, dating back to 1284, has been continued and, 

fini:shed, and records hnve l>een furnished Yyy the Chairman of the 
Committee as the result of his investigations in the winter of 1920-21 
in England. The Chairman collected a large amount of material 
while in England, and some of this has been placed at the disposal 
of the RnossTiiB. 

Meantime arran^ments have been made for the purchase of an 
article on the Wceden family from Mrs. Eliznlioth fFreneh) Bartlett, 
and an article on the Jenkin family ha^ Ik en ^ ( uicd from Eben 
Putnam, partly at the expense of tlie CoiunnLLeu and partly at the 
expense of the Chairman, who also worked on the problem regarding 
the Eaton-Jenkins family of Kent. 

On 21 December 1921, under the auspices of the Committee on 
Papers and Essays, an open forum was held for the discussion of 
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Englifih Research, wiiich was well aLtended and showed that the 
memben of the Societsr have great interest in this bfanch of genea- 
logieal investigation. 



The Report of the Cummiitee on HmAiiDBT, by fiobert Dickson 
Weston, A.B., Chainnan : 

The Committee notices a marked revival of mterest in the subject 
of heraldry. A nmnber of appHcations for the registration of fine 
old eoats have been made or come into view during the past year. 
We have earned our work far enough to be convinced that several 
himdred arms will ultimately be registered and that our records will 
furnish picturesque evidence that the colonists brought to New 
England much more of gentle blood than has usually be«a supposed. 



The Report of the Committsb on the Libuaiiy, by Mrs. Mary 
EUa (Stickney) Randall: 

Registration of visitors to the Library shows a gain of more than 
forty per cent over the previous year. This increase brings the 
registration slightly above the point indicated for 1921 by the trend 
of the last thirty years. The registration in 1921 was six times larger 
than in 1892. The rccovcn' from the depression cftii-^^fd by the 
World War has been much nuiro rapid than during the period follow- 
ing the War with Spain, in liiai case registration did not get back 
to normal untO 1905. The continued growth of interest in American 
family history as measured by the use of this library is very gratlff- 
incT, and indicates that the Society is effectively carrying on the 
work it was chartered to perform. 

The accessions for the year are considerably above the average 
in number, but not as many genealogies as usual have been aoquired. 
The decrease in family histories published is almost wholly due to 
the exf^ssive cost of print ing. 

During the year a much larger amount of rebinding hjis been accom- 
plished, yet much more needs to be done in the immediate future. 

It has been necessary this year to withdraw many duplicates from 
use and to rearrange the books in the entire second tier of the stack 
to provide space for the growth of the oollectionB of directories and 
States outside of Now England. 

Estimates were obtained for the erection of a two-tier stack in 
one of the great vaults, where the Society's rare books md manu- 
scripts are kept. The cost of doing this at present is so high that the 
Committee did not think it ejqiedient to undertake it now. 



The Report of the Committee on CoLLBCnON OF Rboobdb, by 
Walter Kendall Watkins, Chairman: 

During the year 1 921 the manuseript collections received numbered 

fourteen. Nine of these were notes on the followir^ families: Miles, 
Lovett, Cal)le, Greenleaf, Fish, Lawrence, WikoarUi, Williams, and 
Ammidown.

Hie Beport of the Special CoMMrma on Mubal MmioiifAM, by 
Robert Dickson Weston, A.B., Chairman : 

Some seventy-six tablets have been paid or subscribed for, and 
the duty of petting ihf*m inscribed properly, designed by cnmpptpnt 
artists, carved in wood or stone, and erected in suitable places on the 
walls of the corridors and stairways has fallen on this committee. 

Eadi taUet presents its own peculiar probtems. The wishes of 
the donor in reqieot to the inscription must be complied with, so tsr 
as space, tnith, propriety, artistic requirements, and economy 
permit. The inscription must be phrased and arranged. The artist 
must be chosen, and his work, not only with reference to taste but 
with reference to economy, must be supervised. And, fina%, the 
place for the tablet must be sdected so as to produce an effect that 
IS luuTnonious without being monotonous. 

The semipublic nature of the work has stimulated an interest and 
friendly rivalry among young architects. The result has been that 
we have been able to employ a much higher order of artistic taste 
and sIdE than our means commanded. Tlie artists have done their 
part for a nominal price. 

Tt requires little imacirintion to understand that the work of this 
committee cannot l)e fiiiished in haste. Every portion of it takes 
timiB — time on the part of the Conmiittee and time on the part of 
those who cooperate in producing the tablets. There are now twenty- 
four tablets in place, four more in the hands of the stonecutters, 
besides? the tablet to Lincoln, which is nearly ready to be cast in 
bronze, four more have l)een designed, and four are teing designed. 

Your committee is pleased with most of the tablets that are now 
in place, and thinks that they add much to the interest and dignity 
of the buflding. 

The Chairman cannot refrmn from paying a tribute to the tact and 
devotion of the Secretary, Mrs. Howes, and to the cheerful patience 
with which s)ie has held the rest of us to the performance of our 
respective tasks.

In 1892 the Society piihli^hcd :i \oiume of "Rolls of Mrinbcrship 
of the New England Historic Genealogical Society" from its beginning 
to the end of the year 1891, ?rith complete records of the various 
dasses of members for the period covered. Since 1891 the Corre- 
sponding Secretaries have kept an alphabetical list of all members 
admitted, and the Trca,«urors have kept nlphabetical lists of the 
several classes of memlM r>; !nit npitlu r the Treasurers nor the 
Secretaries have continued the ruli;^ of membership in ckrunological 
order. In September 1Q20 the Librarian was appointed by the 
Council to oontiniie the work of the former committee and complete 
the rolls to dite. 

Considerable progress has been made on thi^ task diirinu: the last 
sixteen months. The record of all members living at the beginning 
of 1892 has been made nearlv complete by filling in the date and 
manner of all memberships whidi have terminated and adding data 
relating to degrees and changes from one class of membership to 
another, and most of the information has been gathered and checked 
up for the continuation of the rolls since that date. 

There are on the membership lists, at the beginning of 1922. 12 
Honoraiy, 48 Cknreeponding, 533 Pilgrhn Tercentenary, 436 life, 
and 818 Resident Members, a total of 1847 in all classes. Of the 
Life MernVw^rs, there are 65 in the thirty-dollar, 322 in the fifty-dollar, 
and 49 in the one-hundred-dollar divisions; and of the Resident 
Members, there are 73 in the three-dollar, 6U in the five-dollar and 
134 in the ten-dollar divirrions. This does not include a number of 
persons who have paid in advance and will become Beddent or life 
Membeia early in 1922.

Tttc total acce^^ions for the year 1921 number 2521 volumes, 556 
pamphlets, and 54 miscellaneous articles. Of these, 175 volumes and 
71 pamphlets were purchased; 2291 volumes, 481 pamphlets, and 
64 mieoeDaneouB artute were given or deposited; and 55Tolumea 
and 4 pamphlets iraro received in exohaoge. One hundred and aiztgr- 
nine genealogies were ficquircd during the year. 

There has l)een an iuciease in the numl)er of persons seeklDg 
genealogical information, especially towards the end of the year. 

A large number of modem dkectories have been added, and maqy 
files of New England citiea made complete or nearly so.

The following pages rontain obituary notices of mcinl)ers who 
(lied durinp tlir year 1921, with the fiddition of ninptonn who died in 
preceding years. The notices are arraaged in the order in whicii 
the deaths occurred. 

John Edward Devlin, of Boston, a life mf^mber since 1898, was 
born in Brooklyn, N. Y., 11 April 1851, the .son of John Edward and 
Martha Josephine (Day) Dcviiii, and died in Boston 10 December 
1M2. His ftvthegr was bom in M^andiester, England, but his grand- 
lather, Daniel Devlin, was of Belfast, Ireland. His mother, Martha 
Josephine Day, was bom at Royalton V't and was a descendant of 
Robert' Day. who came to New Knglaii l in 1634 in the Klizaheth 
froin Ipswich, co. Sufifolk, Kiiglaud, and wad one of the first settlers 
of Hartford, Conn., through John,^ John,' Benjamin,* Benjamin,* and 
Ebeneser,* her father. 

Coming to this country as a yf>nnp: man of promise, Mr. Devlin's 
father was induced by Daniel l)rar)er of Boston, a shipping mer- 
chant, to enter into partnership with liis son David, and the hrm of 
Draper k Devlin was fonned. When David Draper retired from the 
firm, at the time of the Ctvfl War, the name was changed to John E. 
Devlin k Company, and, on the coming to manhood of the subject 
of this sketch, the name of tlie firm was again changed to John E. 
Devlin <fe Son. Both the Devlins, father and son, were ardent Ameri- 
<^DB. Though they lived much of the time abroad with their fami- 
lies, they did not become denationalised, but their love for the 
United States was intensified by their absence. John Eldward 
Devlin. Jr., spoke French, Italian, Spanish, and various Sicilian 
dialects. 

Mr. DevUn was a Republican in politics, and was quite unable to 
understand the drift away from this party of the young men who 
had been brought up in tlie Republican tradition. He was a mem- 
ber of the Union Club of Boston and a devout Unitarian, a regular 
worshipper at King's Chapel in Boston and at the First Church in 
Wilton, N. H., his summer home. 

He married, 17 September 1873, Mary Elisa Davis, daughter of 
Adolphus and Maiy Robbins (Draper) Davis. She survived him, 
and died 13 January' 1018. Tlu ir fhildren were Marjoiie Standish 
Devlin, now Mrs. Francis J. Moors of Boston, and John Edward 
Devlin, now deceased.

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SiLYAinJB Jenkins Mact, of Avon, N. Y., elected a resident mem- 
ber in 1868 and made a life member in 1870, was bom in New York 
City 28 July 1833, the son of William Henry and Eliza Leggett 
(Jenkins) Macy, and died at Avon in 1902, his death having been 
reported in the Necrology for 1920. He traced his descent from 
Thomas^ Macy of Newbury, Salisbury, and Nantucket, Mass., 
through John' of Nantucket, John,* Jonathan,^ Jonathan,' Josiah* 
of Nantiickot and of Rvc, N. Y., and William fiemy' of Nantucket 
and New York City, his father. 

His life was that of a business man. He was for a time in the coal 
busmesB in Ke<r Yofk, and that city was his rendenoe wlien lie 
jomBd the Society. Thmce he moved to Sodus Point, N. Y., on 
Lake Orttririo. where he wm intere.«:terl with the late E. H. Harri-' 
man, in tiuildiiig tho Hodus Bay & Southern Railroad, which ran 
from Stanley, N. Y., to Lake Ontario, and is now a part of the Penn- 
ffirlvania Raohroad system. Shortily after that he moved to RocheBter, 
N. Y., where he continued in the coal buaineaB, in which he was 
interested until the time of his death. For several year? }ie was 
receiver of the Rochester, State Line & Southern Railway, now the 
Buffalo, Hochester & Pittebuiigh Railway. He was a vice president 
of the Bochester Saymgp Bank and jnefluknt of the Homeopathie 
Hospital, and was interarted in nnmerouB other enterprises in that 
city. 

He compiled the "Gcncalogj' of the Macy Ffmiilj^ from 1635— 
1868, " a volume of 457 pageS| which was published at Albany, N. Y., 
in 1868. 

Mr. Maoy married first, in Philadelphia, Pa., 27 October 1863^ 
Carolina Ridgway, bom in Philadelphia 6 December 1833, daughter 

of Thomas and Sarah (Pancoast) Ridgway; and secondly, in 1871, 
Juliet WasRon of Philadelphia, who survives him, together with 
three daughters by his first wife, Mrs. S. F. Jenkins (Eliza L^gett

Georoe Henbt Leonard, of Boston, elected a resident member 
in 1807 and made a Uf e member in 1898, was bom at Atolborough, 
Maas., 26 June 1837, and died in Boston 10 February 1909. 

He came to Boston as a young man, and became a partner in the 
finn of Miirdock <fe Bundy, manufacturers and dealers in tanners' 
materials. Later tiie name of the firm was changed to George H. 
Leonard A Company. Its plaee of business on Congress Street was 
burned out in the great Boston fire in 1872, and a new location waa 
found on India Street. Mr. T.eonard retired from active business 
in 1906, but he continued as a special partner in the firm of Marden, 
North & Hastings, the successors to his former business. 

He was active in the Chamber of Commerce, and had been its 
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fint vice president and chairman of its Finiincc Committee. He 
was also a director of the Atlantic Nationjil Bank, and at one time 
prasident of the Oil Trade Association. He was particularly inter- 
ested, after 1881, in the Massachusetts Homeopathic Hospitali 
serving as iHice president of the Boaid of Trustees, ohairnum m the 
Executive Committee, and chairman of a buOdizig committee for 
the larp:o hospital in Brighton for contagious diseases. In 1908 he 
was appointed by Governor Guild a trustee of the Boston State 
Hospital. 

He was a member of the Algonquin, Exchange, and Art Clubs, of 

various Masonic bodies, and of many hereditary-patriotic societies, 
including the Society of Mayflower Descendants, tho Society of 
Colonial Wars, the Society of Colonial Govemore, and the Sons of 
the American Revolution. He was a conmiunicant of Trinity Church. 

Mr. Leonard's wife was a sister of George C. Thomas, of the bank- 
ing firm of Drexd A Company.

member in 1S75 and made a life member in 1881, was bom at Roches- 
ter, N. Y.. 20 M:irch 1844, the son of Frcdprick West and Harriet 
(Dawes; Hollan d, and died in Boston 27 Octol iT 1909. 

He was graduated at the Lawrence Scienti&c School^ Harvard 
University, in 1805, with the degree of Bachelor cf Science, and 
received the degree <tf Bachelor of Laws from the Harvard law 
School in 1867. 

He was a dawjendant, on his mother's side, of W illiam Dawes of 
Boston and Salem, and he published in 1878 a book entitled " WiUiam 
Dawes and his Ride with Paul Bevere. An Essay read before the 
New England ^Btoric Genealogical Society on June 7, A.D. 1876; 
to which is appended a Genealogy of the Dawes Family."

Andrew Coatsworth Fearing, of Boston, elected a resident 
member in 1885 and made a life member m 1891, was born in Boston 
16 July 1835, the son of Andrew Coatsworth and Aldaberoutophos- 
cophomia (Bowen) Fearing, and died unmarried at Wareham,- 
Auas., 19 June 1911.

His mother was aizth in descent 
from Hogcr Eastman of Saiisbuiy, Maas., who came over from 
EcRland in 1638. 

Mr. Seavey was educated in the public schools of Cambridge, 
Maaa., had aerred aa deputy sheriff and flpedal sheriff, and was, 
when he joined the Socie^, the aheciff of Suffolk County, Mass.

Robert Inglee Carter, A.B., of Cinenmati, Ohio, elected a leai- 
dent member in 1888 and made a life member in 1889, was bora at 
Petersham, Mass., 10 Septeinl)er 1868, the son of William and Jane 
Loring (CooUdge) Carter, and died at White Piams, N. Y., 9 March 
1914. He traced his descent from Rev. Thomas^ Carter, MA, (St. 
John's College, Cambridge), the first minister at Wobum, Mass., 
throug;h Rev. Samuel, ^ A.B. (Harv^ard, 1660), and his wife. Eunice 
(Brooks), Samuel^ and his wife. Dorothy (W^ilder), Ephraun* and 
his wife, Mary (Osgood), Oliver^ and his wife, Emily (?Harrington), 
Timothy Hamngton* and his wife, Martha (Clark), and WUliam* 
and Jane Loring (Coolidge), his parents. His mother, bom in Boston, 
was daughter of William Dawes and Caroline Bass (Inglee) CooUdge. 

At the age of three years he had a severe fall, rosulting in hip 
disease, wliich caused his mother, his father having died in 1870, to 
take him, when eight years old, to Europe for a cure. For four years 
they visited the countries of westm Europe; and there he laid the 
foundation of hia education, first in Seville, Spain, at the Colegio de 
San Lorenzo, and afterwards, for three years, being much stronger 
in body, at Wellington College, Berkshire Knp^land, where his 
participation in the sports and games which iorin such an important 
part of edttcaticm in EngUtnd waa of priceless benefit for his physical 
development. He returned to the United States in September 1886, 
■^rrnt two years in direct preparation for co!!f r!:r> at the Roxbury 
Latm School, and was graduated at Harvard in 1892. 

In the same year he was appointed musical and dramatic critic of 
The Twi^Siar of Cincinnati In 1896 he represented several papers 
at the Wagner festival at Bayreuth, and in the summer of 1897 he 
made a tour tlirougli the Orkneys and the Shetland Islands, Iceland. 
Norway. Sweden, and Russia. In September 1900 he wrote a series 
of articles for The Times-Star from Paris, having been appointed 
managing editor of that paper in 1898. In November 1900 he became 
editor of The Baltimore Herald, in January 1903 he waa on the staff 
of The New York Herald, in 1904 ho \ the editor in charge of the 
Paris edition of Thr ^lew York Herald, and in 1905 was on the New- 
York staff of that j>uper. In the fall of 1906 he ser^'-ed as manager of 
the American tour of Saint-Saens, the famous French composer 
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After that he was c<miieeted with variouB dnimatie organuattons in 
a managerial capacity up to the time of his death. 

Mr. Carter was an accomplished linguist and a writer of note. 
He married, 2 jNIarch 1891, Mary EUaabetb Peckbam of Ceatral 
Village, Orange Co., N. Y.

Charles Euuu Slocum, AI.D., Ph.D., of Toledo, Ohio, elected 
a resident member in 1809 and made a life member in 1006, waa bom 
at Northville, Fulton Co., N. Y., 30 December 1841, the son of 
Caleb Wright and Elizabeth (Bass) Slocum, and dird nt Toledo 
7 July 1915. lie was eighth in descent from Anthony^ Sioeonih)e, a 
colonist from Taunton, co. Somerset, England, and an ori^al 
purchaser of the present site of Taunton, Mass., thiou^ Giles,* 
Eliczer,* Elxeser,* John,* Eleaser,* Joseph,' and Caleb Wnght,* his 
father. 

He was educated in the schools of bis native town, at the Fort 
Edward Collt^ate Institute, and at Pou^hkeepsie, and later taught 
in public schools and in teachers' i^stltutes. While teaching at 
Albion, Mich., in 1865, he began the stuc^ of medicine with Dr. 
Willoughby O'Donoughue, a former army surgeon, and later attended 
the medical department of the University of Michigan, the Detroit 
Medical College, and the College of Physicians and Surgeons of 
Ck)lumbia Universitv, in New York City, where he received the 
degree of Doctor ci Medicine in 1800. He b^san the practice of 
medicine with his brother, Dr. Jacob ffiocum, in Sheibyville, Ind., 
but in 1871 hf removfnl to Dnfi.inrp, Ohio. He spent pf\rts of several 
years in pr^stLrraduate Htudics, roceiving: the de|j;nM' of Doctor of 
Medicine agaxn at the Jetlei-sou Medical College m Philadelphia in 
1876 and that of Doctor of Philoeuijli} at the tTniversity ol Penn- 
sylvania in 1877. He studied also at tlie University of Vienna in 
1879. His practice included delicate work in spedaltifis as well aa 

capital p!iri;ir:d operations. 

He wa:> at one time president of the Defiance Medical Society, and 
was a member of the Ohio State Medical Society from 1874 on. He 

was president of the Fort Defiance Scientific A.ssociation from its 
organization in 1897, and vice president of the Ohio State Academy of 
Science in 1897. He was a member also of the Philadelphia Academy 
of Natural Sciences, the American Microscopical Society, the Ameri- 
can Aflsodation for the Advancement of Science, and the Amedean 
Academy of Political Science. For several yean he served as United 
States examining surgeon for p^ensions and as examiner for numerous 
insurance anrl other companies, and he was for an extended period 
profe.ssor of psychology and ethics in the College of Physicians and 
Surgeons at Cleveland, Ohio. 

In 1882 Dr. Slocum published "A Short History of the Slocums, 
Slocumbs and Slocombs of America, Genealogical and Biographical; 
embracing Eleven Generations of the First-Named Fafnily from 1637 
to 1881. " He also wrote a histori'' of tlic Maumee Valley Basin. 

Dr. Slocum was chosen a director of the Defiance National Bank 
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in 1874, and upon its reorganization as the First National Bank he 
became director and vice president. He was a heavy stockholder of 
the Defiance SavingiB Bank, and, after its consolidation in 1887 
with the Merchants National Bank, was a director and at one dme 

vice president and acting prosi lont of t!ie latter. He was also inter- 
ested in several of the princii)Hl nu>nulaetories of the city. 

In 1894 he presented a library building to the Ohio Wesleyan 
University, at Delaware, Ohio, of wliich he was a trustee from 1894 
to 1899. His private library, of ten thousand volumes, was open at 
all timos to the people of Defiance, and, when the new libran' build- 
ing was ( roctcd there, a ]ar,[z;e Fpnrp was set apart in it for the Charles 
E. Slocum iicfercnce library', coutauiing three thousand volumes. 
Later this collection was removed to Defiance College. 

In 1910 Dr. Slocum moved to Toledo, Ohio, where he resided 
until his death. In addition to the medical and scientific organiza- 
tions already mentioned, he was a member of the Mamnee Valley 
Historical Association, the Ohio State Archaeological Society, the 
Old Colony Historical Society of Taunton, Mass., and various 
Masonic bodies. He was a devoted member of the Methodist E^isco- 
pal Church.

John Pabkinbon, of Boston, a life member since 1892, was born 
at Eoxbury, Mass., 1 September 1842, the son of John and Anne 
. Outram (Davis) Parkinson, and died 20 October 1918. Ete was 

descended from John Parkinson, a dergyman of the Church of 

England, who was bom in Ireland, came to Delaware, and married, 
as his socond wife, Jane Patterson. They had one child, William, 
who was bom in Delaware in 1748, and married in Essequibo, 
British Guiana, 8 April 1784, Mary Reading, daughter of Eh:. 
William Reading. Their son John, the father of the subject of this 
sketch, was bom in Philadelphia, Pa., 20 March 1800. John Park- 
inson's mother, Anne Outram Davis, was bora in Boston 25 March 
1805, the daughter of Edward and Eliza (Outram) Davis. 

John Parkinson was educated in the pubhc schools ol Jamaica 
Plain, Mao. 

In 1862 he enlisted in the Forty-fourth Regiment, Massachusetts 

Volunteer Militia, for service in the war for the preservation of the 
Union, and in 1863 he was promoted to a lieutenancy in the same 
regiment. 

His businesB was that of a banker and broker, and he was a mem- 
ber of the firm of Parkinson & Burr, of Boston and New York. 

In 1866 he joined the Boston Stork Exrh[inp:e, of which he was 
president in 1900, 1901, and 19U2, and from 1879 to 1893 he was a 
member of the New York Stock Exchange. He was vice president 
of the West IBnd Street Railway Ck>mpa^ and a director in the 
Boston Steamship Company and the HamiltiOn Mamifootuiing 
Gompaoy.

1919 

Mrs. Je8ste Nott s CChesebhough) Larkin. of Westerly, R. I., 
a resident member smce 1909, was bora at Stonington, Conn., 31 
October 1848, the daughter of Joseph and Louisa Stanton (Noyes) 
Cheeebrouf^, and died at Westerly 7 July 1919. She was a descend- 
ant of WilOam^ Chesebrougb of Boston, Rehoboth in the Plymouth 
Colony, and Stonington, Tonn., throiic:h Samuel * Samuel,' Joseph * 
S iiiiuel/ Elitis,* and Joseph/ her father. On the maternal side she 
Wits descended from Ilev. James- Noyes, for iilLy-live years pastor 
of the FSrst Church of Stonington. 

She was educated in the common schools of Stonington and, for 
one year, at tlie North Granville (N. Y.) Seminary. 

Rhe was married, 23 November 1871. to Frank Larkin, son of 
Damci I ranklin and Martha (Hiscoy) Laikin. Their four children 
were Frank PMvost Laridn, Albert Chesebrougb Larkin^ Jeiae 
Louise Larkin, and Daniel f^ranklin Larkin.

Thomas Wxmmat Bctnham, A.B., of Cleveland, Ohio, a Pilgrim 
Tercentenan,' member since 1919, was born in Cleveland 22 January 
1844, the fourth child of Thomas and Maria Louisa (White) Bumbamj 
and died at Pasadena, Calif., 2 March 1920. 

He was educated in the public schools and at Union College, 
Schenectady, N. Y., where he received his academic degree in 18S4. 

After leaving college he engaged in business in Leavenworth, Kans., 
St. Louis, Mo., anfl New York City, returning to Cleveland in the 
early seventi^ to ^um bis father in the Star Elevator Company, an 
enterprise with which he was connected up to the time of his death. 
He was also premdent of the Kilby Manufacturing Company, chair- 
man of tho "Ro'ird nf Dirortor^ of the Nritinnal City Bank, and a 
director m tic }[. 11 Hill Conipany, the Union Trust Company, the 
Cleveland Stockyaids Company, and the Cleveland Burial Case 
Company. 

He belonged to the Union, Roadside, Country, Mayfield, and 
University Clubs of Cleveland and to the University Club of New 
York. He was a vc^stryman in Trinity Cathedral. 

He married, in 1869, MaJT Kate Holliday Coll. Two dau^ters 
survive him, Mrs. George WUbert Grandin (Mabel Gordon Bum- 
ham) and Mrs. J. P. Burton (Kate Burnham). Mrs. Grandin auo- 
ceeds to her father's Pilgrim Tercentenary membership in the New 
England Historic Genealogical Society. 

KoBEBT Oatlly Dodge, of Lakewood, Ohio, a resident member 
since 1918, was bom at Cortland, Trumbull Co., Ohio, 26 October 
1896, the son of Charles Rufus and Anna Blanche (Oatley)^l>od^ 
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and died at Lakewood 12 March 1020. He daimed deaoeat from 
Triatnm Dodge of Block Island; but the earliest Dodge ancestor 
from whom hb Vrnp of descent has been proved is Jeremiah, born in 
Connecticut in 17 12, from whom the line runs through Eusebius, 
bom at Lyme, Conn., in 1771, Jeremiah, bom at Lyme in 1798, 
BIram Lake, bom at Dodge ville, A8htabTl^a Ck)., Ohio, in 1831, and 
Charles Rufus, bom at Dodgeville in 1866, father of Robert Oatley. 
The Dodge family emigrated fioia Lyme, Conn., and -rttled at 
Dodgeville. Ohio, in September 1811. His mother's ancestors rmi- 
grated from Virginia and settled in Cortland, Trumbull Co., Ohio, 
m 1810. lilr. Dodge was also a descendant of Elder WilHam Brewster 
of the Ma/njUnoer. 

He was graduated at the Lakewood High .School and subsequently 
attended, for one year, the Case School of Applied Scie'nce in Cleve- 
land, Ohio, where he studied civil engineering, but, his health failing, 
he was unable to complete the course. He aiterwards entered the 
banking business and became auditor of the State Banking and Trust 
Ck>mpany of Cleveland and a director of the savings dcvioon of that 
institution. 

He was a member of the Society of the Sons of the Ameiican 
Revolution. 

Hon. William Henry Gove, A.B., LL.B., of Salem, Mass., a 
refiif?er(t member since 1913, was born at South Berwick, Me., 4 Sep- 
tember 1851, the son of Ix^vi and Mary (Meader) Gove, and died 
at Salem 14 April 1920. He was descended from John^ Gove, who 
came to Charlestown, Mass., from London, with his family, and 
died in 1G47 S, through Edward* of Salisbury, Mass., and Hampton, 
N. H., John' of Hampton, Joim,^ Daniel,* Daniel^* Moses,' and Levi,* 
his father. 

His early education was gained at the district schools in South 
Berwick, at Oak Grove Seminaiy, Vassalborough, Me., and at the 
grammar school in L3mn, Mass. He was graduated from the Lynn 
High School in 1869, entered Harvard College in 1872. and received 
there the degree of Bachelor of Arts in 1876. He had been admitted 
to pmctise law at Salem in 1872, and after graduating at Harvard 
College he continued the stiidy of law at the Harvard Law School 
and received there the degree of Bachelor of Laws in 1877. 

He practised his profession in Salem from 1877 to 1900, and then 
became the president and general manager of the Lydia E. Pinkham 
Medicine Company of Lynn, holding this position untU his cleatb. 

He was vice president of the Salem Safe Deposit & Trust Company, 
a member of the School Committee of L3mn, 1878-1881, an alderman 
of Salon, 1894-1896, a irL inber of the Massachusetts House of 
Kepresentatives from Salem, 1903 nnrl 1904, serving on the Judiciary 
Committee, and a member of the Executive Council of Massachusetts, 
1910 and 1911. A student of political economy, be devised a system 
fSor solving the question of proportional representation. 

He was a director of the Essex Institute, Salem, and a member of 
the American Academy Political and Social Science and of tlie 
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Satem and Colonial CSubs. He was a Republican in politics, a 
Unitarian in roliirion, and a Mason. 

Ho married, 5 January' 1882, Aroline Chase Pinkham, daughter 
of Isaac and Lydia (Estes) Pinkliam, who siin'ives him, together 
with four children, William Pinkham Gove, Lydia Pinkiiam Gove, 
Bfn. Mary (Gove) Putnam, and Mrs. Caroline (Gove) Doty. 

Ret. ^TARY Clementine Collins, of Keokuk, Iowa, a resident 
member since 1903, was born at Alton, lU., 18 April 1840, the daughter 
of Ephraim and Margaret (Lewis) Collins, and died at Keokuk 
25 May 1920. She traced her descent from Benjamin^ Collins of 
Salisbury, Mass., who married, 6 November 1668, Martha Eaton, 
daughter of Jobn, through Ephraim,' Ephraim,' Levi,* who married 
Abigail Stanton, and Ephraim,* her father. Her {rrnTidniother, 
Abi^il (Stanton) Collins, was fifth in descent from Tliotuaii' Stanton 
of Hartford and Stonington, Conn., and among tiie ancestors of this 
Abigail Stanton were the Wheden and Thompeona of Connecticut. 

Her parents moved to Keokuk, Iowa, in 1847, and she was edu- 
cated in the pubUc schools of Keokuk and in the private. s<diool of 
Miss Lucy L. Seymour. 

In 1875, at the age of twenty-uine years, after having taught for 
about three yeemj Miss CoDins went to Dakota as a missionary to 
the Sioux Indians, under the auspices of the American Board of 
Conuni^riioners for Foreign Missions. She lived on the Cheyenne 
River Aj!;eney, in Dakota Territory, until 1885, and then removed to 
the Standing liock iieservatiou, in North Dakota, where she had 
charge of a mission field. In 1889 she was ordained to the ministry. * 
When the missionary work among the Indians was transferred, m 
1903, from the American Board to the American Missionary Asso- 
ciation, she continued her labors under the direction of the latter 
organization, unt in K r heahh failed. She wa- universHlly Ix'loved by 
the Indians, who adopted her into the tribe, w itli tiie name of Wmona, 
"daughter." Kie was chosen by the Sioux Indians on the reserva- 
tion to witness all papers executed by them, for she spoke their 
language and did eveiything in her power to protect them in their 
right^s. 

She was well-known as a speaker in behalf of the Indians, and 
supported President Rooeevdt and oth^ in their efforts to give 
the Indians their due* 

Walter Cleveland Co(;.->well, of Scituate, Mass., a life member 
since 1916, was bom in Boston 24 August 1854, the son of John 
Cteveland and Mary (Brown) Cogswell, and died at Scituate 6 July 
1920. 

He was a pupil at the D wight School, Boston, where he was 
awarded two certificates of honor and nn<^ of the last of the Franklin 
Medals, and was graduaLcd at the English High Scliool in 187U. lie 
entered the woolen house of Faulkner, P^e & Company, where he 
remained until he took up;, the study of the kw, which he practised 
BUoeossfuHy until his deaw. Although enjoying a lucrative practice, 
he waa not well known to the general public, but among his brotlier 
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lawyers he was highly esteemed on Moount of his ability. He was 

counsel for several insurance companies, and served as president of 

the Atlantic Health & Accident Company, in Boston, in the organi- 
zation of which he took a leading part. He had the distinction of 
being one of the few lawyers who have persuaded the Supreme Court 
of Massachusetts to reverse its decisions. 

Since 1887 he had spent his winters in Newton Oentre and his 
summers in Scituate, which was his legal residence for many yean. 

He married, in November 1882, Laura D. Tedford, who Piir\nve8 
him, top:ether with three children, Walt<^r Cleveland Cogswell, Jr., 
John Alfred Cogswell, B.A. (Williamb, 1911), and Mary Ehzabeth 
Cogswell. 

Hon. Wilt t am Framclin Dana, A B., LL.B., of Newton, Mass., 
a resident member since 1902, was born at Somervillo. Mass., 26 June 
1863, the son of Thomas and Mary Catharine (Baldwin) Dana, and 
died unmarried at Orford, N. H., 5 August 1920. He traced fala 
descent from Ridiard' Dana of Cambridge, Mass., through Daniel,* 
Thonias,* Tlionias,^ Thomas,* Thomas,* William/ and Thomas,* his 
father. 

He was prepared for college in the Boston pubhc schools and in 
the Hopkinson School, was graduated at Hiu^ard in 1884, and 
received the degree of Bachelor of Laws from the Harvard Law 
School in 1887. 

For several vcars he was enjTRJiied in thp i)r;ii'tice of law in Boston, 
both by himself and as a nieiiilM r of the tirius of Dana & Bates tuid* 
Choate & Dana. In 1S97 he wa^ a member of the Common Council 
of Nekton, and in 1898, 1899, and 1900 he served as an aldennan of 
the same city. He was vice president of the Board in 1900, and was 
reelected to the Board for 1900-1901, but resigned to become a mem- 
ber, as a Kepubhcau, of the Massachusetts House of Representati^-es. 
He represented Newton in this body in 1901, 1902, and 1903, vitxa 
elected to the Massachusetts Senate for 1904, 1905, and 1906, snd 
was president of the Senate in the two last-mentiooed years. His 
services on important committees in the Legislature were not^ible. 
He was placed on the Judiciary Conmiittee, whicli was concerned 
with the revision and publication of the revised laws, and he was made 
chairman of the Committee on Insurance. In 1903 be was made 
chairman of the committee to revise the corporation laws of the 
State. He was afterwards appointed chairman of the special com- 
mittee on the salaries nf membere and county offiniab, and took an 
important part in the deliberations and findmgs of the committee. 
He was also chairman of the Committee on Street Railways and 
served on the Committee on Rules. In July 1906 he was appointed 
by Governor Guild a justice of the Superior Court of Massachusetts, 
a position which he filled with ability and success. 

His writings include the following: "The Optimism of Halph 
Waldo Emerson" (a Bowdoin Prize essay, 1886), "The Bebring 
Sea ControTerey" (in The New England Ma^anne, 1890), ''Monopoly 
under the National Anti-Trust Act" (in The Harvard Law Review, 
1894)f ''Federsl Bestnunts upon State Begulataon of Railroad Bates

of Fare and Freight" (t7>., 1896), "The Declaration of Independence" 
(tb.y 1900), and "The Supreme Court and the Shennan Anti-Tru^t ' 
Act" (»6., 1802). 

He was a member of the Middlesex Bar Association, the Boston 
Bar Asporiation, the Abstract Clu>> of Boston, the University Club, 
the Republican Club of MassachusettSi and various local organiza- 
tions. 

Mbs. Helbna Auoxubta (Gcxz) Raymond, of Brookline, Ma^., a 
life member since 1912, was bom at Shcrbrooke, Province of Quebec, 
Canada, 26 May 1874, the daughter of Orson and Cordelia (Wiley) 
Cox, and died at Brookline 17 November 1920, her death having 
been leported in the Neerolo^ for 1920. 

Mis. Raymond was active in charitable work. 

She wns married, 7 Febniaiy 1900, to Arthur C. Bajmond, who 
survives her. 

John Hbnbt Caxtland, of Bristol, Me., a resident member since 
1913, was bom at Vassalborough, Me., 22 October 1841, the son of 
Eh jail Pope and Sarah Brnrkett (Partridge) Cartland, and died in 
Boston 25 November f920. He was a descendant of John^ Cartland, 
who came from Scoilaiid and settled at Dover, N. H., through 
Joseph,* John,' and Elijah Pope,^ his father. He was also a descend- 
ant of Kenelm Winslow of Maishfield in the P^rmouth Colony, his 
grandmother, Tabitha (Pope) Cartland, being a daughter of Elijah 
and Phebe (Winslow) Pope and fifth in do«ront from Kenehn Winslow. 

He was educated in the cuouiioo schools of Winslow, Me., and at 
the Phonetic Sciiuol, taught by Miss Abby Larry at Windham Centre, 
Me., and spent one term and a ball at Oak Grove Seminary, Vassal- 
borough, a school that was under the management of the Sodety 

of FriondF^. 

He taught school for a while at Bristol, afterwards went to Africa, 
and upon his return settled in Portland/ Me., where he was engaged 
in business with his fatiber, a carpenter and master mason. For a 
tune he was in business in Wakefield, Mass. His loss of property 
there was the occasion of his failure in health and of his goino; to 
Pemaquid Beach, in Bristol, where he l:>ecame infrrr^sted in the 
remains of Fort William Henry, which was located on property at 
that time (1888) owned by his uncle. The greater part of his life 
thereafter was given to the study of the history of the place, to 
excavating its relics, and to gathering portraits and pictures per- 
taining to it. He acted also as agent of the Eastern Steamship 
Company. 

For many years he was custodian of the castle of Fort William 
Henry, which held many of the relics collected by him. The inter- 
est which he took in the history of Pemaquid Beach is well shown 

in his two publications: "Ten Years at Pemaquid," 1899, and a 
"Brief Sketch of Pemaquid," 1912 (partly written by H. 0. McCril- 
hs of Boston). 

Mr. Oyrtland was also deeply uiterested in the early Indians, 
particularly those of New En^aad, and in the QuakerB, one of bia

brothers ix ing a Quaker minister. He also was well acquainted 
with the history of ships and from early days loved the ^a. He 
was a connoisseur of music and pictures, and was skilful in tito use 

of the camera. 

He married, in Boston, 19 August 18C7, Georgianua Edgecomb, 
daughter of WiOiam and Bachel (Chick) Edgecomb. Of their four 
children a daughter, Ida May, now Mrs. John Joseph Cantor of 
Bedford, Ma.ss., a member of the New England Historic Geneatogical 
Society, survives him. 

Gbobok Washington Bbacssnridge, of San Antonio, Tex., a 
Pilgrim Tercentenary member since 1919, 'was bom in Indiana 14 

Januar\' 1832, the son of John Brackenridge, and died unmarried 
at his home, "Fern Ridge," San Antonio, 28 December 1920, his 
death having been reported in the Necrology for 1920. His father, 
a lawyer and merdiaat, waa a fiiend of Abraham Linwln, nnd from 
his library Lincoln borrowed many of the books from which he 
obtained his education. The elder Brackenridge mored with his 
family to Texas a few years before the Civil War. 

George Washington Brackenridge was a student at the Harvard 
Law School in 1860-61, and, when the War broke out, went to Wash- 
ixigton and offered his dervicea to the Government. Breflident 
Lincdn placed him in the Treasury Department, and, after New 
Orleans was captured by the Federal forces, Mr. Brackenridq^e was 
sent there to take charge of c iiiiinissary stores and remained there 
until the end of the War. Duruig the period of iiis residence in New 
Qri^ms he was sent by President Lincoln to Benito Juiies in Mexico, 
who* was then in revolt against the Emperor Maximilian, with a 
message that the United States, in accordance with the Monroe 
Doctrine, would respect Mexican sovereignty, when once it was 
established. After the War Mr. Brackenridge lived for a time in 
Jackson County, Tex. While a student at Harvard he had com- 
pleted oomses both in surveying and in law, and, although he never 
practised law, he did considerable survc>ing in eastern Texas. In 
1866 he moved to San Antonio and founded the San Antonio National 
Bank, remaining at it^ head until 1912. He was a large purcliaser of 
real estate near the city, and at one time owned all the limd on which 
Fort Sam Houston and Camp Travis are now locatod. 

Mr. Brackenridge gave to San Antonio the park which bears his 
name, comprising more than three hundred acres of woodland, 
traversed by the San Antonio River, and coiisidered by many to 
be the most beautiful park in the South. Ue also gave to San Antonio 
three public buildings, a library, and much of the sdiool equipment 
for the teaching of domestic science and manual training. He gave 
to the Univeisi* y of Texas, at Austin, land valued at $250,000 and 
a large donnitory for men. To Columbia University, New York, 
he gave $50,000 for a building to make possible the study of medicine 
by women imder equal conditions with men. He contributed lazigely 
to {he education of the Negroes, and was instrumental, through the 
San ArUonio Erprf^s, in which he was a stockholder, in establishing 
a fund of $100jOOO, to be used in paying rewards for information 



leading to the conviction and puiUBhment of persons partidpating in 

any mob lynrbino: n prisoner, cither white or black, anvwhere in 
the I'nited Statef*. Jjurinp; mnny years he was a member of the 
Board of Regents of the University of Texas, and maintained an 
active interest in that institution untfl the day of his death. 

Because of his large financial interests Mr. Brackenridge enjo3^ 
the friendship and acquaintance of many financiers of national 
prominence. He was a friend of the late Porfirio Diaz, President 
of Mexico, and was credited with having financed the building of 
the railroad from Vera Cruz to Mexico City. 

1921 

Lsn Frank Eaton, of Northville, Mich., a resident member 

since 1915, was born at Windsor, Vt., 20 September 1851, the son of 
Hezekiah and EUiabeth fBamon) Eaton, and died it T^etroit, Mich., 
1 January' 1921. He was a descendant of Robert Cushman, the 
agent of the Leyden Pilgrims in England, who came to Plymouth 
in Kew England in the Pariune in November 1621, but soon letumed 
to En^and on business for the Colony, leaving his son Thomas, who 
lat^r married Maiy Allerton ci the Mayfiower^ to oontinue the line 
in this country. 

He was educated at private and pubhc m^hools in Middletown, 
Conn., and began his active career as bookkeeper in Meriden in the 
same state. He then entered the photo-engraving business, and was 
a pioneer in this class of work. Later he sold out his interest in 
the Meriden Orftvui-e Company, and went to Detroit in 1891, where 
he organized in 1895 the Peninsular En]Gxa%nnK Company, of which 
he was president and general manager for twenty years. He estab- 
lished 'lUso the Detroit Rotary Gravure Company, and turned oat 
the first rotogravure newspaper supplements in Uiat city. He also 
orpanizpf! the American Photogravure Company, wiA which he was 
connected at the time of his death. 

He was a member of the Detroit Board of Commerce, of the 
Exchange Club and other dubs, of the Society of the Sons of the 
American HevoKition, and of the Masonic fraternit N In pditics 
he was* n Republican and in religious affiliations a Bapti.st. 

He married, in August 1SS2, Susan Medbury of Pomfret, Conn., 
who survives him, together with a son, Levi Medbury Eaton of 
Northvffle. 

FrrzROY Kelly, of Boston, elected a resident member in 1904 
and made a life member in 1912, was born in that part of Frankfort, 
Me., which is now the town of Winterport, 14 December 1847, the 
son of Albert Livingston and Carohne (Peirce) Kelly, and died in 
Boston 10 January 192L He was a descendant of Jolm^ Kelly, who 
came to Newbury, Mass., in 1635, through John,- John,' John,* 
Moses,* Israel Webster,' and Albert Livingston,' father. His 
grandfather, Israel Webster Kelly, married Rebecca Fletcher, who 
was sixth in descent from Robert^ Fletcher of Concord, Maiiii., and a 
sister of Danid Webster's first wife. His mother, Caroline Peiroe, 
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was sixth in descent from Capt. Michno!^ Pierce of Ilingham, Ma??., 
and later of Scituat« in the Piymoutli Colony, who fell in King 
Philip's War, 26 March 1676. 

Mr. Kelly received his early educatkm in private end pfublie 
Bchools at Fnnkforty and later attended the Little Blue School 
at Farming:ton, Me. He came to Boston in November 1862 and 
entered the law office of his brother, Edward A. Kelly, Esq., but in 
the following January took a position in the countinjgroom of Silas 
Peirce & Company, wholesale grocers, the founder of this firm being 
Bir. Kelly's unde. Hero he was promoted from time to time until, 
in January 1871, he was taken into the firm as a partner. He con> 
tinued as such until 1 April 1900, whon the firm was incorporated as 
Silas Peirce ( ompany. Limited, and he retired from active business, 
but remained us a director in the new corporation. ■• 

Mr. Kelly was a member of the Boston Chamber of Commeree 
and tiie Boston Wholessle Grocers' Association, of which he was at 
one time president, a life member of the Bostouian Society, and a 
member of the Maine Genealogical Society and of the Topsfield 
(Mass.) Historical Society. He was also a member of the Boston 
Art Club, the Oakley Country Club, and the M assadiusetts Yacht 
Oub. He served as a director in various corporations. 

He married in Boston, 24 Februar>" 1875, Amanda Marble, 
daughter of Freeland and Eliza (Clark) Marble, who sur\"ives him, 
together with four children, Nathan Spaulding KeUy of Boston, 
Mrs. Prank Parker Davis of Evanston, 111., Mrs. George A. Vose of 
Brookline, Mass., and Mrs. Wyi^t St. B. Eustis of San F^dsoo, 
Calif. 

Victor Channtng Sanborn, of Chicnt^o, HI., a resident member 
since 1895, was born at Concord, Masa., 24 April 1867, the son erf 
FrankUn Benjamin and Louisa Augusta (Leavitt) Sanborn, tuid died 
in Chicago 13 January 1921. He traced his descent from Lieut. 
John' Samborne, who came to New Kncrland in 1632 wifli his grand- 
father, Rev. Stephen Bachiler, and settled at Hampton, N. H., 
through Joseph^ of Hampton, Lieut. Joseph' Samborn, Benjamm^ 
Sanborn, Benjamin,* Aaron,* and ]P^nnklm Benijamin,T A.B., his 
father, the well-known journalist, historian, pfailOBopher, man ol 
letters, abolitionist, and social reformer, who was a resident member 
of the New England Historic Genealogical Society from 1894 to 
his death in 1917.* On his mother's side he was descended from ilie 
WiUiamses of Roxbury, the Holbrooks of Weymouth, and the 
Tilestones of Dozohester. Mass. One of his maternal great-grand- 
fathers was Saluud YendeU. the sturdy seaman and ship carpenter, 
who served as a boy in the Kevolution on the frigntr Tartar and Inter 
voyaged with "Billy Gray's" expedition to the mouth of the Columbia 
River. Another great-grandfather was Samuel Holbrook, the Boston 
schoohnaster and friend of Governor Hancock. 

He was prepared for college in the pubHc schools of Concord, 
graduating from the high school at the sge ol sixteen, but on aooount

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of poor hf^nlth he was prevented from entering Harvard Ck)Ilege, 
as iic had plaoned. In 1885, however, he spent a term as an uninatricu- 
lated student at Cornell University, and on 1 January 1686 began 
office work In OmaliA. Nebr., for the Burlington ft Mittoari Bailroadi 
under the auditor of Mght and i»asBenger accounts. After a few 
months he was promoted to the passenger dcpartmont, and for two 
years served as secretary to Mr. P. S. Eustis, general passenger agent. 
In 1888 Mr. Eustis was moved to Chicago, to take charge of the 
passenger department of the Chicago, Burlrngtoo & Quincy HaUroad, 
and be took Mr. Sanborn with him as his secretary. Two years later 
he was promoted to be assistant chief clerk, and for two years acted 
as chief olcrk. On 1 January 1898 he reigned from the rf\ilroad 
service and on gaged in the real estate business in Chicago, entering 
the office of Ciaxeuce A. Hurley. 

Mr, SmborQ inherited from his father an interest in genealogy 
which his family antecedents Btimulated, and at the age of seventeen 
he had searched the Harapton and Exeter (N. H.) record*^ and had 
laid the foundat i<jtis for his most important book, "The Samborne- 
S&nbom Geneaiog>\ " The task of compiimg this work extended over 
many years, and required eactensiye re8ear<& in Old England as wdl 
as in New England. It was published, the author in one volume 
in 1899, and in 1916 some supplenientarj-- notes to this book, on the 
English ancestr}' of the family, were printed and bound with a few 
copies of the earUer work. His first genealogical work to appear in 
print was an article entitled "The Sambomes of England and 
America," which was published in Thb Nbw Enolamd HmroBicAii 
A2n> Genealogical Rjbgistib for July 1885, when the author was 
onlj^ eighteen years of age, and was reprinted in separate form. 
This was the forerunner of a long list of articles and notes on New 
England famih^ and their English connections, most of which were 
publiBhed first in the REGisrBB or in other genealogical magasines, 

Mr. Sanborn lived for several years at La Grange, 111., his residence 
when he joined the Society, but in VM) ho. removed to Kenilworth, 
a few miles north of Chicago. There he l)uilt a house, which was his 
home for twenty years, until he sold it in the spring of 1920 and 
moved to Chicago, where he was nearer to the Newbe^ Library, ao 
important to him in his researehes. 

In 1895 he and his wife travelled for three months in England and 
on the Continent, and he spent considerable time in study among 
the English records. In 1913 he made a second visit to England. 

He was a member of the New Hampshire Historical Society, the 
Chicago Historical Society, the Lincolnshire (England) Record 
Society, and various literary, social, and athletic organizations in 
Chicago. He had been active in the civic life of Kenilworth, and 
was a nienil)er of the Home Guaixl there. Early in 1919 lie entered 
the service of the American Red Cross, Central Division, in Chicago, 
as head €i the Bureau of Accounts, whm he showed a decided tal^t 
for ofBce management and organization and won the respect and 
affection of all his associates in that branch of the ser^nce. 

He numbered among his personal friends and constant corre- 
spondents many of the most distinguished genealogists of England as 
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well as the United States. He was a valued contributor to the pages 
of the Register, and showed his appreciation of the work of the 
Society by bequeathing to it in hig will the sum of one thousand 
dollars. In his untimely death from pneumonia, after a short illness, 
genealogiBts and hiBtomns have Buffered a great loss. 

Mr. Sanborn married, 28 May 1S91, Louisa Wilkinson Kirkland, 
daiichter of Maj. Joseph and Theodosia Burr Davis (Wilkinson) 
Kirkland of Chicago, granddaughter of Mrs. Caroline Kirkland, the 
distinguished New York writer, and also a descendant of Gov. 
William Bradfon) of the Plymouth Colony. Mrs. Sanborn survives 
Ifer husband, with their two daughters, Caroline Kirkland Sanborn, 
now Mrs. Morrow Krum, and Ix)uiBa Leavitt Sanbom. They had 
also two sons, who died in infant^. 

Oliver Stetson Presbrey, of Burlington, Vt., a resident member 
smoe 1918, was bom at Taunton, Mass., 17 Februaiy 1849, the son 

of John OUver and Abby T^eonard (Godf rev) Presbrey, and died at 
Burlin^on 14 January 1921. He traced his descent from William* 
Presbrey of Taunton, throupjh William,* John,' John,* and .loliii 
Oliver,' his father. He was also a descendant of John and ilibciila 
Aldm, Myles Standish, the Leonards of Taunton, and other oar^r 
settlers of New England. 

Hp was educated in the Chauncy Hall School, Boston, and was 
prepared for Harvard College. But in 1865 he entered tho employ 
of the Cheevcr Ore Bed Company of Port Henry, N. Y., of which his 
father was general manager, in 1874 he in turn was made general 
manager, and m 1891 he became Ihe sole owner. In 1906 he formed 
the Cheever Iron Ore Company, of which he was president. In 1909 
he sold his controlling interest in this company to Charles M. Schwab 
of the iH'llilehern Steel Company and to Witherbee, Sherman & 
Company, and retired from active busing. 

Mr. Presbrey mairied, 29 April 1873, Sarah Maria Hyde, daughter 
of Hon. Pitt WiUiam and Maria (Eilbouine) Hyde of Hydeville, \ t., 
who survives him, with three sons, John Oliver Presbrey of San 
Francisco, Calif., Maj. Oliver Hyde Presbrey of Ogden, Ftah. and 
Edward Hyde Presbrey of New York City. Their second son, William 
Hyde Presbrey, died when four years of a|se, and their daughter. 
Mrs. C. D. Deming (Helen Hyde Presbrey) <m Seattle, Wash., died 
25 Februaiy 1920. 

Alfred Tredway WarrE, C.E., A.M., of Brookljrn, N. Y., elected 
a resident member in 1897 and made a life member in 1898, was 

bom in Brooklyn 28 May 1846, the son of Alexander !Moss and 
Elizabeth Hart (Tredway) White, and died at Central Villa^(r. X. Y., 
29 Janii;ir\' 1921. Tn the course of one of his customar\^ tramps in 
the mountain region vv cst of the Hud.son River he was skating on a 
lake at Central Village, when the ice gave way and he was drowned. 
He traced his descent from Thomas^ White of Wejrmouth, Mass., 
through Kbenezer,' Thomas,' Rev. Ebenezer* of Weymouth and of 
Danbuiy, Conn., Joseph M.' of Danbury, Ephraim Moss' of Danbuiy, 
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and Alexander Moss,' his father. He was also a descendant of Elder 

William Brewster of the Mayflower. 

He wftP frr.iduatetl at the Brooklyn Polytnchnic Institute in 1862, 
and then btiKlied at the Ren^elaer Polytechnic Institute at Troy, 
N. Y*. receiving from the latter inBtitution in I860 the d^ree of 
Givfl Engineer and being the valedietorian of his class. 

He spent a year in Europe, and then entered, as clerk, the office 
of the New York firm of W. A & A. M. White, which had been 
established by his father and uncle in 1830. In 1808 he became a 
partner in this firm, which carried on the, business of importing and 
manufaetaring hatters' fur and had a f aetovy at Danbtny , Conn. 

About the 3rear 1872 Mr. White became interested in the conditioii 
of the homes of the working classes in New York and Brooklyn, 
and in January 1876 he went to England, where he inspected improved 
tenements in London. On his return he erected in Brooklyn a block 
of model tenements for the poorer classes, which were opened 
1 Fefaruaiy 1877 and attracted much attention, being the first ten^ 
ments er^ted with outside stairways and separate complete aooomF> 
modations for each family. He formed a company and erect^^d in 
1877-1879 the Tower Buildinp-s and in 18f)0 \ ho. Riverside Buildings, 
these two sets of buildings containmg in all 547 homes and sheltering 
about 2000 persons. 

In 1876 he established the first seaside home for the fiunmer 
reUef for poor children. In 1878 he was one of the organizers of the 
Brooklyn Bureau of Charities, served as its president for twenty-five 
years, and continued up to the tim^ of his death as its secretary. He 
was a director ci the Brooklyn Society for the Prevention of Qruelty 
to Children and, since 1868, a director of the Brooklyn Ghildrsn's 
Aid Society. 

Me served as commissioner of rity works in Brooklyn, 1894 !896, 
and was a member of the Tenement House Commission in New York, 
1900-01, a director of the City & Suburban Homes Company for 
building Improved tenements, a trustee of the Phipps Buildings, for 
the same purpose, and a trustee of the Russell Sage Foundation. 
He was the author of several books on housing. 

As a recognition of his work m entablishing l)etter homes for 

^ the laboring classes, Harvard University in 1890 conferred on Mr. 

'White the honorary degree of Master of Arts, Froddent Eliot 
describing him as mrum recU diviiem esse scierUemf ''a man who knew 
how to be honorably rirh," He, in turn, became interested in the 
development of tho Doparfrnont of Social Ethics at Harvard, and to 
aid in erecting Emerson Hall, in which this department is housed, 
he gave $50,000, and later, by various gifts for the support and equip- 
ment of this department, brought the total of his benefactions to the 
Univorsity up to almost $300,000, althon[ih the identity of the 
benefactor was, at Mr. White's request, withheld from the public 
for jnore than ten years. In 1913 a tablet in his honor was placed 
in Emerson HaD, with the inscription: "Harvard University here 
Commemorates the Gifts of Alfred Tredway White to Pft>mote tiia 
Study of Social Ethics." 
Mr. White oontiibuted to the education of the Negro by establisb- 
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ing a fund at Hampton Institute and, with other membos of bis 

family, providing for the erection of White HaU at Tuskegee Institute. 

Many of his most characteristic benefactions were anonymniis and 
unrecoKnizcd. After the breaking out of the World War, before any 
organization was proposed in this country for the relief of Belgium, 
Mr. White sent eaeh month a special contribution to Cardinal 
Mat;ier from himself and his family, under the guise of "Friends," 
for which the Cardinal later, after learning the facts from a Brooklyn 
priest, made gracious acknowledgment. During the War he was 
prominent also in the activities of the American Red Cross. 

He was a member of the New York Chamber of Commerce and 
of the Century, Grolier, Down Town (New Yoric), Hamilton, and 
Engineers (Brooklyn) Cbibe. He was independent in politics and 
^a Unitarian in religion. 

He married, 29 May 1878, Annie Jean T.yman of B^ooklJ^^, who 
died LQ May 1920, daughter of Edward Hutchinson Kobbins and 
Sajah Elizabeth (Low) Lyman. They had two children, Katharine 
Lyman White, who married Henry B. Van Sinderen and died several 
years ago, and Annie .Jean White, the wife of Adrian Van Sindereii.

Barrett Wendell, A.B., Litt.D., LL.D., of Boston, a life mem- 
ber since 1907, was born in Boston 23 August 1855, the son of Jacob 
and Mary Bertodi (Barrett) Wendell, and died there fiTFebruary 1921. 
He traoed bu descent from Evert Jansen* Wendell of Albany, N. Y., 
an immigrant from East Friesland to the Dutch settlements on the 
Hudson, through John^ of Albany, Abraham' of N(>w York City and 
later of Boston, John* of Boston, John* of Portsmouth, N. H., and 
Jacob* of Portsmouth, his father. His mother wa^ the daughter of 
Nathaniel Augustus and Sally (Dorr) Barrett of Boston. 

He received bis early education in private schools in New York 
City, and entered Harvard College with the Class of 1876; but on 
account of illness he remained with that class for only one year, 
later joining the Class of 1877 in its Sophomore year and receiving 
his degree of Bachelor of Arts with it. He studied law for one year 
at the Harvard Law School, for another year in the office of Andarson 
& Rowland in New Yoric City, and for a third year in that of Shat- 
tuck, Hohiics & Monroe of Boston; and then, in 1880, at the request 
of Professor Adams Sherman Hill, he accepted an appointment aa 
instructor in KngliMh in Harvard College. 

With the active teaching force of Harvard he was assodsted from 
that time, for a part of ^ academic year 1881-82, until his 

retirement, as professor emeritus, in 1917. He held the rank of 
instructor in English to Scpternl)er 1888, assistant profeSvSor of 
English, 1888-1898, and professor of English, 1898-1917. His inter- 
esting personaUty and his stimulating influence as a teacher of 
Tgpplwli composition and English literature at Harvard have becoi 
fatftfuUy described by his pupil and fellow worker, Professor Geoige 
Peirce Baker, in The Harvard Graduates' Magazine for June 1921, 

Professor Wendell's fame as a teacher, writer, and original thinker 
brought to him many invitations to lecture and to give instruction 
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at other univereities bemdes Harvard. He lectured at the University 
of Califonaia in the summer term of 1901 . In 1902-03 he repraaented 

Harvard at the (^lebration of the three hundredth anniversary of the 
Bo<1|pian Librarv", at Oxford, and was Clark lectiirpr at Trinity 
College, Cambridge, England. In 1904 -05 he was the lirst of the 
annual lecturers in the Hyde Foundation at the Sorbonne and other 
French nniversitlea. In 1914 he was appointed Hanraid eiehange 
pntfeaBor at the University of Berlin, but did not serve in that 
capacitj'. 

As an author and hisiurian of lit-erature Prof^jsor Wendell held a 
high rank and enjoyed an international I'eputation. His first two 
published works were novels, ''The Duchess Emilia," 1885, and 
"Rankell's Remains," 1887. These were followed by ''English 
Composition" (a series of Lowell Institute lectures), 1891, "Cotton 
Mather" (in the Makere of America series), 1891, "Stelligeri and 
Other Essays concerning America," 1893, "WilUam Shakespeare, a 
Study in EUiabethan Dterature," 1894, "A Literary History of 
America," 1900, "Ralegh in Guiana" (a play in the Elizabethan 
style, presented in Sanders Theatre, Harvard University, in 1897), 
"Rosamond," and "A Christmas Masque," 1902, "The Temper of 
the Seventeenth Century in English Literature," 1904, "A iiisiory 
of Literature in America" (in collaboration with Chester Noyes 
Greenough), 1904, "Liberty, Union, and Democracy, the National 
Ideals of America" (LoweU Institute lectures), 1906, "The France 
of Today" (Lowell Institute lectures), 1907, which has been trans- 
lated into French and German, "The Pri\'ilcg;ed Classes," 1908, 
"The Mysteri^ of Education," 1909, and "The Traditions of 
European Literature from Homer to I]^te," 1920, A companion 
volume to this last-mentioned work, which woilld have continued 
the subject to the end of the nineteenth century, was unfinished at 
the timr of Prnfossor Wendell's death. In addition to these pul>hca- 
tions in book lorni he was a contributor, from time to time, to maga- 
zines and the daily press; and the mmnbers of the New England 
Historic (jlenealogical Society and their friends had on two occasions 
the privilege of listening to instructive and stimulathig addresses 
from him — one on "Types of New England Character," at the 
stated meeting of the Society on 1 April 1908, and the other on 
" Genealogy and Social Justice," at the stated meeting of 1 December 
1915. 

His ability as a teacher and his attamments as an author were 
recognized by ColuniV»ia University in 101 ;^ and by Harvard in 
1918, both institutions conferring on hun the honorary degree of 
Doctor of Letters, and in 1920 he received from the University of 
Strasaburg the honoraiy degree of Doctor of Laws. 

Professor Wenddtt was a trustee of the Bo8t<m AthensBum for 
several years, and was made a fellow of the American Academy of 
Arts and Sciences in 1889, a member of the Massachusetts ilis- 
torical Society in 1893, a trustee of the Boston Library Society in 
1901, and a member of the American Academy of Arts and Letters 
in 1916. He was a member and at one time historian of the Society 
of Ck>lonial Wars in the Commonwealth of MassachusettSy and held 
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membership also in the Somerset, Tavern, and Wednesday Evening 
Clubs of Boston, the Colonial Club of Cambridge, and the Century 
Club of New York City. In June 1920 he was elected an overseer of 
Harvard Unnrersity, but fived only a few moalM after the beginning 
of his term. 

In the course of his busy life as a teacher and wTiter Professor 
Wendell found time for travelhnpr, in addition to the journeys made 
necessary by his European lectures. He spent the sunamers of 1877, 
1880, 1888, and 1891 in Europe, and his sabbatical vacation in the 
academic year 1894r-95 was sdso enjoyed, with his family, alooad. 
He was in California and elsewhere in the West in the sunmier of 
1886. He went to Egypt in the winter of 1902-03, and in 1911 made 
a to!]r oi the world, visiting among other countries India, China, 
and Japan. 

He married at Quincy, Mass., 1 June 1880, Edith Gieenough, 
daughter of William Whitwell and Catharine Scollay (Ciu-tis) 
Greenough, who survives liim, topf^thor with four children. Barrett 
Wendell, Jr., of Chicago, 111., A.B. (Harvard, 1902), Mrs. Rcinior 
Van der Woude (Mary Barrett Wendell) of Holland, W ilimm 
Greenough Wendell of New York City, A.B. (Harvard, 1909), who 
served in France in the World War as a first lieutenant of Infantiy in 
the American Expeditionary Foroe, and Mrs. Charles D* Osbome 
(Edith Wendell) of Auburn, N. Y.

Francis Mason Learned, of Boston, a resident member since 
1894, was born in Boston 8 June 1845, the son of Abijah and Harriet 
Lovenia (Skinner) Learned, and died there 14 March 1921. He was 
a descendant of William^ Learned, who was at Charlestown, Mass., 
in 1632 and removed in 1641 to Wobiu-n, through Isaac,* Bemmi,* 
Thomas,* Abijah,* Isaac,* Abijah,' and Abijah,' his father. 

He received his early education in the Mayhew Grammar School 
of Boston, where he wafi graduated in 18G1, the English High School, 
1861-62, and the Fierce Academy at Middleborough, Mass., 1862- 
63. lie was a student in Harvard College, 1865-1868, and in the 
Massachusctti5 Institute of Technologyi 1872-1876, but received no 
degree from either institution. 

Mr. Learned was in the real estate business with John II. CoUa- 
more from 1878 until Mr. CoUamore's death in November 1896. 
He then became trustee of the Oollamore estate, and hdd that 
position until his death. 

He was a member of various Masonic and other fraternal organi- 
zations. 

He married, 22 January 1890, Maria Lucinda Hoffman CoOamore, 
daughter of Gihnan and Lucinda (Cook) CoUamoie^ who survives 
him. 

Edmund Cogswell Converse, of Greenwich, Conn., a Pilgrim 
Tercentenary member since 1919, was bom in Boston 7 November 
1849, the son of James C. and Sarah Ann (Peabody) Converse, and 
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died at Pasadena, Calif., 3 April 1921. He was a desceDdant of Dea. 
Edward' Ck>iiT«rae, who came to New England In 1630, in the fleet 
with Winthrop, and was of Charlestown and later of Wolnirn, Maas. 

Tie was educated at ih^'■ Boston Latin School and the Boston 
English High School, hut faniily reverses prevented him from enter- 
ing Harvard College. His father was the first president of the National 
Tube Works, at McKeesport, Pa., and the son entered the service 
of the company in 1872 and fiUed various positions until his appoint>- 
ment as general manager in 1889, Subsequently he was associated 
with Wiluam Nelson Cromwell in an attempt to amalt!;amate all of 
the principal wrou^ht-iron and gteel-tube companies in the United 
States. While at first not successful, M^srs. Cromwell and Converse, 
acting as purchasers in behalf of J. P. Morgan A Company, syndicate 
managers, brought about the merger, in 1899, of about twenty pipe 
and tube concerns, which, with properties afterwards acquired, were 
formed into the National Tube Works Company, of which Mr. 
Converse was elected president. Upon the formation of the United 
States Steel Corporation in 1901, he withdrew from the active 
management of the business. 

Having a prartiral knowledge of the iron business, Mr. Converse 
was able to make many inventions, the most important of which 



Up to 1882 a perfect connection for wrought^iron pipe, without 
.cutting threads, was unknown. After inventing the lock joint he 

perfected the .system in all its details, and it proved to he the only 
perfect joint for wroiight-iron water and gas works systems. The 
sales from this invention alone amounted to millions of dollars, as 
soon as it was well known. 

Mr. Converse was a director in many important financial and 
industrml corporations, of some of which he was president. He was 
a member of the Society of Colonial Wars, the Society of the Sons 
of the American Revolution, the Pennsylvania Society, the New 
• England Society of New York, and the New York Genealogical and 
Biographical Society, as well as the Union League, New York Ath- 
letic, Metropolitan, New York Yacht, and Greenwich Country 
Clubs, together with TTinnv othor clubs and snri(>tics. He was the 
owner of Cojiyers Manor, an extensive country seat at Greenwich, 
Conn. 

His win contused public bequests amoonting to about 12,000,000, 
of which ten colleges were to receive $700,000. He had previously 

given §125,000 to Harvard College to endow a professorship of 
banking in the Ciradiiate School of Business Administration, in the 
development of which he showed a special interest. To the memory 
of two of his immigrant ancestors, Edward Converse of Wobum and 
John Cogswell of Ipswich, Mass., Mr. Converse placed a tablet in 
the stair hall of the building of the New England Historic Genealogi- 
cal Society. 

He married first, 2 January 1879, Jessie Macdonough Green of 
New York, who died in 1912; and secondly, in New York City, 
30 Januaiy 1914, Mary Edith Dunshee, also of New York, who 
survives hun, together with his three children, Mrs. Benjamin Strong, 
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Jr. (Katluriiie P. Convene), of Greenwich, Baroness von Rontberg' 

of ^eebaden, Germany, vhose husband, Baron von Romberg, a 
captain in tbo Eightieth Pni^s«!!an Fusiliprs, was killed in the early part 
of the World War, and Edmund Cogswell Converse, Jr., of Santa 
Paula, Calif. 

Hon. TTenby Knxx PoBTiB, A.M., 1 1 D., of Fittsbur^, Pa., a 

PUgrim Tcrccntenfin,' member since 1920, was bom at Concord, 
N. H., 24 November 1840, the son of George and Phoebe Clarissa 
(Ayer) Porter, and died at Washington, D. C, 10 April 1921. He 
was a deaoendant of John^ Porter of Windsor, Conn., through Sam- 
uel,* John,* Benjamin,* Moses,* WiUiam,* Isaac Adams,' and George,* 
his father. 

He was prepared for college at the New T odHoti fConn.) Academy, 
entered Brown University, and received there the degree of Bachelor 
of Arts in 1860. He then studied for the ministry at the Newton 
(Mass.) Theologicd Institution, 1861-62, but laid aside his books to 
enlist, in 1862, in the Forty-fifth Regiment, Massachusetts Volun- 
teers. He continued in the military service of the United States 
until July 1803, when he was mustered out, having attained the 
grade of corporaL In the winter of 18U4 he served on the United 
States Christian Commission. He resumed his theological studies 
at the Rochester (N. Y.) Theological Seminary in 1866--66, and was 
graduated there in 1866; but in May of that year he embarked on a 
business career. 

, He began his business life as a partner in the firm of Smith & 
Porter of IMtteburgh. who developed as a specialty the building of 
lij^t locomotives. After their shops were destroyed by fire, the 
name of the firm was changed in 1871 to Porter, Bell & Company, 
and in 1879 to H. K. Porter & Company, and in 1899 the firm was 
incorporated as the H. K. Porter Companj^, of which Mr. Porter 
was president. 

Mr. Porter was deeted on the Republican ticket to the Fifty- 
eighth Congress, 1903-1005, from the Thirty-first Pennoylvania 
District, as a result of a demand for reform in the party. 

Mr. Porter, while a student in Brown University, bf^came a mem- 
ber of the historic First Baptist Church of Providence, and after 
graduaticm he transferred his membership to the First Baptist 
Qbiurch of Pittsburgh. Here he was superint^doit, active or hon- 
orary, of the Biblr scliool for about fifty-five years, and was abo a 
deacon in the church for many years and up to the time of his death. 
He was always a very liberal contributor and faithful supporter of 
his church and of other agencies for bettering the world. 

He was president of the Pittsburgh Young Men's Christian Asso- 
ciation from 1868 to 1887, of the American Baptist lMissionar\' 
Union, now known as the American Baptist Foreign Mip'^ir^nnn' 
Society, from 1901 to 1904, and of the American Baptist Home 
Missionary Society from 1895 to 1897. He was a member of the 
International Committee of the Young Men's Christian Association 
from 1875 on, a trustee of the Carnegie Institute from 1890, a trustee 
of the Crozer Theological Senxiiuiiy from 1871, and one of the fellows 
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of Brown University from 1890. He was vice president of the Pitts- 
burgh Chamber of Commerce from 1892 to 1906, a trustee of 
the Western Pennsylvania Institute for the Blind from 1887, and its 
president since 1904. 

He was a member of the American Geographical Society, the 
American AiduBological Sode^, the • Duqueene and Univentty 
Clubs <rf Pittsbuigh, the University and Century Clubs of New York, 
the University Club of Providence, R. I., the Jekyl Island Club, 
Jekyl Island, Ga , nnd the Metropolitan, Conios. and Chew Chase 
Clubs of Waehijigtoii, D. C. He received the degree ui LL.D. irom 
Bicknell UniTersity in 1893. 

He married, 23 November 1 875, Mrs. Annie (de Camp) Hegeman, 
who, with her daughter, Annie M. Hegeman, survives him. 

Seth Augustus Fowle, of Needham, Mass., elected a resident 
member in 19(M and made a fife member in 1911, was bom in Boeton 
27 March 1840, the son of Seth Wyinan and Lucy Ann (Sweetaer) 

Fowle, and died at Needham 20 April 1921. He traced his descent 
from George' Fowle of Concord and Charlestown, Mass., through 
Lieut. James^ of Wobum, Mass., John,' John,^ Jonathan,^ John,* 
and Seth Wyman,' his father. 

He was educated in private schools until he was eight or nine yean 
of age, then attended the Phillips Grammar School in Boston for 
about two years, and after that was a pupil at the Mayhew Grnmmar 
School until 1854, when he was graduated, reccivinpj a Franklin 
Medal. Fey two years thereaiier he attended the English High 
School. 

In 1856 he entered the office of his father, a wholesale druggist in 
bnsinpss on High Street, and remained with him as clerk and partner 
imtii the father died in 1867. He afterwards carried on the businef^, 
which was chiefly in proprietary medicines, under the name of Beth 
W. Fowle & Sons, liis brother, Horace Sweetaer Fowle, being his 
partner for moetci the time. He retired from active businesBwhen 
about seventy years of age. 

In 1865 and 1866 Mr. Fowle was president of the Mercantile 
Library Association of Boston. He had been president of the Class 
of 1867, English High School, and a member of the Veterans* Asso- 
ciation, Independent Corps Oulets, since its organisation, having 
previously b^n an active member of the Corps. He was a justice 
of the peace from 1870 on, and had served as executor, administrator, 
or trustee of numerous estates. 

He married, 12 September 1866, Emiiy Morton Mitchell of Nan- 
tudcBt, daughter of Capt. Richard and Charlotte Fhmoes (Morton) 
Mitchell. They lived for a time in Roxbury, and later, for some 
y^rs, at Aiihurndale, Mass., p:oing from there eight or more years 
aero to Needharn, Mrs. Fowle died about five years ago. Mr. Fowle 
id aurvived by iiis youngest child, Mrs. Boyliton Lincoln WUiiams 
(FYanoes Sweetaer Fowle), and two granddaughters. Two older 
child r en, a son and a daui^ter, died young. 
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HxNBT HiLBBisoN PBOOlOB, of Bostoii, dected a neidealC member 
in 1904 and made a life member in 1911, was born in that part of 

Danver^, ^Tas« , which is now the city of PeRV^ody, 18 December 1840, 
the 8UI1 of John W. and Mary Ingersoll (Usbom) Proctor, and died 
at Wellesley Hills, Mass., 23 April 1921. 

He received his early education in the ecbools of Peabody, and at 
the age of fifteen entered tlie employ of Abel Proctor & Son, a firm 
engaged in the sole-leather business. By dint of hard work he 
attained preat sucee-n in this field, and became president of the 
Proctor-Ellison Company, a position from which he retired only 
two or three years ago* He had long been a manber of the New 
KD^and Sioe A Leather Aasodatton, of which he was at one time 
"vice president. 

Mr. Proctor h:id been intercstrd for years in educational and 
rehgious undertaiangs. He helped to start S. M. Sayford of the 
New England Evangelistic Association on his long and ftiutful 
career. He was one of John R. Mott's earliest supportera, and was 
deeply interested in the Twenty-four Hour a Day Club, an agency 
instituted by the Young Men's Christian Association to help forwani 
its work in foreign lands. Dwight L. Moody found in him a man of 
like spirit, and enlisted his restless energy and practical help in 
connection with the work for young women at Northfiekl and for 
young men over the River at Mount Hermon. For thirty-five years 
he was an influential member of the Prudential Committee of the 
American Board of Commissioners for Foreign Missions, and it was 
his deep sympathy with the returned missionaries of»the Board 
that led him to start a fund (of which he contributed himself over 
one fourth), now amounting to 1200,000, for retired and disabled 
veterans of that service. 

He was a nicniljcr of the Old South Church and of the Eastern 
Yacht Club, tiie iSrookline Country Club, and the Tedesco Club. 

He married, in 1863, Ellen Augusta Perkins of Peabody, who sur- 
vives him, together with two sons, Fhmcis IngersoU Proctor of 
Wellesley, Mass., A.B. (Harvard, 1887), M.D. and A.M. (i6., 18»2), 
and Charles Anderson Proctor of Boston, LL.B. (Harvard, 1887). 

Fritz Hermann Jordan, of Portland, Me., a resident member 
since 1881, was bom at Portland 4 May 1848, the son of Winthrop 
Stanwood an<l Eliiabeth Sophia (Merrill) Jordan, and died there in 
Ai)nl 1021. He was a descendant of Rev. Robert^ Jordan of Scar- 
horijugh, Me., a cleip:\^man of the Church of England, who was at 
Catsco before 1641, through Dominicus,^ Maj. Dominicus,' Nathaniel,* 
Benjamin,* Rishworth,* and Wmthrop Stanwood,' his father. Domin- 
icus' Jordan, son of Robert, was of Scarborough, Me., and was killed 
hy the Indians in 1703, when his wife and children were carried off 
to Canada. Of the family only the son Dominicus' escaped, thirteen 
years later, and returned to Elaine. 

After giaduating at the Portland High School Fritz Hermann 
Jordan, at the age of sixteen, entered the employ of his father in the 
ship-chandlery business, became a partner in the finn (W. S. Jordan 
d( Company) in 1870, and, when the firm was incorporated in 1916, 
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was made prerident of the eompany . For fifty-oeven yean he devoted 

his energies to this business. 

He inherited a fondness for the sea and all pertainino: to it, and 
by study he mastered the details of the construction, operation, and 
management of vessels. The sound, honorable business methods of 
his father were continued by him, and the business, small when he 
entered it, gradually increased, until the controlling interest in a 
large fleet of coasting and deep-water veesels was acquired, many of 
which were under his management. He was also a model maritime 
assessor in the Admiralty Court. 

Air. Jordan was an officer of the Portland Savings Bank, and was 
connected ivith many other busineee enterpiisee. For three yean he 
ma a member of the city government of Portland. He apfweciated 
the valiif^ of historical studies, and was for t\Trnty-fivp years the 
treasurer of the Maine Historical JSocicty. He was also m member of 
the American Historical Association, the Alaine Genealogical Society, 
the Society of Mayflower Deeoendante, the Society of the Sons of the 
American Revolution^ and several local organizations and clubs. 
For many years he served as treasurer of the First Pansh Church of 
Portland. 

He married, 22 August 1905, Ethel Abbot, who survives him. 

GxOROB Hablan Lewis, of Los Angeles, Calif., a resident member 
since 1918, was bom at Maiden, Mass., 28 February 1840, the son 
of CTeorpro Amasa and Caroline Antoinette (Cutter) Lewis, and died 
at Los Angeles 30 April 1921. He was a descendant of William* 
Lewis of Roxbur>', Mass., in 1630, and of Lancaster, Mass., in 1653, 
through John,* John,* Jonathan,^ Aaron,* a Revolutionary soldier, 
Amasa,' and George Amasa,^ his father. His maternal pmndfather, 
Joshua Cutter, served in the War of 1812 on the U. S. Shij) Cfynstitu- 
tion, when that famous frigate captured the Ciucrriere, the Cyarie, 
and tiie Levant. Joshua Cutter's father, Amrni Cutter, was one of 
twelve men who captured a supply train on the way to Lexington, 
10 April 1775. 

^Tr l ewis was educated in the public schools of Maiden and at 
Philhps Academy, Andover, Mass. 

He served in the United States Navy during the years 1861-1867. 
From 1868 to 1876 he was engaged in the whdesale grocery business 
in Chicago, HI., and after 1876, until 1903, when he retired from 
business, he was cashier of the Standard Oil Company in its office 
in New York City. 

Mr. Lewis did some important genealogical work, compiling a 
lengthy article entitled "Edmund Lewis of Lynn and some of his 
Descendants," which was published in 1907 and 1908 in the Essex 
Institute Historical CoUecHcnB, and a briefer article entitled "Edward 
Lurr!p.8 of Ipswich, Masf., and some of his Descendants," which 
appeared in the same periodical in 1917, and contributing gene- 
idogies of various Lewis families to several volumes of Lewisiana. 

He married Frances Maria Whitney, daughter of William James 
and Maiy Ann (Siver) Whijtn^y. She is not living, but three sons, 
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Hany Lincoln Lewis, Edwin Whito^ Lefi^, and Qeofge Arthur 
Lei^ survive tlieir father. 

George Alonzo Gibson, A.B., LX-B., of Boston, a Pilgrim Ter- 
centenary member since 1919, waslxim in Boston 27 February 1851, 
the son of George Martin and Frances Rebeoca (Esten) Gibson, and 
died in Boston 2 May 1921. His father was bom at Smithfield, R. I., 
3 April 1824, and his mother was a daughter of John and RtnmAlinA 
(Willinnis) Esten of Providence, R. I. 

He received his elcmentaiy education at the Philhps School, and 
was prepared for college at the Boston Latin School and at the New 
Church Institute at Waltiiam, Mass. He was graduated at Harvard 
in 1872. 

Immediately after 'leaving college he engaged in the real estate 
business, from July 1872 to September 1875. He began reading law, 
"on the side," under the advice and direction of the late F. H. 
Sawyer of the Suffolk bar, and in September 1875 entered the 
Boston Universit\' Law School, from which he received the degree 
of Bachelor of Laws in 1878. He was m the office of William S. 
McFarlane of Boston from September 1876 to February 1878, was 
admitted to the Massachusetts bar in February 1877, and began 
to pnustise his prafessbn in Boston. In the fall of 1880 he became 
interested in the manufacture of pianos, and in April 1881 he gave 
up the practice of law and de^'oted himself entirely to this husiness. 
With Handel Pond, William Ivers, and James Thompson he founded 
in 1880 the widely known and successful Ivers & Pond Piano Com- 
pany, of which he was treasurer, secretary, a durector, and, later, 
president. 

In 1897 he was elected one of the directors of the corporation of 
the New Church Institute of Education. He was a memi>er of the 
University Club of New York, the Harvard, Union, Algonquin, 
Papyrus, St. Botolph, and New Church Clubs of Boston, the Boston 
Athletic Association, the Merchants' Association of Boston, the 
Eastern, Corinthian, and Boston Yacht Clubs, and the Megantic 
Fish and (rnTne Corporation of Maine and Canada. 

He showed his interest in family histor>' and his appreciation of 
the work of the New England Historic Genealogical Society by 
placing in the stair hall of the building of the Society a tablet in 
memory of his kinsman Stephen Hopkins, Governor of Rhode 
Island, Cliief Justice, Signer of the Declaration of Independence. 

He lived at one time in Medford, Mass., but in his later years 
resided in Boston. 

He xnairied in Brooklyn, N. Y., 12 December 1872, Emily Ruth 
Dickinson, daughter of Darius Leander and Lida Maria (Cowing) 
Dickinson, who survives him, together with a son, Kirkland Hopkins 
Gibson, A.B. (Harvard, 1904), who was associated with his father 
in the piano business and succeeds him in his Pilgrim rerceutenary 
memberahip in ^e New England Historic Genealogical Society. An 
older son, George Cowing Gibson, died in 1895, in his twenty-seoond 
year. 
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EvmiBTr Wilson, oI Wumetkn, ID., a Pilgrim Teroentenary 

member since 1920 wag bom at Vemon, N. Y., 14 August 1854, 
the son of Willi itn 11 nn' and Mary Catherine (NoweU) Wilson, 
and rlied in Chicago, Hi., 30 May 1021. He was a descendant of 
William Wilson of Connecticut, who muriicd Clarissa liouse in 
1750, and, on his mother's side, of Abraham Newell of Boxbury, 
Mass., who cur ■ to New England in 1634 in the FrandB, from 
Ipswich, CO. Suffolk Kngland, aged 60, with his wife Franoes, aged 
40, and several children. 

He was educated at the Clinton (N. Y.) Liberal Institute and at 
the Canandaigua (N. Y.) Acadony, and entered the employ of his 
father, who had incorporated, in the early seventies, the Oneida 
Steam Engine & Foundry Company at Oneida, N. Y. He remained 
with this comprjnv until 1878, when he took a position with the 
well-known packing house of Armour & Company of Cliicago. His 
first work there was at the billing desk, but it was not long before 
his tirdess energy and ability were leoognized, and he was promoted 
from one podtion of responsibility to another, until he beciame gen- 
eral branch-hotise superintendent n director and vice president 
of the company. He was the fatlu-r of branch-house system, and 
developed the system of distribution which enabled tiie company 
to put its products, in prime condition, into practically every com- 
munity of consequence in the country. 

As a memorial to his father, William Hrnn* Wilson, who was bom 
at Vernon, N. Y., 14 April 1824, and died at Adrian, Mich., G June 
1891, "RighUouit, Diligent^ Bdovedf" Mr. Wilson placed a tablet 
on the waJl of the stair haD of the buOding of the New England 
Historic Genealo^;ical Sodety. 

He married, 23 Fel)niary' 1886. Martha Hyde Lord of Springfield, 
HI., who died in the following July, daughter of Dr. Rufus S. Lord. 
Two sisters and two brothers survive him, Eva Wilson of Winnetka, 
who succeeds to her brother's Pilgrim Tercentenary membeisfaip 
in the New England Historic Genealogical Society, Mrs. Maiy 
Band of Adrian, Mich., Hany Wilson, and Frank Wilson. 

CuARLE.s Pickering Bowdftch, A.M., of Jamaica Plain, Mass., a 
life member since 1881, was born in Boston 30 September 1842, tJie 
son of Jonathan Ingezsoll and Lucy Ome (Nichols) Bowditch, and 
dkd at Jamaica Plidn 1 June 1921. His earliest Bowditdi ancestor 
in New England was William Bowditch. of Thomcomhe, then in 
CO. Devon but now in co. Dorset, Englain I, < loi hier, who was baptized 
in that parish 26 December 1039 and enugiated to Salem, Mass., in 
1671. At Salem he was collector of customs, and died in 1681, while 
holding that office. His wife, Sarah Bear of Wasrford, oo. Somerset, 
Fn;^land, whom he married at Bothenhampton, co. Dorset, 15 Sep- 
tember 1663, came to New England al)0Ut 1679, bringing with her 
their son William, and outUved her husband by more than twenty 
yean. The English anoestiy oi William Bowditch of Thomcombe 
and Salem has been traced back, through William, his father, Michael, 
his grandfather, and George, his great-grandfather, to John of Thom- 
combe, his great-isreat-grandfather, who made his will 10 May 1563 
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and was buried at Thoinoombe 17 May 1563.* From WiOfani^ 
Bowditcli of ThorDOomlie and Salem Charles Pickering Bowditch 
was descended through Capt. William,* Ebenezer,' Habakkuk,* 
Nathaniel,' A.M. fHanard, 1802), LL.D. {ib., 1816), the famous, 
mathematician and astronomer, and Jonathan Ingersoll,* A.M. 
(Harvard, 1849), LL.D. {ib., 1886), his father. On the maternal side 
he was d^cisnded from John' Pickering, the founder of the Pickering 
family of Salem, thjt»Ui^ John,* John/ Timothy,* Hon, Timothy • 
A.M., LL.D., Revolutionary "Soldier and post-Rnvolutiohary states- 
man, and Mary,' his ^andmother, who married Benjamin Ropes 
Nichols, father of Lucy Ome Nichols, the niother of the subject of 
this memoir. 

He was prepared for college at the schools of Thomas G. Bradford 

and P'ppF S. Dixwell, mt'^red Harvard in 1859, and received there 
the degree of Bachelor of Arts in 1863 and that of Master of Arts, in 
course, in 1866. 

Ahready before his graduation he had enlisted in the war for the 
preeervation of the Union. In May 1863 he received a ( omi mission 
as second lieutenant in the Fifty-fifth Regiment, Massachusetts 
Volunteer Infantry, was promoted, 7 June 1863, to the rank of first 
lieutenant in the same regiment, and on 29 Jime 1803 became a 
captain. On 7 January' 1864 he was made a captain in the Fifth 
Regiment, MaaaaehuaettB Volunteer Cavalry, but on 28 August of 
the same year he was honorably discharged, having been compelled, 
by reason of disability contracted in the service, to tender liis 
resignation. 

Mr. Bowditch, after leaving the Army, engaged m the business of 
digging oO wells in Pennsylvania, and then was placed in chaiige of 
some estates in New York State, with his residence at Geneseo. In 
November 1872 he returned to Boston, which wa? bis rf^sidrnce for 
the rest of his life, his home in his later years being at Jamaica Tlain. 
His main occupation was that of trustee for several large estates, 
and he had an office in the busineBS section of Boston. He became an 
officer or director in many financial and industrial corporal i ris, 
among them being the American Bell Telephone Conipan}', of which 
he was vice president, 1883-1886, the American Telephone Tele- 
graph Company, the Massachusetts Cotton Mills, the Massachusetts 
Mills of Georgia, the Pepperell Manufacturing Company, the Saco 
Water Power Company, the Massachusetts Hospital Life Insurance 
Company, and the old Boston & Providence Railroad Corporation, 
He was also a trustee of the Boston Athenaum. 

Among scholars Mr. Bowditch held a high rank as an authority 
on Central American archxeology. He was a member of the faculty 
of the Peabody Museum of American Archaeology and Ethnology at 
Harvard University, waii associated with the Department of Archae- 
olopry of the T^nivcrsity of Pennsylvania, and was a member of the 
Archirological Institute of America, of which he was vice president, 
the American Anthropological Association, and the American Etlino> 
logical Society. He was the author of numerous articles on Central

can Anthropologist, and in 1010 he puV)Hshed a book entitled "The 
Numeration, Calendar Systems and Astronomical Knowledge of the 
Mayas." Other published works by him in the fields of folklore, 
Hto^ary history, and genealogy were "Negro SoxigB from Barbados/' 
which ap|)ejired in "The Folk-Lore Journal/* vol. 5, part 2 (London, 
1S87), "The Connection of Francis Bacon with tlie First Foho of 
Shakespeare's Plays and wiili the Books on Cipher of His Time," 
ilUU, and "The Pickering (Jeneaiog>'," 1897, a inonumental family 
history in three massive volmnes, accompanied by a volimie of 
tabular pedigrees. He was the author also of "An Account of the 
Trust adniinistered by the Trustees of the Charity of Edward 
Hopkins," 1889. 

Aiier reaching middle life Mr, Bowditch travelled extensively in 
the United Slates, the British Isles, on the Kuropean Continent, and 
in North Africa. In the ^ly part of 1888 he went to Mezieo and 
Yucatan, and in the early part of 1890 he made a trip to the Bahamas, 
Cuba, and Honduras. In 1904 he was in Mexico and southern Cali- 
fornia, and from 1904 to 1910 he spent his winters in Santa Barbara, 
Calif. In 1910-11 he journeyed to the Philippine Islands, China, 
Singapore, Java, and JtipKa. His trayels in Central America were 
important in connection with his ardueological researches. 

Tn addition to the orcrrinizations mentioned above, which were 
connected with his archieoioKical work, Mr. l^Dwditch was a fellow 
(and in 1917 became president) of the American Academy of Arts and 
SdeneeSy and a member of many other organisations, among which 
may be mentioned the American Association for the Advancement 
of Science, the American Antiquarian Society, the Massachusetts 
Historical Societ^^ the Colonial Society of Massachusetts, the Essex 
Institute, the Bosionian Society, the MiUtary Order of the Loyal 
L^on, the American Forestry Association, the Massachusetts Horti- 
cufiural Society, the Boston Society of Natural History, of which he 
wm vice president, the American Geographical Society, the Ex- 
plorers* Club of New York, the Trfivplers' Club, the Intf^rnntional 
Society of Americanis?ts\ the Soci6te ties Am6ricanistes de Pans, the 
Unitarian Club, the Harvard Clubs of New York and Boston, the 
Union dub, and the Brookline Country Club. In 1920 he was 
appointed a member of the Conmiittee on English Researdii of the 
New England Historic Genealogical Society, and served on this 
committee until his death. 

Mr. Bowditch married at Lenox, Mass., 7 June 1866, Comcha 
Livingston BockweU, daughter of Hon. Julius and Lucy Forbes 
(Walker) Bockwc^ of henox, who survives him, together with three 
dniighters and a son, Cornelia Bowditch, Lucy Rockwell Bowditch, 
wife of Franklin Greene Balch of Boston, A.B. (Harvard, 1888), 
M.D. and A.M. (ib., 1892), Katharine Putnam Bowditch, wife of 
Ernest Amory Codman of Boston, A3. (Harvard, 1891), M.D. (i6., 
1895), and Ingersoll Bowditch, A.B. (Harvard, 1897), S.B. (Massa- 
chusetts Institute of Technology, 1900). Another daughter, Edith 
Bowditch, died in infancy in 1872. 
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CoRXELiA Wabben (formerly Cornelia I^rman Warren), of 
Waltham, Mass., a resident member since 1913, was born at Waltham 
21 March 1857, the daughter of Samuel Dennis and Susan Cornelia 
(Clarke) Warren, and died at Waltham 4 June 1921. Her father 
was a weU-known paper manufacturer, and the bu^neas establiidbed 
by him is carried on to-day by the S. D. Warren Company, witii 
main offices in Boston. In 1854 he purchjised the Ammoncongin 
Mills, in Westhrook, Me., now greatly expanded and known as the 
Cumberland Mills, and his success was in large measure due to the 
importing of rags for paper-making. Miss Wanen's mother was a 
daughter of Rev. Dorus Clarke, D.D., a distinguished Massachu- 
setts clerg\TOan, writer, and editor, who was a member of the New 
England Historic Genealogical Society from 1862 to his death in 
1884. He became a life member in 1870, waa a director of the Socictv, 
1868-1884, and served as its historiographer, 1868-1875.* The 
Wanen family had a beautiful country restate) "Cedar Hill," in 
Waltham and a winter residence on Mount Vernon Street in Boston. 

Among other schools, INTis'^ Warren was educated at Miss Gage's 
school on Mount Vernon Street and Miss Hubbard's school on 
Bowdoin Street in Boston. She then studied with Nathaniel Hooper, 
and in 1876 passed, with an excellent record, the preliminary examina- 
tions for women given under the auspices of Harvard Coltege. Hav- 
in*:^ become intnrs'ted in the study of philosophy, she pursued this 
branch of learning for thi-ee years under Professor George Hohne« 
Howison of the Massachusetts Institute of Technology and Pro- 
fessor George Biabe^ Palmer oF Harvard XJmyernty. 

From the age of twelve she made frequent trips to Europe, usually 
with her mother, and spent much time in Paris, where she became 
proficient in the French language and made great progress in music. 
In their later travels she and her mother visited Egypt. In her more 
mature years she was an energetic traveller by herself, and became 
wdl acquainted with her own countrsr and with Mexico. 

Prom her early years she was a writer of verse, althou^ only a 
few of her poems have been printed. She wr«=( thf» author of a novel, 
"Miss Wilton," which was publushed in jioston in 1892, and in 
1908 she printed privately "A Memorial of My Mother," a ciiarm- 
ingtribute to her mother, who had died in 1901. 

Her interest in philanthropic work and in educational and social 
service was, however, superior to the allurements of Uterarj^ activity. 
She did much for the welfare of the operatives in the CundjerlRnd 
Mills, the great paper-manufacturing plant of her family, providmg 
for them a gymnasium, tennis courts, a baseball stand, and a river 
bath, aiding in the development of the library there, and encouraging 
the work of the Girls' Club and the Boy Scouts. She was a trustee 
of the Boston Home for Incurables, from its incorporation in IS^^i 
until 1900, treasurer of the College Settlements Association, now 
the Intercollegiate Conununity Smdce Association, from 1892 to 
1900, a director of Denison House, and an honorary vice prendent 
of the Consumers' League. With Miss Katharine Coman, professor 
of economics at Wellesley College, she organixed in Boston, some

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, thirty years ago, an aflBOciation of tafloresses which, as the Thursday 

Evening Club, is still active. 

Her father hnd !>pen a trustee of Bradford Academy, and on his 
death in 1888 her mother succeeded him in this oflRce, lx?ing the 
first woman member of the Board of Trustees. Miss Warren suc- 
ceeded her mother as trustee after the death llie hitter, and held 
this position for the rest of her life. She was also a trustee of WeOesley 
College from 1900 to 1913. 

Both Miss Wnrren and her mother were generous helpers of the 
International institute for Girls in Spain, and the former served on 
its board of directors from 1911 to'1919. Numerous other gifts to 
educational institutions were widely distributed, ranging from 
Tuskegee to Constantinople. 

She gave liberally to the Wnltham Hospital, the WflUhnm Cirls' 
Club, and other Waltham enterprises, and the gruuiids of h< r Ik au- 
tiful Wait ham estate, "Cedar Hill," were often opened for diamatic 
festivals, picnics, and other gatherings. A lover of musie and 
an accomplished pianist, she g»ve support to the Boston 
Sjrmphony Orchestra. 

Miss "Warren's father had been one of tlie foimders of the IMount 
Vernon Church in Boston, and she herself wu.s a liberal Congrega- 
tkmaHst, a member of the Waltham Congregational Church, and a 
generous supporter of church activities, including foreign missions. 

In a lx>autiful tribute to Cornelia Warren published in a Boston 
newspaper Miss Katharine Lee Bates wrote: "The law of her life 
was Christian service. The achievement of her life was Cluistian 
character." 

Mu» Warren is survived by her two younger brothers, Edward 
Perr>' Warren, A.B. (Harvard, 18&3), B.A. (University of Oxford, 
1S88), M.A. (ib., 1911), a classical scholar and author, who has 
^ent much time in England, and Fiske Warren of Boston and 
Harvard, Mass., A.B. (Harvard, 1884), a well-known publicist and 
a Itfe member of the New Enf^and Historic Qenealogica! Society. 
Two older brothers were Samuel Dennis Warren of Boeton, A.B. 
(Harvard, 1875), LL.B. (ib., 1877\ A.M. {ib., 1878), who succeeded 
his father in the busine«? of paper manufacturing, was a public- 
spirited citizen, and died in 1910, and Henry Clarke Warren of 
Oimbridge, Msm., A.B. (Harvard, 1879), an eminent Sanskrit 
scholar and a benefactor of Harvard University, who died in 1890. 

Albert Henry Stearns, of Dorchester, Mass., a resident member 
since 1909, was born at W altham, Ma&s., 15 AuguaL 1844, the son of 
Albert Thomas and Salome (Maynard) Steams, and died at the 
home of his son, Albert Thomas Stearns, at Pawtucket, R. I., 5 June 
1921. He was a descendant of Isaac' Stearns, who was at W^ater- 
town, Mass., in 1630, through Lieut. John^ of Billerica, Mass., 
John," John,* Edward,* Abner,*^ and Albert Thomas,' his father. On 
his mother's side he was descended from John^ Maynard, one of the 
fint settlers of Sudbury, Mass., through Zachariah,* Gapt. Moses,* 
Samuel,* Samuel,' Samuel," and Salome," his mother. 

He was graduated at the Dorchester High School with the Class 
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of 1862, and from this school vent directly into the luml^r budineas 

with his father, thr firm-name bccomincr pvpntually A. T. Steams 
and Sons. This firm was incorporated, in is^3, as the A. T. Steams 
Lumber Company, of Neponset, Mass. Along with this company 
the Cypre« Lumber Company was developed, owning timberlands 
and operating a saw miB at Apalachicola, Fla. 

In 1892 Mr. Steams retired from active i)articipation in the busi- 
ness, and aften\'ards travelled extensively with different members 
of his family, making two trips to Europe — the last in 1914 — and 
several trips to the Pacific Coast, as well as visits to the West Indies 
and Oentral America. 

He was a member of the Andent and Honoiafale Artillery 
Company, the Society of Colonial Wars in the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts, the &)ciety of Sons of the Revolution, and other 
orgamzations, including the Masomc Iratemity. He was one of the 
organisers and a diiector of the Dorebester Savinn Bank. He was 
a RepubUcan in politics and a communicant in AH Saints' CSnirch 
(Protestant E^MSoopal), DoicfaflBter, ot which he waa at one time a 
vestr^Tnan. 

Mr. Steams married, 11 November 1885, Kate Bowers Dexter of 
Flawtucket, daughter of Henry Bowers anid Emily Frances (Gam^ 

bell) Dexter, who survives him, together with three children, Albert 
Maynard Steams, BA. (Amherst, 1908), associated with the A. T. 
Steams Lumber Company, Albert Thomas Steams of Pawtucket, a 
chemist, and Mrs. Katherine (Stearns) Haven, widow of E. Otis 
^ Haven, who was the son of Dr. Alfred Haven of Lake Forest, 111. 

Mary Perkins Quincy, of Litchfield, Gonn., a life member since 
1898, was bom in New York City 13 Januar\' 18G6. the daughter of 
John Williams and Lucretia Deming (Perkins) Qmncy, and die d at 
Litchfield 12 June 1921. She traced her descent from Edmund* 
Qoincy, who arrived in Boeton in 1633 and settled at Mount WcSMxm 
(Braintrce), Mass., through Lieut. Col. Edmund' of Braintree, 
Cnl. Krimiind* of Braintree, A.B. (Har%'ard, 1699), A.M. (ib.), a 
justice of the Superior Court of the Pro\'ince, Edmund,* A.B. (Har- 
vard, 1722), A.M. (i6.), a judge of the Court of Common PIb^, Jacob* 
of Boston, A.B. (Harvaxd, 1753), A.M. John WOliamfl* of 

Boston, and John Williams' of New York City, her father. 

She was educated at Miss Leverett's school in New York City 
and at the school 1<ept in New York by Mesdemoiselle? Charbonnier 
of Paris. She also studied with other teachers and masters at home 
and in Europe. 

Miss Quincy had travelled far and wide — in the United States, all 
the countries of Europe, l^gypt, Palestine, Asia Minor, the British 
Provinro^ in NcKTth America, parts of South America, and the 

West indies. 

She wrote extensively on historical and genealogical subjects, 
especially on topics connected with the Quincy family, and many of 
her articles appeared in print. She was a member of the Archseo- 

logic!il Institute of America, the New York Hij'torical Society, the 
New Haven Colony Historical Society, the Litchfield (Coxm.) His- 
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toricai Society, the American Geographical Society, as well as the 
Society of Mayflower Descendants, the Society of Colonial DameSi 
• and other hereditary-patriotie orgamsaticKiiB. 

Gen. Charles Henry TatiXor, A.M., of Boston, a life member 
since 1902, was born at Chiirlestown, Mass., 14 July lSi6, the son 
of John Ingalls and Abigail Russell (Hapgood) Taylor, and died in 
Boston 22 June 1921. He was a descendant of WiUiaioa^ Taylor ckT 
Exeter, N. H., through Joseph,^ William,* WUliam,* Benjamin,* 
Eliphalet,* John,' and John Ingalls,' his father. "He was the eldest 
son of the eldest son of the eldest pon, and so on back to William, the 
first settler, and so the head of the family of all the host of New Eng- 
land Taylors who are descendants of William Taylor of Exeter.'* 
Joeeph Taylor, the settler's son, cenioved to Welb, Me., where he, 
and his descendants did gallant service in tJie Indian wars. Two of 
Creneral Taylor 'p rtncestors, father and son, are on the Revolutionary 
rolls, the son being in General Scammon's regiment, which covered 
the retirement of Prescott'e men from Bunker HUl, and taking part 
later in the decisive battle of Saratoga and the sunender of Bur* 
gc^yne's army. This Revolutionary soldier's son, the grandfather of 
General Taylor, served in tlic War of 1S12 on the famous privateer 
America. General Taylor's mother, who was bom at Marlborough, 
Mavss., 28 April 1818, was the daughter of David and Lydia (Steams) 
Hapgood. 

He was educated in the grammar and hi(^ schools' of Charkstown, 

and at the age of fifteen entered the employ of a Boston printing 
oflfiee, where The Massachusetts Plmighmmi and The ChriMinn Tfeqisiet 
were set up, and where he learned the trade of a compositor. Soon 
afterwards he found a position in the office of the Boston Traveler, 
where he worked at di£fefent times in the mail room, the prcocro om, 
and the composing room. 

When but sixteen years old he left the ofl&ce of the Trawler and 
enlisted as a private in the Tliirty-eighth Regiment, Massac husetts 
Volunteer Infantry, and served in the field about a year and a half 
(1862-63) with General Banks's conmiand. In the assault upon 
Fort Hudson, 13 June 1863, he was severely wounded, and in conse- 
quence wn? honorably discharfced from the service and srni homo. 

On retur ning to civil life he reentered the office of ttic Traveler , 
and after working for some time in the composmg room became one 
of the reporters i6r that newspaper. He soon made his mark as an 
intelligent and ready writer. He took up shorthand writing and did 
notable work as a stenographer. While connected with the Traveler 
he also attracted much attention as a correspondent for newspapers 
m other cities, especially the New York Tribune and the CtTicinnaii 
Times. 

On 1 January 1869 he became private secretary to Gov. WiUiam 
ClaBin, who made him a member of his militaiy staff, with the tank 

of colonel. He served as secretary to the Governor for three years, 
but he continued to do a large part of his former work as a news- 
paper correspondent, never once dissociating himself from his chosen 
profession as a jounialist. 
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In 1872 hf: wiiji a niacriY^r The Mas?£ichii5e!*s Hou.^ of Repre- 
«ei«Ui;iv€^ irooi Som^r^ille, oiai wac reekcieu fof iht. luIiowiDg ye&r, 
leeetriiiK the imnund honor «m both nrrMh— of being the imMii- 
mous ctuHoe oi \^ fellciir ddzeDs, regardless of ptftv Imes. He was 
elet-wi <"lerk of the House, and f iled that oSc^ nnnl AusiL-t 1873. 

Hfr thf-n. in 1S73, took char^*^ <jI the BrK<tor. Dri'ly GWx, a oews- 
paper which laA been started a httie over a year before and was 
then stnjggling hard to obtain a foothold among the Boston daflka. 
For nearh' £\'e y«an Colonel Ta^-ior. a5 manager of the Globe, seemed 
to be fig^l■ Lr:i; a lot^inp battle, but in March 1878 he took a bold, new 
departure, oreanizin^ the paper as a Deniocratic two-cent daily, to 
be conducted on popular and to appe^ to the many, instead 0$. 
the few. This action proved to be the turning point in the history' of 
the paper. Fimthietinie itiKoeperedmoseandinor^ 
management of its resoureefiil ecfitor, iHioae name is now enrolled 
among the names of the great Dew?pap#*r editor? of the Nation. 

Gov. WilUam E. Riissell tecognized Gjl«:'nel Taylor's abiht>»' by 
a{qx>intiLig him to his 6ta£f, with the rank of brigadier general, a 
poaitwn which he held for tfae three yean (1801-1803) of Mr. Bus- 
eeU'g govetnonfaqi. In 1896 Dartmouth College eonfened on him 
the honorary' d**p^ree of Ma.'^ter of .rVrt?. 

General Taylor founded the Micidlej^x Club, an example which 
was followed by the organisation of the Norfolk County* Club and 
the Eases County Club. He todr a deep interest in the Grand Aimy 
of the Repubhc, and was a member of several other organimtions^ 
including the Alironouin Club and the Boston Art Club. 

"The personal qualities of General Taylor are well known. He 
was genial, having a genius for friendship; hi^ employees held him in 
affectionate esteem, he gave time, thought and money to plans for 
their welfare. He was an admiiabk stoiy-tdQer. He was versatile 
and level-headed, not easy to stampede. He found his ideals eaify 
and aimod !if them all his life." 

He marneo, 7 February IbtiO, Georgianrtn Olivia Davi=, who died 
18 July 1919, daughter of George Wiiluuii anu LomUu I rauces 
(Loyetttig) Davis of Gbarieetown. Three sons and two daughters 
aurvrro Imn. The eldest son, Charle.s Henr> Taylor, Jr., is general 
manager, and the second son, William Osgood Taylor, A.B. (Harvard, 
1893), 18 business manager of the Glohi\ The youngest son. John 
Irving Taylor, is interested in real estate. The older daughter, 
Eaiaabeth, is the wife of Horace D. Pillsbuiy of San FhaidBCO, Oahf . , 
and tfae younger daughter is the wife of Matthew C. Armstrong of 
Hiunpton, Va. 

IsBA£L H. Hatch, of Marshfield, Mass., a resident member since 
1004, was bom at Marshfield 8 December 1837, the son of Joel and 
Rebekah (Hatch) Hatch, and died there 2S June 1921. He was a* 

descendant of Elder William^ Hatch, who embarked for New England 
in March 1634/5 in the Hercules, sailing from Sandwich, co. Kent, 
and settled at Scituate in the Plvmnouth Colony,* tlirough W alter,* 

* Far Km Engliih bom* tad aooeetry of Elder Williwa H»tck see Bsonraa, toLvTO, p|>. 245 
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Imael,' land,* Israel," and Jod,* Iub father. Among his mother's 
anccf^tors were Richard Warren of the Moyfiawtr and Got. Thomas 

Prence. 

He received his early education in the common schools, and, his 
father having died when he was eleven years old, he left school at 

the age of fourteen and worked for two years in New Bedford, going 
forth from the office of the New Bedford Standard in 1853. lie then 
attended a private schcMjI that was kept by Bev. Frederic Fiske at 
Marshfield Hills, 1854-1866. 

He taught in the pubho schools at Marshfield in 1857-58, served 
in the Ciyil War as a member of Company K, Thirty-ei^ui Regi- - 
raent, Massachusetts Volunteer Infantry, 1862, and Company C, 
Sixtv-first Rc^mcnt, Massachusetts Volnnteor Infantry, 1864-65, 
and from 1S69 to 1881 was engaged in the manufacture of wooden 
boxes. He afterwards became a farmer. 

For twelve years he was one of the Board of Selectmen, AaaeeBorB, 
and Overseers of the Poor at Marshfield, and he was for a number of 
years a justice of the peace. He was for n1n^^• years secretarv of the 
Man^hfipld Agricultural and Horticultural Society, and was clerk 
and treasurer of the Second Congregational Church (Trinitarian) 
from 1884 until three months before & death. 

Mr. Hatdl married at Marshfield, 1 Augiisl 1859, Caroline Blan- 
chnrd Oakman of Marehfield, daughter of William Clift and Caroline 
(Ford) Oakman, who survives him, together with a daughter, Alice 
Souie Hatch, and a son, Hams Bknciiard Hatch, vice president and 
treasure' of the Royal Electrotype Company of Philadelphia, Pa. 
Their oldest child, Israel Ellis Hatch, died m mfancy, and their 
youngest child, Xiracy Weston Hateh, died without issue in his 
thirtieth year. 

Frank Forrester Stanley, of Swampscott, Mass., a resident 
member since 1904, was bom at Lynn, Mass., 1 Aprfl 1850, the eon 

of Joseph and Mary Jane (Atkins) Stanley, and died at Swampscott 
18 July 1 921. He was a descendant of Stephen Hopkins and lus aon 

Giles of tilt Mayflower. 

He wixa educated in the pubUc schools of Lynn and Swampscott. 

fVom hie early manhood Mr. Stanley was associated with the 
Stanley Manufacturing Company of Lawrence and Salem, Mass., 
engaged in the manufacture of machinerj^ and from 1882 on he wns 
the head of this company. He was an inventor of note, a marine 
engine being among his many inventions. He was also the head of 
the Stanley Marine Engine Company. 

Mr. Stanley was a trustee of the estate of the late Gordon McKay, 
having hacn his personal friend and closely associated with him in 
his })usinpss undertakings. For forty years he w;is a trustee of the 
bwampscott PubUc Library, and he was a member of the Boston 
Chamber of Conmierce, the Boston Athletic Association, the Tedesco 
Country Club, the Corinthian Yacht Qub, and the Siwapscott 
Historical Society. In politics he was a Republican. 

He married. 18 November 1875, Caroline Frances Roberts of 
Lynn, who died 4 April 1914, daughter of Daniel and Lucinda 
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(Washburn) Roberts. A son, Lyman Rol)erts Stanley of New York, 
ftnd two dfjiighters, Grace Forrester Stanley, wife of Walter Mere- 
dith Boothby of Rochester, Minn., A.B. (Harvard, 1902), M.D. 
{ib., 1906), A.M. {ib.f 1907), and Gertrude Frances Stanley, survive 
him. 

Edward Hartwell Kinder, A . of Xew York City, a life 
member since 1882, was bom at Cambridge, 12 August 1840, 

the son of fklward and Ann (Potter) Kidder, and died at Ridgefield, 
Conn., 22 July 1921. He was descended from James^ Kidder, who 
wa» bom at East Grinstead, co. Sussex, in 1620, and settled at 
Cambridge, Mass., as early r^s 1G50, through John,' Thomas,' Col. 
Reuben,* an early settler of New Ipswich, N. H., Isniah.* and 
Edward,^ his father. The English ancestry of the family has been 
traoed back for several gener&ons to Ridbard Kidder, wlio was Hy- 
ing at Maresfield, co. Sussex, in 1492.* 

Edward* Kidder was bom at New Ipswich, N. H., 19 October 
1805, settled in Wilmington, N. C, in 1826, and resided there until 
his death, which occurred 25 February 1885. His wife, Ann Potter, 
whom he married soon after his removal to Wilmington, was a 
daughter of Capt. Gilbert Potter of New York. For about ei^t 
years he was engaged in the commission business at Wilmington 
with his elder brother, Frpficric, under the firm name of F. & E. 
Kidder, until the partnership was dissolved on the removal of Fred- 
eric Kidder to New England. Edward Kidder continued in business 
for a while at Wilmington in a new &rm, but soon, with bis father- 
in-law, Claptain Potter, embarked in the steam-sawmill business, 
which he carried on for the rrniainder of his life. He was elected a 
corresponding member of the New England Historic Genealogical 
Society 5 Februaiy 1851, was transferred to life membership in 1871, 
and was Honorary Vice President of the Society for North Carolina 
from 1856 to 1863 and from 1883 until his death.f He was a strong 
supporter of the Union during the CivO War, although one of his 
sons served in the Confederate Army. Frederic Kidder, brother of 
Edward, was elected a resident member of the New England His- 
toric Genealogical Society 11 July 1849, was made a life member in 
1868, and died 19 December 1885. He was Treasurer of tJie Society, 
1861-1855, a Director, 1851-1855 and 1862-1885, and by establishing 
in his will the Kidder Fund for the purchase of books for the Libiaiy 
became one of the Society's generous benefactors.^ 

Edward Hartwell Kidder, at the ag6 of thirteen, was sent from 
Wilmington to the school kept by Stephen M. Weld, at Jamaica 
Plain, Mass., and in 1856 was placed in the Rectory Sdiool of Rev. 
C. W. Everest, at Ham den. Conn. There he was prepared for col- 
lege, and entered Harvard in 1859. In consequence of the breaking 
out of the Civil War, in 1861, he was, as he expressed it, *'cut off 
from supplies," and therefore left cdlege and taught during his 
Junior year at Mr. Everest's school. He rejoined his coUege dasSj

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however, in 1802, and received the degree of Bachelor of Arts with 
his daaunates in 1863. The degree of Master of Arts, in course, 
was confened on him in 1866. 

After graduation he settled in the North. Before engaging in 
business he went to Nassau, Bahama Islands, for a short visit, and 
then, in October 1863, entered the employ of George S. Page & 
Brother of New York City, dealers in coal tar products. On 1 Jan- 
uary 1865, haviag bought an interest in the buaneas, he was admitted 
SB a partner, the firm bciug known as PttgOi Kidder A Company. 
A few years Iritor ^Ir. I. D. Fletcher became a partner in the busi- 
Des.s, and the fiiiu name was changed to Page, Kiddcj' ^1- Fletcher. 
In 1872 the lii m was incorporated as the New York Coal Tar Chem- 
ical Company, of which Mr. Kidder, after a year's retirement, was 
elected secretary in 1874. Afterwards it was one of the important 
companies taken into the merger known as the Barrr^tt Manufac- 
turing Company, of which Mr. Kidder had Ixien secretary and was 
a director at the time of his death, although he had retired from 
active bnmness some years previously. He had also bera secretary 
of the American Coal Products Company. 

Mr. Kidder was for some years a vestrj'man of St. James's Church 
in Brooklyn, N. Y., and was a trastce of Adelphi Academy, the 
Brooklyn City Hospital, and the Brooklyn Savings Bank, and he 
gave freely but unostentatiously of his time, his sympathy, and his 
wealth to the church, to chariti^, and to social service. 

His residence during his married life was in Brooklyn, but later 
he lived in New York City, at 37 East 77th Street. In the latter 
part of his life lie travelled much, going to Europe for several months 
in the summers of 189j aud 1890, spending some seven or eight 
months in Egypt and in Europe in 1889, fotir nu»re months abroad I 
in 1901, and the winter of 1904r05 in. Rome, and making another . 
journey to Europe in 1906. 

He married at Brookljn, 11 Octnl^er 1865, Mary Lincoln Hathaway, 
who died 25 December 1890, daughter of James L. Hathaway of 
Brooklyn. Two chfldren survive him, James Hathaway Kidder, A.B. 
(Harvard, 1892), and Mary Grace Kidder, who was married, 18 Sep- 
tember 1900, to Paul Leicrstcr Ford, a well-known writer. Mr. Ford 
died 8 May 1902, and his widow was married secondly, 18 January 
1908, to Dr. Linsly Rudd Wilhams. Mr. Kidder's oldest child, 
Edward HartweU Kidder, Jr., died in 1876, in his ninth year. 

Florence Hale Abbot, B.L., M.D., of Boston, a resident 
member since 1920, was born at Wilton, N. H., 20 October 1867, 
the daughter of Harris and Caroline Ann (Greeley) Abbot, and died 
unmarried in Boston 1 August 1921. She was a descendant of 
George^ Abbot, who came from Yorkshire, England, about 1640, 
and settled in Andover, Mass., where liis house was a garrison, 
through John,« John,* John,* Maj. AVnol^ of Wilton, N. H., O^pt. 
Ezra,' and Harris,' her father. Her graiiclfaUier, Capt. Ezra® Abljot t 
(1772-1847), the first manufacturer of potato starch, married 
Bebeeca BmHb, daughter of Lieut. Joseph and Rebeoca (Harris) 
Hale and nieee of Capt. Nathan me, the Rerolutionaiy patriot. 
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SVif received her preliminary' education in the common schools 
of \\ iltoD, at the Pembroke (N. H.) Academy, and at Gushing 
Academy, Ashbumham, Mass., where she was graduated in 1887. 
She entml Smith College, and reoeived there the degree of Baefaebr 
of Letters in 1891. She was a governess and a teacher, at Bermuda 
and at Pembroke Academy, 1891-1893, nnl then studied medicine 
for four years, receiving the degree of Doctor of Medicine in 1897 
from the Women's Medical CoU^e of the New York Intirmary. In 
1896 she obtained a diploma from the Woman's Hospital, Phila- 
delphia, Pa., where she had spent a year as resident physician. 

After leaving Philadolphia she served as assistant physicinn in 
three State hospitals for [he inwine in Massachusetts, at Medfield, 
1898-1903, Taunton, 1903-1908, and Worcester, 1908-1910. From 
1910 to 1917 she was assistant physiGian at Dr. Mdlus's private 
hospital in Newton, Mass., and then held a similar podtioD at the 
Boston State Hospital at Mattapan, where she died. 

She was a member of the American Medical Association, iho 
Massachusetts Medical Society, the American Medico-Psychologi- 
cal Association, the New England Society of Pffvchiatiy, the Asso- 
ciation (tf CoU^jate Alumnae, and the College Oub of Boston. Jn 
rdigbn she was a Congrogationalist* 

Mrs. LomsE Bartlett (Carruth) Baxter, of Pii^r (ircliard. 
Conn., a life member since 1913, wat; born at Northboiough, Mass., 
20 January 184^, and died at Framingham, Mass., 2 August 1921. 
She was the daughter of Henry Ware and Harriet A. (Gould) Bart- 
lett, but was adopted by Horatio Townsend and Charlotte (Martin) 
Carnith of Northborough and brought up as their own child, and 
she cherished their memories "with gratitude and loving respect.'' 
Her fatho*, Henty Ware BarUett, was bom at Northlxnough 25 
December 1825, the son of Joel and Sarah Bartlett; and her mother, 
Harriet A. Gould, was bom at St. Johnsbury, Vt., in 1829, the 
daughter of Phineas and Harriet (Spear) Gould. Horatio Townsend 
Carruth was born at Northborough 28 March 1801, and died at 
Quincy, Mass., 11 March 1875; and Charlotte Martin, his wife, 
was bom at Portsmouth, N. H., 28 February 1804, and died at 
Northboiough 30 Apnl 1873. 

She was educated in public and private schools in Northlxjrough, 
and was graduated at the Framingham Normal School in 1867. She 
taught in Northborough from 1857 to 1870. 

She was married at Northborough, 10 February 1870, to Charles 
Newoomb Baxter of Quin<^, who died 30 October 1882, son of 
. Thompson and Dolly Ann (Perley) Baxter. Two of hor children 
survive her, Dolly Ann Baxter, at the Taunton (Mass.) State Hos- 
pital, and Charles Newcomb Baxter, S.B. (jMassachusetts Agricul- 
tunJ College and Boston University, 1898), A.B. (Harvard, 1902), 
now librarian of the James Blacksixme Memorial Library at Bran- 
ford, Conn., and since 1911 a life member of the New England 
Historic Cienealogical Society. Three other children died in infancy. 
Mrs. Baxter's five, children were born at Quincy, but she joined the 
Society in 1913 as a resident of Southborough, Mass. 
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Theodore Edward Leeds, of New York City, elected a resident 
member in lSPf> inr! m,i(!e n life momber in 1898. was bom in Phil- 
adelphia, Pa., 4 Oeiul)er 1H,>9, the son of Theodore Churchill and 
Mary Ami (Leach) Leeds, and died in New York City 6 August 
1921. He traced hiB deeoent from Biehard^ Leeds, who, aged 32, 
sailed from Great Yarmouth, co. Norfolk, m April 1637, on the 
John and Dorethey, with his wife Joan, aged 23, and one child, and 
settled m Dorchesf/^r, Mass., through Jaseph,* Joseph,' Hopestill,* 
Daniel/ BeDiamm Bass,^ and Theodore Churchill' of Boston, his 
father. The nrat Joseph removed from Dorehester to Northampton, 
Mass., where he married and lived for about sixteen yean (IMl- 
1677), afterwards returninp; to Dorchester; but, with this exception, 
the ancestors of Theodore Edward Leeds, from Richard, the inuni- 
grant, down to Theodore Churchill Leeds, were residents of Dor* 
Chester. 

He was educated under private instructors and was p rep a red for 
Harvard College, but financial loss^ suffered by his father prevented 
him from taking a coUege course. He therefore entered, as a stiidcnt, 
the law office of A. A. llanney and Nathan Morse of Boston, and 
was admitted to the Suffolk bar in January 1863. A few years after- 
wards he removed to New York City, and became a member of the 
New York Stock Exchange, \Nithout, however, relinqmsbing his 
i^al studies. In the office of George Buckham, Joshua M. Van 
Cott, and Francis N. Bangs, in New York City, he studied the 
practice of New York State, and, after admission to the New York 
bar, resumed the practice (rf his profession thrae. At different times 
he W is I sociated with John S. Davenport and George W. Dillaway, 
imtii 1894, when the partn^^rship was dissolved, and Mr. bfods 
devoted himself to legal work solely as a counsollor. His clientele 
was largely made up of trustees of estates, banking interests, and 
industrial corporations. 

In a history of the Imnch and bar of New York, published about 
1896, appears the following statement: ''Mr. Leeds enjoys a large 
and lucrative practice. He is a man of strict intcrrrity, a sound 
lawyer, a patient and sagacious counsellor, a wise and successful 
heder of differences, and a loyal and disinterested friend." 

He was a member of the Union League Cliib, the Social Reform 
Club of New York City, and other New York organisations, and 
in 1906 made, with his wife, a voyage to Europe. He was an ear- 
nest student of Elizabethan literature and an ardent admirer of 
Shakespeare. 

He married, 4 February 1886, Mary Elisa Bronson, who survives 

him, daughter of Maksobn and Jane Eliza (Tibbitts) Bronson, 
Malcolm Bronson being the son of Edward and Mary (McLaren) 
Bronson and Jane Eliza Tibbitts l)eing the daughter of Freedom 
aud iiiza (banger) Tibbitts. Mr. and Mrs. Leeds had no children. 

Col. Samuxii Poxbbot Colt, LLJB., of Bristol, R. I., a PUgrim 

Tercentenary member since 1919, was bom at Paterson, N." J., 10 
January 1852, the son of Christopher and Theodora G. (DeWolf) 
Colt, and died at Bristol 13 August 1921. On his father's side he 
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was a descendant of the Colts of Hartford, Conn., his grandfather 
being Christopher Colt, and his uncle, for whom he was named, 
being Samuel Colt, the inventor of the Colt revolver. On. his mother's 
side he was ooniieeted with the DeWolfs of Bristol, who in the eariy 
part of the last centmy amassed large fortunes in the East India 
trade. His great-uncle, James DeWolf, was United States senator 
from Rhode Island from 1821 to 1825. His great-grandfather, 
William Bradford, a descendant of Gov. William Bradford of the 
Plymouth Colony, was United States senator from 1793 to 1797. 

He received his early education at Hartford, Conn., and at Anthon's 
grammar school in New York City, was a student at the Massachu- 
setts Institute of Technology, 1870-1873, and, entering the Colunibia 
University Law School, received there the degree of Bachelor of Laws 
in 1876. He was admitted to the New York bar in the same year and 
to the Rhode Island bar in 1877. From 1877 to 1887 he practued 
law in Providence, R. I. 

A Republican in politics, he served on the staff of Gov. Henry 
Lippitt of Rhode Island, with the rank of colonel, 1875-1877, was a 
member of the Rhode Island General Assembly from Bristol, 1876- 
1879, and was assistaiit attomgr general of Rhode Island, 1879-1882, 
and attorney general, 1882-1885. 

Colonel Colt founded the Industrial Trust Company of Pro\'idence, 
one of the strongest financial institutions of Rhode Island, of which 
he was president until 1908 and afterwards chairman of its Board 
of Direetors, and in 1888 he entered the field of industry by reor- 
ganizing the National India Rubber Company of Bristol, con8(^- 
dating three rubber companies and becoming president of the new 
company. Later he amalgamated this with other concerns under 
the name of the United States Rubber Company, with a capital stock 
of $50,000,000, iMth was inereased fifty per eent in 1905. OrigniaDy 
the legal adviser of this company, he became its president in 1901 
and served in that capacity until 1918, when he was appointed chair- 
man of its Board of Directors. He was also a director in forty or 
more other organizations, including banks, railroads, steamiship 
companies, 'and manufacturing companies. His home was in Bristol, 
but he had effiees in Providenov and in New Yoik City. 

large fortune ^oabM him to make many liberal gifts for 
worthy purposes. As a memorial to his mother, he erected a white 
marble building for the Bristol high school, at a cost of about $150,000. 
He laid out a beautiful public park of three hundred acres on Popa- 
quash, a peninsula jutting out from Bristol, in which he placed a 
cost^ work d art in marble and bronze, and erected a big tower 
as an observato^^^ He purchased part of Mount Hope, overlooking 
Mount Hope Bay and Fall River, with the intention of estaljlishing 
a pubUc park there. He also contributed $10,000 to start a fund for 
the buUdkg of a memorial Hbiary to Ool. John Hay, the distinguished 
writer and statesman, at Brown University. 

He was a member of the Squantum, Hope, and University Clubs 
of Providence, and of the Metropolitan, Lawyers', and East Indian 
Clubs of New York. 
He married, 12 January 1881, Elizabeth M. Bullock of Bristol, 
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daughter of J. RusseD Bullock, a former judge of the United States 
Ih'ptnVt Cf !irt for Rhode Island, who survives him, together with 
two auus. iiuj^ell Griswold CoU and Roswdl ChrLslupher Colt. He 
k also survived by au elder brother, Hon. Le Baron Bradford Colt| 
AM., LL.D.» of Biuttol, R. I., formerly a judge of the United States 
District Court for Rhode Island and afterwaros the United States 
Circuit Court for the First Judicial Circuit, and since 1913 a United 
States senator (Republican) from Rhode Island. 

Jams Wilkes, of Washington, D. C, a Pilgrim Teroentenaiy 
member since 1920, was bom in New York City 3 January XBSSH, the 
daughter of Rear Admiral Charles Wilkes, U. S. N., and his wife, 
Jane Jeffrey (Renwick) Wilkes, and died nt Wellesley Hills, Mass., 
at the home of her niece, Mrs. A. E. Rankin, 17 August 1921. She 
traced her descent from Isra^ Wilkes, surveyor, ofl&cer in the Colonial 
Army, and lawyer, who was bom in England in 1722, married there 
in 1752 EUzabeth De Ponthier, came to New York City in 1754, 
died there in 1803, and was buried in Trinity Churchyard. His son, 
Capt. John De Ponthier Wilkes, was born in England in 1753, 
married in New York City, in 1789, Mary Seton, daughter of Lieut. 
Andrew and Margarst (Seton) Seton of New York and New Jersey, 
and died in 1835. 

Charles Wilkes, fifth child of Capt. John De Ponthier Wilkes and 
father of Jane Wilkes, was born in New York City 3 April 1798, 
married there, in 1826, Jane Jeffrey Renwick, bom in New York 
City in 1802, daughter of WiUtam and Jane (Jeffrey) Renwick, and 
died in Washington 8 Februaiy 1877. He was a distinguished officer 
in the T"^nitpd States NaA'^s'. entering the service as a midshipman 
1 January 1818 and advancmg through the various grades until, 
while holdmg the rank of commodore, he was retired on account of 
age, 25 June 1864, and was promoted to the ifaak of rear admiral on 
the retired list, 25 July 1866. He was in command of an exploring 
squadron which sailed from Norfolk, Va., in 1838, entered the 
Pacific Ocean, discovered the Antarctic Continent, cruised along 
the western coast of North America, and airived in New York in 
1842, having circumnavigated the globe. For the services rendered 
to science this expedition its oonunander received a goki medial 
from the Geographical Society of London, and the reports of the 
expedition fill several volumes. In the Civil War, when, as efiptain, 
he was in command of the U. S. Ship San Jacinto, lie intercepted on 
the high seas, 8 November 1861, the British mail steamer TrerU, 
on her way from Havana' to St. Thomas, took from her the Confed- 
erate conmiissioners. Mason and Slidell, with tiieir secretaries, and 
brought them into Boston Harbor. Although he received the thanks 
of Congress and the plaudits of the people of the North for this act, 
the United States Government very properly, at the demand of 
Great Britain, released the prisoners, on the ground that Captain 
Wilkes had not proceeded in the case accordii^ to the requirements 
of international law. In May 1920 tlie remains of Rear Admiral 
♦Vilkes were removed from Oak Hill Cemetery, where they had 
been buried, and were interred in the National Cemetery at Arlington, 
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where a monument to his memory has been ereeted by the National 

Geographic Societv. 

Rear Admiral Wilkes had two sons and two daughters. The elder 
son, John, who was bom in 1827 and died in 1908, was graduated 
in 1841 at the head of the first class graduated at the United States 
Naval Academy at Annapoh's, and, after several years of service in 
the Navy, resipr^f^d and settled at Charlotte, N. C, establishing 
there the first national bank in the South. The elder daughter, Jane, 
the subject of this memoir, led an uneventful life. She was educated 
in Washington, at the aehool conducted by Madam Bieschard, which 
was then considered the best school in the capital, and was graduated 
there in 1848 in Spanisli, French, and EnfrliVh. receiving silver mr-dnls 
in recognition of her attainments in these languages. In her ninety- 
second year she showed her inter^t in the work of the New England 
Historic Geneakgieal Society by accepting an invitation to becmne 
a Pilgrim Taroentenary member, and she is succeeded in this mem- 
bership by her nephew, John Francis Wilkes of Charlotte, A.B. 
(University of North Carolina, 1883), M.E. (Stevens Institute of 
Technology, Hoboken, N. J., 1885), son of her deceased brother John. 

ALraiD VABMTnfl LmooLN, of Charkstown, Maas., a Pilgrim 

Tercentenary member since 1920, was bom at Andover, Mass., 
25 August 1852, the son of Rev. Vamum and Emmelino 'Spra^ue) 
Lincoln, and died in East Boston 21 August 1921. It is lirli- ved that 
he was descended from Saiuuei Lmcoln of Hiugham, Mas^., who 
came to New Eni^and in 1637, but the ancestral line has been canied 
back with certainty only to Liike Lincoln, from whom Alfred Vamum 
Lincoln traced his deeoent through Mark, Abel, Abel, and Rev. 
Vamum, his father. 

For more than fifty years Mr. Lincoln had made his iiome in 
Gharfestown, where for more than twenty years he was engaged in 
the real estate buainess. 

He loft generous sums of money for the benefit of his native town, 
Charlestown, and Gilford, N. H., where he had a summer residence, 
and also to several hospitals, a number of churches, mostly Univer- 
salist (for he was a member of this denomination), and other worthy 
causes. 

He married, 18 October 1872, Ida Hannah Cook, who survives 
him, together with five children, Alfred Vflrmim Lincoln, Jr., Mrs. 
Grace Sprague (Lincoln) Ilawkcs, Mrs. Alice Thayer (Lincoln) 
Crosby, Florence Lincoln, and Mrs. Ida Mabel (Lincoln) Adams. 

WniiABD Atherton Nichols, S. B., of Redlands, Calif., a resident 
member since 1907, was bora at Standisb, ]\Te., 25 August 1844, 
the son of George Henry and Sarah Ann (Atherton) Nichols, and 
died unmarried at Redlands 22 August 1921. He . was descended 
trcm Thomas' Nichols, who was at Amesbury, Mass., as early as 
1665, through ThomaS* of Amesbupy , David' of Salem, Mass., Capt. 
Ichabod* of Salem, Rev. Ichabod* of Portland, Me., A.B. rHar%'ard, 
1802), A.M. {lb., 1805), D.D. (Bowdoin, 1821), S.T.D. (Harvard, 
1831), who died in 1859, and George Heniy,» A.B. (Harvard, 1833), 
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M.D. (University of Penns^ lvauiu, ISotij, Im father, a distinguished 
physician, who practiced his professioD at Standish, Me., from 1830 
to 1859 and in Boston from 1859 untfl hia death in 1890. Mr. Nichols 

numbered also among his nnopstors Gov. John Winthrnp, Gov. 
Thomas Dudley, Mary Chilton of the MayflcweTf and many other 
founders of New England. 

He received his early education at a private school and at the 
Standish Academy, and, after the removal of his father to Boston, 
took an advanced course at the Boston Latin School, 1859-1861, 
and was for two years, 1861-1863, a pupil at the Boston Erifzli h 
High Scliool. He then studied for two years at the Lawrence Scieu- 
tific School, Harvard University, taking the course in civil engineering 
and receiving in 1865 the degree of Bachelor of Science. 

From 1865 untO 1890 Mr. Nichols was engaged in the practice 
of his profession as a civil ene!:ir!eer. He was connected with the 
Bureau of Sewera in New York City, 1865-G6, and wac» a.s8ibtant 
engineer of the SulHvan & Erie RaUroad, in Pennsylvania, 186(>- 
1868, assistant ennneer and afterwaids resident engineer ot the 
European & North Amnioan Railway, in Maine and New Brunswick, 
1868-1871, chief engineer of the New Brunswick Railway, 1871-1876, 
and first a^ssistant engineer in the Department of Docks in New York 
City, 1876-1890. 

He was an able and eminent member of Mb profesBion, but bis 
health became seriously impaired, and he therefore, in 1890, removed 
to southern California and engaged in the cultivation of oranges. 
HLs orange grove at Rcdlands produced a very fine quality of fruit. 
His advice as an expert in civil engineering was often sought in 
San Bernardino County, Calif. 

The wide range of his interests is shown by the list of societies 
and clubs of which he was or had been a member. It includes the 
American Society of Civil I'Jngineers, the Prince Society of Boston, 
the Massachusetts Society of Mayflower Descendants, the Society 
of Colonial Wars in the State of California, the Society of Sons of 
the Revolution in the State of California, the Society of the War of 
1812 in the State of Pennsylvania, the National Geographic Society, 
the Southwest Society of the Archaeological Institute of America, 
the Harvard Club of Los Aiigelp*^, Calif., the I'liiversity Club of 
Kedlands, and various other orgamzutions at Redlands. He was a 
trustee of the A. R. Smiley Pablie Library of Redlands and of the 
Unity Church there. 

^Tr. Nichols is survived by his twin sister, Mrs. Francis Lowell 
Hills (Elizabeth Keith Nichols) of Marblehead, Mass. 

Hbnbt Oltvbr Undeewood, A.B., of Behnont, Mass., a Pilgrim 
Twoentenary nrxember since 1919, was born in that part of Watertown, 
Mass., which is now included in the town of Belmont, 29 March 
1858, the ^on of William James and Esther Crafts (Mead) Undenvood, 
and died at Nantucket, Mass., 22 August 1921. He was bom on the 
old estate originally settled about 1636 by his maternal ancestor, 
Roger WeUington, and occupied from that time on by consecutive 
generations of descendants. 
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His grandfather was William Underwood, an Englishman, who 
introduced into New England the art and the indusir}' of preserving 
fooil by canninpr. He was born at Great Ealing, co. Middlesex, 
England, 12 November 1787, the son of William Underwood, a 
baker of that parish, and served an apprentloediip with the house 
of Mackey & Company of London, in the trade of pickling and 
preserving food. In 1S12 Nicholas Appert, a Frenchman, to whom 
in 1809 a prize of 12,0U() francs had Ix-en paid by the French Govern- 
ment for the best treatise on the art of preserving animal and vege- 
table substances, published an account of his method in London; 
and in 1817 William Underwood left England for the purpose of 
est&blishing himself in ttus business in the United States. He arrived 
at New Orleans, La., in the same year, but, not wishing in settle 
there, started out on foot in search of a suitable place for his bu^iness- 
He went into every State at tliat time in the Union, and in 1819 
came to Boston, having walked almost the entire distance from 
New Orleans. Here he founded the firm of William Underwood & 
Company, manufacturers of canned pnods, a business which is still 
carried on by his descendants under the corporate name of the 
W^illiam Underwood Comwuiy. It is not known with certainty when 
he began tiie business in Boston, but in 1821 he was shipping goods 
to South America, and the next year he was selling fruits and berries 
in glass jars. At first the bulk of his goods went to foreign markets — 
Gibraltar, India, Batavia, Hong Konir, Manila, Havana, Porto Rico, 
and South America, but so great was the prejudice against American 
goods that oftentimes it was deemed necessary to give them an 
EiDglish labeL For a while, from 1819 on, James Underwood, a 
younger brother of William, who also had migrated from England 
to America about 1817, was associated with William in the business 
in Boston, but after two years he removed to Philadelphia, Pa., 
and became a publisher. One of his sons, Charles James Underwood, 
was later, for a time, a member of the Boston firm of William Under- 
wood & Company. 

William Underwood married, 18 r>ecember 1824, Betsy Hale, 
a native of Groton, N. H., a granddaughter of Col. John Hale of 
HoUis, N. H., and a descendant of many promment early settlers 
of New Eng^d, among her ancestors bemg Thomas Hale of New« 
bury, Mass., Isaac Allerton, passenger in the Mayflower, Rev. John 
Miller of Yarmouth and Josiah Winslow of Marshficld in the Plym- 
outh Colony, Kev. John Maverick of Dorchester, Rev. Peter Bulkley 
and John Hoar of Concord, John Prescott of Lancaster, John 
Tuttle and John Cogswell of Ipswich, Richard Hutchinson of Salem, 
and Samuel Ward of Hingham, Mass. 

William Underwood died 5 February 1864. Of his nine children, 
William James Underwood, his third child and eldest son, wjis bom 
in Boston 22 Decemljer 1830 and died 20 April 1897. He married, 
17 June 1852, Esther Crafts Mead, daughter of Samuel 0. and Minnie 
Maria Dix (Wellington) Mead, and bad three children, Henry Oliver 
Undefwood, the subject of this memoir, William Lyman Underwood 
of Belmont, a director in the business founded by his grandfather, 
a lecturer iu the biologi«U department of the Massachusetts Institute 
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of Technologj. , aud an authority on bacteriology, and Loring Under- 
wood of Belmont, A.B. (Harvard, 1897), a well-known landscape 
architect. After his marriage WUHam James Underwood resided 
in Belmont, and continned to be aasociated with the busineeB estab* 
lishod by his father in Boston. 

Henry Oliver Underwood was prepared for collie in the school 
of George Washington Ck>pp Noble of Boston, entmd Harvard in 
1875, and was graduated there in 1879, receiving the degree of 
Bachelor of Art?. Aficr ?ppnding; a year ns r]erk in the emplo}^ of 
M. F, Pickering & COnipauy, ship brokers, of Boston, he entered 
his father's office as a clerk, became a partner in the business in 1886, 
and at the time of his death had been for many years president and 
treasurer of the William Underwood Company, which was incor- 
porated in 1895. He was a director, also, of the Ludlow Manufac- 
turing Associates, the Old Colony Trust Company, the Massachu- 
setts Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals, and other 
organizations. His wealth enabled him to do much for the benefit 
of Behnont, Harvard University, and deserving charities. He gave 
to the town of Belmont a pubHc library, in memory of his parents, 
and also the Un^ierwood Playground and Swimming Pool. He ^^on- 
tributed $100,000 toward the HarN-'ard Endowment Fund. He hnd a 
sunmier residence at Isautucket, and aided in erecting in that luwii 
a hospital in memory of his wife. After becoming a member of the 
New England Historic Gene^ogical Society he made provision for 
the erection of a tablet in the stair hall of the Snrioty'? > tiilriing, 
to commemorate his ancestors. He was a nic inl cr of the Belmont 
Unitarian Church, the Oakley Country Club, the Country Club of 
Brookline, the Union, Exchange, and Harvard Onbs of Boston, and 
the Boston Chamber of Commerce. 

He married in Boston. 21 May 1884, Jennie Gushing, who died 
several years ago, daughter of Hayward W. and Maria (Pierce) 
Gushing of Boston. Three daughters survive him, Alice Cushing, 
wife of Ra3nior Monteith Gardiner, S.B. (Harvard, 1909), of Belmont, 
Mjugaret Cushing of Belmont, and Helen Cushing, wife of Charles 
Oliver Wellington, AJB. (Harvard, 1907), of Behnont. 

Albert Randolph Crittenden, of Middletown, Conn., a Pilpjim 
Tercentenary member since 1919, was born at Portland, Conn., 
4 December 1843, the son of George and Elisa (Sellew) Crittenden, 
and died at Middletown 15 September 1921. He was a descendant 
of Abraliam Crittenden, who came to New Haven from the vicinity 
of Dover, Enp:land, about 1635, and joined the Guilford colony two 
or three years later. 

He was educated at the Chase School in Middletown and at Brown 
Acaaeiny in West Haven, Conn. In 1859 he entered the employ of 
Wilcox & Hall, sl^ip r-h: Midlers, of Middletown. and at the atrr^ nf 
seventeen was placed in charge of the shipping department of tiiis 
firm. When the Civil War broke out, he responded to the call of 
Fresident lincoln, and. in July 1862 enlisted in Company B, Four- 
teenth Begunent, Connectioat Volunteers. He took part in twenty* 
five engagements, and was wounded slightly several times. At the 
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dose of the War he retumed to Middletown and received his former 

position ap^ain. Soon afterwards he lx?came a travelling salesmnn 
for the hrm, and in 1889 he waa admitted to partnership, the Dame 
of the firm being changed to Wilcox, Crittenden & Company. 

Mr. Crittenden was active in Middletown affairs. In 1894 he 
waa deeted a trustee of the Middletown Savings Bank, and in 1904 
he was elected mayor of the city and held that office for two year-. 
When the Middlesex Hospital was orj[:;anized, he was chosen president 
and scrv^ed in that capacity for seven years. 

''Mr. Crittenden was a man of rare cliaracter and possessed a 
charming persooaU^. His cheeiful dinxMution, his friendly way of 
ever treatuig those in hia employ, von him the lave of all who loiew 
him." 

He married, in 1869, Maiy Louise Ferree, who survives him. 

Mb8. Mabt Janb (Stull) Stddbbaxeb, of South Bend, Ind., a 

Pilgrim Tercentenary member since 1M9, was bom at South Bead 
25 March 1836, the ninth and youn^ropt chWd of Henr>^ Stull, and 
died there 17 September 1921. Her grandiather, Godfrey Stull, a 
native of Hanover, Germany, emigrated to America, settled in 
Fayette County, Pa., served in the War of 1812, and later removed 
to Jennings Coim'fy, Ind. He manied Rebeoca Hughes, and six 
children were bom to them, the oldest of whom was the father of 
the subject of this memoir. 

Mary Jane Stnll "grew to womanhood amid the huiiible and 
homely surroundings of a pioneer's home," and was married, 
2 January 1860, to John Mohler Studebaker, a young mechanic, who 
was bom at Gettysbui^, Pa., 10 October 1S33, the son of John and 
Rebecca (Mohler) Studebaker. The family migrated to Ashland 
County, Ohio, in 1835, and in 1851 to South Bend, Ind. There the 
young man learned to make wagons, went to California in 1853, 
and, returmng to South Bend in 1868, became, with hia brothers, 
the organhzer of a company which grew into the Studebaker Brothm 
^Maiiiifacturing Company and is now tlio Studebaker Corporation, 
operating one of the largest plants for the manufacture of vehicles 
in the world. He died 16 March 1917. 

The first years of the manied Ufe of Mr. and Mrs. Studebaker 
were years of hardship, on account of the Civil War, but these 
hardships were bravely met, and the opportimities given to Mrs. 
Studebaker to engage in relief work were gladly welcomed by her. 
The prosperity which afterw'ards came to the family tiirough the 
wonderful success of the Studebaker Company enabled Mrs. Stude- 
baker to extend her charities in many dffection8» but her services 
were given especially to unfortunate children. For many years she 
wag one of thp most influential and devoted friends of the Orphans' 
Home in Mishawaka, Ind., and it was through her cii'orts that the 
Work Orphanage at Plymouth, Ind., was placed under the super- 
vision of the State Board of Charities. 

Like her husband, she was reared in the Dimkard faith, and, like 
hhn, went over to the Presley teriau Church; but denominational 
lines were never regarded by her when the call to service for her 
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feUow men cmne. It was enough that they needed her. Her response 
was immediate and helpfuL 

Mrs. Studebaker is survived by two of her three children, Grace A. 
Studebaker, wife of Col. Frederick Sainuel Fish of South Bendt 
A.B. (University of Rochester, 1873), chairman of the Board of 
Directors of the Studebaker Corporation and a Pilgrim Tercente- 
nary member of the New England Historic Genealogical Society, 
and John Mohler Studebaker, Jr. 

SETMorrR Morris ( formerly Tyler vSejTuour Morris), of Chicago, 
111.. electe<l a resident member in 1894 and made a life member in 
1898, was born at Utica, N. Y., 15 February 1803, the youngest son 
of Joseph and Clan ESisabeth (S^rmour) Morns.tmd died in Chieago 
27 September 1021. He was descended from Lieut. Edward^ Morris, 
who \vris bjvptized at Nazein^, co. Essex, England, 8 Anj?:upt 1630, 
the son of Thomas and Grissie (Hewsome) Morris, and, emigrating 
to New England, settled at Roxbury, Mass., and later at New 
Roxbury (Woodstock), Conn., throu^ Dea. Edward* of Rozbuiy 
and Woodstock. I Id it. Edward' of Woodstock, Isaac* of Wilbraham, 
Mass., Ephraim^ of Bethel. Vt.. and Joseph* of Utira n.nd Chicago, 
his father. On the maternal side he traceil lii? despont from Richard^ 
Seamer (Seymour), who was baptized at Saw bridge worth, co. Herts, 
England, 27 January 1604/5,* and appears as a proprietor at Hart- 
ford, Conn., in 1639, through Capt. Kacbard* of Faimington, Conn., 
Ebenezer* of Farmington, Capt. Stephen* of Pl3rmouth, Conn., 
Gideon* of Paris, N. Y., Salmon* of Westmoreland, Oneida Co., 
N. Y., and Clara Ehzabcth,' his mother. His father was bom at 
Bethel, Vt., and his mother at Paris, Oneida Co., N. Y. 

He was educated in the public schools of Utica, and, after the 
removal of his parents to Chicago in April 1875, in those of the 
latter city, and was graduated at the Chicago High School in 1880. 
On 6 September 1880 he entered the oflSce of Judge Lucius B. Otis, 
in the real estate and renting business at 142 LaSalle Street, Chicago. 
Later be engaged in bunness by himself, and, his sound judgment 
in financial matters being widely recognized, he was selected as 
trustee of the L. Z. Ldter and many other larcf^ estates and became 
a direetor in a number of important financial organizations. 

Durmg the World War Mr. Morris was appointed chairman of 
Exemption Appeal Board No. 2, of the Northern District of Illinois, 
and served in that capacity untU the end of the War. 

He was greatly interested in genealogical research, and had col- 
lectcd a library of some six thousand volumes, consisting chiefly of 
genealogies, vital records, and New England town histories. His 
published works include "Ephraim and Pamela (Converse) Morris, 
Their Ancestors and Descendimts," 1894, "The Tucker Genealogy," 
1901, and "Ricliard Seymour of Hartford and Norwalk, Conn., and 
Some of His I^csecndants," which was begun in the Register, vol. 
72, and contmued in vol. 73, but was not finished when Mr. Morris 

*Par tht BodMi ham* and ■nimtry of Biob*rd Bmam (Stymoui) Me Baauvn, toL 71, 
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died.* He also edited several volumes of publicatiooB of the Illinois 
Societies of Mayflower Deeoendants, Colonial Wan, and the Sons of 
the American Revolution. 

He was the primo mover in the organization of tho Society of 
Mayflower Desc u lants in the State of Illinois, a life member of 
the Society of Goiunial Wars in the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, 
and founder of the Society of Colonial Wan in the State of Illinois. 
He was also a founder and one of the incorporators of the Illinois 
Genealotricn! Society. Ahiong other orKanizatioii.s of which he was 
a member were the Society of the Cinriimati. the New England 
Society of Chicago, the Illinois Society of the Sons of the American 
Revolution, the Pennsylvania Society of the Order of Founders and 
Patriots of America, the Chicago Club, the Union League Clubs of 
Chicago and New York, and the Metropolitan Club of New York. 

He had been adjutant of the Chicago Continental Guard, a mili- 
tary organization composed of members of tlie Society of the Sons 
of the American Revolution, uniformed and equipped similarly to 
the New York Infantry of the Revolution. 

In politics he was a Republican and in religion a Congregational- 
ist, but for many years he held various offices in the Third Presby- 
terian Church of Chicago. 

He married at Chicago, 18 January 1888, Ida Nesbitt Tucker, 
daughter of William Strmgtam Snyder and Martha Ann (Nesbitt) 
Tudker, a descendant of Gov. Wiluam Bradford, John Alden, and 
Thomas Rogers of the Mayfloxcer, and of Gov. Thomas Diidlpy of 
t})e Colony of the Mjisf^achusetts Bay, and since 1920 a Pilfinin Ter- 
centenary member of the New England Historic Genealogical 
Society. Mrs. Morris survives her husband, with one son, Seymour 
Tucker Morris of Chicago. 

Mrs. Laitra Cornelia (Bingham) Heely, of New York City, a 
resident member since 1913 wa;p horn at Buffalo, N. Y., 18 April 
1846, the daugliter of Alonzo Landun and Louisa Maria (Folsom) 
Bingham, and died at South Lee, N. H., 16 October 1921. She was 
a desottidant of Dea. Thomas* Bingham of Nonv ich and Windham, 
Conn., who married Mars'- Rudd, throii':'!i Joseph,* Dea. Ehjah.* 
Vine,* Horner,^ and Capt. Afonzo Landon." her father, who was born 
at Perry, N. Y., 18 August 1816, and died at Sagmaw, .Mich., 25 
Januaxy 1893. His wife, Louisa Maria Folsom, whom he married at 
Buffalo 29 June 1845, was bom there 31 May 1S23, and died at Sagi- 
naw 25 February 1901 . He was Gnp:agcd in educational work, migrated 
w'lth his family to Saginaw while his daughter was still a young 
girl, and beeame especially prominent in his chosen profession. He 
was a captain in the Civil War. Mrs. Heely numbered also among 
her ancestors Rev. Pteter BuUdey, Capt. Roger Clap, Mark 
Hunking, chief justice of New HampsMre, and members of other 
prominent famihes of early New England. 

She received a good ronnnon-sc-houl education. Left a widow in 
Saginaw when only Lmrty years of age, she soon had the distinction

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of being the only woman regiiter of deeds in tbe ooundy. She took 

ap genealogical research as a profession, and beoame known as 
a genealogist in New York City, whither she removed, and its 
vicinity. She was an authority on the ancet?try of New Hampshire 
families, and did much valuable research work m connectioa with 
the Society of Mayflower Besoendants, the Society of Colonial Wan, 
and other heieditaiy*patriotic societies. 

She was a member of the Nrw York Historical Society, the New 
York Geucalogical and Biographical Society, the Society of the 
Daughters of the American Revolution, the New Hampshire Chapter 
of the United Statee Daughtera of the War of 1812, of which idie was 
hiatoiian, the Military Society of the Frontier, and tiie Waehin^n 
Headquarters Association, of which she was for many years a direc- 
tor. Her valuable collection of genealogical data becomes the prop- 
erty of the New York Genealogical and Biographical Society. 

She was married at Saginaw, 9 February 1871, to John Jasper 
Heely, fonneiljr of ManoheBter, England, son of William and Ann 
Heely, a prominent lawyer of Saginaw, who died there in 1877, 
a»^ed 33 years. Three daughters survive her, Mrs. Stanley Lyman 
Otis (Biauclie Heely) of New York City, Mrs George A. Hay«i 
(Seal Heely) of Boston, and Mrs. George W. King (Gertrude Heely) 
of YonkerB, N. Y. Another daught^, Ruth Heely, now deceaeed, 
twin sister of Qertrude, was the wife of Jfudaon HodglkiDB of New 
York aty. 

Camlllus Gbobge Kiddeb, A.B., LL.B., of New York City, a life 
member dnee 1883, wap bom in Baltimore, Md., 6 July 1860, the 

son of Camillus and Sarah Thompson (Herrick) Kidder, and died 
in New York City 20 October 1921. He was descended from JamoFi^ 
Kidder of Cambridge and Rillorica. Mass. (whose ancestry has been 
traced back to Richard Kidder, living at Maresfield, co. Sussex, 
England, in 1492), through John' of Chehnaford, Mass., Thomas* of 
Chelmsford, Col. Reuben,* who, with two of his brothers, Aaron and 
Joseph, was an early settler of New Ipswich N IT., Reuben,' A.B. 
(Dartmouth, 1791), a lawj'cr of Watervillc, Me., and Camillus,* his 
father. He was, therefore, a second cousm of Edward Hartwell 
Kidder, of whom a memoir may be found on page Ixviii of this Supple- 
ment, both being ^ai-grandaons of Col. Reuben* Kidder of New 
Ipawich, N. H. His father, Camillus* Kidder, bom at Waterville, 
« Me., was in early life in business in Bangor, Me., but in 1838 removed 
to Mar^dand and in 1842 entered on a large conamiasiori l usincHs in 
Baltimore, m which he was engaged during the Civil War. He died 
in Boston in 1888. Sarah Thompson Hecrick, wife of CamiUus* 
Kidder, was a native of Hampden, Me., being the daughter of Jede- 
diah Herri rk of Hampden, who was a major general in the ""^I'tr***^ 
in the War of 1812. 

Canuilus Geoij|g;e Kidder was twelve years old when he was first 
sent to school, his teacher being a Mr. • Beecher in Brooklyn, N. Y., 
a cousin of Rev. Henry Ward Beecher. He was prepared for college 
at Uu Phillips Academy at Exeter, N. H., entered Harvard as a 
Sophomore, held a high rank in his class, and was graduated in 1872. 
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After a trip to Europe, he aitwed the Harvard Law School in 1873, 
and received there the degree ol Bachelor of Laws, cum laude, in 

1875. 

After completing his course at the Law School he became manag- 
ing clerk in the law office of Emott, Burnett & Hammond of New 
Yorlc City, and in January 1877 he was admitted to the New York 
bar. In Nnypmhor of the samp yoar he was made a member of the 
firm, the name of which was changed, in Febniary 1879, to Emott, 
Hammond & Kidder. On the death of the senior partner, James 
Emott, Mr. Kidder started in the practice of the law by himself, 
but in 1891 entered into partnership with John Stevens Meicher, 
A.B. (Harvard, 1881), LL.B. (Columbia, 1884). In 1896 William M. 
Ivins joined the firm, which then took the name of l™s, Kiddpr & 
Melcher. On the death of Mr. Ivins, Mr. Melcher withdrew from, 
the firm, and Mr. liidder formed a new partncrslup m the firm of 
A3Fre8 A Riggs, later Alger & Ayres, Mr. Charles Hamilton Ayrea 
also being a gradu^itr of Harvard (A.B., 1898, A.M., 1899, Ph.D., 
1901, TX.B., 1905). Mr. A^tcs died in 1917. 

Tor many years Mr. Kidder resided in Orange, N. J. He was a 
school commissioner there from 1890 to 1893, served on the Excise 
Board of tiiat city for nine years, resipiing in 1910, and fluh waa 
made a member of the Park Commission of Essex County, N. J. 
In 1912 he was \'ice president of the National Municipal I^eagiie and 
chairman of a committee of tliis organization that was charged with 
an investigation of the liquor problem. He was one of the early 
advocates of military preparedness, was a member of the Security 
League and the American Ri^^ts League, and delivered public 
addreaaefl on this subject in the early dl^ oif tiie World War. 

He wap a mem her of various bar associations, of the Civil Service 
Reform A.s8ociation, of the New England Society of New York, and 
of several clubs, among which were the Harvard Clubs of New York 
City and of New Jersey, the Univenity and Coitury Clubs of New 
Yoik City, and the Cosmos Club of Washington, D. C. 

He married in New York City, 3 December 1881, Matilda riislunan 
Faber, daughter of Gusta\^g William and Angelica B. 1 al)r r of New 
York City, who survives him, together with three children, Jerome 
Faber IQdder of Lake Mohonk, N. Y., Mrs. Eugene Yorke Allen 
(Lois Fabor Tvidder) of Plainfield, N. J., and George Herriek Faber 
IQdder of Minnei^lia, Minn, * 

Rev. Roswell Randall Hoes, A.M., Chaplain, U. S. N., Retired, 
erf Washington, D. C, a corresponding member since 1879, was bora 
at Eingrton, N. Y., 28 February 1850, the son of Re^. Dr. C. F. 
and Lucy Maria Hoes, and died in Washington 26 October 192L 

Ho received his preliminary education in the Kingston (N. Y.) 
Academy, and later studied at Amherst College and Princeton Uni- 
versity, receiving the degree of Bachelor of Arts from Princeton in 
1871 and that of jSiCaater of Arts from the same inatitutkMi in 1874. 
In the following year he was graduated at the Princeton Theological 
Seminary, aft-^r romploting the three years' course there. 

He was appointed a chaplain in the Navy by President Arthur, 
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26 July 1882, havmg been recommended for this poritkm by such 
men as Rev. Henry Ward Beecher, Ptandent MeCoah of Princeton, 

and Secretary of State Frelinphiiysm. Ho served as ehaplain for 
almost thirty years, attained the rank of commander in 1897 and 
that of captain in 1903, and was retired, with the latter rank, in 
February 1912. In the War with Spaui he was assigned for duty 
* to the U. S. Ship lovxi, attached to the fleet in Cuban waters and 
oommaoded by Capt. Robley D. Evans. 

Chaplain Hoes found his rerrp^ition in genealogical and historical 
research. Years ago, at the request of the Queen of the Hawaiian 
Islands and by arrangement with Secretary Blaine, he was engaged 
to arrange the government arehiveB and to prepare a bibliography 
of the Kingdom of Hawaii. Later he did nmilar work with reference 
to the enrly history nf the Dutch i^ttlers in New Amsterdam. In 
1891 'appeared his niunumental work, "Baptismal and Marriage 
Roisters of the Old Dutch Church of Kingston, Ulster County, New 
York/' ^ch he had himself transcribed and edited and wldeh was 
printed for him by the De Vinne Fnm of New York. 

Cr^ptnin Hors wa?? n member of the "FTup^iienot Society of America, 
the State historical societies of New Jersey, Pennsylvania, and Vir- 
ginia, the New York Genealogical and Biographical Society, the 
Newport Historical Society, the Hawaiian Historical Society, the 
Society of Colonial Wars in the State of Rhode Island, the Soe^ty 
of Sons of the Revolution, and the Cosmos Club of Washington. 

He married fir«t, shortly after lea\'ing the Seminar}', Elizabeth 
Seabrook Welch, who died in 1879; and secondly, nine years later, 
Rose de Chine Gouvemeur of New York, who survives him, together 
with four children, John Paul Hoes and Isabell Derrance Hoes of 
New York« Lieut. GouveroeorHoeSy U. S* A., and Laurence Gouyer- 
neur Hoes of Washington. 

John VACHEti Bacot, of Utica, N. Y., a Pilgrim Tercentenary 
member since 1919, was bom at Jersey City, N. J., 31 October 1867, 

the son of Robert Cochran and Mary (Gilchrist) Bacot, and died at 
Utica 30 October 1921. He was descended from Pierre' Bacot, a 
Huguenot, who was born at Tours, France, in March 1670, and 
married Jacquine Mercier in 1690. He emigrated with his family 
to Soixdk Gsiolina in the latter part of the seventeenth century, 
settled as a planter at Goose Croek, about nineteen miles from 
Charleston, on the Santee River, and aft^^rward took up his resi- 
dence in Charleston. From him the hne of descent is continued 
through Pierre,* Pierre or Peter,* Thomas Wright,* the first post- 
master of Chaneston after the adoption of the Constitution, Peter,' 
who removed to Jeni^ City in 1836, and Robert Cochran,* father 
of the subject of this memoir. His paternal grandmother, the wife 
of Petei-' Barot, was Mary Eugenia rochran, daughter of Col. 
Charles Burtihani Cochran of Charlestuii. who was for severnl years 
a member of the South Carolina Legislulure, and granddaugliter of 
Oapt. Bob^ Goehran, who was bom at Londonderry, N. H., about 
1735, of Seoteh-Irish ancestry, became a sailor, settled m Charieston 
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in 1763) and, as a captain in the naval service of Soath Carolma m 
the Revolution, did much to uphold the American cause. 

John Vacher Bacot was educated at private schools, the last of 
which was the Hasbrouck Institute in Jersey City, which he left at 
the age of flixteen. For three years alter this he attended the Cooper 
Institute evening debating daases, and also, for two years, studied 
once a week, in the evening, ebeution and dramatic esquresaion under 
Charles G. D. Robert*. 

When he was sixteen years of age, he entered his father's office, 
intending to become a civU engineer; but soon afterwards he 
decided to study law, and began his training for this profession in 
the office of Alexander T, McGill, a lawyer of Jersey City. Three 
years kter, upon the appointment of Mr, McGill as chfincellor of 
New Jt i>,ey, Mr. Bacot entered the office of his uncle, Robert Gil- 
christ, a former attorney general of New Jersey, and one year later, 
in 1881, he was admitted as attorney at law and solicitor in ehanoeiy. 
In 1884 he was admitted by the Supreme Court of N< w Jers^ as 
counsellor and was made a master in chancery. In 1911 he was 
admitted as an attorney and counsellor of the Supreme Court of the 
United States. 

For five years he had as a law partner George L. Record, the firm 
name being Bacot & Record. His practice was nu)<\ ly in corpoi at ion 
cases, and he was for a long time counsel for the First National Bank 
of New York City and allied interests, being assocjated in these 
matters for three years with Hon. Garret Augustus Hobart, later 
Vice President of the United States. 

Etafy in his career he became engaged in promoting the organin* 
tion of companies for supplying cities and towns with water. At 
the age of twenty-two he took p;irt in estfiblishinp^ the Hfickensack 
Water Works, for the purpose of fuiuibhin^ pure wiiter to lloboken, 
N. J.^ and to several adjoining cities, towns, and villages, now about 
fifty m number. Afterwards he represented for three yean the 
Jersey Water Company as one dl its agents and attorneys in its large 
operations in municipal water supply in northern New Jersey. With 
others, in 1898-99, he assisted in the organization and development 
of the Consohdated Water Company of Utica, of which he was 
afttfwards president. He was also inestdent of the TJtica City loe 
Company. Both of these companies are puUie utilities in Utica and 
in sunoimding towns and villages. 

Mr. Bacot was a member of the Huguenot Society of America, the 
Huguenot Society of South Carolina, Les Amis de la France of Paris, 
the St. Cecilia Society of Charleston, one of the oldest and most 
conservative social organizations in this country, and of several 
social and athletic dubs in Utica and vicinity and elsewhere. In 
Jersey City he was long a vestryman of St. Matthew's Church (Prot- 
estant Episcopal), and alu r his removal to Utica he was a member 
of Grace Church in that city. 

His mterest in his Huguenot progenitors inspued him to set up, 
in the stau- hall of the buildmg of the New England Historic Genea- 
logical Sooioty, a hoaiitiful tablet of Caen stonOi in memoiy of 
Pierre Bacot, his immigrant ancestor. 
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He married first, 10 September 1894, Elisabeth Coley Carter, who 
died in 1900, daughter of Oliver Stanley and Elizabeth (Coley) 
Carter; and secondly, 17 January 1921, Kathprinc Clarke of Morris- 
town, N. J., who survives him, together with ins two children, John 
Vacher Bacot, Jr., and Eleanor Carter Bacot, wife of Howard A. 
Danin of Neir Yon. He also laam a brother, Richaid Watnwfii^t 
Bacot of New York, and a Bister, Mrs. Amiie B. Rounder of Madison, 
N. J. 

Emily Wilder Lh^vitt, oi Brookline, Mass., a' life member since 
1808, was bora in Boston 28 December 1837, the daughter of Benson 
and Abigail (Ward) Lea\itt, and died at Roixbury, Mass., 2 November 

1921. She was a descendant of Thomas' Leavitt, who was at Exeter, 
N. H., in 1639 and afterwards removed to Hampton, N. H., through 
Aratus' of Hampton, Thomas,* Benjamin,^ Thomas,^ and Benson/ 
her father. Benaqn Leavitt was bora at Hampton Falls, N. H., 
21 June 1797, and married Abigail Ward, who was born at Hampton 
12 April 1801, the daughter of Capt. Thomas and Lydia (Garland) 
Ward. Mr. Leavitt resided in Boston, where he was elected to the 
Board of Alderman and served as acting mayor of the city. 

Miss Leavitt was educated at the old Hancock School in Boston, 
and made genealogy her profession. She compiled the genealo^es 
of several families, some of which were published, and she contrib- 
uted from time to time genealogical articles and records to The 
New England Hibtorical and Orneat^ogtcal Register. In 
collaboration with J. iioward Muriie and under the aubpiceb of the 
Morse Society she compiled the "Morse Genealogy," a levision of 
Rev. Abner Mone's "Memorial of the Moises," published in 1850, 

Miss Leavitt was a Unitarian, and was interested in various 
religious and charitable organizations. She had been secretary of 
the Women's Auxiliary of the First Church, Koxbury, a director of 
the Old Ladtes* Home in Boxbuiy, and chairman of the Library 
Committee of the Women's Educational and Industrial Union d 
Boston. 

Mrs. Elizabeth Putnam (FjiiABODY)£KoQ£KS, of Boston, a 
Pilgrim Tercentenary member since 1919. was bom at Salem, Mass., 
10 May 1829, the daughter of Francis and Martha (Endioott) 
' Peabody of SfUem, and died in Boston 27 November 1921. She 
was a descendant of Lieut. Francis* Peabody, who ranie to New 
England in the Planter in 1635, settled at Ipswich, Mass., and 
removed later to Topsfield, Mass., through Isaac' of Topsfield, 
Francis,* Frauds,* Joseph,* and F^cis,* her father. Her mother 
was a daughter ol Samuel and £Usabefch (Putnam) Endicott of 

Worcester, Mass. 

She was educated in the school of Miss Elizabeth Pcal)ody on 
Charter Street, Salem, and afterwards, with her mster Martha, 
received instruction from an "Bi^i^Mh goyomess. 

The Peabody family lived in a beautiful home on Essex Street, 
Salem, where the Armory now stands. Mr. Peal ody had consid- 
erable knowledge of science, made several invention^ and lectured 
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on physics and chemistry in lycpiira courses in Boston and other 
places. During the early fifties the family made an extended tour 
of Europe, where they met many interesting people and enjoyed 
educational advantages which bore fruit in the refinement of Miss 
Beabod/fl conversation and in her knowledge of literature and ait. 

She was married, 9 February 1853, to Jacob Crowninahield Bogers 
of Salem, a merchant and banker, who in his later years was a part 
ner in the firm of J. P. Morgan <fe Coinpnny in LfOndon and an agent 
of thia house in Boston. Mr. and Mrs. Rogers hved for many years 
in England, and on their return resided at 231 Commonwealth 
Avenue, Boston, and at the beautiful estate of Oak WXL in Peabody. 
Mr. RoE^nrs died in Boston 2 January 1900. 

Mrs. Rogers was one of the founders and for many years president 
of the Boston Society of Decorative Art. She was also one of the 
founders and president of Brooke House, a model boarding house 
for working gins, on Chandler Street, Boston. She was untiring in 
hrr pfForta to make thrsr undertakings successful, and was generous 
in her support of them and of many other charitable and reliVinus 
institutions. Many young women students and workers were helped 
by her. She was a Unitarian, and was prominent in the activities 
of the First Church in Boston, to which she gave a fine organ. 

Although she had no children, she was the centre of a great family 
circle, by whom she was loved and is sincerely mourned. 

Bii^NjAMiN BuTLJiit GiLMAN, of Haverhill, Mass., a resident mem- 
ber Binoe 1015, was bom at Exetcff, N. H., 27 August 1861, the son 

of John Whittingham and Julia Oolton (Thing) Gihnan, and died 

at Haverhill 5 December 1921. 

While a young man in Exeter, he was connected with the Perkins 
Express Company, and acquired a general knowledge of business 
and a fund of information about transportation matters. In Haver^ 

hill, whither he went to reside about forty years ago, he hM impor- 

tant positions with the Carter, Russell Express Company and was 
for many years in charge of its main office. He made a special study 
of the shoe-findmgs mdustry, and later entered that business for 
himself, being for over twenty years at the head of the B. B. Gihnan 
Company, which was engaged in the manufacture of such products. 

Mr. Gilman was one d &e lwidi"g business men of Haverhill. At 
the time of his death he was a member of the Havorhill Water Board, 
a director of the Essex National Bank, and one of the eoimty cora- 
mi^ioners of Essex County. He was also a member of many Masonic 
ors^sations, and his religious affiliations were with the First 
Universahst Church. 

He married, 10 Septemljer 1914, Bertha T.nrd, daughter of William 
Crofford and Eleanor Cordelia (Morrill) Lord, who survives him. 
Two sisters also are living, Mrs. Irving Sleeper of St. Louis, Mo., 
and Miss Tina Gilman. 

James Wells Goodwin, A.B., of Haverhill, Mass., a resident 
member since 1919, was born at Haverhill 1 October 18r>5, the 
third son of James Munroe and Martha Ann (Currier) Goodwin, 
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and died there, unmarried, 12 December 1921. Hefwas descended 
from Edward^ Goodwin of Salisbury, Mass., through Richard,' 
Samuel,* Daniel,* Theophilus,* Wells,* and James Munroe,' his 

father. He numbered also among his ancestors Thomas' Wells of 
Ipswich, Mass., who came in the Stisan and Ellen from London in 
1635, and, on his mother's side, Richard' Currier of Salisbury und 
Amesbury, Maw. 

He was prepared for college at the Haverhill High School, entered 
Harvard in 1873. nnd received the degree of Bachelor of Arts there 
in 1877. From October 1877 to January 1880 he was a student in 
the Harvard Law School, and after leaving the Law School he read 
law onto he passed the Essex County bar examioationB in the fol- 
lowing June. 

Soon afterwards lie entered as a clerk a law offic(^ in St. Paul, 
Minn., and the following year edited the Federal Reporter. Return- 
ing to Haverhill in the spring of 1882, he accepted a position with a 
leather firm, but in February 1887 gave up bmriness and entered 
upon the praetiee of the law m lus native city. His meHnation to 
give special attention to financial matters led him to organize, in 
the same yonr, the Citizens Cooperative Bank of Haverhill, of which 
he becaiiie ihe leading 8iiirif. At tlip first meetinp^ of its founders 
he was elected secretary and trea^uier, and continued to hold these 
poations until his death. 

Mr. Qoodwin was a member of the Harvard and University Clubs 
of Boston and the Pentueket Club of Haverhill, and belonged to the 
Masonic fraternity. 
He is siu^ived by a sister, Mrs. Lindsley H. bhepard (Florence

Ho came East when a boy, was prepared for coIIcko in the Stone-' 
liam (Mass.) High School, entered Amherst College iu 1879, and 
received thm tiie degree of Bachelor of Arts in 1^. 

After graduating at Amherst he taught school for one winter in 
Salem, a country town of Illinois, and then enfrrod biisiness. From 
1884 to 1888 he was with the Eau Claire Luml^er Company, being 
stationed for one year at Eau Claire, Wis., and for three years at 
St. Louia, Mo. From 1888 to 1892 he was ooimeeted with the St. 
Louis Steam Heating & Ventilating Company. From 1892 on he 
was for many years with the Russell Cmmtcr Company (a shoe- 
counter firm) m Woburn, Mass. For two years lie was office manager 
for the H. H. White Company of Boston. For the last twelve years 
he had been office manager and cashier with the firm of Braman, 
Dow A Company of Boeton, dealers in steam pipes, valves, and 
fittings. 

Mr. Cotton resided for several years in Wobum, and was at one 
time a member of the School Committee there. Since 1904 he had 
resided in Maiden. He was a member of the University Club of 
Boston, the Maiden HSstorieal Society, and the First Congregational 
Chiu-ch of Maiden. 

He married at Stoneham, Mass., 12 November 1889, Anna Cordelia 
Putney, dauq;hter of George Henry and Ardelia (Tapley) Putin s of 
Stoneiiam, who sipvives him, together with two daughters, Editii

The seventy-ninth annual meeting of the Society was held on 
Wedneeday* 7 February 1923, at 2,30 P.M., in Wilder Hall, 9 Ash- 
burton Place, Boston, President Cbass presiding and a quorum being 
present. 

The minutes of the meeting of 3 January 1923 were read and 
approved, and the monthly reports of the Corresponding Secretaiy, 
Librarian, Historian, and CouncU were accepted, the Council report- 
ing that since the Januaiy meeting members of the Society had been 
elected as follows:

That the polla be now opened, and stand open untQ ev«iy member pteoon t 
has had opportunity to vote. 
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The Chair appointed as teUeis Meean. Williaii Ooiltie Cou* 
STOCK, John Albert Holmbb, and Hsnbt Beecheb Rued, and the 
election by baUot of offioeiB and couneOIors took place. 

After the polls had been closed, exercises in observance of the 

twenty-fifth annivprsary of the first admission of women to member- 
ship in the Society were held, Presideat Chaas introducing this sub- 
ject with the following words: 

"From time immemorial the second of Febniarj'^ has been one of 
the noteworthy days of the calendar, but a quarter of a centur>' ago 
it became an epochal date in the annals of this Society. I do not 
know what the atmospheric conditions were on that particular day. 
but I am fain to believe that the skies were overcast, that the ground 
hog, unable to discover his shadow, returned not again to his winter 
abode, and that the winter of our discontent was made gloiious spring 
by the admission of women to membership. 

"There had been a long and bitter contest before this result was 
achieved, but the silence of the years that have passed I will not 
disturb. 

"The number elected on February 2, 1898, has increased until 
nearly one-third of our membership are women, who are unexcelled 
in their devotion to the work and interests of the Society. Of the 
thirty-sbc women elected to membership on that day, twenty-nine 
qualified as membeis^ twelve are still members, and to«day we are 
honored by the presence on the platform of six of that number. Rise 
and greet them with the recognition to which they are justly entitled." 

Hiereupon the othqr members present and their guests rose to 
greet these six ladies, namely, Mrs. Lucy (Hall) Greenlaw of 
Winthrop, Mrs. Ida Louiss (Fabb) Miller of Wakefield, Mrs. LoBa 
Aimsm (Woodbubt) Underbill of Allston, Mrs. Embline Bridge 
(Tyleb) SmoNDS of West Medford, Miss Mary Elvira Elliot of 
Somerv]lle> and Mrs. Lydia. Matthbwb (Bangs) Fisheb of Hyde 
Park. 

President Chase then said: 

*' A? th(^ first representative of those we honor to-day I present MiS. 
Lucy (Hall) Greenlaw, who will now address you." 

Mrs. GBBBNiiAW then read a earefully prepared and uiterestlng 
paper on the circumstanees attending the first admissimi of women to 
membership in the Society, speaking as follows: 

"Mb. FkosiDaNT, Mbiibbbs of thx Nbw England Hjbtobic 

QXNBALOGICALSoCtBTT, AND GUESTS: 

"T f^iippose the reason that T have been asked to represent this 
httle t:;i()up of women upon the platform this afternoon is because I 
have been called the first woman member of this Society. Let me tell 
you how it happened. When it was apparent that the movement to 
admit women to the Society would be sucoessfid, there was some 
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little rivalr>' among two or three of us whose names were upon the 
nomination book, to see who would refilly l)ecome the first woman 
member. Or, to be more exact, the rivalry waa between our husbands. 
The honor lay between the late Mrs. JuUa £. Folsom of Brookline 
and myself. Mrs. Fobom was the wife of Capt. Albert A. Folsom, 
who during his lifetime was very active in the affairs of the Society. 
Captaill Folpom was very anxious that his wife should l^ecome the 
first woman iiifmlM i ; so m order to expedite matters, he paid her 
dues some time in advance. But, a thuuglx the dues of Mrs. Folsom 
were noeived by the Treasurer before mine, Colonel Hoyt. who at 
that time was the Corresponding Secretary of the Society and the eus- 
todinn of the rolls, notified me that my letter of accoptance, whereby 
I completed the necessar>' qualification of membership, was the first 
to be received by him from a woman candidate. In all fairness to 
the memory of Mrs. Folsom, who is not here to speak for heredf, I 
present these facts, and you may decide f<^ yourselves to whom the 
honor belonged. But this is a si'prht honor at best, 'or there were 
thirtynsix women elected at the stated meeting of the Society held 
February 2, 1898, twenty-five years ago this month. 

"A bnef history of tte events that led up to this innovation may 
not be amiss. This Society was founded, as you all know, in 1844, 
and for the first fifty-four years of its life the raemhorship was 
composed of men only. From time to time during this long period a 
woman candidate would appear, but always failed of election. In 
1807 the standing rules of the CouncU required unanimous consent 
of that body for a name to be presented to the Society for eleetion, 
and it had become a sort of unwritten hiw to ignore the name of any 
woman appearing in the nomination book. 

"In December 1896 Mr. J. Henry Lea, not knowing the existing 
state of affairs concerning the admission of women^roposed the 
name of his oouatn, Bfrs. &orgetta Barton Witter of Woneeter, and 
the names of more than a dozen other women appeared as candidates 
before the next meeting of the Council. The Council, a little startled 
by this concerted appearance of so many women candidates, ordered 
a postal canvass of the membership, which revealed the fact that a 
hirge majority were in favor of their admittance. 

"The question of legality was then raised by those who objected^ 
80 a bill was introduced into the General Court, was passed, and was 
approved April 10, 1897, giving the Socioty the right to admit women 
to membersiiip, subject to such restrictions as the by-laws of the 
corporation might from time to time fanpoee. Hie fegal objections 
were thus overoome, yet none of the names of the many women who 
had hcon proposed were reported to the Society V^y tho Council. 
Tho chief objector was a member of that body, and, exercising his 
right under the standing rules, he prevented the election of the 
women candidates. 

" There was but one thing left to do by those in favor of the change, 
and tha; was to overcome this awkward situation through action by 
the Society. This was a lonp; process, but was finally accomplished by 
a revision of the by-laws which extinguished the one-man power. 
And so on the second day of February, 1898, more than a year after 
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thf fx^pinning of the movement to admit women, thirty-six women 
were electefi, of whom twent3'-Tiine made the neces8ar>- qualification 
for membendiip. Their nam^, given in the order of complete quaii- 
fieatkm, as tiiey appear on tlie RoHb of MaiilMidiq>, «m as foDowB:

"Twenty-five yeare have taken tlieir inevitable toll from the ranks 
of these twenty-nine women — eight have died, ei|^t have resigned, 

and one has a'Jowed her membership to lapse, leaving twelve of the 
original twenty-nine whose nnrnes are still upon the rolls of the 
Society, which, however, is an excellent showing at the end of twenty- 
five years. Of these twelve members, six are not able to be here this 
afternoon beeauae of dirtanoe or iUim; but the resty six in number, 
arc upon the platform. 

"It does not seem possible that fwenty-five years have elapsed 
since that day; but the bird of time is ever on the winti, and the years 
pass before we are aware. Just to bring to your mind tlie passage of 
time, let me reeaU to your attention that the Spanish War had not 
broken out at this date, the mnM * i g of the battleship Maine, whieh 
precipitated that event, occurring February 16, 1898, thirteen days 
after our election to this Society. Also let me remind you that in 
1898 there were no automobiles, the bicycle being the most popular 
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method of oonv^yance, the al!ropla&e and submanne wm unknown, 

and wireless telegraphy and radio were undreamed of. 

"The Society, from the first, swmed to benefit from the change. 
Just prior to the advent of women n:icnibers it had been necessary to 
reduce the number for a quorum at a btaied meetmg from twenty to 
fifteen membeiBi in order to tranaaet bu a i nc e B , but immediately 
there wee an tncfeaee of inters in the attendance. These new 
members 8er\''e<i on important committees with gratifying results. 
Three of the original twenty-nine have 'ser^'ed on the Council, Miss 
Helen Franoea Kimball, Miss Mary Cummings Sawyer, and Mrs. 
Ida Eerr MiDer, two of theie, Miae KimbaU aiid Mn. MiUw, having 
aerved two terms each. The Oonmiittee on Papers and Essays, in 
charge of the regular meetings, has been composed largely of women 
and has had a wonderful degree of success in developing this part of 
the Society's work. 

'*The hlm^. twen^-five yean have been the meet prospeioue in the 
history of the Society. Diuing that period its Library has taken and 
held the first place in the world in its field. Its publications, both in 
volume and usefulness, have achieved a similar reputation. Its meet- 
ings have increased from a mere score of members to an average of 
about two hundred. It has erected a building suitable to its needs, 
worth nearly a quarter of a miUion doUan, and it has increased its 
endowment funds in proportion to its growth. 

"In view of the fact that this wonderful groT^^h has taken place 
during the quarter of a century that wonien liave l>een in('ml>ers, and 
that women have served on the governing board with the men, we 
▼eDtme to ohum that, like the virtuous woman described in the Book 
of ProverbSy we have 'done good and not evil all the days' of these 
twenty-five yean." 

The Fkesident then presented Mis. ISxujn, who spoke as follows: 

"Mb. PftsstniavT, Lanias and GsMiunoN: 

''Ihe admission of women to membership in the New Em^and 

Historic Genealogical Society, with all its privileges, was an event of 

sufficient importance to this Society to be worthy of the anniversan,' 
celebration we arc now enjoying. As there are but a few survivors 
of that first number, we hope you will ail join in the pleasure we feel 
on this oceasion, as we but stand as repr esen tatives of fdl the women 
members who have been added to the number first admitted. 

"Always in looking hack there should result the added interest and 
enthusiasm for the work and opportunities ahead and with an insti- 
tution of the importance and iugh standmg of this Society we may 
build for the future on the sure foundation of the traditions of the 
past. 

"It has recently been said that every town and city in our larid 
should have an historical society to teach the young Americans and 
the new Americans what the earher Americans did for our country 
and who they were. 

''Most important is such an interest, with the wide spread of 
obnoxious and dangerous propositions and the fast increasing number 
of un-American organisations to confuse and mislead our people. 
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''In all the years of its activity this Society has well lived up to its 

pui'pose, and in this we are proud to-<lay to feel we have had a 
share, if even a small one. Before the State granted the rhan^o in 
its charter, those hrst women came to the Library to work out ances- 
tral problems, made necessary by the organization of patriotic 
societies; and we remember with gratitude the help reoei'irad from 
Mr. Dean, who, sitting with his work at the end of the long table in 
the Libran^ on Somerset Street, was always ftppronchable and 
helpful. And equally so was Mr. Gordon, at iiis desk on tlie floor 
below; and to-day 1 would pay a grateful tribute to both these 
wonderful men, who were never too preoccupied to Usten to our 
difficulties and to give the important piece of mformation. At tliat 
time we Americans were accused of not know'np who our g;reaf- 
prandpnrents were; and this taunt incited a feverish hunt for these 
individuals, whose histoiy could easily have been obtained earlier 
from relatives, who uitfortunately had then become ancestoia them- 
selves. 

"So the admission of women to the ranks of this Society wn? not 
a step toward that objective known as 'women's rights,' but a real, 
purposeful act to enable us to follow closely suggestions received and 
dues discovered, by stepping behind those ropes wlddi bened us 
from the alcoves and the much desired l)ooks and scanning quickly 
the pages whereon we found our reward for patient searching 

"Our first opportunity for service came shortly after our election 
to the Society, when a letter of appeal was sent to the women members 
to make it possible to catalogue the valuable contents hidden in the 
vault and not accessible for reference. 

" Miss Mary C. Sawyer, still a mttnber, and myself were privileged 
to put our names on this appeal, and the generous response was 
sufficient to carry out the plans. Since that time I don't think 
the women have missed an opportunity to aid the Society, and I can 
give the assurance that in the future tney never wilL 

"Aa our interest has increased, so our problems have multiplied; 
and we see ever before us more ancestors to find and new dues to 
follow. 

"Nearly a century ago, in a small New Hampsiurc town, there 
were two wideawake boys, who were cousins. These two later 

moved to different loodities, one to a larger town in the same State, 

v.hilo the other journeyed West to Utah, made Ids home there, 
accumu]:itcd a fortune, and became a prominent memlx^r of the 
Mormon Church. In his later years he paid a visit to the ancestral 
town in New Hampshire, and called upon his cousin John, who had 
remained a good citisen, had become a prominent lawyer, and was 
an Orthodox deacon of great piety. They indulged in reminiscences 
and recalled their relatives and boyhood doinpi-;; and then John 
thought it his duty to acquaint Lorm with his ideas of Mormonism, 
to which Lorin replied : ' Now, Jolm, you have had three wives and 
I have had five. What is the difference between having them all 
at one Hme, or one at a timet ' It is not for us to discuss this or express 
an opinion on the subject; but, as searchers after lost people and 
facts of the years past, we do know that, if many ancestors had

five wives and tburty-ziioe ehildren, our problems would be infinitely 
mort^ rnTtiplpx find nwiv diffirult of solutuuii and that time and 
thought would be taxed uiUKcrs'^arily, 

"And now, as the women members of this Society, we express our 
very great appreoiatkni of what it has meant to us to be memben, 
with all tlie privHeeea we have enjoyed, for theee past twenty-five 
years. 

"Our interest has grown in ever-increasing measure, as we have 
availed ourselves of all the opportunities offered; and we can well 
promise our loyal support for the prosperity we confidently predict 
this Society will always enjoy and the important place it wul always 
fill among the historical societies of our countiy." 

At the leqiNst of the Fkesident, Mm. Hown, Ohainnftn of the 
Committee on Papers and Essays, described the arrangements made 
by that oommittee tor the obeervanoe of the twenty-fifth anniveisary 
of the first admission of women to membership, and stated that, in 
addition to the simple exercises of the day, a Women's Lecture 
Fund had been established by ckmtributions from the women mem- 
ben cl the Society, and an effort was being made to increase the pro- 
portion of women members from about one^hird to one-half of the 
total membership. 

Hie C9iair then presented, as the speaker of the aftetnoon, Dbnis 
AioTBiUB McCabtht, LL.D., of Arlington, Mass., who reminded 
his hearers that he spoke from the point of view of an immigrant from' 
the Old World, and proceeded to illustrate his subject. Poetry amd 
Potriotimn, by reading insinring selections from patriotic poems of 
his own composition. 

On motion of Hosea Starr Ballou the thanks of the Society were 
extended to Dr. McCartbt for his timely message and to Mrs. 
Greenlaw and Mrs. Millbb for their entertaining papers relating 
to the admission of women to membership in the Society. 

The tellers then made their report, which showed that officers and 
eounciiloiB had been elected as follows:

Tmt year 1022 was another pioBpeious year for the New Kngland 

Historic Genealogical Society. The Pilgrim Tercentenarj^ drive 
fortunately came after the World War, and happened to coincide 
with the seventy-fifth anniversary of the Society. It was over 
before the year 1922 began, but the final pajrments from some of 
the members belonging to this special daas came during the year, 
and this special fund, so weU handled by Lee, Higginson & Com- 
pany for trie Society during the drive, was not completely trans- 
ferred to tlie Treasurer, for the Soriety, until this year. The Council 
passed a vote of thanks to Lee. Iiig|^iu50u 6l Company for the careful 
and^ eatisfaetory way in whion they had handled this fund for the 
Society; and it also appointed a special committee to devise a suitable 
reward for Mr. Frederick A. Grant, who had pen^onal cliarge of this 
fund in Loo, HigginstJii & Company's olfict-. Tliis corninittee reported 
that a Liie Membendiip, 8& a gift fruui this Society, would be a suitable 
leoognitkm and agreeable, they thought, to Mr. Grant, and the 
Council voted to confer such a memberahip on Mr. Grant, and he 
has accoptod it. The CoiinnO also passed a vote of thanks to the 
sponsors for the unit rU ions for subscriptions to this Pilgrim Ter- 
centenary Memorial l^uud for the Society, Messrs. J. Pierpont 
Moisan, Henry Cabot Lodge, Chaiiea W. EHot, Elbert H. Gaiy, 
Qiaries P. Taft, Charles I)cering, Myron T. Herrick, and Mytee 
Standish, and to Mrs. W. Murray Crann, whose late husband, Hon. 
W. Murray Crano, was also on^ of the sponsors. This particular 
drive, the great work of the Special Coumiittee on Kndowment and 
Members, has thus entirely ceased. That Special Committee was, 
however, originally designed to raise ftmds and increase the mem- 
bership of the Society by this and other means; and it did this work 
80 well that it has l>pen continued, and is still raising funds and 
getting new membeis for the Society in a very satisfactory'' manner. 

The memorial tablets wliich are in process of being put up by 
different membere of the Society to ancestore selected by them, in 
the halls and stairways of the Society's Building, at 9 Ashburton 
Place, have taken up a lot of the time of many members of the 
Council, and havo iK on considered also by the Council itself as a 
body. Tiie piacmg of these tablets has progressed dunug the year. 
The most important of all, that to Abrnham Lincoln, has oeen given 
to the Society by his son, Robert Todd Lincoln, a member of this 
Society. It is placed in the main hall, near the front door, where 
everybody who enters the building cannot fail to observe it with 
interest. This was unveiled, with suitable addresses and other 
ceremonieB, on 31 May 1922, by direction of the Gounefl. A complete

The otlier tablets form a genera! decoration to the walls which ia 
both pieasmg and appropriate; and, when studied in detail, they 
dlow that tie Sodefy and its msmben, although especially inter* 
ested in the Pilgrima, Puritans, and other eaiqr aettters of New 
Enjz:1n.nd, also take an interest in more recent events and in the 
famihes and histories of later arrivals in New England and other 
parts of the United States and even anywhere in America, in the 
laig^ sense of the word. Tliia la Tuy aatiafaetoiyi brings visitoiB 
to the Sode^a Building, and makea members retiun oftener than 
they otherwise would return. It shows plainly for what the Society 
stands, even before one entera the Xibraiy or indeed any other of 
the rooms in the Buildmg. 

A portrait of our late President, Hon. James Phinney Baxter, 
was received from his son, Hon. Percival P. Baxter, Grovemor of 
Maine, according to the bequest in his father's will, about the first 
of the year, was reported by the Librarian at the meeting of the 
Council on 3 January 1922, and was appropriat^^ly acknow]edp:ed 
by the Council at that meetmg. The Special Committee on Morai 
Memoriab haa hung this portrait in the Comiefl CShamber: where 
Mr. Baxter so often sat when preaiding at the meetings of the Council. 

Many other matters have been passed on by the Council during 
the year, but they are, I think, better dealt with in the reports of 
the various officers and committees for the year. 



The Report of the Committee on Finance, by James Melville 
Hunnewellt A3*i LLJB., Treaaurar: 

Under the will of our late IVeaaurer, George Lambert Gould, the 
Society will receive a bequest of five aliares of stock in the American 

Telephone & Telegraph Company, to constitute a fund in his mem- 
or>^, the income of which is to be used by the Conmiittee on Papers 

and £^8ays. 

The mortgages held by the Society upon the estates 16 and 16 
Somerset Street, Boston, have been extended on satisfactory terms, 
the rsatea d interest, in oonformity with jiment conditions, being 
increased, and the mortgage on the Society's Building haa been 
reduced 11000 by contribuLiuns for this specific purpose. 

By vote of the Committee and upon approval by the Council the 
Waher Titua Aveiy Fund waa marked up to 11,000, the Horaee 
Davis Fund to S3,O0Q^ and the Victor Ghanning Sanborn Fund to 
$1,000, the inereasea wproaenting the anmnnts paid as inheritance 
taxes upon these legacies, so that the funds now stand at the amounts 
named ijx the different wills. 

The Oommittee haa marked down the book value oS fifty aharea of 
common stock of the BosUm & Maine Hailroad, long held by the 
Socie^, to its market value on 30 December 192S2. 
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Hie Committee has given eaiefal sttentioQ to the iavestments 

ef the Society and has made numerous changes, it being the policy 
of ihp rommittor U) sell all Liberty Bonds fpxccpt those required 
by the donor to hr held), nil Ix^nds niaturing witiiiii the next few 
years, and all redeemable bonds the market price for which is near 
the redemption vahie. New Inveetmento hAYe been made with the 
prooeedsy ao aa to give the Sodetsr the advantage of the present high 
interest rates over a long term of years; and it is anticipated that 
few further changes need be made in the immediate future.

Considerable progjesa in preparing copy for the continuation of 
the printed Rolls lias l>een made during the year. Also, all the 
changes needed to complete the printed Rolls to the end of 1891 
ham been noted in an Interieavea eopgr of that wcwk, A thorough 
dieekhig of the lists of ^viag members kept hfy the Sectetaiy and the 
Treasurer and this Committee has been made^ and aH these iiste 
are now in accord. 

The Society begins the year 1923 with 12 Honorary, 47 Correspond- 
ing, 521 Pilgnm Teroentoiary, 438 life, and 827 Resideot Members, 
a total of 1840. Of the life Members, there are 61 in the thirty* 
dollar, 307 in the fifty-dollar, and 65 in the hundred-dollar class. 
Of the liesicicnt Memters, there are 65 in the three-dollar, 549 in 
the five-dollar, and 213 in the ten-dollar class. 

The platoa which were made of the printed RoUe wiU need bo many 
alterations to take care of the change in the Rolls smce they were 
printed that it may be oheaper to leaet the entue matter. Hue ii 
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a condition that will always exist, if the Rolls are completed to date 
and again publisihed in the same arrangement — a fact which raises 
the question of the expediency of continuing the former arrangement. 
It is advisable that the Committee be enlarged and instructed to 
devise some plan to obviate this difficulty. 

Occasional inquiries oome to the Committee as to the relative 
position of the older members. Below is given a list of the Resident 
and Life Members who were elected before 1880 and whose names 
are still on the Rolls, with the date of election of each.

REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN 

PWBled bj WnuAM Tamom GsniiL4W 

Tn total aooenioiis for the year ltKt2 number 1206 vohmieB, 406 

pamphlets, and 88 mieoellaneous artioloe. Of these, 200 vohmies and 

75 pamphlets were purchased; 843 volumes, 415 pamphlets, and 88 
miscellaneous articles were given or deposited; and 66 volumes and 
5 pamphlets were received in exchange. Two hundred and eighty* 
two geneaJogiefl were aoqaired during the year. 

Last year estimates were obtained for installing additional bool^ 
stacks to furnish shelving for the expansion of the Library'. Upon 
consideration of the prices quoted, it was deemed inadvisable to do 
anything in the matter at that time. In consequence of that decision, 
the growth of the libraiy has made it neeeBnry to withdraw from 
use and place in storage many miscellaneous works, to provide space 
for the expansion of those classes of books which are in constant 
donand. The number of volumes withdrawn from use waa about 
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equal to ^ho9e acquired dunns: the last four years, and the number 
now accessible remains about thf^ same ae in 1918, when it waa 
determined that there were nearly 51,000 volumes on the shelves. 

lliere 18 an inereaaiQ^ demand for books to uae at home, on ihb 
part of m^bers who hve at a distance and who cannot visit the 
librarj' in person. On account of this demand it has Ivvn found 
necessary from time to time t^ purchase duplicatog of important 
works, when it was thought ttmt the loan of the books wanted would 
leesen the UBefulnees of the Libraiy as one of loCBKnoe* TlMse dupli- 
eates will eventually be needed to repLico vohunes that are weamg 
out through constant and hard usage. This practice also help? the 
institution financially by increasing the memberalup and retain iri^ 
the interest of the members in the work of the Society. Members 
can make this part of the service much more 'tillable by the donation 
of duplicates of genealogies and local hiatories. 

The registration of visitors during the year just closed was the 
second highest since moving into the new building ten yearn affo, 
and was only about thirteen per cent below that of 1921, the banner 
year. Statistics of visitors have been kept since 1892, and show a 
gratifying increase in the use of the library by nonmemben. Taking 
ten-year periods as a fair basis for comparison, these statisticB show 
for ench 100 in the first decade (1892-1901) 266 in the next (1902- 
1911) and 310 in the third period (1912-1921). The ratio for the 
opening year o^ the fourth decade (1922) was 6do. 

A fim supply of soft coal waa pnrdiased early in the season, before 
the price was advanced. The change irom hard to soft coal will make 
ft sa^'ing nf nearly $700 for the yoar. Tho heating and ventilating 
plant, one of the best in this part of the countr>% has been examined 
by the engineer who planned it, and directions have been given to 
the man In charge for operating it in such a manner that theie shall 
be no waste of fuel. This insures plenty of fresh air of the right 
temperature and hunudity at all times of the day for the avenge 
number of persons in the offices and the reading room. 

The greatest need of the Library at the present time, from the 
i^wpoint of those who use it, as well as that of the Librarian, is an 
adequate index of the data in i^int relating to American families. 
Durrie's and Munsell's indexes came to an end in 1908, and did not 
fully cover thf^ fiHd, especially in the later years While these guides 
served their purpose very well in theu* time, the entries in them are 
not full enough for the present day. What is needed now is a com- 
prehensive guide that wOl enable the searcher to determine from the 
mdex itself the probabiUty of the volume indexed containing any- 
thing that would help him in his search, and save him from consulting 
a long list of works usclcas for his qiipf^t. Such an index would also 
save the attendant at the deak m the Library much umiecesssary 
handling of books, and to some extent reduce the wear of the boob 
and the expense of rebinding. A small beponing has been made at 
the Lihran.^ in the compilation of <^no\i a guide, and a practical plan 
has been formulated for carrjing on the work with whatever funds 
may be available for that purpose. The Librarian beUeves that this 
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important woik riumld be undertaken in earnest and carried throngli 
to completion, and recommends that lunda be sotight to cany on 
the undertaking.

FnwARD HowAKD Baker, of Rockford, 111., a corresponding 
menil>er since 1880, was bom at Ferrisburgh, Vt., 5 April 1828, the 
son of Ira Watson and Mira (Noble) Baker, and died ut Kuckford 
26 Jaaoaiy 1897. He traced his desoent from AlexaadeH Baker off 
Boston, Mass., who came from London in 1635 in the EUmbetk and 
Ann, t\f^p(] 28, with his wife Eliznboth and two children, through 
JoshiKi- of New London, Conn., John** of Woodhurj'', Conn., Klisha* 
of Woodbury, Elisbu^ of Clarendon, Vt., and Ira Watson* of Ferris- 
burgh, his father. His mother, Wrh Noble, was fifth in descent from 
Thomas* Noble, who was in Boston in 1652 and residi d laf er at 
Springfield and W^estfield, Mass., through Matthew- of Westfield, 
Obadinh' of Sheffield, Mass., Peter^ of Sheffield, and Solomon* of 
Ferrisburgh, Vt., her father. 

His early childhood was spent in his native town and in the neigh- 
boring city of Veigennes. When he was about nine y%an old, his 
father migrated to the West, and, after living for two yfears at 
Madison, then in Geaugft Co., hut now in Lake Co., Ohio, took up 
his abode at Rockford, Winnebago Co., 111., on (> October 1838, only 
two vears after the first survey of the public lands in tins county 
was begun. Young Edward accompanied hiB father into the hard- 
ships of pioneer life, and was ident&ed with that section of Illinois 
from his eleventh year until his death — a period of almost sixty years. 

His early education was obtained at private ischools and from 
special teachers, and embraced a tiioiuugli course in the common 
branches and in mathematicB, natural ecieiice, histoiy, literature, 
Latin, Greek, and French. He was admitted to the freshman class 
of Knox rf)llege, Galesburg, Ilk, in June 1845, and in the following 
Septemljer, as a freshman, entered Illinois College, at Jacksonville, 
in the same State. He did not complete the college course, however, 
but left college in 1846 and became a teacher in the common schools 
— first at Athens, then in Sangamon Co., but now in Menard Co., 
III., find in 1817 at Grand Detour, Ogle Co.. 111. In May of the latter 
voru ho cri^^u^efi in business; but in 1852 he entered upon the study 
of law and m 1864 was admitted to the bar. He never ceased, how-

ever, to be a student, and in his later yean, in addition to his legal 

studies, continued to delve into history, liteiatiiiie, IVench, German, 
Latin, books on travel, and !)iography, and devoted much time to 
collecting and arranging genealogical material relating to the desoend- 
ants of his immigrant ancestor, Alexander Baker. 

Mr. Baker was not only a leading member of the bar of Winnebago 
County but was also active and luominent in the (I( velopment of 
his adopted town and the rqgion around it. From 1847 to 1852 he 
served as assistant postmaster at Rockford, and from 1858 to 1854 
he was a master in chancery for Winnebago County. He became 
connected as secretary with the beginnings of irarious railroad enter- 
prises in that part of Illinois, 1856-1864, and hdd the office of mayor 
of Rockford in 1866 and 1868 and that of city attorney in 1876. He 
was prominent also in Masonic circles, and wn^ the last survivor of 
the twelve charter members of Hockford Lodge, No. 102, organized 
13 February 1851. In poHtics he was at first a Whig, as was his 
father, but in 1854 he took an active part in organising the Kepubli- 
can Party in Winnebago County. Like his paternal ancestors from 
Alexander Baker down, he was attached to the Congr^tional 
Church. 

In later life Mr. Baker looked back with justifiable satisfaction 
on the part that he had taken in promoting the welfare of the com- 
munity in which he lived. In 1880, when he accepted election ts a 
corresponding member of the New England Historic Qen€»dogic&l 

Society, ho wrote: 

"Let the biographer of 'my time?!' gaznttc me among the 'rank and file/ 
If the money that might have been accumulated into riches has been scat- 
tered here and there for the bednning of schools, libraries, churches, aiMl 
needed charities, my children ^all not lose their inheritance. If I have 
served my City, State, or Country, they are not ungrateful, because they 
have more worthy servants than they have honors to bestow. And if at 
home or in sode^ I have done anifwrng of whidi it mii^t be said 'well 
done, ' let that be my record and my rewiurd." 

On account of poor health the later j'ears of liis h*fc were passed 
quietly, and after his retirement from active pursuits he seldom left 
Rockford. In 1876 he visited Boston, New York, and Washington, 
and attended the Centennial Exposition in Philadelphia. In 1893 
he saw the Columbian Exposition in Chicago. 

A tribute to him published in a local paper the day after hts death 
characterized him as follows: 

"]Mr Baker was a man of fine mind, of high intellectnal attainments. He 
was a deep and careful student, an omnivorous reader, and possessed a 
wonderful memory. He was ever eager to enrich his mind with a knowledge 
of the best things in the arts, sciences and Iiteratore;i Perhai» no penon 
in the city was better informed on colonial history than he, and his rf»«oa relies 
in similar fields were marked bjr the same thoroughness. . . . Mr, Baker 
was one of the Idndliest, most genial of men. He was a progressive, ener^c 
dtisen, and a man of the strictest integ^ty." 

Mr. Baker married at Rockford, 26 April 1852, Lucy Frances 
Marsh, born at Adnms, Jefiferson Co., N. Y., 2 August 1833", daughter 
of Col. Jason and Harriet Moore (Spafford) Marsh. Colonel Marsh 
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wat» closely associ&ted with his son-in-law in luany public services. 
Mn. Baker mirviTed her InulMnd by eeveral years, dying in 1914. 
Their children, bom at BlxAford, were: 1. Myra Frances, bom 
5 November 1858; living unmarried at Rockford in 1922. 2. Charles 
Henrv, born 14 October 1860; living in 1922. 3. Edward William, 
born 6 May 1866; died 28 November 1920. Three brothers of Mr. 
Baker also surviTed him, namely, Chariee G., WOliam B., and 
Heniy N., but aD three are now deoeaaed.

Sir John Campbell Allen, Knight, LL.D., D.C.L., of Frederic- 
ton, N. B., a corresponding member from 1884 to ISIU) and an 
honorar}' nieml)er since 1890, waw l>orn in tlie parish of Kiiigsclear, 
York Co., N. B., 1 October 1817, the son of John and Jane (Blaii) 
Allen, and died at Frederieton 27 September 1896. 

His grandfather, baac Allen, practised law at Trenton, N. J., 
previous to the American Revolution He was loyal to the British 
Crown, served as heutenant colonel of the Si r(nid Battalion, New 
Jersey Volimteera, and settled in Nova Scotiu iu 1783. When the 
Proyinoe of New Brunswiek was organized, he was appointed a 
Justice of the Supreme Court, and held that office until l is death, 
in October 1806. He maiiied Sarah Campbell, a native of Philadel- 
phia, Pa. 

John Allen, son of Isaac and Sarah (Campbell) Allen and father 
of the subject of this memoir, was bom in Annapolis Co., N. S., 

27 June 1784, and died in tlic parish of Kingsclear, N. B., 29 April 
1875. His first wife, Jane Blair, the mother of Sir John Campbell 
Allen, was born at Frederieton, N, B., and died in 1822. John Allen 
was for man^ years a prominent factor in the civil and military affairs 
of the Provmce of New Brunswick. In his younger days he was a 
captain in the New Brunswick Fenciblea, a corps raised in the 
Province during the War of 1812 and commanded by Gen. John 
Coffin. That regiment was disbanded in 1817; and he was subse- 
quently appointed lieutenant colonel and inspecting? field officer of 
the Provincial MiUtia, serving in that capacity until the office was 
abolished, and later he was appointed quartennaster general. From 
1809 to 1847 he represented York Count \ in the Provincial Assembly. 

John Campbell Allen was educated at the Collep^inte Sehool in 
Frederieton, and studied law with Hon. John Simet e Saunders, son 
of the then chief justice of New Brunswick, lie was admitted as an 
attorney in October 1888, and became a member of the bar of the 
Supreme Court of New Brunswick in October 1840. As a young man 
he was active in military' affairs, joining jip early as IS^Ti n volunteer 
company of artiller>^ that in 1838 liecame part of a regiment known 
as the New Brunswick Royal Artillery. He rose to the rank of 
captain in the militia (1840), served from 1844 to 1848 as aide-^le- 
camp on the staff of Sir William Colebrook, Lieutenant Governor of 
New Bnmswick, and retired from the F<"n-i'ce in 18G5. 

His most important services to New Bnmswick were performed 
in civil life. In 1845 he was appomted one of the commissioners to 
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settle the claims to land in the Madawaska Settlement, under 
Article Four of the Treaty of Waehington of 1842, oommonly called 

the Ashburton Treaty. That part of the disputed territory which 
became British soil was inhabited by Aoadian French, to whom the 
Provincial Government refused to issue grants; and from 1845 to 
1847 the commissiou appointed to investigate and adjust these 
diffieultiefl was engaged in hearing and detenuining the dainiB of all 
settlefB between the Hnind Falls of the St. John Biver and the 
St. Francis River. In 1847 he published the "Rules of the Supreme 
Court of New lirunswick," with notes relating to the practice of the 
Court, a book commonly known as "Allen's Rules." In 1849 he 
was appointed reporter m the decisions of the Supreme Court, and 
the fax volumes of decisions which he published arc known as "Allen's 
Reports." From NoA'omber 1851 to January 1856 Mr. Allon served 
as clerk of the Provincial Executive Council. In 1852 he was elected 
mayor of Fredericton and held the office for three years, and was 
the first mayor of Fredericton to be deeted by popular vote, this 
office having previously been filled by appointment of the CouncU. 
In February 1856 he was elected a representative from York Count \' 
to the General Assembly of New Bnmswick, and in May 1850 was 
appointed solicitor general, holding that office until the followmg 
year, when his party was defeated. Declining the position of queen's 
counsel in 1860j he refintered the Assembly in 1862, was elected 
speaker, and snved as sueh until the dissolution of the Assembly' 
in 1865. He was again returned to the Assembly as an opponent of 
confederntion in April of that year, and was Rppointed attorney 
general, iii June 1865 he and Hon. Albert J. Smith, afterwards Sir 
Albert J. Smith, were sent as delegates to London, to present the 
objeettons of New Brunswick to the proposed Canadian Confedera- 
tion. On 21 Septemljcr 1 ^05 he wns appointed a judge of the Supreme 
Court of New Brunswick, and on 8 October 1875 he succeeded Hon. 
William J. Ritchie as chief justice. On 8 October 1866 he had been 
appointed vice president of the Court of Governor and Council, 
for determining suits relating to marriage and divorce; and in June 
1878 }io wrjs elected, in place of the late Governor Wilmot, an 
arbitrator in the Northwestern Boundary dispute, the other arbi- 
trators being Sir Edward Thornton, British minister at Washington, 
and Qtief Justice Harrison of Ontario. But, unfortunately, his 

{'udieial duties would not pennit him to enter upon this ivork, and 
\e accordingly resigned. 

He received the degree of Doctor of Laws from the University of 
New Brunswick in 1882, and that of Doctor of Civil Law from 
King's College, Windsor, N. S., in 1890. He was knighted by Queen 
Victoria in 1889. In 1888 on the fiftieth anniversary of his admtesion 
as an attomr )', he was presented with a valuable piece of plate by 
the members of the St. John bar; and in 1893 the New Brunswick bar 
pref?ented to the Supreme Court, a life-size portrait of the Chief 
Justice, which now hangs in the court room in Fredericton. 

In November 1893» iniile holding court at St. Andrews^ CSiaiiotte 
Co., N. B., Chief Justice AQen was stricken with paralysiSy and this 
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illness compeUed hiui to resign his office and to retire from public 
Jife and evoituaUy caused hk death. 
Oiief Justice Allen was a communicant of the Church of England. 

Ho was a highly valued mem})er of the sjnod and church society of 
the diocese, a warden of the parish church for twenty years, and in 
1877 and 1880 a delegate to the Provincial Synod at Montreal. His 
ability and high personal character were known and appreciated by 
his many acquaintances of the legal profession in the United States 
as well as throughout the Dominion of Canada; and his enforced 
retirement from the seat of honor which he had SO long and 80 
ably tilled was looked upon with sincere regret. 

He was twice proffered the lieutenant-governorship of his native 
Province, fint in 1878, by Alexander MacKensie, tlie leader of the 
Liberal Government of that day, and secondly in 1888, by the then 
Conservative administration. 

He married, 3 July 1845, Marp:ar( t Austin Drury, daughter of 
Charles Dniry. Esq., a captain in tiie Twenty-ninth Ke^unent of 
Infantry, who died at St. Jolin in 1836. Seven sons and two daughten 
were bom of this imion, namely, John, now deceased, CJharles Drury, 
whn died fit sea in August 18R2, William K., now dfcerised, Thomns 
Carleton, K.C., D.C.L., of Fredericton, now registrar of the Supreme 
Court and deputy attorney general, Frances, who died in 1856, 
Hon. Edmund Head, now of Fkedericton, and George Winthrop, 
Heniy, and aaotiier daughter — all three now deceased.

Victor Hugo Hamilton, B.A.,of East Liberty, Logan Co., Ohio, 

ft resident meml>cr sinrr 191 r>, was bom at Fnst T.ibx^rty 7 March 
1886, the son. of Freiaoiit C. and Cora Dell (Janios ) Hamilton, and 
died there 15 April 1918. He was fifth in descent from Hugh iiaiuilton 

and his wife, (Walker), through their son James, who was 

bom 24 May 1754, married Mary Craine (born 15 July 1752, died 
near Titusvillr. P;i., R January 1824), nnH tiird at Cherrytree, Venango 
Co., Pa., 15 February 1837. ]{if liard Hamilton, son of James, waa. 
bora 10 March 1784, married Ann Keynolds (bora 4 June 1789, died 
at Cbenytree 17 Septembo* 1830), daughter of William and Lydia 
(Thomas) Rejrnolds, and died at Cherrytree 18 Decemlxjr 1844. 
James Walkor Hamilton, son of Richard, was horn 22 October 
1811, married, 3 April 1839, Climena Allen (born at Montpelier, 
Vt., 9 February 1814, died at East Liberty, Ohio, 20 July 1893), 
daughter of Asaph and Sarah (McCloud) AUen, migrated to Ohio, 
and died at East Liberty 1 August 1879. His son, Fimnont C. 
Hamilton, father of the subject of this memoir, was bom at East 
Liberty 27 Octol^r 1856, married, 28 June 1883, Cora Dell James 
(bom at East Liberty 15 February 1859), daughter of Spain N. and 
Nancy M. (Howe) James, and resides at East Liberty. 

Victor Hugo Hamilton was prepared for college at the East Liberty 
High School and the Toledo (Ohio) High School, entered the Ohio 
State University, at Columbu*^, in 1904, and received there the 
degree of Bachelor of Arts in 1908. 
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After leaving tlie Univem^ he entered the Hamihon Bank at 

East Liberty as assistant cashier, and in 1915 wbb promoted to the 

position of cashier, which he held until illrrss compelled his retire- 
ment. In 1916 he was elected treasurer of thf^ township in which 
he lived, and was fulfilling the duties of this ot&ce at the time of 
hk death. 

A man of pleasing, genial disposition, Mr. Hamilton had numerom 

friends botli in business and social circles, and took a prominent 
part in the civic life of the community. He was also affiliated vith 
the Masons and Odd Fellows. 

He married, 28 June 1912, Gretchen H. Lawson, bom at Belle- 
fontaine, Ohio, 3 January 1893, daughter of ThcHnas E. and Rosa 
(Lease) Lawson, who survives him, with two children, John Lawson 
Hamilton and Donald Hamilton. His parents and two sisters, Mrs. 
Lucy Miller of Lorain, Ohio, and Donna Hamilton of East Liberty, 
are also living.

Hon. Alfred William Savart, M.A., D.C.L., of Annapolis 
Royal, N. S., a corresponding member since 1913, was bom at 
Plympton, Digby Co., N. S., 10 October 1831, the son of Sabine and 
Olive (Marshall) Savary, and died at Annapolis Royal 30 Mareh 
1920, his death having been reported in the Necrology' for 1921. 

He was descended from several families of early New England. 
Thomas^ Savory was in the service of the Plymouth Colony in 
April 1634, being a member of the expedition led by John Howland 
against the trespasser Hocking on the Kennebec, and afterwards 
lived for many years at Pl3rmouth. In his will, dated 1 April 1674 
and proved 7 March 1676, he leaves all his estate to his wife Ann, 
From this Thomas Savor>' the subjpct of this memoir was dcsrpnfled 
through SamueP of Plymouth and Rochester, Mass., born 4 June 
1651, Thomas^ of Rochester and Plymouth, bom 3 Oetober 1681, 
died al)Out 1731, Uriah,* bom 30 April 1708, who inai ried, 3 Sep- 
tember 1738, Dobornh Bumpus (born 31 August 17i;;, died 16 
Fehruarv^ 1792), daufj;iiter of Isaac and MvLvy (Pcrrj') Bumpus of 
Rochester, and Nathan,^ born in 174Sj who served in the Colonial 
forces in the early days of the Bevolutionaiy War, fighting then, as 
he claimed, "for redress of grievances, b it not for independence," 
hut did not favor the pcpamtion of the Colonies from Great Britain 
and uiiLnated after the War to Nova Scotia. At Digby in that 
Province he married, 28 May 1785, as his second wife, Deidamia 
8abm, daughter of Jeremiah and Susanna (Le Valley) Sabin, and a 
descendant through her mother of the Huguenot family of Levalley 
or Lavall6e, which came to Marblehead, Mass., from France or from 
the Channel Islands. Nathan^ Savary, who died in 1826, was the 
father of seventeen childi-en, five by his hrst wife, Elizabeth Nye, 
and twelve by his second wife, Deidamia Sabin. The second cluld 
and oldest son by his second marriage was Sabine* Savary, who was 
born 20 March 1788, and died 1 May 1878. He married, 15 November 
1821, Olive Marshall, bom at Yarmouth, N. S., 11 April 1801, 
daughter of Samuel and Olive (Haskell) Marshall. Samuel Marshall 
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was a prominent merchant and shipowner of Yarmouth and a 
member of the Provincial Parliament from 1812 until his death 
the next year at the age of 55. Olive Haskell's father. William 
Hiskdl, Jr., came with bis father, William, Sr., from Beverly, Masa., 
about 1767, and was one of the early settlers of Yarmouth. Sabine* 
Savary alwftvs resided in PK-iTipton, Difrby Co., wln^ro bo carried 
on trade with Eastport, Me., Boston, and St. John, N. B., and in 
his later years engaged in shipbuilding. From early manhood he 
was ft member of toe Quirchof England. He was the father of three 
daughters and one son, of whom the Uut-mentioned, Alfred William, 
is the subject of this memoir. 

Through Mary (Perr>^) Bumpii^, daughter of Ezra and Rel>ecca 
(Freeman) Perry of Sandwich, Mass., and moth er o f his great- 
grandmother, Deborah (Bumpus) Savery, Alfired William Savaiy 
was also a descendant of Elder William Brewster and Gov. Tikomas 
Prence of the Plymouth Colony. 

He was prepared for college by private tutors and at the Windsor 
College School, and entered King's College^ at Wmdsor, N. S., where 
he received the degree of Baehelor of Arts m 1854, that of Master of 
Arts in 1857, and the honorary degree of Doctor of Civil Law in 
1909. At college he distinguished himself epperially in the classics. 

Choosing the law as his profession, he studied in New Brunswick, 
was admitted to the bar of that province in 1857, and, after practising 
for four ^reaiB at St. John, retmmed to Nova Scotia hi 1862 and con- 
tinued his prafesBional career at Digby. 

For three years he served as inspector of public schools for Digby 
County. In 1863 he entered politics as an unsuccessful candidate for 
a seat in the Nova Scotia Legislature. In 1867, however, as an anti- 
confederation candidate in Di^by County, he was elected to the 
First Parliament of the Dominion of Canada by an overwhehning 
majority, and for the first two years as a member of that body gave 
\^go^ous support to the pohcy of those favoring a repeal of the 
newly formed union. In 1870 the opposition to the Dominion 
decreased, and Mi. Savary went over to the side of the Government 
and iras tettected to the Seeond BwHament of the Domudon, in 
1872, as a Gkrveimnent candidate. His iiarliamentary career, how* 
ever, came to an end in 1874, when be was defeated in the general 
election. For some time previous to his death he was, witli perhnps 
one exception, the hx^t surviving member of the First Puriiament of 
' the Dominion. 

In his chosen profession he was recognized as a leader of marked 
ability, he was created queen's counsel in 1870, and was appointed, 
21 August 1876, a judge of the newly established county courte for 
the counties of Annapolis, Digby, and Yarmouth, a position which 
he hM until hu retirement on a pension in 1907. "As a judge," 
says a Nova Sootia newspaper, "he was fearless in his decisions and 
enjoyed the respect and ronfirlence of ever\'one." 

It is, however, as a genealogist and antiquarian and as the his- 
torian of Annapolis County that Judge Savaiy merits special com- 
memoration in these pages. Among his nmnerous writings should he 
mentioned his "Gen«dogical and Biographical Record of the Saveiy 
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Families ... and of the Severy Family/' published in Boeton in 
1898, with a Supplement published in 1905, and Iub "Hiskoiy of the 
CSounty of Amiapolis/' published in 1897, and based on material 
gathered by thp late W. A. Calnok, which, at the request of the 
estate of the latter, Judge Savaiy undertook in 1893 to edit and 
complete. In ld07 he published "The Narrative of CoL David 
Fanning, a LoyaBst of Kortii Carolina in the American Revolution/' 
in 1911 he contributed to the London Gbieolcvul a paper (afterwards 
reprinted in pamphlet form) on the ancestry of Gen. Sir William 
Fenwick Williams of Kars, and a partial Johnston jrpncalopy and a 
Hunt genealogy, both from his pen, were published in The New York 
Genealogical and Biographical Record. In the Halifax Acadian Recorder 
of 20 April lOaO Rev. Arthur Wentworth HamHton Eaton, D.G.L., 
of Boston, a native of Nova Scotia, a member of the New England 
HiRtoric Genealogical Society, and a well-known writer and authority 
on N(>\'a Scotia history and genea]o^^ paid to Judge Savary as an 
hLstonan a well-deserved tribute, wliich is in part as follows: 

"The eernce to local iustoiy in our inovinoe nndered by the late Judge 
SavBry in the eoune of his long life, altlMNiglli noogaissd eoidiaUy by our 

various pro-sincial newspapers, deeerm from a bntber loeal luBtoBan an 

especial tribute of unqualified praiw. 

"The faithful and accurate itxiai historian in these enlightened days is 
ri^tly considered a benefactor to society, and his work is held in the high 
esteem it deserves. Judge Savary, Uke the late Mr. Isr;^o! L()ni::^vurth, of 
Tmo, was a bom tiistorian, and he must early have begim to gather facts 
for the valuable work he later put into print in books and pamphlets. On 
the shelves of the various libraries in Boston^ as elsewhere, stand his 'Savvy 
Genea!o2^%' a work that family historians constantly appeal to and will 
ahvays highlv prue, and the ' History of Auna|)oiis County, ' largely prepared 
by the late Au. Cunek, another boni histonaa of our provinoe, but edited 
and published with stupendous labor and expense by Judge Savary, without 
whose interest in such work we should have no history in print of the co\mty 
in which our povincial history begins. ... To future generatiuD» liis 
WQik in eonDeetMm with Mr. Calnek's will stand as one of the most valuable 
HterarA' prodnete of Nova Sootia in the nineteenth oentviy, or indeed in 
any time." 

Judge Savar>' was a member of the Nova Scotia Historical Soriety, 
the meetings of which he attended regularly, taking an active interest 
in its proc^ings, of the Wiltshire (England) Archseological Society, 
of the Ameriean Historical Anoeiation, and of the Ghamplain Society, 
a coiresponding member of the New England Historic Genealogical 
Society and of the New York Genealopieal and Biographical Society, 
and an honorary fellow of the Manorial Society of England. 

He was a communicant of the Aughcan Church, and took u very 
deep interest in its work. He was a membor of the Diocesan, Pro- 
vincdal, and General Synods of the Qmrch, attended ahmosfe eveiy 
session of each body, and sors'cd on sewal committees of each. 

He married first, 20 Februarys 1877, Elizabeth Crookshank Otty, 
born 29 November 1851, died 8 October 1887, daughter of Henry 
Phipps and Hetty (Howe) Otty of St. John, N. B.; and secondly, 
16 June 1892, Eliza Theresa Hunt, daughter of Rev. Abraham Spurr 
and Oatherine (Johnston) Hunt, who survived him. By his first 
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wife he had four children, viz.: 1. Rev. Thomas William, B.A. 
(Toronto University, 1900), Rector of St. Jamee' Church, Kingston, 
Ontario, bom 8 January 1878; married, in July 1905, Edna Neve, 
daughter of Reginald Neve of Winnipeg, Manitoba. 2. Effie Howe, 
born 4 February 1879 ; died unmarried 28 April 1896. 3. Henry Phipps 
Otty, a barrister of Calgary, Alberta, bom 12 September 1880. 
4. John Howe, bom 28 January 1882; died 28 January 1913. 

Funeral serviooB for Judge Savuy were held at St. Luke's Church, 
AniuqwliB Royal, on 1 April 1920, and the intennent was at Digby.

Jacob HEPfRY Schiff, of New York City, a Pilgrim Tercentenary 
member smce 1919, was born at Frankfort on the Main. Germany, 
10 January 1847, the son of Mortimer Schiff, and died at nis home in 
New York City 25 September 1920, after an illness of about -six 
months, his death having been reported in the Necrology for 1920. 
In his veins flowed the blood of thnsp who have left their imprint 
upon Jewish life in Germany, and his ancestors included scholars 
and leaders in a community which has been the mirror of the active 
life <rf the Jewidi spirit during the past oentuiy . 

His early eduoation was obtained from resources within his native 
city, and he took his first steps in finance in the banking house of a 
relative. Endowed with a keen perception and clear judgment, 
which dominated his character and won him hm position, wealth, 
and esteem in mattner life, he early saw the greater possibilities of 
success in America and emigrated hither in 1865, at the age of eighteen. 
His first position here was as clerk in a bank, where his natural 
acumen and energy won him promotion and in a short time the 
junior partnership in the new brokerage firm of Dodge, Schiff & 
Company. 

Conscious of the restrictions of his education, Mr. Sdiiff went 
to Europe to study advanced financial methods. Upon his return 
in 1875, hfj marrird the daughter of Solomon Loeb, head of the 
banking house of ivuhn, Loeb & Company, where he was admitted 
into partnership and esteemed for his eounseL Ten years later, in 
18S5, when Mr. Loeb retired, he was made the head of the firm, 
which has so expanded its business as to Stand as one of the great 
banking houses of the world. 

It was the support of Mr. Schiff and his firm that helped E. H. 
Harriman to accomplish the great financial venture wfaiereby the 
Union Pacific Railroad was reorganized in 1897 and later obtained 
control of the Southern Pacific and other railroads. It was in recog- 
nition of Mr. Harriman 's ability as a railroad organizer that Mr. 
SchifT gave liiin sucli support, although he was a warm personal 
friend of Jaines J. Hill, Mr. Harriman's rival in the struggle for the 
control of the transoontinental lines. The ability of Eunn, Loeb A 
Company to baek great projects constituted them benefactors of 
the country, for it was their money that made the Pennsylvania 
Railroad tunnel into New York City a possibility, that raised the 
renowned Pennsylvania Kailroad Station, that placed miUions of 
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dollars worth of Peiinsylvaiii& bonds in France, and that floated a 
bond issue of $200,000,000 for the Japanese Government to aid in 
eanying on the war against the Rossuns. Mr. Schiff's sympathies 
were deeply afifected by the oppression of the Russian people, and 
the action of his firm was his way of aiding the foes of the old regime; 
l)ut later he is said to have regretted his action, as he considered 
that the Japanese nation had become a greater peril. 

Reapeeted for his honor and integrity in biuiness affairs, Bftr. 
Schiff enjoyed a very ^de and ooemopoUtan circle of business 
friends. Adrled to thppe were personal friends who shared in his 
social pleasures and i)enefaclions, for he was connected as an otiicer. 
trustee, or donor with a countless uuml^er of business houses and 
philanthropic institutiona. Among his charities may be mentioned 
his munificent gift to Bamaid College, his gift of the Semitic ^fuseum 
to Harvnrd University, generous contributions to tlie Jewish Theo- 
logical SerninarN' of New York City, and lavish sums for war-reli^ 
work of all kinds. 

Mr. Schiff knew no radaldistlnctiona. He waa an American eitiaen 
fint and foremoet, and he aided and abetted all good and worthy 
causes irrespective of race or creed. It was his idealism that made 
him one of the most eminent financiers and philanthropists in the 
country, as well as a glowing example of a noble American citizen. 
Many of the leading men of the country', Jews and Gentiles, men of 
all nationalities and all deeds, paid funent tribute to his yirtuea 
after ins death. 

He married, in 1875, Therese Loeb, bom in Cincinnati, Ohio, 
daugliter of Solomon and Fanny (Kuhn) Loeb. She survives him, 
together with a son, Mortimer Leo Scliiff, B.A. (Amherst College, 
1896), honorary M.A. {ib., 1906), also a PUgrim Teicentenary mem- 
ber of the New EnRland Historic Genealogical Society, who married, 
30 April 1901, Ad^le Gertnidp Ne\i?tadt, dnii^hter of Si^iund and 
Aynes (Richard) Neustadt, and is a member of his father's finii, 
and a daughter, Mrs. Felix M. Warburg. Two brothers, Philip and 
Ludwig Schiff, retired bankare of Fiankf ort, Gecmany, also Burvived 
Mr. Schiff.

Mrs. Sarah (Brown) Fowler, of Guilford, Conn., a resident 
member since 1902, was Dom at OolliuBville, Conn., 27 August 1846, 
the daughter of Samuel William Brown, M.D., and his wife, Hannah 
(Humpfireys), and died at Guilford 21 April 1921. She traced her 
descent from .Trimf»P Brown of Middletown, Conn., through his son 
Samuel, iiis grandson William, and his great-grandson Samuel 
William, her father, who was bom at Hartford, Conn., 13 April 
18Q2. Her mother, Hannah Humphreys, bom at Canton, Conn., 
25 May 1811, was the dau^ter of Decius and Laura (Adams) 
Humphreys. Amon.i: her nneeRtorp were members of such prominent 
New England families as tiie Chiltendens, Bishops, Evartses, Ilaw- 
Ws, Goodriches, Wellses, Grants, Woodbridges, Dudleys, Leetes, 
FneipBea, and Griewolde. 

She received her early education in public and private aehools at 
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Petaluma, Calif., whiiher lier uiother went four years after the birth 
of the daughter to join her father, who had settled there as a practis- 
ii^ ph3r8iciaii. From the age of oxteen she attended the famous 
Hartford (Coim.) Female Seminary, where she was graduated in 
1865. Sho afterwards pavo ^pf^oml fittention to the study of music. 
After graduation she became a t( arJicr in the high school at Guilford, 
where she resided for the rest uf her life, devoting herself in later 
yean to the tradng of anoestral lines and to other profesBlonal work 
as a genealogist. She was instrumental m organizing a scholatahip 
in the new Connecticut College for Women at N( w T nndon. 

She was married, 17 November 1886, to Henr> I^Iiot Fowler, son 
of Henry and Sally Amelia (Hart) Fowler, who survives her. 

Lakbsbt Bigelow Lawrence, of Fozborough, IM ass., a life 
member since 1905. was bom at Marlborough, INfass.. 2 May 1872, 
the Bcrn of Henry Otis and Ada Genevieve (Bigelov. ) l^wrcnce, and 
died in Boston 28 May 1921. He traced his descent from Heniy* 
Lawrence, through John' of Watertown and Groton, Mass., Enoco* 
of Groton, Nathaniel,* Nathaniel,* Thomas,' Thomas,* Parker,* 
and Henrj' Otis,' his father, who was born at Marlborough 21 June 
1833. He numhprod also among his ancestors members of the 
Garfield, Howe, Whitney, Warren, and other early New England 
families. 

Ht8 eatly education waa obtained in the public schools of hie native 

town and at the Northborough (Mass.) High School, where he was 
graduated in 1890. After his graduation he attended the Br>'ant 
and Stratton Commercial School in Boston, and then accepted the 
position of head bookkeeper with the S. H. Howe Company, which 
he left to accept a eimihur position with Caton BiotbeiB of Fox- 
boroug)!. He made his residence in the latter town for twenty-one 
years, and was connected with the Caton Company for the laiger 
part of that time. 

Mr. Lawrence was a trustee of the Foxborough Savmgs Bank, a 
director of tiie Northborough National Bank, and a member of the 
Foxborough Club. He belonged to the Unitarian Church of North- 
borougli and to several Masonic orders. 

He married, 13 June 190G, Aurora Alice Heath of Northborough, 
his classmate in the high school there, who survives hmi, together 
with a daughter, Evelyn Heath Lawrence, and a sieter, Mxb. EUoi B. 
Mack of Hudson, Mass. 

John Woolf Jordan, LL.D., of Philadelphia, Pa., a corresponding 
member since 1908, was bom in Philadelphia 14 September 1840, 
the son of Francis and Emily (Woolf) Jordan, and died there 11 June 
1921. 

His great-grandfather, Frederick Jordan, was bom in co. Kent, 
England, in 1744, and wns a sergeant in the Socond Now Jcrse3' 
Continental Line in the Yoi kto^Mi campaign. He married Calhorine 
Eckel of Bucks Co., Pa., and died m Hunterdon Co., N. J., in 1784. 
Frederick's son John waa bora in Himterdon Co., N. J., 1 September 
1770, married, 23 August 1804, Elisabeth Heniy, and died in Pbila^ 
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dr-]phl2. 17 February 1845. Frrincis Jord-in, son of John and father 
of the subject of thk memoir, was bom m Philadelphia 26 June 1815, 
and died 13 August 1885. He manied Emily WooU (bom in Phila- 
ddpliia 12 Noirember 1821, died 4 Septembcar 1880), dannlitar of 
John Lewis and Mfun^u^ (Ewing) WooH and sranddan^iter of 
Lewis Woolf, a private in *he Ca . i!r> . snd John Ewing, a captain of 
Infantry, in the Revolution. Elizabeth Heniy, wife of John Jordan, 
was the daughter of Hon. William and Sal»ina Henry. Her father 
WHS an aflsociate justice of the courts of Northampton Co., Pa., 
1788-1814, and a fmidaiftial elector in 17&2. Her ffwodMiett 
Hon. William Henry, who was bom in Chester Co., Pa., 24 January 
1734, and died at Lancaster. Pa,. 15 December ITft^). was of Scotch 
ancestr>', his j^andpareuLs, iiobert and Marj' A. iienr}', natives oi 
Scotland, coming to Pennsylvania in 1722 and dying in Chester 
County. HeiTOBamanof raiedMtiactioitywfaoeerTOdaeannoger of 
the tioope of Ganendt Jteddock and Forbes in the expeditions against 
Fork Duquesne, was commissioned justice of the peace for Lancaster 
County in 1758, 1770, and 1777, was a justic r of the Courts of Common 
Pleas, 1780, a member of the Pemx^yU ania Assembly, 1776, a mi^ber 
of the Feimn^vBnia CSonndl of Safety, 1777, treasurer oi Lancaeter 
CSoon^, 1777-1786, antionr of Pennsylvania and assistant com- 
mii?sary general, 1778, and a member of the ronjrrc?? nf the Con- 
federation, 1784-85. He was a member of the American Philosophical 
Society and of other learned bodies and a patron of Benjamin West, 
wfaoee first figure picture ftom a living model, "The Death of Socrft- 
tes," is still in the poeeenion of the family. 

John Woolf Jordan was educated in private schools in Philadelphia 
and at the Nazareth Hall Military' Academy, a Mora\'ian school, 
where he wa^ graduated in 1856. In 1902 be received the degree of 
Doctor of Laws from Lafayette College. 

In the Civil War he orauiiied Starr's battery, Thirty-eecond Regi- 
ment of Pennorlvania Muitia» of which he was quartermaster sergeant 
in the Gettjrsburg campaign ; and hp was a member of the Fiist Begl- 
ment, Pennsylvania Volunteers Veteran Corps. 

His life wa^ given to Uterary study, writing, and to the work of 
his poettion as ubtarian ci the Historical Society of Fennqdvania. 
He waeeecretary of the council of tlmt organization, its corresponding 
secretary, assistant librarian, 1 885-1903, and since 1903 its librarian. 
He was editor of The Pen nsulvania Magazine of IliMory and Biography 
since 1887 and of the "Biographical History of Pezm^lvania Fami- 
lies," and gave most valuabte assistanoe to wr Georp Otto Trevi^ao, 
who constantly called upon him for material vdifle he was wiHmg 
his history of the American Revolution. 

The wide range of his patriotic and civic interests is shown in the 
list of societies and clubs to which he belonged and the positions he 
held in them. He was founder and president of the Eedemtion of 
Pennsylvania Historical Societies, a member of the Pennsylvama 
State Historic Commission, secretary of the \^alley Foige Park Com- 
mission, a founder of the Society of Sons of the Revolution, a member 
of the Society of the Cincinnati and of the Baronial Order of Runny- 
mede, vice president of the Colonial Society of Pennsylvania, vice 
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prerident of the Swedish Colonial Society, a member of the Pennqrl- 

vania State Commission having in charge the preparing of the history 
of the part taken by Pennsylvania in the World Wai , and a mem- 
ber of the Peim, Philadelphia Barge, Bethlehem, Pittsburgh, and Art 
Clubs, together with many other patriotic and historical societiee. 
He should be temembered, also, as a leader in the movment which 
led to the observance of Flag Day.

Mr. Jordan married, 19 IVlay 1883, Anne Page, daughter of Alfred 
and Bebecca 8. (Jinnet) Page, who survives him, together with three 
children, Wilfred, Helen, and Bevan Page Yeates. 

George Geby Milner-Gibson-Cullum, M.A., F.8.A., of Bury 
St. Edmunds, CO. Suffolk, England, an honorary member since 1918, 
was bom in London, England, 5 November 1867, the son of Ri|^ 
Hon. Th<»na8 and Susanna Arethusa (Cullum) Milner-Gibson, and 
died unmarried at his residence, Hardwick House, Burj- St. Edmunds, 
21 November 1^1, his death having been reported in the Necrology 
for 1921. 

He was of distinguished ancestry both on his father's and his 
mother's side. His great-grandfath^. Rev. Thomas Gibson, belonged 
to a family settled at Dovercourt-cum-Harwich in Essex and at 
Ipswich in Suffolk. His grandfather, Thomas Milner Gibson, mar- 
ried Isabella Glover, daughter of Henry Glover of Chester, sensed at 
Trinidad, B. W. I., as a major in the British Army, and, returning to 
England, died there in May 1807, his widow marr^nng secondly, 
in July 1810, Thomas Whitdng Wootton, who died in 1844. Major 
Gibfwn'B only child, Thomas, the father of the subject of this memoir, 
was prominent in En'^hsh pohtics in the firRt half of tlio rcigri of 
Queen Victoria. He was bom at Port of Spain, Trmidad, 3 September 
ISOff, was brought to England by his parents in 1807, and, after the 
necessary preparation at various schools and under a private tutor, 
entered Trinity College, Cambridge, and was admitted to the degree 
of Bachelor of Arts in 1830. He married, 23 Februar>^ 1832, Susanna 
Arethusa Cuiluin, wiio was born at Southgate Green, Bury St. 
Edmunds, 11 Januaiy 1814, beeame after her marriage a leader in 
London society, ^braced in her later j-ears the doctrines of the 
Church of Rome, and died in Paris 23 February 1885. Slie was the 
only child of Rev. Sir Thomas Gery Cullum of Hardwick House, 
Bury St. Edmunds, who was the eighth and last of a hue of baronets 
that began when Sir Thomas Cullum of Hawstead and Hardwick, 
an alderman of London and sheriff of London in 1646, was created a 
baronet on 18 June 1660. Sir Dudley Cullum, the third baronet of 
this family, was high sheriff of Suffolk in 1690 and a member of 
Parliament for the county in 1702. Thomas Gibson, on 7 February 
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1830, assumed by royal licence ihv additional sTirname of Miiner 
before that of Gibson, to show his respect for the memory of Robert 
Miiner of Ipswich. He was elected to Parliament from Ipswich as 
a CcHiaemtive in Jtfly 1837, but resigned his seat two yem later, 
having espoused the Liberal cause. As a Liberal candidate for 
Parliament he was defeated by the electors of Ipswirh in 1839, but 
some two years later, in 1841, he was returned for Manchester. He 
had become ere this an enthusiastic advocate of free trade and an 
influential supporter of Cobden in the agitation against the Com 
Laws. In July 1846 he was appointed vice president of the Board of 
Trade in Lord John Russell's ministry, holding this office until 
April 1848, and was made a member of the Privy Council (8 July 
I84(j). His spwohes at this period in opposition to the Cora Laws 
were able and convincing. In March 1857 he seconded Cobden's 
motion of eenflure of Lord Palmentoti'fl C!hizie8e policy, but he lost 
his seat for Manchester because of his oppositkni to the Crimean 
War. In December 1857, however, he was returned for Ashton- 
imder-Lyne, co. Lancaster, and, when Lord Palmerston's bill to 
amend the law of conspiracy came up for its second reading, he moved 
a vote of censure of the Government which was earned and led to 
Lord Palmcrston*s resignation, 19 February 1858. But in the later 
ministry of Palmerston, 1859^1865, and in the brief minLstr>' of 
Lord John Ru^ll, 1865-66, Mr. Milner-Gibson again held office, 
first as president of the Poor Law Board, 25 June to 10 July 1859, 
and th^ as president of the Board of Trade, with a seat in the 
Cabinet, from July 1850 to July 1866. While holding the latter office 
he took an important part in bringing about the abolition of the 
newspaper stamp, the advertisement duty, and the excise on paper, 
so-called "taxes on knowledge," of which he had long advocated 
the repeal. He continued to represent A&hton-uuder-Lyne in Parlia- 
ment until 1868, when he was defeated as a candidate for rejection 
(17 November) and withdrew from pubfic life. BetMng from office 
with an annual pension of £2000, he refused the governorship of the 
Mauritius, whicli was offered to him in March 1869, and also the 
honor of Knight Commander of the Bath. His residence was at 
Theberton House, Suffolk, but he spent much of his time after his 
retirement in yachting in the Mediterranean, and died at Algiers, 
on board his yacht, the Rrsohifr^ 2," Februan,- 1S8L Ilis wife had 
borne to him several children, of whom only two survived their 
parents, namely, Jasper Milner-Gibson of Theberton House, Suffolk, 
and the fifth son, George Gery Mthier-Gibeon, who in 1873, on the 
death of his maternal grandmother. Lady CuUum (Maty Anne 
EgRers), had succeeded to Hardwick House, Bur>' St. Edmunds, 
and by royal licence iiad assumed the additional wirnamft of Gullum 
and the Cullum arms. 

llie Right Hon. Thomas Milner-Gibson and his wife had a second 
residenoe in Paris, and from early childhood their son Georse was 
aeqnfiiTited with the manners and customs of France as well as 
ErmLind. He received his preliminarv ediK^fition in Pari*?, fit Wellesl^ 
House, Twickenham, and at Buriing:ion House, Sprmg Grove, 
Ideworth, in England, and studied under private tuition at Great 
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Barton vicarage in Sufioik. Entering Trinity College, Cambridge, 
b0 was admHtad to the degy«e of Badielor of Aite in 1880 and to t&i 
of Master of Arts in 1881. 

In the eighties he ^spomf^d to he about to follow in his fnther's 
footsteps and to enter Farlianiont, bemg the second Liberal candidate 
for Bury; but, when the Ixjiough was deprived of one of its seats in 
the House of Commons by the passing of the Redistribution of 
Scat8 Bill ill lsS5, he retir 1 iu favor of the senior liberal candidate, 
Mr. J. A. Hardcastle, and did not again come forward as a candidate 
for political honors. 

His mother had spent many years of her childhood and girlhood 
in Italy, with her father, and it was in Naples that she met her 
future husband. She enjoyed the friendship of the Brownings and 
Mrs. Shelley, and was closely associated with some of the leaders 
in the cause of Italian liberty, to which she was passionately devoted 
and to whicli in her later yeais she was able to render helpful service; 
for her salon in London was frequented at various times by man^ 
distinguished foreign refugees, among them Louis Napoleon, Masrim, 
Victor Hugo, and Louis Blanc, and by some of the leading English 
men of letters, such as Dickens and Thackeray, and her liu.shand's 
standing in political circles peronded her advocacy of the cause of 
the Italian patriots. It was, therefore, natural that her son from his 
early years diould cherish an ardent love for Italy, and that after 
the death of his parents he should spend much time there, especiaUy 
in Rome. He became an earnest and enthusiastic student of history, 
archipolocy, genealog}', and hoinLin', published pedigrees of several 
Suffolk and Essex fanoilies, and wrote extensively for genealogical 
and arduBoIogical publioattons. 

AIiliDUgh he traveled much on the Continent, his interest in his 
Suffolk estates and in his home boroufrh never flagged. At Ilardwick 
House he possessed an extensive lil iaiy and a valuable collection of 
manuscripts, autographs, old china, and furniture, and the gardens 
there were laid out with great slall and good taste. Everything 
pertaining to the welfare of Buiy St. Edmunds commanded his loyal 
and enthusiastic support, and many valuable articles of historic 
interest were given by him to the local museum. He was high slieriff 
of Suffolk in 1888, was admitted a freeman of Bury St. Edmunds in 
1911, and was elected mayor of the borough in 1913. He was also a 
justice of tibe peace and deputy lieutenant for the county. He was 
active in organising dramatic performances for the benefit of local 
charities, and in a pageant at Burj' St. Edmunds in 1907 he himself 
filled most adniit ahly the r61e of Cardinal Beaufort. He owned about 
2500 acres of land in Suffolk, and 120 acres elsewhere, and for many 
yean it was his custom to throw open his beautiful grounds at 
Hardwick House for a popular ffite on the August Bank Holiday. 

Besides his honorary membership in the New England Historic 
Genealogical Society Mr. Milner-Gibson-Cullum was president of 
the Suffolk Institute of Archaeology and Natural History, honoraiy 
curator of the Moyses Hall Museum at Buipr St. Edmunds, and a 
fdlow of the Society of Antiquaries, the Harleian Society, the Hugue- 
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not Society of London, the Society of GenealogiBts of London, and 
the Zodlogical Society. 



Hon. a. AuGUSTiiVE Butterfield, of Jackson\aile, Vt., a life 
member since 1919, was born at AVUiiungton, Vt., 25 June 1844, the 
' flon of Esra Tomer and Mar} (lieonard)^ Butterfidd, and died at 
Jacksonville 1 January 1922. He traced his descent from Benjamin^ 
Butterfield of Chfirle?5town, Woburn, and ChHmsford, Mass., 
through Joseph,^ Sergt. Benjamin,' Ensign Benjamin,* Capt. Ben- 
jamin,' Capt. Ezra,* Dea. Zenas,^ and Hon. Ezra Turner*, his father, 
who was bc«n at Dummeraton, Vt, 15 April 1815. His maternal line 
went bade to the Leonards of Taunton, Mass., the iion manufacturara 
who came from Wales, 

He attended the common schools and the hiph school of Wilming- 
ton, and afterwards read law m the offices of the late Charles N. 
Davenport of Wilmington and Hon Abishai Stoddard of Townshend, 
Vt., being admitted to the Vennont bar in April 1867. In the fol- 
lowing year he moved to Jacksonville, where he practised law up to 
the time of his death, with the exception of one year in Msssachusetts, 
where he was admitted to the bar in 1870. 

Mr. Butterfield was actively interested in educational, chuich, 
Ifasonic, town, and county affairs^ holduig many positions of trust 
and responsibility. He was a representative in the State Legislature 
in 1880-1882, and by his bill to tax certain corporations he saved the 
State $100,000. He was State's attorney for Windham Countv, 
1882-1884, State .senator in 1888-1890, census enumerator in 189(>- 
1892, notary public fifty-three years, master in chanoeiy fifty years, 
and justice of the peace forty-nine yeais. He also devoted much 
attention to insumncf^, being for some time connected witil the 
Union Mutual Fire insurance Company of Montpelier. 

In politics he was a Republican and in religion a Baptist. 

He did some important genealogical work In writing a histoi^ of 
the Btttterfidd family and a short histoiy of the town of Whinng- 
ham, Vt. 

"Mr. Buttrrfield was a man of original ways and ideas. He pos- 
sessed a keen intellect and an abundance of native wit. He was 
upright in his dealings, a man of excellent character, and supported 
every movement for the gpod of the conomunity with whieh he had 
been so doedy and prominently identified." 

He married, 2 October 1869, Marcia Sophia Brown, who died 
11 April 1908, daughter of Rufus and Elizabeth (Winn) (Edwards) 
Brown. There were born to them two sons and six daughters, three 
of whom, Mary Blanche, May, and C3ara Julia, died before their 
father. The surviving children are Marcius Augustine Butterfidd 
of Jacksonville, Ossian Rufus Butterfield of Athol, Mass., Alice 
Adele, wife of Charles A. Faulkner of Jacksonville, Marcia Amelia, 
wife of Elliot F. Davis of Whitingham, and Estella Elizabeth, wife 
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Uving and two brothflfB, Attorney 0. E. Butteifield of WOmiiigtoii 
and IMeflMT L. A. Butteifield of BiBttleboro, Vt. 

John Cotton Clapp, of Dorchester, Mass., a resident memVjer 
since 1892, waa born at Dorchester 3U June 1837, the son of David 
and Biat^ Eliiabeth (Tucker) Clapp, and died tiiere 9 January 1922. 
Wb UDimgrant forbear on Im father's side was Nidiolaa^ Clapp, who 
came to Dorchester, probably in 1633, his name appearing in the 
records of the town the next year. From him the subject of this 
memoir was descended through Nathaniel* Clapp, Jonathan,' David,^ 
David,* and David,* his father, all of whom were born at Dorchester. 
His mother was a descendant of Robert^ Tucker of Wejrmouth, 
Mass., 1638, and lafer of that part of Dorchester which in 1662 
was set off t!ie town of Milton, through Manaj»eh^ of Milton, 
Ebenezer,' William,* Ebenezer,' and Athi rton,* her father, all of 
this line after Manasseh liaving been born at Milton. 

Both David^ Clapp. the great-grandfather^ and David* Clapp, 
the grandfather of John Cotkm Clapp, eerved in the Revolution, 
the elder and ihe younger man working together at the task of 
throwing up fortifications on Dorchester Heights in March 1776 
and the son being subsequently enrolled in the service at various 
times in the eoiiise of the War. David* Clapp, who was bom 
6 February 1808 and died 10 May 1893, entered in May 1822, at 
the age of sixteen, as a "eorintry" boy from Dorchester, upon an 
apprenticeship in the printing business which had been established 
about a year earlier bv John Cotton, Jr.. and which circiunstances 
had plaoed in the hands of the htter'a father, John Cotton, 8r, The 
elder Cotton was apparently not a practical printer, but had other 
business interests, nnd his son conducted the printing house for him. 
In 1831 Mr. Clapp, who from his early days there had l)een the 
mainstay of the office, formed a partnership with John Cotton, Sr., 
and Henry S. Hull, under the firm name of Clapp & Hull; but this 
paiinership was soon dissolved, and Measra. Clapp and Cotton 
established the firm of D. Clapp, Jr., & Company. In 1834 Mr. Clapp 
bought out the interest of his partner, and was the sole proyjrietor 
of the business until 1864, when be admitted his eldest son, John 
Cotton Clapp, into the firm, which, under the new name of David 
CSapp & Son, continued to carry on the printing business tn Boston 
until the retirement of the sole surviving member of the finn, John 
Cotton Olapp, in December 1920. David* Clapp was a resident 
member of the New England Historic Genealogical Society from 
180G until his death.* 

The youthful John Cotton Chtpp received what was for his gen- 
eration a substantial education in the primary and grammar schools 
of South Boston, at a boarding school in Newton, Mass., where he 
spent a year or more, and at the famous Chaunev Hall School in 
Boston. He then worked for about two years in 1 Jig printinp: office

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of PrentiflS A Saipyer of Boeton, and in 1855 was given employment 
with his lathflr's finn, of whidi he became a member some nine 
yean later. 

This printing business, the life work of father and son, had been 
established by the Cottons m a Imilding on the northeast corner 
of Waahington (the part then called Marlborough) and ir rankiin 
Streets, ana there it was eanied on for forty years, untO the building 
was demolished in 1861 in order to make possible the widening of 
Franklin Street. The business was then moved to 334 (afterwards 
renumbered as 564) Washington Street, thence in 1882 to 35 Bedford 
Street, and in 1889, when the Bedford Street building was taken 
down, to 115 High Street. One more change was inade, at the 
beginning of 1895, to 201 Congress Street, where the fitm remained 
until its afF.'iirs were closed rip at the end of 1920. 

Many notable publications wwa issued by this house during the 
century of its existence. From 1829 to 1846 it printed the Boston 
Directory. In 1823, in the days of the Cottons, when the elder Clapp 
had been in tlie office hardly a year, the printing of the BoHan MedUeH 
Intelligencer was undertaken, a pubHcation which was afterwards 
combined with another periodical under the name of the Boston 
MediccU and Surgicctl Journal and was edited by distinguished 
members of the medical profession. Tins periodical became the 
property of David Clapp in 1834, when be acquired the interest of 
' Mr. Cotton in the firm, and was issued from his press until December 
1874, when it was sold to a company of medical men and turned over 
toother printers. In the fall of 1864 the printing of the New Fnct^and 
Historical and Genealogical KEGiaixii \vaa placed in ihe iiands 
of David Clapp & Son, the first numbeor printed by them being the 
issue for January 1865, with which volume 19 begms. The firm 
eontinued to print the Register for almost GIty years, until the 
spring of 1914, when the increasing cost of hand-set work and the 
superior facilities afforded by monotype machines, with which the 
house of David Clapp & Son was not equipped, led the committee 
chained with the publication of the Register, with much regret, 
to make arrangements with another printing firm. At one time, 
before the Massachusetts ru'lroads were merged into two or t!iree 
great ^sterns, the firm did much railroad printing. Numerous 
books and pamphlets also, pertaining to various subjects but espe- 
ciiUly to history and genealogy, were issued by this iong-estabUslMd 
pdnting house, and many a well-kttown family history bean the 
miprint of David Clapp ik Son. 

In the later years of the firm David Capen Clapp, younger brother 
of Joim Cotton Clapp, also had an interest in the business, and 
retained it until his <u»th. 

In Deoember 1920 Mr. Clapp, then in his eighty-fourth year, gave 
up the business with which he had been identified for sixty-five 
years, and the oldest printing house in Boston closed its doors. 
As Boston was incorporated as a city on 23 February 1822, the life 
of this firm ooindded practically wHh the first century of the life 
of the city; and the names of the founder and of the last proprietor 
of the house recall also the very early days of the settl^nent, for 
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John Cotton was a dosrondant of Rev. John Cotton, the first teacher 
in the First ( "hurch in Boston, and John Cotton Clapp was named 
for his father s friend and associate, the later John Cotton, who died 
in Boston a short time before the birth of his namesake. 

Mr. Ctapp's close application to his busiiieas left him little time 
for outside activities. Like his father, however, he was a faithful 
and devoted worker in St. Matthew's Church CProtestant Epipoopal) 
in South Boston, serving there as clerk for forty years, as junior and 
senior warden, and for a short period as treasurer. He was a member 
of the Maamchiieetta Charitable Meehanie A88ociation» the Paul 
Revere Association, the Old Hawes School BojrB' Aasoeiatioiiy and 
the Boston Young Men's Christian Association. 

Many of the tributes to Mr.Clapp's father which were published 
in the REGibiiiii (vol. 48. pages 153-156) are applicable in great 
measure to the son. Wm all who met him, eitiier aocially or in 
business, there remains the memory of a sweet, genial, honest, 
courtly pcntleman, who erased all misundenitandingB or difficulties 
with a pleasing smile and a happy word. 

Mr. Clapp married, 19 July 1865, Julia Curtis Crane, who was 
bom in Dorchester 3 November 1837 and died 2i October 1919, 
daughter of Horatio Nelson and Mary Ann (Homer) Crane of Boston 
and a descendant of Henry* Crane of Dorchester. For several years 
they made their home in South Boston, but later they resided in 
Dorchester. Their cliildren were: 1. Ellen Gertrude, born 7 May 1866; 
died 21 January 1885. 2. Homer Crane, bom 9 December 1868; 
died 1 NoTember 1889. 3. John Cotton, Jr., of Dorchester, born 
27 October 1870, an architect with office in Boston. 4. David 
Atherton, bom 12 June 1873; died 10 August 1874. 

Gbobob AvQxnrroB Sawtbb, A.B., of Cambridge, Mass., a resident 
member since 1891, was bom at Roxbury, Mass., 25 May 1857| 
the son of Jabez Aupistus and Sarah Caiolme (Worcester) Sawyer, 

and died at Cambridge 14 January 1922. 

lie was prepared for coUege iu the public schools of Cambridge, 
entered Harvard, and in the course <rf his college career became a 
prominent member of the University basol all nine. He was admitted 
to the degree of Bachelor of Arts in 1877, and then began the study 
of law in a Boston office. He also attended the Boston University 
Law School for three years, without seeking a degree. He taught 
school for a Aort time at HolUs, N. H., and in the Ciunbridge evening 
schools. In 1880 he was admitted to thf Suffnlk County bar, and 
carried on a general practice of the law for a few years, until he 
began to make a specialty of conveyancing. He practised this 
branch of the law by himself with remarkable success until October 
1920, when he entmd a well-known Boston firm <tf eonveyancersi 
whicti after his admission took the name of Rackemann, Sawyer A 
Brewster. 

Mr. Sawyer served on the Common Council of Cambridge in 
1884, but was defeated as a candidate for reflection. He was for 
three years a trustee of the Cambridge Hospital, a trustee and 
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vice president of the Cambridgeport Savings Bank, and for twenty^ 
four yeats had been a director of the Cambridge Gas Light Company. 
He was a member of the Oakley Country Club, the AJgonquin, the 
Automobile, and the Harvard Clubs of Boston, the T^xin^nn Golf 
Club, and the Harvard Club of New York. He madf iiiMiiy joumeys 
abroad, and in his later years vma an enthusiastic golf player. 

He mairied, 18 June 1884, Flozenoe Emeline EOie, daughter of 
J. Russell and Emeline S. EOIie of Cambridge, who survives him, 
together with two sieterB, Cazoline Sawyer and liliian Sawyer, 
both of Cambridge. 

DoB¥ii« MniiBB Wnicoz, BJL, M.D., of Lee, Maes., a corre- 
sponding member since 1904, was bom at Lenngton, Greene Co., 

N. Y., 15 February 1841, the son of Hcnn- and Susanna (Miller, 
Wilcox, and died at the home of his nephew, Keuben J. Brooks) 
in Pittsheld, Mass., 25 January 1922. His great-grandfather, Jehie, 
WHcox, and hk grandfather, Nathaniel Wfloox, served in the Revo- 
lution, and his father ser%'ed in the War ot 1812. 

He was born and passed his earliest years amidst the Cat-skills, 
and attended the district schools at Lexington; but he spent most 
of his school years at Pittsfield, where he was a pupil in the district 
schools and in the high school His father was a farmer, and, owing 
to fann labor and the paasbnate pursuit of hunting and fishing, 
the lad grew up in hardy vigor, which he maintained until old age. 
In the winter of 1859-60 he taught school in Pittsfield, and in the 
autumn of I860 he entered Williams College, with the Class of 1864. 
As soon, however, as it became certain that a war for the preservation 
of the Union was inevitable, he left ooHege, after hn second term 
' there, worked long enough on a farm to pay some Uttle debts that 
he had contracted, and then applied to the colonel of the Tenth 
Massachusetts Regiment, which was encamped at Springtield, for 
admission to the regiment. That organization had its full quota of 
soldiers; but a man deserted, and young Wilcox was accepted to 
fill the. vacancy. Although his college course was thus interruj)ted, 
Williams College in 1884 conferred on him the degree of Bachelor 
of Arts, as of the Class of 1864. 

He had enlisted for three years, and during this term of service 
he was always present for duty, except for a month when he was 
in the hospital with the so-called Chiclnhominy fever and for several 
weeks when he was recovering from a wound received in the Battle 
of the Wilderness. His term of service having expired, he was dis- 
charged on 1 July 1864. Prior to this he had secured an appointment 
to a Government clerkship in the office of the depot quartermaster 
in BiJtimore, Md., and during the several months which he sprat 
there he be^ui the study of medicine, as his duties allowed him 
considerable leisure. Tiring, however, of so quiet a life, he enlisted 
in a Marv'land retdinent and served until the close of the War. 

Returning to Pittsiield, he contmued the study of medicine, taugiit 
school there in the winter of 1805-66, and on 16 October 1866 was 
graduated at the old Berkshire Medical CSollege, which was then 
situated in Fittsfield but now no longer exists. He then entered 
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upon the practice of his profession at Mount Pleasant, Wayue Co., 
A, The next year he was appointed to a poritioit in a New York 
hoepitel, where he remained until the spring of 1868, when he went 
as far west as the Union Pacific R<'iiht>ad had then been constructed 
and followed its extension from station to station until the iron 
highway was opened across the continent. On reaciiin^ the Pacific 
ooaat he spent several months in plaeer mining in Qilifomia, with 
a brother who had followed that occupation for some yeais. In 1870 
he returned to the Fast by way of the Lstlimiis of Panama, and 
took up the arduous calling of a coiiiitry practitioner of medicine, 
which he followed for the next twenty years in Connecticut and 
in western Massaefansetts, redding during meet of this time in Lee, 
whidi became his permanent home. About 1892 he e&ve up active 
practice; but he held several medical and surgical positions of some 
importance and profit, and for many years was medtoal examiner 
in the Lee district. 

For some forty-five years Dr. Wilcox was a member of the School 
Committee of Lee, and he served in the same eapadty for several 
years at Canaan, Conn. 

In addition to his professional labors, Dr. Wilcox took a deep 
interest in local history, archaeology, geolog>', and mineralogy. 
In 1900 he published a work entitled "Kecords of the Town of Lee 
from its Inoorpmlion to A. D. 1801," and this was followed in 1901 
by "Gravestone Inscriptions, Lee, Msss., including all extant of the 
Quarter Century 1801-1825." He was heartily and actively in favor 
of the papsage by the Massachusetts Genend Court of the Vital 
Records Act of 1902. in accordance with which the records of births, 
marriages, and deaths prior to 1860 in many Ijiassaehiuetts towns 
have been compiled and published hy the New England Historic 
Genealogical Society and other orpranizations and individuals and 
have been piuchased and distributed by the Commonwealth among 
certain public offices, libraries, and historical societies; and it was 
ehiefly owing to his efforts ana inflnenee that many of the towns of 
western Massachusetts presented the New England Historic Gen* 
ealogical Society with copies of their vital rf'C(*rds for use in preparing; 
these books for the press. His collection of Indian relics was one 
of the finest in that part of the State, and his hbrary was especially 
rich in works on the natural sciences, biography, and local lustoiy. 
In his will he bequeathed to the New £^1ana Historic Genealogiou 
Society the sum of five hundred dollars, together with sundry volmnes 
from his Hbrarj'. 

Dr. Wilcox was married twice, but both his wives and his children 
died before him, and his nephew, Mr. Brooks, is his nearest surviving 
relative 

Julia LnvfAN, of Cambridge, Mass., a Pilgrim Tercentenary 
member since 1920, was bom in Boston 30 January 1859, the eldest 
child of Arthur Theodore and Ella Bancroft (Lowell) Lyman, and 
died at Gtoibridge 25 Januaiy 1022. 

She came from a long line of distinguished New England ancestors, 
both on her father's aiod her mother's side, being a descendant of 
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Richard L}^an, who came to Roxbury, Mass., from co. Essex, 
Englaikd, in 1631, and aftarwards settled in Hartford, Gomi., and 
of Pomal liOweU, iHio can^ from Bristol, England, to Newbury, 

Mass., in 1639, and was the progenitor of thp well-known LoweU 
family of Boston. Both her parents were born in Boston, and their 
residence was for j ears at 39 Beacon Street. Xiie> had also a summer 
home In Waltham, Man. Mt. hyman, who was a graduate of 
Harvard, was eminent in financial and borineiw circles, and served 
as president and treasurer of several manufacturing compjinios. 
He was a life nieml:)cr of the New England Historic CSienealof^Kal 
Society from 1912 until his death ou 24 October 1915^ and a memoir 
of hmi may be found in the RaowiSB, voL 70, page hv. 

Miss Lyman was educated in inivate sehools in Boston, and had 
travelled somewhat in Europe. Like her pnrents, she was fi devoted 
member of the congregation worshippmg in King's Chapel. Her 
wide range of interests in charitable and philanthropic work did 
not prevent her from pursuing studies in botany, geology, and 
genealogy; and in the last-mentioned field she proved to be the 
authority to whom the family turned for ancestral facts. 

Three lirothers and two sisters siu^ve her, namely, Arthur L>Tnan 
of Boston, A.B. (Har\'ard, 1883), a former mayor of Waltham, 
Herbert Lyman of Boston. A.B. (Harvard, 1886), Ella, wife of 
Richard Gburke Cabot of Qunbridge, AJB. (Harvard, 1889), M.D. 
(ib,, 1892), Mabel Lyman of Cambric^, and Boiiald Theodore 
Lyman of Boston, A.B. (Harvard, 1002). 

Charles Henbt Bradley, M.A., of Boston, a resident member 
since the early summer of 1921, was horn at Johnson, Vt., 13 February 
1860, the son of Harmon Howe and Sarah Grout (Fei^son) Bradley, 
and died in Boston 30 Janiiarv^ 1922. He wr>s a descendant of Stephen* 
Bradley of Guilford, Conn., through Stephen*, Stephen,' Jbiber,* 
Eli Judson,^ and Harmon Howe,* his father. 

He was educated in the pubfic schoob of his native town and in 
the State Normal School, which was also situated in Johnson, and 
came to Massachusetts in 1880 to be an instructor in the State 
Primary' School at Palmer, of which he was made assistant super- 
intendent five years later. 

In March 1888 he accepted an appointment as head of the Farm 
and Trades School on Thompson's Ishnd, In Boston Harbor, an 
institution established in 1814 to provide a home and education for 
worthy boys in destitute circumstances. It was the first school in 
this country to make farming; the basis of its educatirnal policy, 
its 157 acres of laud aHording an excellent opportimit} for such an 
experiment. At Thompson's Istend Mr. Bradley entered upon his 
life work; for, althoufpi his growing reputation as a teach» and 
leader of i>n\'s brought to him offers of other responsible positions — 
nolal)ly tlnjse of head of the New York Reforiuator}' at Ehnira 
and head of the House of Hefuge in New York, he preferred to remain 
with liis boys in Boston Harbor. 

Under Mr. Bradley's guidance the school onHiompson's Island 
became known the country over. Here were formed the first sloyd

elates in the United States, and iron and metal work, shoe repairiiig 
stationary engineering, and typewriting, with the study of many 
other practical arts, were added to the curriculum of the school. 
The "Ck>ttage Row City/' a boyi' govemment, was establidied on 
the Island nearly ten years before the well-known George Junior 
"Republic was founded. In 1905 Mr. Bradley Bet up a meteorological 
nbsm^atorv tlif je, which is now a cooperative station of the United 
States Weather Bureau. In the same year he visited Jc^urope, and 
made a slady of sehoob for boya there. 

Mr. Briulley's work received academic reoognition in his native 
State in 19li, when Norwich University conferred on him thp 
honorary' degree of Master of Arts; and since 1912 be was a trustee 
of that institution. 

Mr. Bradley was one of the fomidavi of the Veimont Anociatlon 
of Boston, and served as ita prarident in 1911-12 and as a member 
of its executive board for many years. He wap virp. president of the 
Massachusetts Charitable Mechanic Association for the laRt eight 
years of his life, and he was a member of the Society of Colonial Wars, 
the Society of Sons of the Aznariean Bevoliition, the Boetonian 
Society, the Boeton City Club, the Twentieth Century Club, the 
Monday Evening Club, the South Boston Yacht Club, the Massa- 
chusetts Horticultural Society, the Vermont Historical Sode^, 
and the Masonic fraternity. 

He married, 7 June 18iB3, Mary Chilton Brewster of Duzbuiy, 
Mass., who is eii^th in descent from Elder William Brewster of the 
Mayflower company. Mrs. Bradley survives her husband, together 
with their mn, Charles Henry Bradley, Jr., who entered Harvard 
College with tiie Class of 1914, but did not complete the CoU^e 
course and is now in the advertising business in Boston. 

BxT. Ebenisbb Thomfbok, A.B., B.D., of Samaota, Fla.» a 

resident member since 1903, was bom at Pomfret, Conn., 21 Novem- 
ber 1846, the son of Charles Stockbridge and Claia (Grosvenor) 
Thompson, and died at Sarasota 5 Febnmry 1922. 

He traced his descent from Anthony^ Thompson, who was in 
Boeton hi 1637 and in New Haven in 1638, through John* of New 
Haven, Joseph* of West Haven, Rev. Ebenezer* of New Haven. 
Conn., and Scituate, Mass., Ebenozor'^ of Now TTavrn, Sritnate, and 
Pro%ndence, R. I., Ebenezer*of Providi nee and Pomfret, and CharleB 
Stockbridge^ of Pomfret, his father. He was a great-great-grandson 
of Gen. Israel Putnam d Revohitionaiy fame, hb mother being a 
daughter of Lemuel Putnam Grosvenor and a granddau^ter of 
Gen. Lemuel Gros\*enor of Pomfret, whose wife, Eunice, was a 
daughter of General Putnam. He was also a descendant of John 
Howiand and Richard Warren of the Mayflower, Thomas Clark, 
NathanielTilden, Edward Bangs, and Edward Sturgisof the Plymouth 
Colony, Heniy Adams of Braintree, Mass., William Hathome of 
Salem, Mass., and many otlier early settlers of New England. 

Tie was prepared for college at the Cheshire (Conn.) Military 
Academy, and, entering Brown University in 1864, received there 
the degree of Bachelor of Arts in 1868. He then studied theology. 
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and was admitted to the degree of Bachelor of Divinity by the 
Philadelphia Divinity School in 1871. On 20 June of the same year 
he was ordained a deacon of the Protestant Episcopal Church by 
the Right Rev. Alfred Lee, in the Chureh of the Saviour, Philadelphia, 
and on 11 June 1872 he was ordained a priest by B&hop Clark in 
St. John's Church in Providence. 

Until about eighteen years before his death he was aii earnest 
and successful worlLer in the Protestant Episcopal ministry. He was 
in charge of St. Thomae's Church, Greenville, R. L, in 1871-72, 
aeeoeiatc rector of St. Paul's Chunm, Milwauloee, Wis., 1873-1875, 
rector of the Church of the Intercession, Stevens Point, Wis., 1875- 
1880, and then, after a year of foreign travel, serv'^ed as rector of 
St. Paul's Church, Landing, Mich., 1881-1887, rector of the Church 
of the Redeemer, Biloxi, Miss., 1889-1900, and leetor of Trinity 
Church, Wobum, Maes., 1902-1904. At Bilori Mr. Thompeon 
established the Grosvenor Memorial Chapel in raemon.' of a son 
who died in infancy. There also Jefferson Davis was for a short time 
one of his parishioners, and he conducted the burial service for this 
Southern leader at Beauvoir, Miss., in December 1889. YHuk 
residing in Michigan be was chaplain of the First Regiment, Michigan 
State Troops, 1882-1886, and in Mississippi he was chaplain of the 
JeflF Davis Artillerj', 1890-1900. He was a delegate from the Diocese 
of Mississippi to the General Convention of the Episcopal Church 
which met at Minneapolis in 1895 and at Washington in 1898. 

On retiring from the ministry in 1904 Mr. Thompson took up hia 
residence at Sarasota, Fla., and inmiediately became interested in 
the development of the community which wfts thenceforth to be 
his home. He was affiliated with various social and fraternal organ- 
isations there, and stood high in Masonic circles. In his later > eais 
he was a student of astronomy, meteorology, and genealogy, f umisbed 
the local newspaper with a weekly weather report, and compiled an 
excellent family hi8ton,^ 

He married, at Stevens Point, Wis., 17 May 1882, Juha Fmily 
Curran, daughter of John and Mary (Code) Curran, who survives 
him. Their eldest child, John Ebeneser Grosvenor liiompson, who 
was bom 8 March 1883, died 17 October 1887; but two other sons 
survive their father, namely, Charles Curran Thompson, bom 17 
Februarv' 1886, who is in business in Baltimore, Md., and Paul 
Stockbridge Thompson, born 3 August 1890, who resides at Sarasota. 
A brother. Judge Charles 0. Thompson of Pomfret, Conn.,\is also 
livmg. 

Henby Dingley Coolidge, of Concord, Maps., a resident member 
since 1913, was horn at Chelsea, Mass., 26 August 1858, the onh* 
child of Henry James and Mary Martin (Dingley) Coolidge, and 
died at Oambridge, Mass., 7 February 1922. He had attended as 
usual to his duties as clerk of the Massachusetts Senate on that dsy, 
and was on his way to his home on the train that left the NorUi 
Station, Boston, at 4.20P.M., wlicn iie suddenly became unconscious. 
He was taken from the train at Cambridge and hurried to the 
Cambridge Belief Hospital, when it was found that he waa dead. 
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He was a descendant of John' Cooliflgf*, one of the early sottlers 
of Watertown, Mass., through Natliaiiiel- of Watertown, Ihrjinas' 
of Watertown, Uavid/ David/ James,' and Henry Janiea,^ his 
fathor^ who ms bora in Boston 15 May 1827. Wb motheri bom 
m Boston 26 November 1825, the dau^ter of John Thomas and 
Mary Coleman (Martin) Din^Ifv of Boston and Marshficld, Maps., 
was seventh in descent from Jolm' Dingley, who came to Lynn, 
Mass.. removed in 1637 to Saiuiwich m the Plymouth Colony, and 
was ansrwards of Maishfield, through Jacob,* John,' John,* Thomas* 
— aD of whom were of Marsh field, John" of Marshfield and Milton, 
Mass., and John Thomn?/ her father. Through Anna (Phillips), 
wife of Thomas* Dingley, Henry Dingley Coolidg^ was descended 
from Peregrine White of the MayJUnver, 

Ha was educated in the public schools ol Chelsea, in the high 
school at Stoughton, Mass., and under private instruction, and, 
after his graduation at the high school, entered mercantile business 
in coane( tion with the steel trade. In 1886 he entered the service 
of the Commonwealth as assistant clerk of the Senate, and in 1889 
was elected clerk of the same body, holding this office by successive 
reelectioDs for more than thirty-three yean, untfl his death, and 
ser\ing longer as clerk of the Senate than assy otlier man since the 
adoption of the State Constitution in 1780. 

Mr. Cuolidge was a faithful public servant, an authority on par- 
li&mentar>' law and legislative procedure, an able and efficient clerk 
of the Senate, courteous to aU, and a helpful counsellor to the pre- 
siding officers of that body and to senators of both parties who sought 
his aid in the preparation of bills or in other legislative matters. 
He won and held not only the esteem but also the affection of the 
numerous members of the Senate who came and went during iiis 
long term of sendee. On the day after his death the Senate ooup 
veiled ovly to adjourn out of respect to his memory, and a day later 
appropriate resolutions were adopted by it and fitting tributes to him 
were voiced by the president and by leadmg senators. 

Mr. Coolidge wa^ a serious student of literature, au able dramatic 
critic, and a writer of marked ability. He contributed articles to 
magasines and amused himself from time to time, in his leisure 
moments, by writing plays and playlets, several of whir h were 
produced on the professional stage. Perhaps the best known of 
these is a hght opera entitled ^'Priscilla; or the Pilgrim's Proagr," 
published in 1889, for which he wrote the lyrics and which was 
composed first of all for the Concord Dramatic Club, the music 
>)eing tho work of Professor Thomas Whitney Surette of Concord. 
He was a member of the Social Circle in Concord, the oldest asso- 
ciation of the sort in the town, an outgrowth of the Hevolutionary 
Conmoittee of Si^ety. He was also a member of the Society of 
Mayflower Descendants, the Society for the Preservation of New 
England Antiquities, and the Concord Antiquarian Society, and 
several years ago he was elected to hononury membeiship in the 
New York Dramatic Club. 

He married at Concord, 8 September 1886, Hose Margaret Cutter, 
dau^tear of Isaac Jones and Margaret Fanner (Wood) Cutter, 
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who survives him. Their four children were: 1. Margaret Wood 
bom 10 October 1887; diVd 30 M-av 1S89. 2. Pelhrmi Dingley, bom 
15 February 1891; died 24 September 1894. 3. Henrv' James, A.R. 
(Harvard, 1917, as of 1916), bom at Concord 11 August 1893, who 
senred in the Worid War, sttajning the rank of captain of Infantry, 
and is now in the banking business in Boston but leddes in Concord. 
4. Frank Pelham, A.B. (Harv^ard, 1916), bom at Concord 14 Octol>er 
1894, who went overseas with the American Expeditionary Forces 
in the World War as hrst lieutenant of Field Artillery, and is now 
a cotton salesman at Fall River, Mass. 

For more than thirty-^ve years Mr. Coofidge had made his home 
in Concord ; and in that historic town, on the idftemoon of 10 Februaiy 
1922, in the First Parish (Unitarian) Church, of wliioh he was a 
meml>er, funeral i^rvices were held, at which, besides his immediate 
friends and neighbors, the Governor of the Commonwealth, repre- 
sentatives of the ezeeutiTe departments, and delegations from both 
hranehes of the Legishture were present. 

Mrs. Alice Nichols (CJoburn) Stevens, of Lowell, Mass., a 
resident member since 1904, was bom at Lowell 4 April 1851, the 
daughter of Charles Butterfield and Elizabeth (West) Cobura, and 
died there 9 February 1922. 

She was a descendant of Edward' Colburo, an early settlor of 
Chelmsford, Mass., through Thrinias* Goburo, Ephraim,' Henr>-,* 
Henry,* and Charles Butterfield,* her father, who was born at Chelms- 
ford 16 June 1813. Her mother, who was bom at Providence, R. I., 
11 November 1819, was a daughter of Samuel and Hannah (Foster) 
West of Salem, Mass., a granddaughter of Robert Foster, who took 
part in Leslie's retreat at the North Bridge, 8alem, and a great- 
graTiddaiig;htor of Coh Jeremiah Page, whose historic house in 
Danvers, Mass., was standing in 1904. Mrs. Stcvf hs'b grandfather, 
Samuel West, kept a bookstore in Salem, which was ins home except 
for two years during whidi he resided at Providence. 

She was for three years a pupil in the Lowell High Sohoo!, and 
spent two years, from 1868 to 1870, in study in Germany. 

She was married, 3 December 1873, to Jonathan Tyler Stevens, 
who died 12 March 1902, son of Charles Abbott and Maria (Tyler) 
Stevens. They had five children, of whom the third 'child. Maria 
* Tyler Stevens, became the wife of William H. Fox and died before 
her mother, white the other four children, Tyler Abbott Stevens, 
Julia West Stevens, Charles Abbott Stevens, and Oliver Stevens, 
survive their parents. 

Mrs. Euxlt (Talbot) Walkxr, of San Mateo, Calif., a life member 

since 1904, was bom at East Machias, Me., 12 September 1848, 
the daughter of William Chaloner and Sophia Gleaoon (Foster) 
Talbot, and died at San Mateo 20 February 1922. 

She traced her descent from Peter^ Talbot of Dorchester and 
Chplmsford, Mass., through Capt. George* of Chelmsford, who fought 
in the Indian wars, Capt. Peter,* who served in the Revolution, 
Peter,^ Peter,* who mamed EUsa ChiUoner, and William Chaloner,' 
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her father, who was bom at East Machias 28 February 1816. Her 
mother, who was l)orn at Eastport, Me., 15 October 1823, was a 
daughter of Ezekiel and Kuthy Jones (Uayden) Foster and a descend- 
ant of the Fosters of Ipswich, Mass. 

She was prepared for college at Clarke's Instititte, San Francisoo» 
Calif., where she was a pupil from 1860 to 1865, and entered Vassar 
College, Poughkeepsie, N. Y., in September 1865. In April 1867, 
however, illness compelled her to leave college; but she continued 
her studies from September 1867 to June 1868 at a pension for young 
ladies at Geneva, Switaeriand. 

She was married at San Francisco, 30 April 1885, to Cyrus Walker, 
son of James Martin and Eliza (Heald) Walker of Skowhegan, Me. 
Their son, Talbot Cyrus Walker, was Iwrn at San Francisco 31 
December 1886. Their daughter, Emily Pope Walker, was bom 
2 Deeember 1890 and died on 14 Deeember of tiie same year. 

For many yean her home was at San fVanoieoo. 

Shepherd Brooks, A.M., of Boston and Medford, Mass., a 
Pilgrim Tercentenary member since 1919, was bom in Baltimore, 
Bfd., where Me parenta, Gorfaam and Euan (Shepherd) Brooks of 
Boston and Medford, were temporarily residing, 23 Jaqr 1887, and 

died in Boston 21 February 1922, 

He was a member of an illustrious Massachusetts family, of which 
the immigrant ancestor was Thomas^ Brooks, an early settler of 
Watertown, who mm admitted a freeman 7 Deeember 1(IS6 and soon 
afterwards removed to Concord, where he was constable in 1638 
and later deputy and captain. In 1660 he and his son-in-law, Timothy 
Wheeler, bought four hundred acres of land in Medford; but he 
continued to reside in Concord, and died there 21 May 1667. Among 
his children by his wife Grace, who died 12 May 1664, was Caleb,' 
bom, probably in England, about 1632, who remo^ from Concord 
to Medford and died 29 July 1696, aged 64. His two wives, Susanna 
and Hannah, were sisters, being the daughters of Thomas Atkinson; 
and by the second wife, Hannah, he had two sons, Ebenezer* of 
Medford, whose grandson, John Brooks (1752-1825), was the well- 
known Governor of MaeBaehueette, and Samuel* of Medford, who 
wae bora 1 September 1672 and died 3 July 1738. This Samuel 
married Sarah Boylston, daughter of Dr. Thomas Boylston of 
Brookline and sister of the wife of his brother Ebenezer; and their 
son Samuel* of Medford, who was born 3 September 1700 and died 
5 Ju^ 1788, was by his wife, Mary Boutwdl of Beading, the father 
of five children, one of whom was Rev. Edward* Brooks of Medford, 
A.B. (Harvard, 1757), A.M. (t6., 1760), who was bora 4 November 
1743 and died at Medford 6 May 1781. For a few years after his 
naduation at Harvard Edward Brooks was librarian of Harvard 
O^lege, and in July 1 784 he was aettled as pastor at North Tannoath, 
Me. Here, however, Mr. Brooks's somewhat liberal theology proved 
unacceptable to his flock, and in March 1769 he was at his own 
request dismissed from his pastorate and returaed to Medford. He 
took an active part in the stirring events of 19 April 1775, and in 1777 
was appointed chaplain on the frigate Hancock, which was captured 
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by the Briti^ oB. Halifax, Mi . B/ookis being held for some time as a 
prisoner. By his wife, Abisall Brown, whom he mairied in September 
1764, daughter of Rev. John and Joanna (Cotton) Blown of Haver- 
hill and great-great-granddaughter of the famous Puritan tnacher, 
Rev. John Cotton of Boston, Mr. Brooks had two sons and two 
daughters. His seoond son, Hon. Peter Chardon* Brooks, who was 
bom at North Yarmouth 6 Januaiy 1767 and died m Boston 
1 January 1849, was named for one of his father's Harvard class- 
mates, Peter Chardon, who died prematurely in the West Indies 
in October 1766, the sod of an eminent Boston merchant of Huguenot 
descent, whose house stood at the corner of the present Bowdoin 
Square and Chardon Street, on the site recently occupied by the 
Bowdoin Square Baptist Chiudi. The family of Rev. Edward Brooks 
was in straitened circumstances after his death; but the young 
Peter Chardon Brooks, starting in business in Boston about 1789 
as a marine-msu ranee broker, rose to be one of the mcmt eminent 
merchants of Boston, and accumulated a fortune. He resided in 
Boston in the winter, and passed his suromers on liis aneestral aeres 
in the western part of Medford, where he built a large mansion house. 
At various times he held piiblie office in the Coinmonwealth, serving 
in both branches of the State Legislature, in ilie l.xecutive Council, 
and in the Constitutional Couventiou of 182U. in 1792 he married 
Ann Gorham, daughter of Judge Nathaniel of Charlestown. Of their 
large family of thirteen children, Charlotte Gray Brooks became 
the wife of Hon. Edward Everett, and Abigail Brown Brooks the 
wife of Hon. Charles Fi ancis Adams, son of President John Qiu'ncy 
Adams. Gorham^ Brooks of Medford, son of Peter Chardon Brooks, 
was bom at Medford 10 February 1795, entered Harvard College, 
from which he received the degree of Bachelor of Arts in 1814 and 
that of Master of Arts three years later, and died 10 September 1855. 
He married, 20 April 1829, Ellen Shepherd, who was bom in Louisiana 
22 August 1809 and died 11 August 1884, daughter of Resin Davis and 
Lucy (Gorham) Shepherd. Their only daughter died in infancy; 
but their elder son, Peter Chardim* Brooks, A3. (Harvard, 1S52), 
A.M. 1871), who was born at Watertown 8 May 1831 and died 
in Boston 27 January 1920, married, 4 October 1866, Sarah Lawrence, 
daughter of Amos Adaina Lawrence, A.B. (Harvard, 1835), A.^f. 
(t&., 1838), and was a well-known and pubhc-spirited resident of 
Boston and Medford, white their younger son. Shepherd* Broo]n» 
is the subject of this memoir. 

He w,MS prepared for college by Dr. Samuel Eliot of Boston, entered 
Harvard, and roeeived there the decree of Bachelor of Arts in 1857 
and that of Master of Arts in 1872. Only two of his Harvard class- 
mates of 1857 flurWved him. 

After leaving college, Mr. Brooks passed the winter in New Orleans, 
and in the autumn of 1858 went to Europe, wherf hp remained two 
years and travelled extensively. His irccdoDi from lliiancial cares 
made it possible for him to spend a winter in the South whenever 
he wished and to travel at wul in this countrv and abroad. In the 
spring of 1872 he joined a pteasure party that joumsyied to the 
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Pacific coast, and thus met his future wife, who was also a member 

<rf the party. 

Aithuugli he had uiade a special study of architecture, he did not 
follow up this subject as an active profession. He had a house in 
Boston and a beautilul eetate In the western part of Medford, where 
he indulged his tastes for rural life and nised extensive crops of the 
highest quality. The Brooks estate was one of the show plnoes of 
Medford, and was famed throughout the East. It possessed also 
much historic interest, and evidences of the old-time canal, the 
Indian monument, and the dave waU could until reoently be found 
there. He was a leading citizen in the hcmie town of his progeniton 
and one of its principal benefactors, and was identified with many 
of its institutions. 

He married in Boston, 10 December 1872, Clara Gardner, daughter 
of Qeorge and Helen M. (Read) Gardner of Boston, who survives 
him, together with a son, Gorham Brooks of Boston, A.B. (Harvard, 
1905), and two daughters, Helen, wife of Robert Wales Emmons 
of Boston, A.B. (Harvard, 1895), and Rachel, wife of James Jackson 
of Westwood, Mass., A.B. (Harvard, 1904), who is at present Treas- 
urer and ReoaiveMienerel of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts. 

Funeral services for Mr. Brooks were held in King's Chapel, 
Boston, and his body was placed in the family tomb in Oak Qrove 
Cemetery, Medford. 

James Brown Potter, A. B., of New York City, a Pilgrim Ter- 
centenary member since 1919, was bom in New York City 17 May 
1853, the son of Howard and Mary Louisa (Brown) Potter, and died 

at West Hampton, near "Riehniond, Va., 21 Fehnmn' 1922. 

The family to which he ^)elonge(i is conspicuous among American 
families for its eminent services in church and state and for the 
distinguished careers of its members in profesrionaly military, and . 
financial pursuits. Within the past hundred yem it has produced 
three bishops of the Protestant Episcopal Church, a college president, 
a valiant officer in the Civil War, a highly-respected member of 
Congress, and sevei'al men of sohd worth in the financial world. 
The famuy is of New England origin, and was settled at Cranston, 
R. I., when Joseph Potter, a member of the Society of Friends, the 
great-grandfather of the mhjcci of this memoir, migrated to Beekman 
(now La Grange), Dutchess Co., N. Y. Joseph's son, Kight Rev. 
Alonzo Potter, D.D., LL.D., who was ix>rn at Beekman 10 July 1800 
and died at San Frandsca Calif., 4 July 1885, was graduated at 
Union College, Schenecta^, N. Y., in 1818, tiie first of several 
members of the family to study at this college, which he served 
later as teacher and vice president and of which he %vas {practically 
the controlling head for a number of years. His marriage to the 
only daughter of Rev. Eliphalet Nott, D.D., LL.D., a native of 
Connecticut and the distinguished and beloved president of Union 
College from 1804 to 1866, added another link to the ancestral chain 
that connected the Potters of New York v,ith their New England 
forbears. For the last twenty years of Ins hfe (1845-1805) Dr. Alonzo 
Potter was Bishop of the Protestant Episcopal Diocese of Pennsyl- 
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vania, and his younger brother, Hight Rev. Horatio Potter, D.D., 
LL.D., D.C.L., a graduate of Union College in the Class of 1826, 
was Biflhop of New York from 1861 to 1887. Of Bishop Alonio 
POttor's six BODS, Hon. Clarkson Nott Potter, LL.D., was gradu- 
ated at Union College in 1842, 8er\'ed several terms in Con cress 
as a Democratic member from New York, and had a prominent part 
in the atijustment of the llayes-Tilden presidential dispute in 
187&-77, Howard Potter, A.M., the father of James Brown Potter, 
was graduttted at Union CoUege in 1846 and was a law3rer, a baaloer, 
and a benefactor of his alma maier, Maj. Gen. Robert Brown Potter, 
who studied ftt Union College with the Class of 1849 hut did not 
take a ticrrrco there, was commended by General Grant for his 
eflBciency in the Civil War and was said by General Hancock to have 
been one of the twelve best Aimy officers in that struggle, Edward 
Tockerman Potter, A.B. (Union, 1853), was an eminent architect 
and musical composer, Rip:ht Rev. Hcnn- Cndman Potter, D.D., 
LL.D., D.C.L., who diid not attend Union College, succeeded his 
uncle as Bishop of New York, and Rev. Ehpiialet Nott Potter, D.D.». 
LL.D., a graduate Union CoDege in the Class of 1861. was president 
of the College from 1871 to 1884 and president of B.obait CoOeee, 
Geneva, N. Y., from 1884 to 1897. 

James Brown Potter's early education was acquired in part in a 
preparatory school at Geneva, Switzerland. He entered Lmon 
College in 1871, pursued the scientific course, and received there in 
1873 the degree of Bachelor of Arts. Like his father, his business life 
was devoted chiefly to mercantile and financial pursuits. He began 
business as a cotton broker, but subsf»quentlv turned to real estate 
and to banking, being connected with the well-known banking house 
of Brown Brothers & Company. He was president of the great 
cotton ranches of Tlahualilo, Merieo, a director of the Missouri. 
Kft**fW^ & Texas RaUroad Company and of other commercial ana 
financial enterprises, and a member of the New York Chamber of 
Commerce. 

His success in business made it possible for him to indulge exten- 
sively in foielsn and domestic travel: and he was affiKated with 
many elubSp including the New York Yacht Club and the T^ixedo 

dub. 

He married first, in 1877, Cora Urquhart, eldest daughter of 
Col. David Urquhart of New Orleans, from whom he obtained a 
divorce in 1900; and secondly, in 1902, Maiy Handy, daughter of 
Capt. J. A. Handy, U. S. N., of Richmond, Va., who survives him^ 
together with a daughter by his first wife, Anne Urquhart, who was 
married, 3 June 1901 , to James Alexander Stilhnan of New York City, 
A.B. (Harvard, 1896). 

Sakuiil Dals Stbtsnb, of North Andover, Mass., a Pilgrim 
Tercentenary member since 1919, was bom at North Andover 16 
June 1859, the second mr\ of 11 on. Moses Tyler and Charlotte Emeline 
(Osgood) Stevens, and died there 21 Februarv^ 1922. 

His paternal ancestors had been settled in Andover (of which 
North Andover formed a part down to 1865) from Colonial days. 
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His fq-andfather, Capt. Nathaniel Stevens, son of Jonathan and 
Susanna (Bragg), was born at Andover 18 October 1786, and married 
at Chelinsfofd^? November 1816, Hairiet B$h, dauditer of Moees 
Mid SusBima Hale of Chelimrford. Capt. Nathaniel Stevens was 
one of the early mflnufriptiirer«i of teTrtile poods in this coiiiitr>'; and 
the smali mill which he built and equipped on Cochichewick Brook 
in 1813 grew into the Stevens Mills, whicdi still remain under the 
eontfol of the Stevene family. Moeei Tykt Stevens, son of Capt. 
Nathaniel and father of the subjeet of this memoir, was born at 
Andover 10 October 182.5, was graduated at Phillipp Acfidpmy, 
Andover, in 1842, and entered Dartmouth College; \mt he left 
(XiUege the next year and went into the business founded by his 
lather, the manufaeture of woolen goods. In 1860 Dartmouth 
eonfSened on Mr. Stevens the degree of Master of Arts, and in 1889 
placed his name on the list of Bachelors of Arts as of the Cla^s of 1840, 
the class with which he would have been graduated had he completed 
his college course. He was a member of the Massachusetts House 
of Bepresentatives in 1861, and of the Massachusetts Senate in 1868, 
and was eleeted as a Democrat to the United States House of Repre- 
sentatives, serving in the Fiftv-second and Fifty-third Congresses 
(1891-1896). He died at North Andover 25 March 1907. His wife, 
Charlotte Emeline Osgood, w&s bom at Andover in December 1831, 
the daughter of Isaac and Charlotte (Adams) Osgood. 

Samuel Dale Stevens was educated in the kMsal grammar and hig|i 
sdiools and in the Highland Military Academy at Worcester, Mass., 
where he was graduated in 1877. He then entered the employ of 
hi? father, who, aft*^r the death of his two brothers, George and 
Horace N. Stevens, was the sole proprietor of the Stevens Mills. 
In 1886 Samuel Dale Stevens and his Inrother Nathaniel were adositted 
to partnership with their father, and five years later the business 
was incorporated as the M. T. Stevens Sons Company, the three 
brothers, Nathaniel, Samuel Dale, and Moses T., Jr., becoming 
active factors in the management. The corporation now controls 
six woolen miUs, situated in three States. Massachusetts, New 
Ehmpshire, and Rhode Island; and Samuel Dale Stevens was its 
vice president. 

Mr. Stevens was also vice president of the Andover Savings Bank, 
a director of the Andover National Bank and of other corporations 
and finaneial institutions, and a trustee of the Stevens Memorial 
Fdnd in North Andover, established by his father. As a trustee of 
the public library, which his father had given to the town, and as 
president of the North Andover Improvement Society, Mr. Stevens 
rendered most helpful service to the corrununity. During the World 
War he was an active worker in many good causes, and took especial 
interest in the Red Cross and Liberty Loan eampaigns. Although he 
never sought political honors, there was no servioe for the welfare 
of the town that he did not %villingly undertake. 

In his later years Mr. Stevens was deeply interested in records 
relating to North Andover and the manufacture of woolens; and, 
the better to preserve the reoords and traditions of the town, he 
founded the North Andover Historieal Soeiefy, and was its moving 
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Spirit. He was a member abo of the 8ociefy of Sons of the Bevohition, 

the Society for the Preservation of New England Antiquities, the 

Bostonian Society, and the Marblrhcad Historical Society. 

His church affihations were with the North Parish Church of 
North Andover, of which he was treasurer for fifteen years before 
hbdeath. 

He married, 16 June 1885, Lucy Amelia Abbot, bom at Canton, 

Mass., daughter of Dr. Ezra and Caroline Howard (Lincoln) Abbot, 
who survives him, together with two sons, Abbot Stevens of North 
Andover, A.B. (Harvard, 1911), treasurer of the M. T. Stevens Sons 
Company, and Samuel Dale Stevens, Jr., of Peace Dale, R. I., super- 
intendent of the Peace Dale Mills, and one daughter, GsioUne 
Stevens of North Andover, A.B. (Bryn Mawr College, 1917). Samuel 
Dale Steven??, Jr., succeeds to his father's Pilprim Tercentenaiy 
membership in the New England Historic Genealogical Society. 

Rbf. Wilustok Walksr, Ph.D., D.D., L.H.D., of New Haven, 

Conn., a resident member since lfi04, was bora at Portland, Me., 
1 July 1860, the son of Rev. Ceorge Leon Walker, D.D., and his 
wife, Maria (Williston) Walker, and died at New Haven 9 March 
1922. 

He traced his descent from CSapt. Richard' Walker of Lynn, Mass., 
1634. through Samuel,- Samuel,* John,* Nathaniel,* Phinehas,* 

Leonard,^ Rev. Charles,* D.D., and Rev, George Leon,* D.D., his 
father, who was born at Rutland, Vt., 30 April 1830, and died 
14 March 1900. His mother, the daughter of Nathan Birdseye and 
Margaret (Miller) Williston, was bom at Brattleboro, Vt., 19 October 
1835, and died 31 August 1865. 

He was graduated at Amherst College in 1883, with the degree of 
Baehelor of Arts, entered the Hartford Theological Seminary in the 
same year and was graduated there in 1886, and then pursued his 
studies at the University of Leipzig, receiving from the last-named 
imtttution the degree of IDoctor of Philosophy in 1888. The degreo 
of Doctor of Divinity was conferred upon him by Western Reserve 
University in 1894, Amherst College in 1895, Yale University in 1901, 
the University of Conova, Switzerland, in 1909, and Harvard Univer- 
sity in 1912. lu 1910 he received the degree of Doctor of Humane 
Letters from Marietta Odlege, Ohio. 

Dr. Walker's distinguished eaieer as a teacher began at Bryn 
Mawr Collep:n, wliero he was an associate in historv in 1888-89. 
From there he returned to the Hartford Theologic;il Soniinaiy, where 
he was associate professor of church history, 1889-18^2, and Waldo 
Phifessor of Gennanie and Western Ghurdi Histoty, 1802-1901. 
In 1901 he was called to be Titus Street Professor of Ecdesiastieal 
History at Yale University, and held this chair until he was mado 
provost of the University in 1919. This office was a new one, iiud 
the labors involved in it, though carried by him with his accustomed 
conscientiousness, were altogether too heavy for his physical strength, 
which had never been of the best, and broui^t him prematurely to 
his death, to the great sorrow of the many who had known and 
honored mm. 
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Among other responsibilities that devolved on PlrofesBer Walker 
may be mentioned his eonneetion with Amherst Ck>]lege, of which 
he was a trustee from 1896 and 8ecretar\' of the Board of Trustees 

since IS99, and with the Andover (MasF.) Theolosrical Seminar}', 
where he was Southworth Lecturer on Cougrepatioualism, 1898-99. 

He was a teacher of unusual ability. His mmd was a storehouse 
of historieal Itae, and he knew how to pnssnt his learning to his 
elsssen in a most fascinating manner. Luciditywasone of his striking • 
characteri stirs, nnd nreiiracy of stntement another. 

His writings, which have been reeopnized as authoritative and 
have gained for him a wide reputation, include the following: "On 
the Increase of Royal Power under Philip Augustus," 1888, "The 
Creeds and Platforms of Congregationalism," 1893, "A History of 
the CnngregatioriMl Churchra in the United States," 1894, "The 
Reformation," 1900, "Ten New England Leaders/' 1901, "John 
Calvin," 1906, "Great Men of the Christian Church," 1908, "French 
l^ans-Qeneva," 1909, and "History of the Christiaa Canureh," 1918. 

He was a fellow of the American Academy of Arts and Sciences, 
a member of the American Antiquarian Society, the American 
Hi8t/>rieal Association, the American Society of Church History, 
the Colonial Society of Massachusetts, the Connecticut Society of 
Arts and Sciences, the New Haven Colony Historical Society, of 
whidi he was president, '1908-1913, and the Ck>nnecticut Society of 
Colonial Wars, and a member also of the Gentuiy Club of New York 
and the Graduates Club of New Haven. 

He riiarried, 1 June 1886, Alice Mather, daughter of Professor 
Richard Heniy, MA., D.D., and Elizabeth (Carmichael) Mather 
of Amherst, Mass., who survives himttogether with two daughters, 
Amelia, wife of Moigan B. Cushing of Brunswick, Me., and BHiaabeth 
Walker of New Haven. 

AuGUSTXTB Larkin Thobndisi, of Brewster, Mass., a resident 
membw sines 1899, was bom in East Boston 10 August 1861, the 
son of William Henry Hiomdike, A3. (Harvard, 1845), M.D. 
1848), a Boston surgeon of repute, and his wife, Saiah Wayland 
(Smith), and died in Boston 10 March 1922. 

He was a do^cendant of John^ Thorndike of Beverly, Mass., who 
eame to New England as early as 1632, through Paul^ and John* of 
Beverly, James* and Paul* of BiOerica, Mass., Laridn* of Salem, 
Mass., and William Henry,'' his father, who was bom at Salem 
6 June 1824 and died in Boston 26 Deeember 1884. His mother 
was born in Boston 24 March 1826, the daughter of Ebeneser and 
Elisa (Townaend) Smith. 

He was educated in the Boston public schools, and his first business 
pon^n was with the Oriental Oil Company in Charlestown, where 
he remained for five years. At the end of thi?; period he opened 
an office in BoBton for the care and management of real estate, under- 
taking the trusteesiiip of the Stebbins estate and accepting at the 
same time the office of first president of the Boston Co6perative Bank. 
Later he became president of the Winnisimmet NatiODal Bank of 
Chelsea, and had chaige of his father's estate for many years. 
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in 1911 he was the Demoemtic candidate for Treoauror and 

Keceiver-General of the Commonwealth of Blassachusetts, but was 

defoated in the election. When, however, a vacancy occurred in the 
position of bank commissioner, Mr. Thonidike was appointed to 
this office in 1912 by Governor Fods, and served with diBtinction 
iintilim 

H« took much interest in public affairs, and was active in the 
community life of the little town of Brewster, which he called hi? 
liome, although he also had a house in Boston. He was a director 
of the Barnstable County Agricultural Aissociation, and acted as the 
exMUti^ seoretaiy of tfctt Red Cnm for the Gape distriet. 

His club affiliations included the St. Botolph, the Country, the 
Twentieth Century, the Economic, the Har%'ard Travelers, the 
Algonquin, and the Automobile ClubB, and the Boston Athletic 
Association. 

Bfr. llionidike married, 23 June 1885, Cora Nickenon, daughter 
of iMerick William and Lucy Blanchaitl (Howard) Niekerson and 

granddaughter of Capt. Frederick Niekerson of Brewster. His wife 
survives him, together with a daughter, Louise, wife of Clifford R. 
Eddy of West Newton, a sister, Mrs. Grace T. Whittemore of Newton, 
a brother, Towneend William Thomdike of Boston, M.D. (Harvard, 
1902), and three gnnddaug^item. 

Hahtlet Frederic Atwood, A.B., of Brookline, Mass., a resident 
member since 1897, was born at Chelsea, Mass., 19 December 1^1, 
the son of Rufus King and Mary Abigail (Oliver) Atwood, and died 
unmarried at Broddtne 11 March 1922. 

He was a descendant of Stephen^ Atwood of Eastham in the 
Pl^Tiiouth Colony, through Eldad,' John', Timothy,* Da\id,* David,* 
and Kufus King,^ his fatiier, who was born at WeUfleet, Mass., 
28 April 1826. His mother, daughter of Jacob, 2d, and Lydia Crosby 
(Dunton) Oliver, was bom at QeornBtown, Me., 13 September 1828. 

He was prepared for college at the Boston Latin School, entered 
Harvard, and received there the degree of Bachelor of Arts in 1884. 
After jrradnation he spent a short time in the banking business, and 
then took up the study of law in the Boston University Law School. 
He was admitted to the Suffolk bar in July 1888, and for a while was 
associated with Messrs. Hyde, Dicldnson A Howe of Boston; but 
in 1889 he opened an office of his own and continued in the practice 
of hb profespion imtil his death. For many years he was oouns^ for 
the Boston Safe Deposit & Trust Company. 

His chui cii affiUations were with Liie iiai vai'd ChurcLi (Congrega- 
tional) in Brookline, and he was a member of the UniYersily Mid 
Harvard Clubs of Boston and of the Boston Art Club. 

Moses Jones Wentworth, A.M., LL.B., of Chicago, 111., a life 
member since 1885, was bom at Sandwich, N. H., 9 May 1848, the 
son of Col. Joseph and Sarah Bayson (Jones) Wentworth, and died 
in Chicago 12 March 1922. 

He was a descendant of Elder "Williani^ Wentworth of Dover, N. H., 
the immigrant ancestor of one of the most distinguished families of 
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New Uainpshire, through Ezekiei* and Capt. Benjamin' of Dover, 
Hon. JohiK' of Dover and Somermnth, Hon. John* of Dover, A3. 
(Harvard, 1768), Capt. Paul' of Dover, Sandwich, and CSoncora, and 
Col. Joseph^ of Sandwich and Concord, his father, who was bom at 
Sandwich 30 January 1818. His mother, the daughter of Moses and 
Sarah (Clark) Jones, was bom at Brookline, Mass., 19 February 1823. 
Hon. John Wentworth, LL.D.. of Gliica0o, well known in pubfie life 
and eoounonly called " Long John Wentworth," who wae magow of 
Chicago in 1857 and 1860, Representative in Congress from lUinois, 
1843-1851, 1853-1855, 1865-1867, a corresponding member of the 
New England Historic Genealogical Society from 1850, a life member 
from 1866 untfl hie death in ISSS, Honomy VIee Frerident of the 
Society, 1855-1876, 1879-1888, and the author of "The Wentworth 
Genealogj'," and his brother, Samuel Hidden Wentworth, A.M., 
LL.B., of Boston, who was a life member of the Society from 1868 
until his death in 1912 and Bearding Secretary and a Director, 
1870-1873, were iindee of the lubifHrt of this memoir.* 

Moses Jones Wentworth's eoiqr education wae acquired in the 
achools of Sandwich and under a private tutor. In April 1861 he 
entered Phillips Academy, Andover, Mass., and was graduated there 
in 1863. In March 1864 he and his elder brother, Paul, who had 
been in the same class with him at Andover. went to Cambridge, 
Maes., received there further inetruction from the well-known 
teacher, the late George Washington Copp Noble, A.B. (Harvard, 
1858), A.M. (t6., 1863), and entered Harvard, where they were 
roommates throughout their college course and were admitted to the 
degree of Bachelor of Arts in 1868. Paul Wentworth retumed to 
New Hampahiie, became a lawyer and a famer, and died in 1916; 
but Mb younger brother, Moses, went to Chicago, studied law there, 
and received the degree of Bachelor of Laws from the University of 
Chicago in 1871. In 1872 he was made Master of Arts by his alma 
mater. 

He entered upon the paetioe of hie profenion in Chicago, and 
was soon drawn into politice; He wae elected in November 1874 

to the Illinois House of Representatives for a two-year term, as a 
member of the " Opposition " Party, which was composed of opponents 
of Republican rule. He was reflected in November 1876 as a Demo- 
erat« He was again elected in 1878 and in 1880, but in 1882 declined 
a unanimous renomination for the next Legidature. In 1888 the 
Democratic State Convention selected him as a candidate for predp 
dential elector from the First District of Illinois. 

To his professional work he added the care of estates, which came 
tobehiediief occupation; andheservedaboaaadiieetorinTKrioitt 
eorporations, such as tiie Merchants' Loan & Trust Company, the 
State Bank of Chicago, and the MetropoUtan West Side Elevated 
Railroad Company. He was also a trustee of the Newberr>' Library 
of Chicago and a vice president of the James C. King Home for 
Old Men.

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He was an aotive member and a trustee of the Fourth Presb3rterian 
Church in ChioHgo, and he belonged to thp T^'^niversity, Harvard, 
Calumet, and Saddle and Cycle Clubs of tli.it nty mikI to the Illinois 
Society of Colonial Wars, of which he waa governor in 1906. He 
published a gencnJogical pamphlet entiUed "Families of Shaw, 
Ainsworth, Andiews, Hunt/' In the summer of 1906 he sought 
recreation in a motorcar trip with his family in Enidand and Soot- 
land. 

He married, 7 December 1891, Lizzie Shaw Hunt, daughter of 
Charles H. and Meanora (Shaw) Hunt of Chicago, who survives him^ 
together with two sons, John Wentworth, A.B. (Harvard, 1914), 
who served in the Aviation Section with the American Expeditionary 
Forces in the World War, attaining the rank of captain, and Hunt 
Wentworth, A.B. (Harvard, 1917), who also served with the American 
Expeditionary Forces as a captain of Infantry. 

JsROME Cabteb Hosmer, of Dorchcster, Misss., a life member 

since 1897, was bom at Framingham, Mass., 2 November 1834, 
the son of Charles and Susanna (Carter) Hosmer, and died at Dor- 
chester 17 March 1922. 

He was descended m two lines &om James* Hosmer of Coneoid, 
Mass., the immigrant ancestor of this New £n^and family, whose 
English home wfis at Hawkhurst, co. Kent, and who came to America 
in the Elizabelh from London in 1635, aged 28, and settled hnaliy at 
Concord, where he died 7 February 1685. The first line of descent 
led through Stephen* Hosmer of Ckmoord, a soldier in King Philip's 
War, Stephen,* Ephraim/ Samuel,* a Revolutionary soldier, and 
Charles,* who w^as bom at Acton, Mass., 13 August 1799. and died 
in 1866, the father of the subject of this memoir; and the second 
line led through Stephen,^ Stephen,' Jonathan,^ Stephen,' and Sarah,* 
who married Samuel' Hosmer of the first Une, her first cousin onoe 
removed, and was the mother of Charles,* mentioned above, diiasmia 
Carter, mother of Jeron:e Carter Hosmer, was bom at Lancaster, 
Mass., 2 November 1800, and died in 1870, the daughter of Ephraim 
and Mary (Maynard) Carter and a descendaDt in two lines from 
Rev. Thomas Carter, a graduate of St. John's College, Cambridge, 
E&gland, and the &st nmuster at Wobuni, Mass. Samud* Carter, 
who was in the Indian fight at Lancaster in 1704, his nephew, OoL 
John^ Carter, who marched to the relief of Fort William Henry, 
and Lieut. William Maynard, who fought at Bunker Hill, were 
among her ''fighting" ancestors. Jerome Carter Hosmer was also, 
through Martha Conant, mfe of his great-great-grandfather, 
Jonathan* Hosmer, a descendant of Roger Conant^ the weU-known 
leader (if the early settlement at Cape Ann. 

IIo received his early education in the pubUc schools of Franung- 
ham, and was for four years a pupU at fVamingham Academy, where 
he studied every subject in the curriculum except Greek. On 1 April 
1851 he came to Boston, and for nearly two years was employed 
in a wholesale straw and milliner}' house on Milk Street. Fading 
mercantile life uncongenial, he returned to Framingham, learned the 
carpenter's trade, and after the outbreak of the Civil War went to 
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woik at Springfield, Mafls. Soon afterwavds be entered the semoe 
of the Goveminent, in which he lemained until the doee of the War. 

He then cnmp nprain to Bnf^fon, where for thirtpfn yoars he followed . 
the occupation oi sufwrintondent for a Boston builder and then for 
fifteen years more was employed by a finn of builders partly to pre- 
paie tbir erthiuites and partly as a superintendent. In 1802 he 
embariBsd in boebeflB on hie own account as a contractor and builder, 
and was often engaged, as an exprrt in biiildiLng matters, to Jipprai^e 
losses by fire nnd to fix values of property. During his later yeais 
Mr. Hosmer lived in retirement at his home in Dorchester. 

His interest in tfacing his ancestral hnes led to hia beopmin^ a 
member of the New England Historic Genealogieal Society, in wbieh 
he served for three years (1907, 1908, 1909) as a member of the Com- . 
mittee on English Research and for three more years fl911, 1912, 
1913) as a member of the Council. He was a member also of the 
Bostonian Society, the Society of Colonial Wars in the Commonwealth 
of MassaohueeMB, the MaaBaehueette Society of Sons of the Ameriean 
Revolution, being a charter member and at one time president of 
the Boston Chapter of this orphan ization, and the Starr Family 
Association, an honorary membtT of the Handel and Hayden Society, 
and a director for many years of the Massachusetts Charitable 
Meehanic Aasooiation. He waa the oldest living member of 
Mount Lebanon Ixxige, Ancient Vne and Accepted Masons. In 
politics he was a Republican and in religious belief a Unitarian 

Mr. HosiiHT married, 22 December 1859, Martha Ann Fogg, 
daughter of Abner and Sarah Waite (Shennan) Fogg, who died 
sevml years before her husband. Of their three sons and three 
dau^ten, two sons died in infancy, the youngest dau^ter, Sadie 
Sherman Hosmer, diod brfore her father, and the other three chil- 
dren, Frederick Charles Hosmer of Cleveland, Ohio, Susie Carter 
Hosmer, wile ot Kdward Lanning of Dorchester, and Mary Agnes 
Hoamer, wife of Walter O. Morey of Medianie Falls, Me., survive 
bim. Rev. Frederick Lucian Hoamer, S.T.D., of Berkeley» Calif. « 
a well-kno^ n Unitarian clergyman and writer of hynms, is a younger 
brother of the subject of this memoir, and Prof^sor James Kendall 
Hosmer, A.M., Ph.D., LL.D., of Minneapolis, Minn., the historian 
and biographer, is a relative.

WiLT>TAM Francis Warden, of Boston, artist, a resident member 
since 1920, was bom at Bath, Me., 2 June 1872, the son of Clarence 
and Harriet Hatch (Payne) Warden, and died at the Roosevelt 
Hospital in New York City 22 March 1922. 

He waa a deaeendant of Ibomaa^ Warden, who waa of Scituate in 
the Plymouth Colony in 1690 and had nroh«bly been at Pemaquid, 
Me., in 1686, and his wife, Elizabeth (Sergeant), through Francis* 
(1695-1766) of Scituate and Boston and his {ir^t wife, Elizabeth 
(Oowell), John' (1735-1820) of Salem, Mass., and his second wife, 
Sarah Bridge (Qonnan), John^ (1776-1868) of Salem and his wife, 
Rachel (Koss), Franda* (bom at Salem 6 July 1806» died in Paris, 
France, 27 January 1873) and his wife, Lydia Susanna (Davis), and 
Clarence," his father, who waa bom in New York City 3 ^September 
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1845 and died in Fans 6 Manjh 1907. Wb mother, Harriet Hatch 
Payne, was 1x>m at Bath 8 November 1845, was married to Clarence* 
Warden 5 November 1870, and died in Paris 8 September 1903. 
She was a daughter of William Elisha Payne, M.D., a prominent 
physician of Bath, and his wife, Betsey Ann (Hatch), and was a 
desoendaiit of Stephen HofAana of the Mayfiovm, 

Mr. Warden was educated in Ptois, and resided there until a few 
years brforn his death, when he came to Boston to live. He studied 
painting in Paris under Jcjseph Mezzara, lAon Comerre, Airn6 Morot, 
ttobert-Fleiuy, and Benjamin Constant, and won recognition as a 
talaited artist. Many times he ezhilHted his paintings at the Sobm 
dn Artistes Franfois in Paris and at other Paris eSdubitions, and 
. several times also in Chicago; and he received a medal for work 
exhibited at Toulouse, France. 

In the World War he gave his services in French relief woric in 
Boston, and his assiduous labors in this cause undermined his health. 

He was a member of the Cerde de V Union ArHstique and of the 
Traveler's Club, both of Paris, the Society of Mayflower Descendants, 
the Society of Colonial Wars in the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, 
the Boston Athletic Association, and the Union Club of New York 
City, 

Mr. Warden married, 12 July 1898, Efleanor Cotton Denham, 

daughter of Weston Tate and Melmda Carr (Potter) Denham of 
Bowdoin, Me , who, with one child, Harriet Eleanor Warden, sur- 
vives her husband. Mrs. Warden was elected a resident member of 
the New England Historic Genealogical Society on 3 December 
1919, three months before her husband joined uie Society, served 
for two years (1921 and 1922) as a member of the Committee on 
Papers and Essays, and is at present a member of the Special Com- 
mittee on Hospitality. She is also a member of the Council of the 
Society, having been elected at the annual meeting in February 
1921 for a three yean* teim. 

LrcY Cabpenter Sweet, of Attleboro,* Mass., a resident member 
since 1917, was bom at Worcester, Mass., 29 December 1855, the 
daughter of Everett Leprilete and Lucy Bliss (Carpenter) Sweet, 
and died at the old family homestead in Attleboro 23 March 1922. 

She was a descendant of John^ Sweet of Sidem, Blass., and hiter 
of Providence, who died in 1637, thioagh John^ of Warwick and 
Newport, R. T., Henry* of Swansea and Attleborou^, Mass., 
ThoijuLs,* Gideon,^ Leprilete/ and Everett T>eprilet^,' her father, 
who was bom at Attleboruugh 28 August 1828. Her mother, hacy 
Bliss Carpenter, was bom at Rehoboth, Mass., 1 August 1824, the 
daughter of Joseph and Nancy Mason (Bullock) Carpenter, and 
was married to Everett Loprilntr Pwrr't 6 March 1851. Among other 
ancestor? of Lucy Carjientcr Sweet were the Bullocks, Bowens, 
Coles, Duniiams, Salisburys, Wheelers, and other prominent settlers 
in early New England. 

MiaB Sweet's father spent five years of his boansss life in Woroes- 
ter» and in that city his daughter hwj was btnn. From eaily 
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childhood, however, Attleborough, the home of several generations 
of her ancestors, was also her home. She attended the piiWic schools 
in that town, and after her graduation from the high school in June 
1874 she became a teacher in the lower grades of the grammar schooJs 
there. After twenty yean of tlut ienrioe for the town she oondueted 
for three years a priviteaohoolfor kindeijwten and primary pupila. 

The cflll of genealogy was strong within ner, and the urge to follow 
that profession led her to study the methods and principles of genea- 
lo^cal research. The later years of her life were whuiiv devoted to 
this profeawm and to numerous patriotic interests* As a member 
el tliB Sodety of Daughters of toe American Eevohi^on she had 
proved her descent from ten or more Revolutionary ancestors, and 
she took an active part in the meetings of that organization. She 
ctften attended as a dele^te the Washington conventions of the 
society, sad was lenstrar ol its Attleboto eliapter. 

She was also * f aifihfiil woriBsr in the Seoond Comgregytiopal Gbuieh 
of Attleboro. 



Hon. Gkobgs Wikblow Wiggin, of Franklin, Mass., elected a 
resident monber in 1901 and made a life member in 1902, was bom 
at Sandwich, N. H., 10 March 1841, the son of Richard and MdutaUe 

(Beede) Wiggin, and died at Franklin 23 March 1922. 

He was descended from Capt. Thomas' Wiggin, who was at Dover, 
N. H., in 1631, where he was one of the earUest members of the 
government and was an assistant for several years from 1650 on, 
through Thomas,* who married Sarah Baiefoote, sister of Deputy 
Gov. Walter Barefoote of New Hampshiro, lliomaSt' Andrew/ 
Chase,' Andrew,' and Richard,' his father. 

lie was educated, largely by his own indiistn^ in the common 
schools and academy of hia iiative town, iu the Friends' boarding 
school at Frovidenoe, R. I., and at FhiDips Academy, Exeter, N. H., 
where he was graduated in 1867. 

Previoiis to entering Phillips Academy he had taught school for 
three winters, two winters in Falmouth and one in Barnstable, 
Mass., and alter his graduation be resumed teaching for hve years, 
one of whidi he spent as inshuctor in mathematics m the FoBtm 
School at Providence and the other four as principal of the hi^ 
school at Wrentham, Mass. After studying law with Hon. Samuel 
Warner, he was admitted to the Norfolk (Mass.) bar in 1872, prac- 
tised his profession in Franklin with success, and subsequently 
opened an office in Boston, where he oondiioted a geneml Uw nraotice. 

For a number of years he was justice of the District Court for 
Western Norfolk. From 1879 to 1894 he was one of the county com- 
mi^ioners of Norfolk County, being chairman of the board from 
1885 to 1894, and he served the town of Franklin as selectman, 
assessor, moderator of the town meetings, and member of the School 
Committee, of which he was diairman at the time of his death. He 
was connected at various times with many pubUc and financial 
institutions in Franklin, being a trustee of Dean Academy, clerk of 
the Board of Directors of the Ray Memorial Library, vice president 
of the Benjamin Franklin Savings Bank and of the Dean Cooperative 
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Bank, a director and clerk of the Milford, Franklin & Providence 
and of the Rhode Island & Massachusetts Railroad Companies, and 
a director of the Norfolk Mutual Fire Insurance Company. For a 
number of yem also he was president of the Massachusetts Flab and 
Game Protective Association. 

Hp attained high standing in Masonic fraternities, and in his 
political atfiiiations he was a stanch Republican. 

He was a member of the Council of the New K(igland Historic 
Genealogical Society in the yean 1907 and 1906,^ and at the tune of 
his deaui was serving on ibo Society's Committee on Ways and 
Means, to which he hid bee»i appointed for the srear 1921 and again 
for the year 1922. 

In recording hi« Hoath the local new-piqj-T sai<I: 

"Few men in town will be more distinctly missed than Judge Wiggin, so 
closely has he been identified with the int<crests of the towTi for nearly a half 
oentuiy, during which time he has won and held the respect of aU for his 
devotion to duty and hisdesiie to further the interest of his adopted town." 

He married first, at Exeter, N. H., in July 1S68, Mary A. Warren, 
who died in July 1873; and secondly, at Stoneham, Mass , in Novem- 
ber 1877, Mary A. Bryant, forinerly a preceptress in Goddard Semi- 
nary, Barre, Vt., and tilao iii Dean Academy, Franklin, who, with 
their daughter, Alice Wiggin of I^nnkUn, surviveB him. 

Mrs. Mahy Elisabeth (Newcomb) Addison, of Quincy, Mass., 
a life member since 1909, was bom at Quincy 30 May 1852, the 
daughter of Bryant Barter and Caruiine Baicter (Crane) Newcomb, 
and died there 9 April 1922. 

She traced her descent from Francis^ Newocnnh, who eame to 
New England in the Planter in 1635, ^jed 30, with his wife Rachel 
and two children, settled in Braintree, Mass., and- died 27 May 
1692, through John,' John,' Isaac,* Thomas,* Bryant,^ James,^ and 
Bryant Barter,* her father, who was bom in a part of Braintree 
which is now included in Quincy 11 Mareh 1810 and died in 1857. 
Her mother, Caroline Baxter Crane, who was bom in a part of 
Braintree which is now included in Quincy 23 December 1811, was 
a daughter of Thomas and Sarah (Baxter) Crane and was fifth in 
descent from Henry^ Crane, who as early as 1654 was settled in that 
part of Dordhester, Maaa., whioh was incorporated in 1662 as the 
town of Milton, and who died at Milton in 1709. 

She attended the Washington Grammar School at Quincy and 
continued her studies under private teachers. Her father had died 
when she was a httle child, and her mother was burdened with the 
care and suppwt of a family of nine chfldzen* Faced, as she grew 
up, with the necessity of malring her own way in the wozld, afao 
finally decided to adopt nursing as a callmg, and took courses in the 
Massachusetts General Hospital, Boston, and the Springfield City 
Hospital, which enabled her to join the ranks of trained nurses, a 
profession which she followed most Successfully for twenty years. 

After her marriage a large part of her time was given to phUan> 
thropic and charita^ work. In 1899 she oiganiaed, supported, and 
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maintained a society for littlp folks from ten to thirt^een years of 
age, numbering twenty-tive, for the purpose of developing within 
them habits of industry, as applied to home life. Thin she continued 
for four years, until 190B» when she was elected the fint pieodent of 
tlie Quincy Day Nursery Association. This position die redgned 
in 1908, lea'VTiig this philanthropic organization on a solid basis 
and being elected its vice president and chairman of its Board of 
Visitors. She was also an active member of the Quincy Tuberculosis 
Society, of which she was a director, the Quimor Chantable Society, 
Ihocnporated, of which she was secretary, the Quincy Historical 
Society, the C^irole of the Kint^'s Daughters, the norrner" Crittenton 
League of Compassion, and the Women's £duoational and industrial 
Union of Boston. 

Mrs. Addison was prominent In the affairs of the Universalist 
Church up to the time of her iUnesa^ and was highly esteemed by all 
who knew hor. 

She was nuirried, 22 November 1898, to Thomn'^ Alfred Addison, 
bom at Wolverhampton, co. Stafford, England, 0 January 1849, 
•on of John and Mary (Waldron) Addiison, who survives her. Th^ 
had no children. 

Herbert W (M n KnTi^AT i,, of Newton, Mass., a resident member 
since 1912, was born in Boston 3 March 1840, the sixth child of 
Daniel and Louisa (Keith) Kimball, and died at Newton 10 April 
1022. 

He was a descendant of Richard' Kimball of Rattlesden, co. Suf- 
folk, England, wheelwright, who, with his wife Ursula, daughter of 
Henrj' and Martha Scott of Rattlesden, and seven children, came to 
Boston from Ipswich, England, in the Elizabeth, m 1634. He settled 
tot at Watertown, Mass., where he was freeman in 1635, and about 
1IS88 removed to Ipswich, Mass., where he died 22 June 1675, aged 
above 80 years From him Herbert Wood Kimball was descended 
through John- of Ipswich, who married Mary Bradstreet, Richard* 
of Ipswich, who married Lydia Wells, Richard,* who married Sarah 
Buzley and moved to Norwich and later to Windham, Conn., Gapt* 
Aaron,* who settled at Grafton, Mass., married Mary Brooks, sod 
served in the Fronrh and Indian War and m the Revolution, Leonard,* 
who married Patty Baird of Worcester, Mass., and DanieP of Boston, 
his father, who was bom at Grafton, Mass., 31 October 17^ and 
died at Hing^mm, Mass.j 21 Jmie 1^4, and was a life member of 
the New England Historic Genealogical Society from 1870 until his 
death.* Through his mother, Louisa Keith, daughter of Royal and 
Deborah (Adams) Keith, who was bom at Grafton 15 June 1801, was 
married to Daniel Kunball 28 September 1825, and died 20 January 
1870, he traced his descent from Rev. James* Keith, who came to 
America from Scotland in 1661, married Susanna Edson, and was 
the first minister of Bridgewater, Mass., through James,* who 
married Mary Thayer of We^outh, Mass., in 1695 and removed

of Gnfton, who married Deborah Adams of Northbridge, Mass. 

He was educated at the Brookfield Family School and in the public 
and private schools of Boston and became a clerk in the store of 
Frederick Jones & Ck>mpany, where he remained until 1861, when 
he made a voyage to London on a sailing vessel. On hi^i return the 
following year he removed to Fitdibarg, where he was a part owner 
of the Fitchburg Woolen Mill Company. Four years later he returned 
to Boston, and in 1869 entered into partnership with Joseph C. 
Bates in the flour and grain business, under the firm name of Kimball 
& Bates. Upon the di^^bolutiun of this partaership in 1882, Mr. 
Kimball beeame a& aoooontant. To his work in ttds vooation he 
added in 1894 the duties of secretary and registrar of the Massa- 
chusetts Society of the Sons of the American Revolution, which he 
performed with great fidelity for a period of twenty-six years. His 
long-continued service in that society kept him in touch with other 
Stii^ Boeietiee and with hundreds of menibera, and won for him 
their affectionate regard. 

Mr. Kimball was also an enthusiastic member of the Old School 
Boys' Association of Boston, a charter member of the Everett Liter- 
ary Association, organized by young men clerks who were employed 
in Boston, a life member of the Young Men's Christian Union, and a 
member of the Bostonian Society aiS the Bmiker HiU Monmnent 
Association. 

In 187.5 he took up his residence in Roxbury, in 1890 he moved 
to Jamaica Plain, and in 1896 he moved again to the district 
of Newton, where he bmlt the house which was thencefortii Ins 
home. 

He married, 22 October 1868, Abby Rioe Brown ifimtMiii of 

lAmenburp^, Mas;?,, daughter of Phineas Sawyer nnd Klvira Evelina 
(Brown) Kiniball and a descendant also of Richard^ Iviifiball, through 
Thomas' oi Rowley, Mass., who was killed by the Indiana in 1676. 
Thorns^ of Bfadfofd, Mass., Ephnim* of Biadford, Ephiaim* of 
Lunenburg, Ephraim* of Fitchburg, Ephiatm' of Fitchburg, and 
Fhineas Sawyer* of Limenburg, her father. His wife survived him, 
together with two daughters and two sons, Evelyn LouLsa, wife of 
Harold Anthony Richmond of Providence, R. I., S.B. (Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology, 1893), and Eathrina Fieeoott lOmlNdl, 
Heifoert Sawyer Kimball, S.B. (Bfassachusetts Institute of Tech- 
nology, 1891), and Richanl Davenport Kimball, att three of Newton. 

Nathan WAaRm. of Waltham, Mass., a resident member since 
190S, was bom at Waltham 11 February 1838, the son of Nehemia^ 
and Sally (Wyman) Warren, and died there 11 April 1922. 

He traced his descent from John^ Warren of Watertown, Mass., 
who, with his wife and four children, came to New England, probably 
in 1630, and died 13 December 1667, aged 82,* through Daniel,*

The patriotic record of this famih'^ is distinctly remarkable, Daniel* 
Warren of Watertown, from whom the subiect of this memoir was 
sixth in descent, served in Capt NathaDUU Davsnport'e oompany 
in the Great Swamp Fight of 19 December 1675 and also in the 
Sudbury Fight of 1676. His grandfather, for whom he was named, 
enlisted in 1776, when a lad of but fifteen years, and rendered service 
for three years in the Revolutionary War as a private in the fo- 
ments of Colonels Dike, Brooks, and Howe. His father, Nehemiah 
Wamn, was a private in the War of 1812 mider Major Jaques, in 
Lieut. Col. Jonathan Page's detached raiment. He himself served 
« in the Civil War as rorporal in Co. G, Forty-fifth Regiment of In- 
fantry, MassAchiisotts Volunteer Militia; and his son Richard saw 
service in France during the World W ar as captain of the Twentieth 
ForoBtoy Engiiieewi, Ameriean EhcpeditioDaiy Foroea* 

Mr. Wanen reccaved his early education in the public schools of 
Waltham, and, after graduating from the high school in 1855. although 
he was prepared for a^lmission to Harvard College, entered commercial 
life in Boston as clerk in a wholesale dry-goods house. But the call 
of hiB imperilled coimtiy led him to enliBt, §6 September 1862, in the 
Forty-fifth Mnmachusetts Infantry, for a term of nine inoiitiMi» in 
which he saw j^en-ice in North Carolina and at the expiration of 
which he was honorably discharged. In 1864 he was again in the 
service, and was stationed at New Orleans, in Uie Department of 
the Gulf, acting as deputy provort marrfial ol one of uie paiiflheB; 
and a year later he held a poatKm in the War Department m Wadb> 
iiip:toii. 

in 1866 and the yeiirs immediately following Mr. Warren was 
employed by a shipping house in Boston as a supercargo, one of the 
very last to hold such a position, and sailed to the West Indms, the 
Cape Verde Islands, and the weet eoaet of Africa. In 1873, when 
the Yellowstone Park expedition, accompanied by General Custer's 
Cavalry regiment, crossed the plains of the great Northwest, in 
advance of the line of survey of t he Northern Pacific Railroad, Mr. 
Warren was a member of the party. In 1878 he made a trip to 
Europe. For neariv forty yean he waa connected with the life- 
insuranoe business, his senrioe as the leadii^ representative in Boston 
of the Fqiiitable Life Assurance Society of tiie United States dating 
bark to a time prior to the erection of that company's building in 
tins City, the demolition of whicii waa singularly coincident with 
hie death. In 1893 he waa preaident of the Boeton Life Underwrite 
Association. 

A Republican in polities, he wa^ at one time active in the work 
of his party, serving as a member of tlie Republican State Conmiittee 
and representing Waltham in the Legislature in 1880 and 1881, 
where he waa chairman of tiie InaomDce OmuDittoe when eoDBtroo- 
tive T«giai*twKii In both life and fire inaaranee waa enaetod. 

For mone than twenty-five yean lir. Wanen waa pceaident of 
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fhe Boaid of Trartees ol the Waiaiam Pdblie library, and the 
p t e e eat hnposing library buildbig wae Cfeeted while he was sen-ing 

as a trustee. He was for some j-ears a member of the Park Coitt- 
mission of Walt ham, and up to the time of his death was vice presi- 
dent of the Waltham Savingis Bank and a member of its investment 
committee. He was abo prominent in the Wahham HistcMrical 
Society, of ^diidi he had been president, and be was a contributor 
of historical papers to various publications, being the author of a 
history of Waltham in the "History of Middlesex County," com- 
piled by D. H. Hurd, 1890, and a "History of Insurance in Massa- 
chusetts/' published in 1897 by D. H. Hiird in his "New Engjland 
Stfttee." HeiiBsaliothe jomtanlifaorof anaddievettheeeei^^ 
tennial celebiatioii, m lw8, of the ineorporatkm of Waltham as a 
town. 

Mr. Warren was a member of the Society of Colonial Wars in 
the Commonwealth of ^lassachusetts, and took a prominent part 
m the affatn of the Boos of the American Bevohttkm, eerving fw a 
tune as treasurer of the Natianal Society, while in 1892-1894 he 

was rep'strar, in later years a member of the Board of Managers, 
and in 1910-11 president of t he Massachusetts Society of this organ- 
ization. He was also a member of the Masonic fraternity. 

Mir. Warren's long senrioe and pronunenee In Ufo-lneurinee cireles, 
together with his many public-spirited activities, made him well 
known throughout the State, and his sterling chaxacter attached to 
him a very wide circle of devoted friends. He was a sturdy New 
Englander, a man who commanded the respect of all who were 
capable of appreciating the best type of Christian manhood. 

He married, 18 January 1883, Chiulotte Elizabeth Bacon of Spring- 
field, Maas., daughter of Francis B. and Charlotte (Hare) Bacon, 
who survives him, together with two children, Richard Warren of 
Waltham, A.B. (Harvard, 1910), and Margaret, wife of Edwin 
Chester Towne of WalthauL 

RiCHABD MiDDLBOOTT Saltonstall, A.B., of Chestnut HjI( 
Mass., elected a resident member in 1891 and made a life member 
in 1912, was bom at Chestnut Hill 28 October 1859, the son of Leverett 
and liose Smith (Lee) Saltonstall, and died at Brookline, Mass., 
17 April 1922. 

He was a descendant of Sir Richard^ Saltonstall of Watertown, 

Mass., who in the royal charter of the Massachusetts Bay Company 
was the first-named of the eighteen assistants, made his first voyage 
to New England in 1630 in the fieet with Winthrop, and, with Lord 
Say and S^, Lord Brooke, and others, was an original patentee of 
Cknmeeticut, through Richiitd* of Ipswich, Mass., Nathaniel,' A.B. 
(Harvard, 1659), Richard,* A.B. (Harvard, 1G95), A.M. (i6., 1698), 
Judge Richard,** A.B. (Harvard, 1722), A.M. (ih., 1725), Nathaniel,* 
A.B. (Harvard, 1766), A.M. (ib., 1769), Hon. Leverett,' M.C., of 
Salem, Mass., A.B. (Harvard and Yale, 1802), A.M. (Harvard, 
1805, and Bowdoin, 1806), LL.D. (Harvard, 1838), and Leverett.* 
of Chestnut HiU, A.B. (Harvard, 1844), A.M. and LL.B. (ib., 1847), 
bis father, who was bom at Salem 16 March 1825 and died at Newton 
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15 April 1S95, and was collector of the port of Boston, 1885-1S90, 
and a naident member of the New England Hiatoric Geoealoncal 
Society from 1856 until his death.* mother, Bose Smith Lee, 
was bom at Salem 24 Januaiy 1835, the daughter of John Clarke 

Lee, A.B. (Harvard, 1842, as of 1823), A.M. (ib., 1842), and his wife, 
Harriet Pamu (Rose) Lee,! ^d was married to Leverett^ Saltonstall 
19 Oetober 18M. 

He was prepared for college in the well-known private school of 
the late Georgr Washington Copp Noble. A.B. (Harvard, 1858), 
A M {ib., 1863), entered Harv^ard, and received there the degree of 
Bachelor of Arts cum laude with the Glass of 1880, which numbered 
among its members Theodore Rooeevelty Robrat Bacon, Joelah 
Qiiincy, Charles Grenfill Wadibum, William Alasomder Gaston, and 
Albert Bushnell Hai-f. After studying for two years in the Harvard 
Law School and later in the office of Hon. William Caleb Loring, 
A.B. (Harvard, 1872), LL.B. {ib., 1874), A.M. (ib., 1875), LL.D. 
{ib., 1901), afterwards a justice of the Supreme Judicial Court of 
MassachuiEMBtts and since 1898 a life member of the New Ejng^and 
Historic Genealogical Society, he was admitted in January 1884 to 
the Massachnsetta bar and in 1891 to [waotioe in the United States 
Circuit Court. 

From 1884 to 1890 he was connected with the law department of 
the old New York k New England Railroad Company, being general 
solicitor of the company in the last three or four years of this period, 

and from the beginning of 1891 until November 1899 he was engaged 
in the general practice of the law in Boston on his own account. 
On 1 iSuvember 1899 he became a member of the law firm of Gaston, 
Snow 4c Saltonstall, Uter known as Gaston, Snow, SaltonstaU A 
Hunt, with which he retained his connection until his death. In his 
profession Mr. SaltonstaU enjrjypd ft ven' high ptrindinp; in Boston 
and Ciho in other cities, and was frequently called for consultation 
to Wasiuugton, New York, and other places. 

Pleasure rarely lured him from his woik, but in 1885| 1896, 1912, 
and 1914 he travelled abroad. His summers were spent for the most 
pfirt on his country estate at Nrnili Haven, Me., though he ixavo rnurh 
attention to hi? large farm at Shcrborn on the Charles River. The 
sprmg and fail sea^ns were spent at his Chestnut Hill home and the 
winter months at his city residence, 99 Bay State Boad, Boston. 

On Mr. SaltonstaU devolved the task of publishing, for private 
distribution among the members of his family, the genealogj- of the 
Saltonstalls, which had been prepared with infinite care and pains 
by his father and which the son brought out in 1897. The work is 
of great value to students of historic families and is strongly indlo 
ative of tiie character of the compiler, forceful, con^ineing, and 
thorough. 

Mr. Saltrmstall held memhorship in a variety of organizations. 
They includtd the Somerset, the Union, the Country, the Exchange, 
the Norfolk Hunt, and the North Haven Golf Clubs, the New Riding

of Boeton and New York, the Massachusetts Horticultural Society, 
of which he was president at one time, the Massachusetts Society 
for Promoting Agriculture, in which he held the double post Oi 
treasurer and trustee, the Bar Assodatioii of the City ol Boston, and 
the Colonial Society of Massachusetts. 

He married, 17 October 1891, Eleanor Brooks, daughter of Peter 
Chardon, A.M., and Sarah (Lawrence) Brooks* of Medford, Mass., 
who survives him,t together with three children, Leverett Saltonstall 
of Chestnut Hill, A.B. (Ebrvaid, 1914), LL.B. {ib., 1917), who served 
in France in the World War as a flr^^t lieutenant of Field Artillery, 
American Expedition a ry Forces, Muriel Gurdon Saltonstall of 
Chestnut Hill, and Richard Saltonstall of Boston. A B. (Harvard, 
1920, war degree), who in the World War attained the rank of ensign 
in the United States Naval Reserve and was assigned to dutj in toe 
tnmsport servioe. These two sons repieaented the eighth generation, 
in unbroken siiccepsion from father to son, of the Saltonstall family 
at Harvard. Another daughter, Eleanor Saltonstall, served in France 
in the World War under the American Bed Cross, was attached later 
to a field hospital unit, and was awarded the cnix de guerre wttb 
star. She died of typhoid fever at Portland, Oreg., 2 August 1919. 
Of Mr. Saltonstall's five brothers and sisters two siu^ived him. 
namely, Mary Elisabeth Saltonstall, who married first T.oui.s A^fassiz 
Shaw, A.B. (Harvard, 1884), who died 2 July 1891, and secondly 
John Silsbee Curtis of Boston and Beverly Farms, and Endioott 
Ptabody Saltonstall of Chestnut Hill, A.B. (Harvard, 1894), LL.B. 
(ib. , 1 897), who was appointed by the Governor of the Commonwealth 
in 1921 district attorney for the Northern District of Massachusetts 
and died at Chestnut HiU 19 Deoember 1922, a 8hort|time before 
the expiration of his official term. 

Gbobgk Savv in Stewabt, B.A., of Watertown, Mass., a resident 
member pincc 1898, wa.^ bom at Newton, Mass., 30 March 1870, the 
son of John Brigham and Nancy Abigail (Parker) Stewart, and died 
at Watertown 17 April 1922. 

He traoed Im ancestry from Duncan^ Steward of Ipewieh, New- 
bury, and Rowley, Mass., through Jame^ Steward, Solomon* Steward, 
Daniel* Steward, Amherst* Steward, Thomas Carlisle* Stewart, and 
John Brigham' Stewart, his father. Among his ancestors also were 
Carlisles, Moreys, Cobbs, Hildreths, and members of other eariy 
New England families. 

He was prepared for college at the Newton High School, entered 
Amherst College, and received there in 1891 the degree of Bachelor 
of Arts cum Inude. His first business position was a clerkship with 
the firm of EBt^B & Ijaiiriat, booksellers, of Boston. Here, however, 
he remained less than a year, and then he accepted a position with 
M. S. Ayer A Company, fint as deik and later as aaleaman.

Stewart aban loripd morrfintile business in 1911 tn follow genealogy 
as a profession. His careful, painstaking work won recognition 
among his associates, and in 1921 he was elected secretaiy and 
registrar of the Maaaaehusetts Society of the Sons of the American 
Revolution, a position which he was amply qualified to fiU. 

He had prepared voluminous and valuable genealogies which he 
had not published. They inohidcd the '^Stew^ard, Stewart, Stuart 
Family, Descendants of Duncan Steward," "Descendants of David 
Carlisle of Lunenburg," " Descendants of Isaac and Bridget (Fletcher) 
Parker," "Deeoendanta of John Cobb of Taunton/' "DeflcendanAs 
of Alexander Steward of Mailborougb/* and "Eady GeneiatioDe of 
I New England Stewarts." 

He married, 31 March 18^^7, Mary Alice Heckman, daughter of 
John Franklin and Wilheim Amia (Currier) Heckman, who survives 
him, together with four cliildreni Maigaiet, John Heekman, Maritm, 
and Edward Amhemt Stewart. Another child, Katharine, died at 
the age of two yean. 

William Fitzhale Abbot, A.B., of Worcester, Mass., a life mem- 
ber flinee 1905, wM bom in BoeUm 27 April 1853. the aon of Joseph 
Hale and Fanny Ellingwood (Jjanom) Abbot, and died at Woroeeter 

21 April 1922. 

He was a descendant of George* Abbot, who came from York- 
shire, England, about 1640, and settled in Andover, Mass., through 
Dea. J<dm,* Dea. John * Capt. JcAm* all of Anckver, Maj. AbieP of 

Wilton, N. H., Capt. Ezra" of Wilton, and Joseph Hale,' his father, 
A.B. (Bowdoin, 1822), A.M. (i6., 1827), who was bom at Wilton, 
N. H., 25 September 1802 and died at Cambridge, Mnsp., 7 April 
1873. His grandfather, Capt. Ezra* Abbot (1772-1847), the first 
manufacturer of potato atoioh, married Rebecca Hale, daughter of 
IJeut. Joseph and Hebeeoa (Harris) Hale and niece of Capt. Nathan 
Hale, the Revolutionary patriot. His mother, who was bom at 
T^overly, Mass., 14 June 1807 and died 26 June 1883, was the daTic:bt^r 
of Capt. Henr\' and Fanny (Ellingwood) Larcom and was married 
to Joseph Hale Abbot at Beveriy, 13 May 1830. 

His father, who made teaelung his life worlc, was a tutor in modem 
languages and librarian at Bowdoin College, 1825-1827, professor of 
mathematics nf Phillips Academy, Exeter, N. IT., 1827-1833, and 
tAUght in Boston, 1833-1855 and 1857-1860, where for many years 
he conducted a private scliool for girls, and in Beverly, 1801-1807. 
He was a member of the American A(»demy of Arts and Sdences, 
and spent the last years of his life in literary work in Bost<m. 

M'illiam Fitzhale Abbot received his early education at home, from 
his father, until he was fifteen year.s old, when he entered the Cam* 
bridge High School (September 1868). He was graduated there in 
1870, was admitted to Hsrvaid in the same year, and in 1874 leoenred 
from Harvard the degree of Bachelor of Arts cum {enids, with final 
honors in classic^. 

He followed the profession of his father, and in Sepk'nihr r 1S74 
became an assistant in the private school for boys conducted m Bos- 
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ton by George Washington Copp Noble, A.B. (Harvard, 1858), A.M. 
(7'6., 1863). Ill health caiLsed him to witluiraw from this school in 
January 1876; but a ^ear later he wao able to resume teaching, and 
in peitDiership with hiB ooltege daaBmoto, Theodore liOvett SewaU, 
A.B. (Harvard, 1874), LL.B. (t5., 1876), whose sister he i^n^arda 
married, he conducted the Indianapolis find.) Classical School for 
Boys until the summer of 1880. In September of that year he became 
teacher of Greek and Latin in the college preparatory department of 
the Woreester Hic^ Sdiool, in 1890 was made head of die dassieal 
department there, and continued in that position imtil his death. 

Mr. Abbot ^as president of the New Fngland Classical Teachprs* 
Association, and a member of the American Philological Association, 
the Worcester Society of Antiquity, the Massachusetts Society of 
Sons of the Revolution, the Massatuiiiaetts Reform Club, the Twen- 
tieth Century Chib, and various teaohers' oiganiiations and local 
societies. 

He married at Milwaukee, Wis., 28 December 1882, CRroline Ward 
Sewall, daughter of Edmund Quincy Sewall, A.B. (Harvard, 1847), 
A.M. (i6., 1850), and his wife, Louisa Kilham (Lovett). Mrs. Ablx)t 
survives her husband, together with four children, Edmund Quincy 
Abbot of Worcester, A.B. (Harvard, 1906), Hale Wellington Abbot 
of Boston. Miriam Abbot of Worcester, A.B. (Vassar, 1912), and 
Theodore Sewall Abbot of Worcester. Ajiother child, Larcom, twin 
brother of iiale Wellin^n Abbot, died a few d^rs after he was bom. 
Two brotheis also survive Mr. Abbot, namely, Edwin Hale Abbot of 
Cambridge, A.B. (Harvaid, 1855), A.M. (t&., 1858), LL.B. 
1861), a retired lawyer, who practised his profession for many years 
in Boston and was afterwanis prominent in the management and 
financing of the Wisconsin Central Railroad, and Brig. Gen. Henry 
Larcom Abbot, U. S. A., Retired, LL.D. (Harvard, 1^), a veteran 
of the Civil War, who also Uves in Cambridge. Another brother, 
Francis Elling\\^ood Abbot, A.B. (Harvard, 1859), Ph.D. and A.M. 
{lb., 1881), was a well-known minister, teacher, and writer on philo- 
sophical and religious topics, an exponent of radical doctrines in 
feugion, and a life member of the New England Historic Genealogical 
Soenty from 1892 until his death in 1903.* 

Hon. William Henry Hakrtsox Stowell, of Amherst, Mas«., a 
life member since 1912, was born at Windsor, Vt., 26 July 1840, the 
son of Sylvester and Fanny Chandler (Bowen) Stowell, and died at 
Amherst 27 April 1922. 

His earliest New England ancestor of the Stowell name was SamueP 
Stowell of Hingham, Mass., 1649, from whom he was descended 
through Israel* of Hingham, Isaac,* Jacob* of Dedham, Mass., Joel* 
of Windsor, Vt., and Sylvester,* his father, who waa bom at Windsor 
12 April 1808 and died at Needham, Mass., 24 January 1888. His 
mother, Fanny Chandler Bowen, dau^ter of Elisha and Fanny 
(Morris) Bowen, wan bom at Wilbraham, Mass., 21 Jannan.' 1810, 
and died at N» i <l});iin 3 November 1893. She was married to Sylves- 
ter Stowell at Reading, Vt., 16 May 1833.

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In hk youth Mr. Stowell attended the Boston public schools, 

among them the well-known Quincy and Phillips Grammar Schools 
and the English High School, and was graduat<?d from thf^ Hii^h 
School in 1858. In the sfune year he entered the business world as 
derk in the office of C. O. Whitmore and Sons of Boston, shipowners, 
who wm engaged in the East India tmde and Iat«r in the refining 
of sugar; and from 1861 to 1865 he was chief clerk in the Union 
Sugar RefinerJ^ Charles Oct avius Whitmore was a member and 
stanch friend of the New England Historic Genealogical Society, 
and WiUiam Henry Whitmore, with whom Mr. Stowell was daily 
MBodatod, WIS an eariy member of the Society and one of the best 
known and most highly esteemed genealopBtsin England and America. 
It was in remembrance of the«e circumstances that Mr. Stowell a 
half century later selected life membership as liis form of membership 
in the Society whose welfare they had so much at heart. 

In April 1866, in the dosing davs of the Civfl War, Mr. StoweO 
went to Virginia, in search of health, and bought a cotUm plantation 
in Brunswick County; but he soon gave up the occupation of planter 
and became a member of the firm of Wrst, Beardsley & Company 
of Richmond, Va., lumber merchants, who rented the famous Libby 
Prison as a wardiouse and im^rtod Imnber and other bnflding 
materials from Maine. During his r^idence there he was appointecf, 
in 1805, United States commissioner for Virprinia. was made collector 
of internal revenue for the Fourth District of Virginia in 1868, and 
was elected, as a Republican, a member of the Forty-second, Forty- 
third, and Forty-fourth CkmgresBes (1871-1877) from the Fourth 
CongrosirionnI District of that State. He served as chairman of Hxb 
Republican State Committee of Virginia in 1872, the only year in 
which the State was carried by the Republicans, and as delegate at 
large and chairman of the Virginia delegation to the Republican 
national convention at Cincinnati in 1876. 

From Virginia Mr. Stowell migrated to the West, where he founded 
the Fox River Pulp Company of Appleton, Wis., in 1877, and the 
Atlas Paper Company in the fame place in 1878, serving a? secretary 
and treasurer of both organizations. Some ten years later he made 
his home in Duluth, Minn., where he became interested in and was 
secreta]^ and treasurer of the Duluth Iron A Steel Company, 1889, 
and buut at Duluth the first blast furnace west of Chi<»go. Later 
he fidded banking to his interests, and acted as president of the 
Manufacturers Bank, West Duluth, from 1889 to 1895. In 1896 
he retired from active business. 

Mr. StoweU's distinguished ^Uic services as well as his social and 
businesB connections secured hun a wide acquaintance among promi- 
nent men, including statepmen, financiers, and literary perrons, in 
New York City, Paris, New England, and the South and West. Tie 
himself wrote many articles for the public press, among which may be 
motioned "The Separation of tibe Church and State in France/* 
Pari^:, 1907, which appeared first in the St. Paid Dispatch, "Tm 
Results of Our Mexican Policy," 1915, "TMiat Amrrira Thinks, a 
Reminiscence of Gen. Ganbaldi," 1916, and "Letters and Talks 
with Sir Edward Carson," 1916. He was also deeply interested in 
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genealogical researches during the later years of his life, and con- 
tributed to volume 71 of the Register (1917) articles on the de- 
scendants of the two brothers, Samuel and Jonathan Hyde of Newton, 
MasB. The eonMiteted mamiiwript of his "Stow^ Genei^gy'' was 
puUiriied in 1922, after his death, and makes a volume of 980 pages. 

He was an Episcopalian, and held membership in the Minnesota 
Historical Society, the Order of Founders and Patriots of America, 
the Society of Colonial Wars, the Society of Sons of the American 
Bevolutkm, the American Red OrosB, the Amherst C9ub of BusmesB 
Men, and the Amherst Golf Club. 

He married at St. Paul, Minn., 13 November 1873, Emma Clara 
Averill, daughter of Gen. John Thomas and Hannah Elizabeth 
(Atkinson) Averill of St. Paul. Mrs. Stowell was bom at Winthrop, 
Me., 16 October 1852, and died hi New Y(»k City 28 September 1911. 
A son, William Avenll Stowell, of Amheist, A3. (Princeton, 1204), 
Ph.D. (Johns Hopkins, 1908), who was professor of Romance lan^ 
guagee at Amheist ColleiBe, 1910-1920, survives his parents. 

Mrs. Ann Janb {Feuioh) Wabd, of Koxbury, Mass., a resident 
member since 1912, was bom at Bane, Mass., 25 July 1840, the 
daughter of Benjamin and Ruth Miiaiida (Johnson) Fdton, and 

died at Roxbury 8 May 1922. 

She was a descendant of Nathaniel Felton, of Salem, 1633, who 
married Ma^, daughter of Rev. Samuel Skelton of Salem, through 
Nathaniel,' Skdton,' Joseph,^ Skelton,* and Capt. Benjamin* of 
Bane, her father. 

She received her education in public and private schools at Barre, 
and in the high school at Athol, Mass. For a year after her gradua- 
tion, 1858-59, she taught school at Orange, Mass. 

She was dosely identified with religious activities as a member of 
the old Inomanuel Congregational Church of Roxbuiy, eleetmg 
especially work for foreign missions. She had lived in the same home 
(37 Winthrop Street) in Roxbury for more than fifty years. 

She was married, 2 August 1860, as his second wife, to Francis 
Jaeiam Ward of Rosburv, only son of Nahum and Soaan (Guraey) 
Ward and a resident member of this Society from 1897 until his death 
on 14 January 1912.* A daughter, Mrs. William Alfred Paine (Ruth 
Felton Ward) of Boston, and five grandchildren, Francis Ward 
Paine, Mrs. John Henry Blodgett (Ruth Sargent Paine), Mrs. Morris 
Felton La Croix (Esther Humphrey Paine), Stephen Paine, and 
Dorothy Bowen Paine^ surme her. A seoond daughter, ESstber 
Humplu^y Ward, died m London 14 June 1802, in her 28d year. 

Mns. Eleanor Tracy (Eustis) Pattee, of Brookline, Mass., a 
life member since 1911, was bom in Boston 22 March 1851, the 
daughter of William Tiaey and Martha Gilbert (Button) Eustis, 
and died at Coranado, Calif., 20 May 1922. 

She was descended from William^ Eustis of Rumney Marsh 
(now Chelsea), Mass., of whom the earliest record in New England 
is that of the birth of his son John in 1659, through William^ of

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Chelsea, Joseph,^ Jogeph^ of Boston, William Beers,^ Joseph,* who 
married at Newbuiyport, Man., 2 October 1820, Eleanor St. Barbe 
Tracy, and William Tracy* her father, who was born in Boston 29 
September 1822, married, 3 October 1849, Martha Gilbert Dutton 
of Boston, daughter of Heiir>' Worthington and Ann Eliza Bradlee 
(SpNear) Dutton, and died at Brookline 11 October 1906. After an 
active business career of almost half a century^ William Tracy Eustis 
devoted the later years of his life to genealo^cal reseaieh, especially 
in the records of the Eustis and Dutton fanuties. He was a resident 
member of the New England Historic Genealogical Society from 1886 
until his death, and gave to the Society zealous and faithful service 
as a member of important committees and as Councillor for the years 
180S-1806 and 19(»^1M5 * 

Wlnanor Tr&cy Eustis was educated at private schools in Boston, 
and was married, 3 October 1872, to Frank Hai^rave Pat tee. They 
resided in Boston until 1883, when they moved to California, where 
Mr. Pattee was treasurer of the Southern California Railroad, which 
was later merged in the Santa F6 system. Mr. Pattee died at Los 
Angeles in 1893, and Mrs. Pattee then returned to the East. She 
spent much time at Brookline and at Castine, Me., where the Eustis 
family has a summer home, and she traveled extensively both in 
America and abroad. She and her sister, Elizabeth Mussey Eustis, 
were pasBengsn In the spring of 1012 on White Star steamship 
Titante, and nanowly escaped the fate which overtook so man^r of 
their fellow passengors when the ill-fated vessel went down amidst 
the icebergs of the North Atlantic. During the later years of her 
life Mrs. Pattee spent the winters in Southern CaUfomia. 

A daughter, Mrs. Harold Ahlquist of Painesville, Ohio, survives 
Mrs. Pattee, and also three sisters and two brothers, Henry Dutton 
Eustis, Elizabeth Mussey Eustis, and Mary St. Barbe Eustis, all 
three of Brookline and all also Pilgrim Tercentenary members of the 
New England Historic Genealogical Society, and Mrs. Walter 
Briant Stephenson (Martha Eustis) of Haverford, Pa., and Joseph 
Tkaey Eustis ctf Kookline, both life members of the Society. All 
these sisters and brothers were ^nerous contributors to the building 
fund of the Society in 1911, and m recognition of their helpful interest 
in the work of the Society and their father's untiring fidehty in its 
service the Treasurer's oB^ce in the Society's house at 9 Ashburton 
Flaoe, Boston, has been named the Williun Tracy Eustis Memorial 
Room. 

Mrs. Ella Florence (Hoyt) Flicking eh, of Little Rock, Ark., 
a resident member since 1915, was born at Brandon, Oakland Co.^ 
Mich., 18 August 1861, the daughter of George Willis and Ella Groat 
(Polhemus) Hoyt, and died at her home at Little Rock 24 June 1922. 

Her father had migrated to Michigan from New York, and his 
daughter received her education at the St. Charles High School, Sag- 
inaw Co., Mich.

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She was married at Fremont, Mich., 22 April 1880, to Louis Flick- 
in frer. After her marriag:e she devoted her remarkable energy to 
tiie support of many religious, philanthropic, patriotic-historical, 
and civic movements, and at the time of her death was prominent 
for her unusual achievements in behatf of these oauBes. Her affifib- 
tioDB villi patriotic, historical, and genealogical societies wm DimiBr- 
ous, and included National and State as well as local organizations. 
Among them may be named the Grand Council of Vice Presidents 
of the National Historioii Society, oi which she was a founder, the 
Order of Founders and Pfttriols of America, of wfaidi she had been 
State president, the Daughters of the American Revolution, of 
which phe had born State rceordins: secretin', the United Stntes 
Daughters of 1S12, of which she had been State registrar, the National 
Society of Colonial Dames of America,^ the Colonial Daughters of 
America, the Huguenot Society of America, the Huguenot ^dety of 
South Carolina, the Scions <n Colonial Cavaliers of America, the 
Military' Society of the Frontier, and the New York GenealogiciJ and 
Biographical Society. She had been regent of the Little Rock ehnpter 
of the Daughters of the American Revolution. She was appomted 
Gov. Jefferson Davis of Arkansas as one of the honorary commis- 
aoners from Hot Springs Cknmly for the Louisiana Purchase Exposi- 
tion at St. Louis in 1903» an honor which earned with it many privi- 
leges and powers. 

Notwithstanding the exacting strain of her many duties in these 
societies, Mrs. Flickinger was equally active in church work, the 
Red Cross, and in Uterary, musical, educational, art, and dfamatlc 
societies. Since 1883 she had been a member of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church. 

Her husband, their son, Bmce Nommn Flickinger, a grandson, 
Louis Speer Flickinger of Denver, Colo., a brother, Clarence Hoyt 
(rf South Ridmiond, Va., and a sister, Mrs. John W. Sheets of Saginaw, 
Mich., survive her. 

William Rockefeller, of New York City, a Pilgrmi Tercen- 
tenary member since 1919, was bom at liichford, Tic^ County, N. Y., 
31 May 1841, tiie son of William Avery and EUia (Davison) Roeko* 
feller, and died at North Tanytown, N. Y., 24 June 1022. 

To the student of genealogy and heredity the pedigree of Mr. 
Rockefeller is specially interesting. Instead of Jin unbroken chain 
of New England ancestors descended from English forbears, it shows 
an amalgamation of various racial elen^ts which has resulted in 
the present day in a family of stalwart, forceful, and foremost Amer- 
icans. On the paternal side his Une is traced back from his faUier, 
William Avcry^ Rockefeller, a physician and farmer, who was bom 
at Granger, Columbia Co., N. Y.. 13 November 1810, through God- 
frey,* who was born at German town, N. Y., in 1783 and married 
Lucy Aveiy oi Great BanmgUm, Mass., WiUiam,* who was bom at 
Am well, N. J., in 1750 and married his cousin, Christina Rockefeller, 
Peter,* who was bom in Germany in 1711 and came to Americji with 
his father, to John Peter,* who was bom near Neuwied, Germany, 
about 1682, emigrated to America in 1723-~4, and died at AmweU, 
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N. J., about 17r>f>. Ho was probably the son of Jean, who whj' '-om 
about 1634 and spelled his surname Roquefeuille or lioquefeuil, 
beuig evidently of French extraction, and his second wife, Elissabeth 
Margaret Renuegan, whom he mairied about 1678. Mr. Rockefeller'B 
mother, who was bom at New Bninswiek, N. J., in March 1813 and 
died 28 March 1889, was married to his father at Niles, Cayuga Co., 
N. Y., 18 February 1837, and was the daii^^hter of John and Cynthia 
(Selover) Davisuu of New Bnmswick and a descendant of William 
Baviaoii, an Kngjirtiinun who settled in Monmouth Ck>., N. J., near 
the oloae of the flevenfceenth oentury . Thus in a short span are found 
Frrnch. German, New Jersey, and New England strains. 

Mr Rockefeller was educated at Owego Academy, Owego, N. Y., 
and m the public schools of Cleveland, Ohio, whither the family, 
inehidiDg lather and mother and two sons, WiHiam and hk dder 
brother, John Davison, had ramoved in 1852. He began hie mer- 
cantilo rarorr thorp in the produce business, in which ho won his 
way to partnership and accumulated sufficient capital to rnable him 
in 1865 to enter with his brother into the oil mdustry, then in its 
infancy. Hie eetabliahing of a branch office in New York City led 
to his removal to that city to take charge of it. He was imquestion- 
ably the merchant of the company, assuming the responsibility of 
marketing the output of the industry. With a commanding physique, 
an active intellect, an energetic personality, a stem but just judg- 
ment, and a kindly spirit, he was beloved by all, and constituted a 
aotlid asset of the Standard OU Company. He did not, however, 
confine hunself so closely to the oil businees as did his brother, but 
waB largely interested also in railway and other enterprises suc- 
ceeding ( 'oniclius Vanderbilt as a director of the New York Central 
Railroad, and serving taa an ofiicer or director of a large uuiiiber of the 
leading transportation lines of the eountiy, of sevml banks, and of 
various copper and insurance companies and public utilities. 

Although a member of the Baptist Church, he was in his later 
years, which he spent largely at his country home at North Tarry- 
town, N. Y., a regular attendant at St. Mary's Protestant Epi^scopal 
CSrarah at SearbcmNigb- 

Mr. Rockefeller was a member of the New England Society of 
New York, the New York Genealogical and Biographical Society, 
The American Fine Arts Society, The Metropolitan Museum of Art, 
and the American Museum of Natural History; and his club afiiliar 
tions were with the Union League, Metropolitan, Riding, New York 
Yacht, and Automobile Clubs of New York City, and the Aidaley 
Y.) and Jekyi T?1and (Ga.) Clubs. 

lie married at Fairfield, Conn., 25 May 1864, Almira Ueraldme 
Goodsell, daughter of David Judson and EUen (O'Brien) Goodsell 
ci New York City and a descendant of Thomas Goodsell, a Welshman, 
who came to America in 1678. Mrs. Rockefeller was bom in New 
York City 19 March 1844 and died 17 January 1920. Of their ax 
children, four survived their parents, Emma, wife of Dr. David 
Hunter McAlpin, William Goodsell, Percy Avery, and Ethel Geral- 
dine, wife of MarceUus Hartley Dodge; but William Goodsell Rocke- 
feller, who was a life member of the New England Historic Genealog- 
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ical Society, outlived his father by UttJe more than five montfaa,

Edward Got lburn Smcixwi, P. R. C. I., of Waverley, St. Ism- 

renrr, I'arbados, B. W. I., a corresponding member since 1913, was 
born at K.ensiiig:ton House, St. Michael's, Barbados, 19 Novpmber 
1S56, the eldest son of Rev. Edward Griffith and Henrietta Bngg;s 
(Howard) Sinckler, and died at Waverley 30 June 1922. 

Mr. Sinekkr's father, who was bom at Bridgetown, St. BCiehael's, 
16 February 1823, was vicar of St. Leonard's, Barbados; and his 
paternal grandfather, James William Sinckler, bom 26 December 
1789, died 20 August 1853, was a medical practitioner and held the 
rank of captain in the First or Royal R^;iment of Militia. Mr. 
Sinckler'a mother, bom at St. Philip'a, BamdoflL 27 July 1825, was 
the ddeet daughter of William Murrell Howaid, a pkuiter and a 
member of the Colonial Leprislatnre, and his wife, Sarah (Briggs.) 

The Sinckler family is undoubtedly of Scotch origin, the surname 
being a corruption of "Sinclair"; but Mr. Sinck^s great-great^ 
grandfather, James SineUer, a planter of the pukh of St. George, 
Barbados, who was boni in 1735 and died 23 August 1788, spelled 
his name "Sinrkler, " and this spelling has been followed by most 
of the latter's descendants. James Bmckler o^^^ied land and plav^ 
in St. George's as early as 1782, and his son James, who died 30 July 
1807, great-grandfather of Edward Qoulbum Sinckler, aho owned 
land and slaves In that pariah. 

Mr. Sinckler was educated at a private school kept by his father. 
In 1874 he entered the public «?rvice of the Colony, in which he 
continued for more than forty years, b^;inning as a subordinate 
clerk in the Colonial Secretary's office and advancing step by step 
untfl 1883, when he became chief derk of the Reooid Brandi and 
derk of the Courts of Ordinary and Error. In 1886 he was made 
clerk of the Legislative Council, and in 1892 he was appointed a 
justice of tlie fx^ace and clerk of the Assistant Court of Api>eal. 
In 1893 and subsequent years he served repeatedly t^emur police 
magistrate in Bridgetown and hi Tarious ooimtiy distrieto, some- 
times adding the duties of judge and coroner to those of magistrate. 
In 1905 he took an active part in promoting the r It l.iation of the 
tercentenary of Barbados. In 1919 he Ijecamc manager of the 
Government Savings Bank, and held this position at the time of his 
death. 

Since 1897 Mr. Sinckler has been a fellow of the Royal CoUmial 

Institute. Always fond of literary pursuits, he was the author of 
several monographs pertaining to the history' and antiquities of 
Barbados, coiiected and published in a local newspaper many of 
the legends of the island, compfled a "Handbook of Bari>ado6," 
and oceadbnaOy composed lyric ven^. He was a member and 
honorary secret an- of the Historic Sites Conunittee, which was 
appointed in 1909 to inquire into the historic sites, old forts and 
houses, and burial grounds and tombs of Barbados. He was also

companion, and among his most intimate literary friends was the 
late Nichohvs Danieil Davis of British Guiana and aftemnrds of 
Londoa, a weii-knuwn authority on West Indian iii^itury and a cor- 
reqxmding member of the New Eiiglaiid HiBtorie Genealogtoal 
Soeiety from ISSS until his death in 1915.*

Mb8. Margaret (Kimball) Cummings, of Boston, a resident 
member since 1916, was bom in Boeton 19 Oetober 1841, the daughter 
of Hon. Moees and Frances Lavinia Angier (Hathnway) KlmbeJI, 

and died at Topsfield, Mass., 14 July 1922. 

She was a descendant of Richard^ and Ursula (Scott) Kimball, 
who came from Kattiesden, co. Suffolk, England, in 1634, settled at 
Watertown, Mass., and later removed to Ipswich, Mass., through 
Caleb,* Caleb,* Capt. Jobn,« Dea. Nathaniei,* David,* and MoeeB,^ 
her father, who was bom at Newburyport, Mass., 24 October 1809, 
and died at Brook] inc. Mass., 21 February 1896. Moses Kimball, 
in his day one of the mast prominent citizens of Boston, active in 
poUticB, at various times a member of the Boston city government 
and of the Mamadraaetts Legudature, and well known as the pro- 
prietor of the famous Boston Museum, was a resident member of 
the New England Historic Genealogical Society from 1878 until his 
death and one of its geiu'r()\iH benefactors. t 

Mrs. Cummings was educated at private schools in Boston until 
1855, and then entered Profeeaor Agassii's school at Cambridge, 
iriiere she remained imtil 1861. A period of foteign tnvel followed 
her school course. 

She was married, 12 OctolxT 1869, to Charles Amos Cummings* 
of Boston, architect, a j^raduate of the Rensselaer Polytechnic 
Institute. He was bom m Boston 26 Jime 1833, the son of Amos 
and Bebeoea (Hopkins) Cummings, and died 11 August 1905. Two 
children survive her, Charles Kimball Cummings, A.B. (Hansard, 
1893), an architect of lioston, and Margaret Cummings of Topsfield, 
and also three sisters, the Misses Helen Frances, Hauuah Hatnaway, 
' and Lolu KimbeU of BrooUine and Prides Crossing (Beverly), Mtm, 
Miss Helen Frances Kimball, a Pilgrim Tercentenary member and 
benefactor of the New England Historic Cencalogical Societj', was 
one of the first group of women who, in 1898, were elected to mem- 
bership in the Society, and has served the Society as a Councillor 
and on various committees. Miss Hannah Hathaway Kimball, a 
Ufe member, has also been a generous donor to the Society. In

VomnteerB and the Thirteenth New Yoilc Cavalry. He married, 
15 June 1868, Deborah Barron Mundy of Staten Island, who was 
bom 11 May \H'M\ and died 7 July 1890, daii^ihtor of Dr. Crowell 
and Ann Kiuyon; Munrly and a descendant of Jacques Guyon, a. 
French Huguenot of the early part of the seventeenth century. He 
died 27 August 1908, and is buried hi tiie Moravian Cemetery at New 
Dorp, Staten Island, where also his son, the subject of this memoir, 
has been laid to rest. 

After att/cnding the Staten Island Academy, Mr. Millspaugh 
entered business in 1877 as a clerk in a hardware store in New York 
City, at $2.00 a week. From this small begiiming he advanced from 
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one position to another until he became, in 1887. n^sisfnnf tn Mr. 
Jesse L. Eddy, then resident sales a^ont at Utica of the Delaware 
and Hudson Canal Company. On 1 January 1890 he was promoted 
to 8ii€oeed Mr. Eddy, and five montlis latw he founded t£e fiim of 
Millspaui^ A Green, distributors of anthracite €oal, with offices at 
Utica, S>TacuF5e, and Rochester. This firm was inconporated 31 
May 1905 as the Millspaugh & Green Company, and Mr. Edward 
Judson Millspaugh was a director and president of it from the time 
of incorporati(Hi imtil his death. He was also director and president 
of two other coal companies, from the time of thdr oi|;anization to 
his death, and held kindred offices in a large number erf other busi- 
ness enterprises. 

In politics he was a Republican. In religion he was an Episco- 
palian, although he was trustee of the Westminster Presbyterian 
Church of Utica for many years. He served for twenty years as 
treasurer of the Utioa Rescue Mission, and rendered most valuable 
and active service on the Liberty and Victozy Loan Committees of 
Utica during the World War. 

His membership iii clubs and societies was varied aiid extensivBi 
including historical, patriotic, antiquarian, religious, businesBy social, 
and sporting organizations. 

He had a widf* cirHo of friendi^ nnd acquaintances, by whom he was 
highly esteemed for his busmess mte^ity and hon^y, his sensitive 
response to the viewpoint of others, and the charm of his personality. 
His generosity was weU known, and many charitable enterprises 
profited from his large gifts. 

Mr. Millspaugh mnrri<-(I, 20 June 18^7. Anna Belle Mase of Maty- 
teawan, N. Y., daughter of Hon. Willard Horace and Jane Elizabeth 
(Corwin) Mase. Mrs. Miiispaugh's mother was the daughter of 
Daiad WeUs Corwin, and dauned descent from Matthias C^rvinus, 
a famous king of Hungary. Mr. Millapaugh's wife siuvives him, 
together with their only child, Francis Convin Millspaugh, of Lowell, 
Mass., B.A. (Yale, 1912), M.HE. (Harvard, 1916), who succeeds 
his father in his Pilgrun Tercentenary membership in the New Eng- 
land Historic Genealogical Society. 

Levi Holbrook, M.A., of New York City, elected a resident 
member in 1897 and made a life member in 1898, was bom at West- 
borough, Mass., 7 March 1836, the son of Levi and Eliza (Grout) 
Holbrook, and died at Centre Harbor, N. H., 26 July 1922. 

He traced his descent from John' Holbroke, who was at Wey* 
mouth, Mass., in 1640 and was chosen several times to represent 
that town in the General Court of the Colony, through Thomas' Hol- 
brooke, Nathaniel* Holbrook, XathanioV Micah,^ David,* and Levi/ 
his father, who wa^s born at Sherborn, Mass., 9 June 1785. His 
mother, who was bom at Northborougb, Mass., 20 October 1807, 
was the daughter of Seth and Susanna (Haskell) Grout. 

Mr. Holbrook was prepared for college nt Williston Seniinarj', 
Eastharapton, Mass., and entered Yale, where he received the 
degj ee of Bachelor of Arts in 1857 and the degree of Master of Arts, 
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in course, in 18G0. He was the valedictorian of his college class and 
a member of Phi Beta Kap^. 

His eyes had suffered serious injury during his college course, and 
he therefore spent thf months following his graduation in Boston, 
where he was under treatment for his impaired sight. Oiit-of-door 
life being deemed advisable for him, he rode on horseback throu^di 
the western wfldemefls aerofls the Rodcy Mountains to the Oohmima 
River and back in 1858, and then travelled extensively in the several 
continents of the Old World. From 1860 to 1863 he f^tudicd modpm 
languages and literature at Cambridge, Mfi«5., so far as his eyes 
permitted ; but he was finally obliged to give up his plans for a 
literary or professional eaieer and entered business in Boston, where 
he remained from 1864 to 1867. From 1871 on he made his home 
in New York City, but, handicapped by his defective vision, he 
was imable to ert^R^e steadily in active work and spent much time 
in travel. He bore with cheerful resignation his inability to use 
his e3res, consoling himself with one of his favorite lines of poetry: 
"Tbey also serve who only stand and wait/' ^ his old age ne was 
a man of strildng appearance, witb his king wlidbt hair and beard; 
and in the neighborhood of his summer home in New Hampshire 
he was known as "the Grand Old Man of Lake Winnepesaukee." 

He was a member of the American Fine Arts Society, the Amer- 
ican Geographieal Society, of which he was secretary' and counoiOor, 
the Order Founders and Patriots of America, of which he was 
repiptrar q;enera1, the Society of Colonial Wars, the Society of Sons 
of the Kevolution, and the New Hampshire Society <tf the Cin- 
cinnati. 

He married, 27 December 1871, Viola Vowers, daughter of John 
Andrew and Elizabeth Melissa (Failing) Vowers. Mrs. Holbrook 

sun^ived her husband by less than seven weeks, dying on 10 Septem- 
ber 1922. A son, Clark Holbrook of Red Rank, N. J., and a daughter, 
Mrs. Julian Pearce Smith (Helen Holbrook) of Upper Montclair, 
N. J., survive their parents. 

ALEXANnER Graham Bell, Ph.D., M.D., LL.D., ScD., of 
Washington, D C , the world-renowned inventor of the telephone, 
a resident member smce 1889, was born in Edinburgh, Scotland. 
3 March 1847, the son of Alexander Melville and Ehza Grace (Sy- 
monds) Bell, and died at Beinn Breagh, his estate near Baddedk, 
Cape Breton, 2 August 1922. He was buried on the crest of Mount 
Beinn Breach, at a spot rhosen by himself. 

His grandfather, Alexander Bell, bom at St. Andrews, Scotiand, 
3 March 1790, was the son of David Bell, who was bom at St. An- 
drews in 1760 and was probably the son of a James BeU who married 
Helen Duncan, but this point seems not yet to have been posi- 
tively c^tahliVhrd. Dr. Bell's mother, who was bom at Dover, co. 
Kent , I'yngland, was the daughter of Samuel Symonds, a surgeon in 
the Royal Navy, and his wife, Mary White. 

Aside from the sturdy Seoteh traits inherited from hia 
forbears, Alexander Graham Bell was endowed by his father and 
grandfather with a student's interest in vocal physiology, which led 
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forward to the crowning achievement of his hfe, the invention of 
the telephone. The gnindfatiwr, a noted orator of his day and an 
expert in elocution and voice oiiltuie» had made a lifelong study 

of sound, and invented a method of removing impediments in speech. 
His son, Alexander MelvUie Bell, continued in the same course, 



Univennty^ College in London, and later at Qneen'a University, 
Kingrton, in the Province of Ontario, Canada, imd inventing in ins 

turn a method of instruction in orthoepy which was successfully used 
in t€achinp deaf-mutes. A number of scholarly books dealing with 
this study were written by him and extensively used. His experi- 
mente, whioh were eondueted in hie home, aroueed the interest of 
his tuo eons. Both boys made tests alcmg uie same lines and arrived 
at some striking results, of which the most notable was the constnic- 
tion of an artificial skull of ^itta-percha and india rubber that could 
be made to pronounce several words in weird tones when blown on 
hand bellows. This machine was exhibited more than once 
before neighborhood audiences. 

In addition to the training thus received Alexander Graham Bell 
was educated at the Royal High School, Edinburgh, and attended 
lecture at the University of Edinburgli and at University College, 
London, where he was matriculated in 1867. During tiii^ period, 
when but sixteen years of age, he became an ins^etor of draf-^ntes. 

At twenty-two the youthful body broke imder the strain of his 
studious life anfl he was threatened with tuberculosis; but with the 
removal of the family to Brantwood| Canada, in 1870, came a full 
return to vigorous health. 

In 1872, two years after the family had settled in Canada, Dr. BeD 
removed to Boston, where he was employed in the Horace Mann 
School as a teacher of deaf-mutes and later (1873-1877) wa*' pro- 
fessor of vocal physiology in Boston University. Teaching interfered 
80 materially with his experiments that he gave up, at length, all 
bat two pupils, one of whom, Mabel Hubbard, later beeune his 
wife; and it was her father, Gardiner Greene Hubbard of Boston^ 
who was BcWb finaneial suppcnrt during the lean experimental years 
of the telephone. 

,0n 2 June 1875, while Dr. Bell, assisted by Thomas A. Watson, 
was experimenting with his device for transmitting the human voice 
over a wire, in the electrical workshop of Charles Williama at 100 
Court Street, Boston, he heard for the first time, over a wire running 
from one room to the next, sounds made by Watson, who was in the 
next room. The foilowmg March, on Mr. Bell's twenty-ninth 
birthday, the patent on the invention was received, and a week later, 
on 10 March 1876, at No. 5 Exeter Place, Boston, where a wire had 
been installed, Watson, listening at the end of the wire in another 
room, heard Bell pay: "Mr. Watson, please come here. I want you." 

Thrilled by succeiss. Bell, two months later, carried his new toy to 
the Centennial Exposition in Philadelphia, where he gave a practical 
demonstration of tne transmisrion of the human voice by electricity, 
and in June 1876 saw his invention leap into fame through the weU- 
known ineident of Dom Pedro, Emperor of Brazil, who ejaeulated "My 
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God] It talkat" when he heard Bell's voice ooming forth from the 

queer cone-shaped instnimcnt which he was holding to hia ear. From 
that moment this exhibit became the most popular of the whole 
exposition. It was in October of the same year that a successful 
conversation was carried on between Dr. Bell in Boston and Mr. 
Watson in Cambridgey over a private telegraph wire, and in Deom- 
her a long-distanoe tidk between North Conway, N. II., and Boston 
assured the pioneers of the utility of the invention. The first tele- 
phone line was opened on 1 April 1877 between the Boston workshop 
of Charles W Uliams and his home in SumerviUe. Thus Boston had 
the homt of being the birthplace of this remaricable invention, which 
startled the world by its possibilities of usefulness. On the fortieth 
anniversary of the "birth of the telephone," in 1916, Dr. Bell 
returned to Boston for the dedication of the tablet ejected at 
5 Exeter Place to commemorate his first success. The preceding year, 
utei the transoontinmtal line was opened, Dr. Bell In New York had 
once more said over the wire '^Watson, oome here," but this time Mr. 
Watson was in San Francisco. 

Having started the telephone on its triumphant way, Dr. Bell, as 
well as his associates, quietly left its career to the guidance of Theo- 
dore Newton Vail* and turned his attention to other inventions. 

In oo6peration with 0. Sumner Taintor and Dr. Chichester Bell 
the recording and reproduction of speech, as embodied in the grapho- 
phone, was improved. To Alexander Graham Bell is due also the 
invention of a method of lithography, a photophone, an induction 
balance, and a telephone probe which was used in lucaling the bullet 
which caused the death of Fkesident Garfield. Dr. Bell spent fifteen 
yean and 1^00,000 in testing his tetrahedral kite, and eatidiliBhed as 
a principle in arrhitecture the use of tetrahedral ct?lls or units. From 
1886 on his laboratories were located near Baddeck, Cape Breton, 
where he conducted researches and made experiments in aerial 
locomotion and other scientific sabiecto; and in 1907 tiie AKrial 
Experiment Association was fonned, with headquarters at Cape 
Breton. 

During the World War JJr. Bell and Mr. F. W. Baldwin invented 
a boat or hydroplane, which developed a speed of seventy miles an 
hour and was called the fastest in the worid. It was intended for 
the pursuit of submarines and for scouting, but the annlstioe pre- 
vented its use for those purposes. 

It was in 1877 that Dr. Bell founded and endowed the Volta Bureau 
for the increase of knowledge relating to the deaf. He was also the 
founder and at one time president of the American Association to 
Promote Teaching of Speedi to the Deaf, to which he gave $200,000. 
He was a regent of the Smithsonian Institution, a member of the 
National Geographic Society, of which he harl been pr^ident, a 
member of the American Philosophical Society, a fellow of the Amer- 
ican Academy of Arts and Sciences, and a member of the National 
Academy of Sciences and of other learned societies. 

He was the author of many smentifie and educational monographs,

^ Many }ioii(m?' were conferred upon Dr. Bell after his great inven- 
tion had made him famous. In 1880 the French Government awarded 
him the prix VuUtt and dooorated htm in 1881 as an officer of the 
Legion of Honor. A medal was received from the London Society 
of Fine Arts in 1902; and in 1907 the Royal Albert Medal, the Elliott 
Cresson Medal, and the John Frita Medal were awarded to him. 
To these were added the Hughes Medal from the Royal Society of 
Arts, London, in 1913, and the Edison Medal in 1914. Numerous 
honoraiy academic degrees were bestowed on him, namely, thoee of 
Doctor of Philosophy (Wiirzburg, 1882), Doctor of Medicine (Hei- 
delburg, 1886), Doctor of Laws (Illinois College, 1896, Harv'ftrd, 
1896, AmherFt, 1901, St. Andrews, Scotland, 1902, Edinburgh, 1906, 
Queen's, Canada, 1908, Dartmouth, 1913, George Washington, 1913), 
and Doctor of Scienoe ((Mord, 1907). 

Dr. Bell married, 11 July 1877, Mabel Gardiner Hubbard, daughter 
of Gardiner Greene and Cortrude Mercer (McCurdy) Hnhbard. 
Mr«. Bell survived her huslniud only five months, her death occurring 
in Wa^ihington, D. C, 3 Jauoaiy 1923. Of their four children, two 
eons died in infancy, hut the two eldest duldven, daughters, survive 
their parents, namely, Elsie May Bell, who was born at South Ken- 
sington, England, and marrird in London, 23 October 1900, Gilbert 
Hovey Gro8\'enor, B.A. (Amherst, 1897), M.A. (i6., 1901), editor of 
a Washington magazine, and Marian Hubbard Bell, born in Wash- 
ington, D. C, the wife of Dr. David G. Fairehfld of that dty. 

Waldo Elias Boardman, D.M.D., of Boston, elected a resident 
member in 1913 and made a life member in 1919, was born at Saco, 
Me., 1 September 1851, the son of Ellas and Sarah Hartshorn (Hojp- 
kins) Boardman, and died at Omaha, Nebr., 14 August 1922, whue 
on his way home from the convention of the National Dental Asso- 
ciation at San F^^ciseo, Calif. 

His paternal ancestry has been traced from Maj. William* Bord- 
man or Boardman of Cambridge, Mass., 1038, and his wife Frances, 
through William' and Sarali of Maiden and Chelsea, Mass., William* 
and Abiah (Sprage) of Lynn, Mass., Amos* of Chelsea and Reading, 
Mass., who married at Reading, 28 May 1752, Elisabeth Smith of 
Reading, Dea. Elias, ^ h Revolutionary soldier, who married at Read- 
ing, .5 April 1785, Hannah i^ewis, Elias,* who wa,s born at I indgewater, 
N. H., 24 i^ovcmbcr 1786, married, 21 January 1821, Huidah Green, 
and died at South Reading, (now Wakefield), Mass., 23 November 
1861, and Elias,^ his father who was bom at South Reading 26 
Febniarv 1S22 nnd dirrl at Haverhill, Ma.ss., 15 Ortobrr 1001. His 
mother, 8ar;ili liartshom Hopkins, was born at South Headmg 28 
February, 1823, the daughter of Joseph and Martha (Crookcr) 
Hopkins, and was married to Ellas Boardman 5 December 1848. 

He was educated in the public schools of Saco and at the Biyant and 
Stratton Commercial School in Portland, Me., and was engaged 
with his father for two years in the boot and shoe business. In 
August 1871 he came to Boston and was employed as confidential 
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clerk hy a patent lawyer, with whom ho aftenvards entered into 
partnership. In 1877 he was compelled by impaired health to ^ive 
up this work, and, after a rest of four prears, he became a newspaper 
pabliflher in New York City, netonung to Boston a year later, he 
engaged in the drug business, which he soon left to enter the eon- 
fectionery business, in which he remained for two years. Then, 
after seven or eig;ht months of rest, he wns^ enrolled in 1883 as a 
student in the Harvard Dental School, and received from Harvard 
in 1886 the degree of Doctor of Dental Medicine. 

Dr. Boardman practised his profession from 1886 until his death. 
At one time he resided in Winthrop, but he had his office in Boston. 
He held various positions in the Han'-ard Dental School, servinp m 
instructor in operative dentistry, 1891-1899, curator of the Dtntal 
Museum, 1893-1915, hbrarian of the Dental School, 1897-1915, and 
editor for many yem of the quinquennial catalogues isf the Dental 
Srhool. 

He was president of the Massachusetts Dental Society, 1806 97, 
chairman of its executive committee for many years, and the author 
of a history of that society from 1867 on. He held high office in 
other dental organisations, Ix^ing president of the Natimial Dental 
Association in 1901-05 ; and he was a member of the Woild's Colum- 
bian Denta! Ponc:ress in 1803 and of the organization committee of 
the Fourth International Dental Congress at St. I^ouis, Mo., in 1904, 
a delegate to the Fifth International Dental Congress in Berlin, 
Gennany, in 1909, and ehainnan of the National Dental Convention 
which met in Boston in 1920. 

He was connected also with many historical, patriotic, and social 
organizations, including the Massachusetts Charitable Mechanic 
Association, the Society of Colonial Wars, the Sons of the American 
Revolution, and the Bostonian Society. For three years, 1917-1919, 
he was a member of the Cmnmittee on Ways and Means of the New 
England Historic and Genealogical Society. 

Dr. Boardman married fir^t, 15 June 1882, Margaret Klisabeth 
Brown, who died s.p. in Boston in December 1917, daughter of 
Thomas and Julia Brown; and secondly, at Santa Cruz, Calif., 14 
February 1921, Mary E. Townsend, who sunrives htm. 

Mrs. ALiri: White (Shaw) Torrey, of Dorchr?tor, Mass., a 
Pilgrim Tercentenary member since 1919, was born at South Wey- 
mouth, Mass., 6 August 1836, the daughter of Theron Vinson and 
Rebecca Tubbs (Colbtim) Shaw, and died at Dorchester 18 August 
1922. Through her mother, the daughter of Rev. Samuel Woods and 
Ruth (Coggswell) Colburn, she was oonnected with several honored 
familioF: of early New England. 

Sii(! wils married at Weymouth, Mass., 14 October 1862, to Eibndge 
Torrey, who was bom at South Weymouth 17 September 1837 and 
died at Dorchester 2 January 1914, the son of Joseph and Haniet 
(W ade) Torrey. He was for many years senior member of the carpet 
house of Torrey, Bripbt & Capen of Boston, now known as the 
Torrey, Bright & Capen CompBny. was active in the work of the 
Congregational Church, in the -\meiican Board of Commissioners 
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for Foreign Minions, and in educational fields, and was a resident 
meinher of the New Englaiid Hutotic Geoealogieal Society from 
1900 untUhudeftth* 

Mrs. Torrey was a member of the Second Church of Dorchester, 
known as the Codman Square Church. Her life was filled with benef- 
icent deeds; and in her will she made large bequeists to churches, 
schools and eleemosynary institutions, in the same spirit d aemoe 
which had oharaeterized her husband's activitieB m behalf of bis 
fettownien. She was the last of her family. 

Mks. Abbie Si:s.\N (J^Fxtsj BKtiiE, of Hudson, Mass., a life mem- 
ber since was born in that part of Marlborough, Mass., which is 
now included in the town of Hudson, 28 August 1859, the daughter 
of Luman Thompson and Emily Susan (Witt) Jefts, and died at 
Hudson ] 6 September 1922. 

Her great-grandfather was David Jefts, and her graodfather was 
Benjamin Jefts. Her father was boru at Washington, N. H., 4 April 
1830. Her mother, who was bom at Mariborough 6 August 1833, 
was the daughter of Dwight and Abigail (Estabrook) Witt. 

She was ediicatrd in the Hudson public schools, at Willow Park 
Seminary, Westlmrough, Mass., and at the Xew England Conserva- 
tory of Music, and was for two years a pupil in the preparatory 
school of Wellealey College and for two years more a student in 
Wellesley College. 

She was married, 24 April 1884, to Frank Taylor Beede, who was 
born at I^a^t Hebron, N. H., 14 September 1849 and died at Hudson 

22 iSiovembcr 1905, the son of William Taylor and Irene Qumiby 
(Smith) Beede and fifth in descent from Eli Beede of Kingston, K. H., 
who was bom in the Island of Jersey in 1699. Two children, Everett 
Jefts Beede, of Belmont, Mass., A.B. (Boston University, 1905), who 
has been a life member of the New Englanrl Historic GienealogiGal 
Society since 1912, and Luman Jefts Beede, survive her. 

Mrs. Beede was known for her devotion to her family and to 
charitable interests, and was a distinct factor in the conmiunity 
interests of her home town. 

Hon. Edward Francis Johnson, A.B., LL.B., of Wobum, Mass., 
a resident member since 1890, was born at Woburn 22 October 1856, 
the son of John and Julia Ann (Bulfineh) Johnson, and died there 

23 September 1922. 

He was a descendant in the ninth p^eneration of Capt. Edward^ 
Johnson,! a charter membrr of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery 
Company of Massachusetts m 1637, one of the seven pioneers who 
left Charlestown and founded in 1640 the settlement at Woburn, of 

which he was the first town clerk, and the author of the " Wontler- 
working Providence of Sion'? I^avior in New Knccland," through Maj. 
William,' commanding nni( n aLMinst the Indians and the second

died there. His mother, Julia Ann Bulfinch, his father's second wife, 
was born at Lynn, Mass., 23 June 1825 and died 1 May 1903, the 
daughter of Amos Breed and Hannah (Coombs) Bulfineh.* 

He was prepared for college in the Wobum public schools, was 
graduated at the high school there in 1874, entered Harvard in the 
autumn of the same year, and received the degree of Bachelor of 
Arts in 1878. In college he was admitted to membership in Phi Beta 
Ku>pa. For a few months after his graduation he read law by hinir 
self; but in the spring of 1879 he saU^ for Europe and spent several 
months there in study and travel. Retuming home in October 1879, 
he entered the Harvard Law School and attained the degree of 
Bachelor of Laws in 1882. 

Already, in July 1881, he had opened a law office in Boston, with 
his classnoate, the late Gen. William Amos Bancroft, and in November 
of that year he had been admitted to the Suffolk bar. He retained 
his Boston office until October 1883; but from that time on he carried 
on his professional work at Woburn, having been appointed clerk of 
the first District Court of Eastern Middlesex on its establishment 
in 1882, an office which he held until July 1888, when he resigned. 
For two years, 1887 and 1888, he was town treasurer of Wobum; 
and in 18SS, when the town of Wobum, which had been founded by 
his ancestors, became a city, he was elected its first mayor and 
served for two years, 1889 and 1890. Declining a second reelection, 
he was appointed in February 1891 justice of the Fourth District 
Court of Eastern Middlesex, and continued to serve in this capacity 
for thirty-one years, until his death. 

While he was a Wobum official, he prepared at his own expense 
and began the publication of "Wobum Records of Births, Deaths, 
and Marriages, from 1640 to 1873," arranged alphabetically hy 
surnames and cfarondogically under each surname, a valuable oontn- 
bution to history and genealogy. This publication wassubsequratly 
brought down to 1890. 

He was deeply interested in pf'nealogical matters, and publi.«!hed 
several pamphlets dealing with the Bulfinch, Simonds, and Johnson 
families, including an exhaustive genealogical study uader the title of 
"Captain Edward Johnson of Wobum, Massachusetts, and Some of 
His Descendants," Boston, 1905, of which the portion dealing with 
the first five generations of the family was published originally in the 
Register, vol. 59. His researches also led him to publish numerous 
articles pertaming to matters of loe»l history. 

Judge Johnson was a member of the Middlesex Bar Association,

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the MasBaelninttB Bar Aasociation, the MasBaehusetts Historical 
Society, to which he waa elected in 1894, but in which be resigned 
his membership a few years before his death, the American Anti- 
quarian Society, the Colonial Society of Massachusetts, and the 
Kumiord iiistorical Association, whidi he had served as president 
(1899). He was a former preaideiit and a life member of the board 
of trustees of ^e Wobum Public ISbnajf a trustee of the Wobum 
Charitable Association, and vice president of the Wobum National 
"Bank. He was a member also of the law firm of Johnson & Johnson 
of Wobum, made up of his brother, himself and their two sons — ail 
Harvard men. 

Id Iu8 sroooger dajm he was an entlnisiaatic baseball and tennis 
player, and he never lost his interest in athletic sports. He made 

several trips overland to the Pacific coast in the latter part of his 
life. For several years before his death, however, his health had 
been impaired. 

He married, 26 September 1882, Ik^ry EUaabeth Simonds, the 

daughter of Edward and Mary (Tidd) Simonds of Wobum. His wife 

sunnves him, toprthrr with thf^ir two sons, Harold Pendexter John- 
son. A.B. ( Harvard, 19Uo), LL.B. (ib., 1907), horn at Wobum 10 
November 188^, a former mayor of Wobum, and now a member of 
the fifm erf Jdmeon d? Johnson, and Kametfa Simonds Johnson, A.B. 
(Harvard, 1007), born at Wobum 12 Febmary 1885, a telephone 
engineer in Now York City, with hi? home in Jersey City, N. J., and 
their daughter, Eleanor Johnson, their yoimgest child. 

Judge Johnson was a kindiy, courteous, considerate man, ever 
ready to place the results of his study and researches freely at the 
disposal of younger students. His love of family was intense, and, 
like his distinguished ancestor, the founder of Wobum, whom he 
resembled in other striking ways, he devoted much time gratuitously 
to public-spirited undertakings and to the welfare of his native town. 
His work in preserving the vital records of Wobum was of a pioneer 
eharaeter, and deserves reoognition and gratitude from all who 
realize the value of such pubhcations. He once told the writer that 
he bepftn fhin work while waiting; for his first clients to come to his 
office, and that he was able to pursue it for some time without mter- 
mption or annoyance. The distinguished and useful position which 
his family has held continuously in Wobum throughout ten genera- 
tions is very unusual, even in New ngbmd.

Auii^RL Alvin Jenks, of Pawtucket, R. I., a Pilgrim Tercentenary 
member since 1920, was bom at Central Falls, R. I., 1 November 

1859, the son of Alvin Fales and Elisa (Whitford) Jenks, and died 
at Pawtucket 7 Nnvrnihrr 1922. 

His father's family traced its line from Joseph^ Jenks of Lynn, 
Mass., 1645, through Joseph,' who came from England with his 
father and eventually settled at Pawtucket, Maj. Nathaniel,' Nathan- 
iel,* Capt. Stephen,* Stephen,* Alvin,' to Alvin Fales • the father of 
the subject of this memoir, who was bom at Central Falls 23 August

Jenks and granddaughter of John and Elizabeth (Tilley) Howland, 
Albert Alvin Jenks derived Mayflower Ancestry. His mother, bom 
at Warwick, R. I., 23 August i829, was the daughter of Jienjanim 
and Elizabeth (Sherman) Whitford. 

He was educated at the private sdiool of Jamea IhfiUs in Faw- 
tucket, Mowry and GMTa English and Classical School in Pnmdenoe, 
R. I., ih(2 Highland Military Academy in Worcester, Mass., and the 
Bryant and Stratton Commercial School in Providence. 

After his school days were ended, the young man entered the Fales 
A Jenks Machine Company of Pawtudket, founded in 1830 by his 
grandfather, Alvin Jenks, and David Fales, a partnership which 
grew out of the original firm of Stephen Jenks & Son, of which Alvin 
Jenks had hnon a member. His choice of manufacturing as a career 
was a natural sequence to the previous history of his paternal ances- 
ton in New EngUnd, who, from the time whmi Joeepfr Jenks setttod 
at Pawtucket in 1671, where he built a foii^, eamed on a sawmill 
and carpenter shop, and later operated an iron foimdry, had been 
engaged without interruption in iron founding and manufacturing, 
the firm at the present time being directed by Robert Rice Jenks, the 
son who succeeded his father as president of the company, on the 
latter's resignation about two yean before his death. 

Suec^ in his own business brought to Mr» Jenks the cares and 
responsibilities of many other enterprises. He was president and a 
director of the Jenks Spinning Company of Pawtucket and of the 
Pilgrim IVIilis of -bail River, Mass. He was a director, also, of the 
GomeU BfiUs of FaU River, the Dartmouth Manufacturing Corpora- 
tion of New Bedford, Mass., the Judson AT ills of Greenville, S. C., 
the Jenks Canadian Company, Limited, of Drummondville, Province 
of Quebec, the Queen City Cotton Company of Burlington, Vt., and 
the Slater Branch Industrial Company, and was a vice president of 
the Home Market Club. 

Mr. Jenks was alive to tiie welfare of his dty, was a liberal donor 
to charities, and was interested in many patriotic, Masonic, and 
recreational societies, being a member of the Society of Mayflower 
Descendants, the Society of Colonial \Var«, and various Masonic 
organizations and business and country clubs. He attended St. 
John's Episcopal Church. 

He married, 6 February 1884, Annie Cleveland Rice, daughter of 
John T. nnd Ellrn M. (Bates) Rice, who sun'ive?' him, together with 
their .sod, Robert Rice Jenks of Pawtucket, who succeeds his father 
in his Pilgrim Tercentenary membership in the New England Historic 
Genealogical Society. A younger son, Richard Alvin Jenks^ who was 
bom in 1892, died in his eighteenth year. 

William Goodsell Rockefeller, B.A., of New York City, a 
life member since 1921, was bom in New York Citv 21 May 1870, the 
son of William and Ahnira Geraldine (Goodsell) Boekefeller, and 
died there 30 November 1922. 

His paternal ancestry has been given in the memoir of his father, 
William Rorkefeller, a Pilgrim Tercentenary member of the Society, 
who died 24 June 1922. {Vide supra, page xc.) 
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He was prepared for college at M. W. Lyon's Collegiate lustitutei 
entered Yale, and reeeived fnm that institution Uie degree of Bache- 
lor of Art8 in 1802. Except for a year (1893-94) spent in travel, in 

which he wnnt fironnrl tho globe, his life was devoted chieflv to 
businpsR and finance. He entered the f inj)Ioy of the Standard Oil 
Company of New York and the Standard Oil Company of New 
Jersey, and served as troasuier of the former organisation from 1809 
to 1911 . For five yeam he was secretary and treasurer of the Amal- 
gamated Copper Company, of which he was also a director, and he 
held various official positions in the Anaconda Copper Mining Com- 
pany and (M>mpani^ subsidiary to this company and to the Amalga- 
mated Company. His services were sought as a bank director and as 
a director of several railway 83rstems, among whidi may be men* 
tioned the Union Pacific Railroad Company, the Oregon Short Line 
Railroad Company, and the Oregon-Washington Railroad & Navi- 
gation Company. He was a director also of the Brooklyn Union 
Gas Company and of other public utilities and industrial companies. 

After his retiranent in 19 1 1 from the treasmerBhip of the Standard 
Oil Company New York, Mr. RodDsfeller spent much of his time 
at Greenwich, Conn , where his large ej'tate of Reveral hundred 
acres contained a er purk, a trotting park, and the famous Rocke- 
feller kennels. He was a member of the Union Club, the Metropolitan 
Chib, the Yale Club, the University Club, and many other New 
York clubs, as well as various organizations for out-of-door sports. 

He marrieti, 21 Novniiber 1895, Elsie Stillman, dniiphtor of the 
late James Stillman, the well-known New York banker and financier, 
and his wife, Sarah Elizabeth (Rumrill). Mrs. Rockefeller survives 
her husband, together with their five ehfldren, WilBam Avery, B.A. 
(Yale, 1918), Godfrev Stillman, B.A., (Yale, 1921), James StiUman, 
John Sterling, and Aunira Geraldine Roekefellen
